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Gentlemen of the City Council: 

Notwithstanding the fact that, for the first time 
in the history of Boston, there is no mauguration 
of a mayor at the beginning of the municipal 
year, the usual executive address is doubtless 
expected. I can undertake to cover but a small 
portion of the extensive. field of our municipal 
work, and that only in the most general man- 
ner. It has, however, seemed to me proper that. 
in the middle of a two-year term of office, I 
should refer, at somewhat greater length than has 
been customary, to some of the executive and 
legislative work of the last year, indicate some 
of the progress made, and present for your con- 
sideration various ideas and suggestions looking 


to future action.

Of the loans of $7,321,000 issued during the 
year, three and a half and four per cent. bonds 
amounting to $5,750,000 were sold upon the open 
market; $1,507,300 four per cent. bonds were 
taken by the commissioners of sinking funds, and 
$63,700 four per cent. bonds were sold _ to 
various city trust funds. The number of different 
loans placed upon the market during the year 
was ten. ‘The duty of placing the loans, vested 
in the city treasurer, subject to the approval 
of the mayor, is a most delicate and impor- 
tant one, calling for constant watchfulness and 
sound financial judgment. We may congratulate 
ourselves upon the’ fact that the credit of the 
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city remained — so good during the disturbed 
financial conditions of the last six months that 
the treasurer continued to market bonds, at only 
a slight decrease from former prices, during the 
period when other large cities abandoned the 
attempt to dispose of their securities. 

I am happy to be able to state that it has recently 
been found possible to reduce the interest rate upon 
the twenty-year bonds of the city from four to three 
and a half per cent. A three and a half per cent. 
loan for the sum of $1,500,000 was sold at 1012 in 
the latter part of November. The last preceding 
three and a half per cent. loan -— outside of the 
special rapid-transit loans for forty years — was 
issued early in 1890. The credit. of the city of 
Boston stands deservedly high, and there is no 
reason, under the financial policy now pursued, 
why it should not remain so. 

During the current financial year the money 
paid into the city treasury for licenses for the 
sale of intoxicating liquors, after deducting the 
one-quarter share payable to the commonwealth, 
has amounted to the sum of $1,082,994.75. The 
expenses of the police department for the finan- 
cial year will amount to about $1,676,000; so 
that the receipts from licenses have met nearly 
two-thirds of the total cost of this department. 
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PUBLIC BATHS. ~ 


The contract for the bath-house on Dover 
street, the plans of which have recently been 
made public, will be awarded very _ shortly, 
and the work should be completed within the 
next six months. Partly in recognition of the 
interest which the representatives of the wage- 
earners of the city have manifested in the project, 
and of the support which they have given it, a 
clause has been inserted in this contract requir- 
ing that preference in employment upon the work 
shall be given to the members of trades unions. 
I informed the city council of 1896 that I should 
advocate the establishment of several other local 
bath-houses of a similar character during the 
present year, and I now desire to formally recom- 
mend a loan of $200,000 toward erecting baths 
in Charlestown, East Boston, the North End, 
South Boston, and Roxbury. While this sum 
may not be sufficient to provide proper baths 
for all five of these districts, it would go very 
far toward doing so, and they should all be 
included in any general plan. 

During the past year the subject has been so 
thoroughly studied from every standpoint that 
action upon a comprehensive scale can now be 
safely taken, and if the city council acts promptly, 
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Boston can, within the coming year, take a place in 
advance of any other American city in respect to 
public bathing facilities. J desire to express my 
acknowledgments of the careful and faithful work 
of the members of the advisory committee upon 
this subject, appointed by me early in the year. 

While the needs of the different sections of 
the city in respect to shower-baths should be 
first met, I believe that one or more large swim- 
ming-baths, such as the town of Brookline has 
recently opened, should later be added. Some 
free instruction in swimming, particularly for the 
benefit of the scholars in our public schools, may 
well be furnished by the city. The public bath- 
ing-beach at the Marine park, South Boston, 
has been so largely used during the past year that 
the need of a greater number of bath-houses is 
already felt, and. it is hoped that these can 
be provided before the opening of another season. 
I believe that the smallest possible charges should 
be made for the use of the facilities required for 
bathing on the open beach, in order that as 
large a number of the people as possible may 
enjoy this great privilege afforded by our water 
front. 

In many of the cities of continental Hurope 
baths have for some time been introduced in 
school-houses for the use of the scholars, with 


a 
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such excellent results that they have become an 
established feature. The teaching of habits of 
personal cleanliness, which is thus made possible, 
should be no unimportant part of public instruc- 
tion. It should be a source of satisfaction that 
the school committee has decided to try this 


experiment in a new school-house. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


I know of no direction in which the expenditure 


of a few hundred thousand dollars will do more for 


this community, through the healthful development - 


of its children and young people, than by the. 
judicious provision of properly located and equipped 
playgrounds. So much public attention has been 
given in this and other cities to the advantages of 
extensive park areas, that the equally great need of 
comparatively small open spaces, particularly in 
thickly settled districts, for use as playgrounds, has 
been largely overlooked. The city and metropolitan 
park systems have provided Boston and its suburbs 
with one of the finest and most varied systems of 
rural and urban parks to be found anywhere in the 
world. But these large park areas are not de- 
signed, or only to a very slight extent, to afford 
opportunities for open-air games or athletic sports 
or contests. If one-twentieth of the sum which 
Boston has spent upon her magnificent park system 
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could be devoted to the acquisition in proper 
localities, throughout the city, of numerous areas to 
serve as playgrounds, the investment would, in my 
opinion, bring in a still larger percentage of return, 
in the shape of healthful physical development and 
social well-being. JI believe that every ward of 
the city should, as nearly as possible, be provided 
with some place where children can _ play, and 
where out-door sports and contests can, to some 
extent at least, be carried on. The city of Paris 
recognizes so. fully the public importance of 
healthful out-door recreation that directors of 
sports are employed, to assist in organizing 
them. Boston may well adopt the same en- 
lightened policy and become the first city in 
America in respect to public exercise and 
athletics. 

A fair beginning in this direction has already 
been made during the past year. The lot of 
land owned by the city on M_ street, South 
Boston, containing about five acres, has been taken 
out of the hands of the street commissioners, and 
the work of levelling it off to a proper grade, 
for which the sum of five thousand dollars was 
secured, is already in progress. The question of 
how best to equip and utilize this ground has been 
considered at a public hearing in South Boston, 


plans are under way, and the matter is in shape 
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for imtelligent action. The park commissioners 
have recently taken a tract of about eighteen 
acres of marsh at Neponset, for which the sum 
of $15,000 was appropriated last year, also a desir- 
able area of about eleven acres, chiefly low 
meadow land, known as Billings’ field, in West 
Roxbury, for which the sum of $20,000 was 
appropriated in the last general loan order. 
While these two tracts are not at the present time 
in suitable condition for immediate use for play- 
ground purposes, they will be secured at such’ 
a moderate figure that even after the expense of 
filling has been met they will not be expensive, 
and if such filling is gradually done with city 
ashes its cost will be very slight. It is very 
desirable that such playgrounds should, if possible, 
be-laid out so as ultimately to be bounded by a 
street on every side, and this has been secured 
in these two cases. 

The acquisition of spaces of this character in 
our outlying districts is to some extent a wise 
and economical anticipation of the certain wants 
of the not far distant future; but there are 
other localities where the need of playground ac- 
commodations is already urgently felt. In built-up 
districts it is of course impossible to provide open 
areas of as great size, as the cost of acquiring 
land is considerable; yet these are the very districts 
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where it is most important to make some provision 
of this character as soon as possible. In ward 
three, Charlestown, for instance, the want of some ~ 
open space is keenly felt, and a_ petition repre- 
senting the inconvenience and danger caused by 
the playing of children in the public streets, and 
asking for the purchase of a playground, has been 
extensively signed by taxpayers. 

Ward sixteen is another district where there is 
great need of a playground, especially for use by 
young men as an athletic field. In this vicinity 
there is fortunately plenty of vacant low land which 
can be acquired and filled for a reasonable sum, 
and this should be done as soon as possible. 

In thickly populated districts, small open breath- 
ing-spaces for the use of little children, with 
their mothers, would also be valuable. Pro- 
vision has already been made for. one open space 
of this character by the appropriation by the last 
city council of the sum of $2,000 for improving 
a lot of land on Fellows street, already owned 
by the city, containmg about three-quarters of 
an acre. A plan for this purpose has_ been 
carefully prepared, and the work will be com- 
pleted early in the spring. 

Open-air gymnasia have already been pro- 
vided by the city at Charlesbank and Wood 
island, and the large use made of both of these 
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shows that they meet a public want. Similar 
geymnasia, for the use of adults as well as young 
people, should be located at a number of points 
throughout the city, and more attention should 
also be paid to providing gymnastic apparatus for 
school children. Last year an appropriation of 
$15,000 was made for an open-air gymnasium at 
Commonwealth park, in ward thirteen, South Bos- 
ton; but as the state owns this land, and no assur- 
ance could be obtained as to the continuance of its 
use by the city, it was not deemed proper to ex- 
pend this sum, and it is still available. There 
seems to be a strong demand in this ward for a 
gymnasium and playground, and the matter of find- 
ing a suitable location is now under investigation. 

The appropriation of $100,000 for a playground 
at the North End has not yet been expended. 
Owing to the high price of land in this locality 
it is difficult to secure much of an area with 
this sum; but the more crowded a district is, 
the greater 1s the necessity of at least some such 
accommodation. The city of New York has 
within the last year completed a large open 
square, at an expense of over a million dollars, 
in the heart of the thickly populated Mulberry 
Bend district, and the improvement is now recog- 
nized as having more than justified even this cost. 


Unless some more comprehensive financial scheme 
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seems feasible, I recommend a loan this year of 
at least $200,000 to be devoted to the acquirmeg 
and equipment of playgrounds. I am thoroughly 
satisfied that it would be far wiser for the city 
to expend the sum of $400,000 during the com- 
ing year for public baths and playgrounds, than 
to devote that amount of money to any other pur- 
poses, of however pressing a_ character. The 
adoption of progressive and distinctive municipal 
policies of this nature raises the reputation and 
standing of the city, and tends to bring its gov- 
ernment closer to the people, and to promote a 
civic spirit which will yield valuable results in 
many directions. 

The subject of public squares is somewhat con- 
nected with that of playgrounds. At the present 
time we have some seventy squares and public 
vrounds, large and small, with a total area of about 
one hundred and forty-three acres, in charge of the 
public grounds department. The question of mak- 
ing these open spaces of the greatest possible 
“utility to the public is an interesting and important 
one, and many desirable improvements, which would 
add both to the convenience of the people and the 
artistic appearance of the grounds, could be effected 
within a moderate cost. It would be desirable 
to supply in many of them sand-pits for small 
children to play in. ‘These can be put in at a 
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small expense, and have been much appreciated 
where they have been furnished. 

I believe that it would be desirable for the 
city to acquire most, if not all, of the smaller 
marsh areas within its limits. ‘These are of com- 
paratively small value at present, while the open 
spaces thus secured would be of great public 
value in the future. ‘Their acquisition would pro- 
tect adjacent property from depreciation, through 
the undesirable uses to which such land is 
now liable to be put, and would afford dump- 
ing places for the future use of the sanitary 


division, 


SOUTHERN UNION STATION. 

In my inaugural address the great desirability 
of securing a union passenger station for the use 
of the four railroad lines entering the city on the 
south side was urged, and it was suggested that 
the city should endeavor to secure the passage 
of compulsory legislation, if necessary, to effect 
this great improvement. A new plan for the 
location of such a union station was brought 
forward early in the year, upon which the repre- 
sentatives of the various railroads affected, and 
of the city, were able to agree; and by chapter 
516 of the acts of 1896, approved June 9, 


provision was made for the construction and use 
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of such a station, and for certain changes in the 
public streets necessarily incident thereto. The 
beginning of the work of construction to be done 
under this act has been unavoidably delayed, both 
on the part of the Terminal Company and of the 
city. The extraordinary financial conditions of the 
summer and autumn prevented the company from 
placing its bonds as rapidly as desired, at a satis- 
factory price. ‘This difficulty has only recently 
been removed, but the Terminal Company has now 
acquired by purchase a large part of the neces- 
sary land, and has sold 46,000,000 of its 
bonds and secured authority to issue $2,000,- 
000 more; it is expected that its whole invest- 
ment will amount to between eight and_ ten 
millions. On the part of the city, application was 
made to the war department, as promptly as pos- 
sible after the passage of the act, for the necessary 
permission to construct the sea-wall on Fort 
Point channel. This was duly received, and the 
approval of the plans by the harbor and land 
commissioners is expected shortly. 

This delay has not postponed the final comple- 
tion of the undertaking, as the work to be done by 
the Terminal Company has not been held back. A 
large part of the land necessary for the widening of 

Jove street has been purchased: by the company, 
and a taking of all land within the terminal lines 
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not yet acquired by purchase will at once be 
recorded. In three months from the date of such 
taking, which time is allowed to the present 
occupants of the real estate before they are 
obliged to vacate, the city will be able to begin 
the construction of new Cove street, and this 
work will be pushed to early completion. 

The plans for the station, with its track connec- 
tions, have received thorough and intelligent study 
for many months. As finally accepted by the 
Terminal Company, approved by me, upon the 
advice of the city engineer and the consulting 
architect, and also, as required by the act, by the 
railroad commissioners, they provide highly  satis- 
factory accommodations for the public. The track 
arrangements seem to be planned so as to handle 
conveniently and expeditiously an immense amount 
of traffic, and the future separation of suburban and 
through travel, which is amply provided for, is a 
feature of great importance. ‘The company has met 
the reasonable requirements of the public in a liberal 
manner, and has provided for a long period of 
future growth; and the station, when completed, 
can confidently be expected to prove one of the 
finest and most convenient railroad terminals to 
be found anywhere in the world. Due attention 
has been paid to the architectural appearance of 
the building,{and;,the structure should add to the 
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beauty of the city. Boston is to be congratulated 
upon securing such an important and valuable 


addition to its transportation facilities. 


SOUTH BOSTON FREIGHT TERMINALS. 


I called attention last year to the desirability 
of providing at South Boston for the freight 
business of the Old Colony, Boston and Provi- 
dence, and New England railroad lines, and to 
the necessity of abolishing the present grade 
crossing on Congress street for this purpose. 
An act was passed by the last legislature pro- 
viding that the commission heretofore appointed 
by the superior court for the abolition of this 
crossing should be given authority to lay out a 
comprehensive plan for a substitute for Congress 
street in South Boston. ‘The representatives of 
the commonwealth, of the city, and of the rail- 
roads concerned have all agreed upon a_ plan, 
which has been approved by the commission. This 
includes a new street from L-street bridge to 
Fort Point channel, passing over the railroad 
tracks by a bridge, crossing the channel by a 
new bridge, substantially in the location of the 
present New England railroad bridge, thence by 
a new street on the westerly side of the channel 
to Congress street, and by Congress _ street, 
widened between the channel and Atlantic avenue, 
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to Atlantic avenue. These latter features of 
the: plan will be of especial benefit in diverting 
freight traffic to and from South Boston from 
passing through the extension of Summer street, - 
in front of the new union depot. The new bridge 
will be at the foot of Summer street extended, and 
this street and the new street in substitution for 
Congress street will afford important additional 
avenues of communication. The ample facilities for 
the handling of freight, adjacent to the water 
front, which will thus be afforded should prove 
of great future commercial benefit. The commission 
expects to make its decree apportioning the expense 
in the near future. 


THE STRANDWAY. 


In addition to the sum of $100,000 appropriated 
by the city government of 1895 for work upon 
the Strandway at South Boston, the further sum 
of $200,000 was made available by the act passed 
by the last legislature, providing for an addi- 
tional $1,000,000 loan for the completion of 
certain park work. Contracts to the amount 
of $200,000, covering the work of rough grad- 
ing as far as H _ street, were made during the 
past. year, and. operations under them are being 
pushed as rapidly as possible. The amount 


available will complete the Strandway about 
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to I street, and it will certainly prove one of the 
most unique and attractive features of our park 
system. A long stretch of public beach, fronting 
upon a fine bay, with ample accommodations for 
bathing and boating, immediately adjacent to a 
district having a population of upwards of 70,000, 
and within about two miles of the business centre, 
will be a possession which can hardly be matched 
by any other city. 

In connection with the question of joining the 
Strandway with Dorchesterway and the rest of 
the park system, as contemplated in the original 
plans of the landscape architects, I desire to present 
a new scheme, which seems to me to be recom- 
mended by many strong considerations. ‘This 
plan was referred by me to the Merchants’ 
Municipal Committee, and has received the hearty 
approval of that body. ‘The completion of this 
connecting link can be combined with the aboli- 
tion of the present grade crossing of the Old 
Colony tracks, on Dorchester avenue, in a highly 
economical and desirable manner. This abolition 
is recognized as of pressing importance, but thus 
far it has been found impossible to agree upon any 
plan satisfactory both to the people of South 
Boston, the railroad, and the city. A plan has 
now been prepared by the city engineer for re- 
locatmg the Old Colony tracks between the 
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Crescent-avenue and South Boston stations, carry- 
ing Dorchester avenue, Boston and Swett streets 
over the new location, with easy grades. The 
new roadbed crosses the New England tracks by 
a bridge, and provision is also made for a_con- 
nection at grade for the transfer of freight 
to and from the South Boston yards. 

The total expense, of every character, involved 
in this relocation, including purchase of land, 
grading, and construction of bridges, giving 
the railroad much improved facilities, would 
amount, according to the estimate of the city 
engineer, to about $950,000. This sum would 
not be very largely in excess of the cost of 
any other satisfactory plan for the abolition of 
the Dorchester-avenue grade crossing; and_ it 
has advantages which make it worth much 
more to all parties concerned than any abolition 
of the crossing without a substantial relocation 
of the tracks. By utilizing the present bed of 
the railroad for the purpose of joining the 
end of the Strandway with Dorchesterway, a 
large expense can be saved to the city, if 
it is assumed that the original plan of carrying 
the Strandway across a part of Dorchester bay 
would otherwise have to be carried out. This plan 
would therefore accomplish the four important 


results of doing away with a dangerous gerade 
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crossing, — which must be abolished in any event 
at a large expense,— of removing the obstruction 
which the railroad tracks now present to the 
development and expansion of the adjacent section 
of South Boston, of providing the required con- 
nection between the Strandway and the rest of 
the park system, and of opening an important 
new avenue, by the use of the present roadbed 
of the railroad between the Strandway and Dor- 
chester avenue at B_ street. 

The plan prepared by the city engineer has 
been pronounced satisfactory, from the standpoint 
of railroad engineering, by the chief engimeer 
of the New York, New Haven, and Hartford 
railroad, and it seems to me quite likely that 
it will be accepted by all parties in interest, 
if a fair division of the expense imvolved can 
be agreed upon. I trust that it will be possible 
to reach this result in the near future, and the 
advantages to be gained by the city are so great 
as to warrant a liberal financial contribution on its 
part. If this plan can be carried out, I also believe 
that it would be advisable for the city to acquire all 
of the shore property, mostly marsh lands, lying to 
the eastward of the railroad between the Crescent- 


avenue station. and the end of the Strandway. 
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FRADE CROSSINGS. 


The difficult question of preparing a_ practical 
plan, within the bounds of reasonable financial 
expenditure, for the abolition of the grade cross- 
ings in Hast Boston, has been given much at- 
tention and study by the city engineer. _ Within 
the last few months the representatives of “the 
railroads concerned have shown a disposition to 
cooperate with the city in this matter. A new 
scheme, providing for depressing the railroad bed 
ten feet at Saratoga street and six feet at Sumner 
street, involving an estimated expenditure of 
about $900,000, exclusive of the cost of lower- 
ing the tracks, has recently been prepared by 
the Boston and Albany railroad company. ‘The . 
position taken by the railroad companies as to the 
contributions which they should respectively make 
to the total cost of carrying out a plan is a serious 
obstacle in the way of arriving at any agreement, 
while the provisions of the legislative act are so 
unusual that under it the city probably cannot 
bring about the abolition of the gerade crossings 
against the opposition of the companies. 

It seems to me that by far the most satisfac- 
tory solution of the whole problem*would be the 
conversion of the Boston, Revere Beach, and Lynn 


railway into an electric line, and its relocation, 
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within the limits of Hast Boston, upon some street 
west of its present roadbed, so that the latter 
could be used for the tracks of the other railroad 
companies. ‘This plan might be carried out to great 
advantage in connection with the proposed new 
ferry, as the landing on the Boston side now used 
by the Revere Beach railway would become ayail- 
able for use as a public ferry-landing. In this 
manner additional facilities could be secured with 
the least possible increase in the movement of 
ferry-boats across the harbor. 

The matter of abolishing the grade cross- 
ings of railroads in Charlestown, of which the 
most important are those at Cambridge _ street, 
Prison Point bridge, Main street, and Rutherford 
avenue, is still in the hands of the commission 
appomted by the superior court. The problems 
involved are difficult and complicated; and some 
diversity of views between the respective repre- 
sentatives of the city of Boston, the city of 
Cambridge, the railroads, and the commonwealth, 
as the owner of the land occupied by the state 
prison, has occasioned unavoidable delay in finally 
fixing upon plans. Good progress toward reach- 
ing a final conclusion has, however, been made, 
and a plan has now been prepared substantially 
satisfactory to all parties concerned as to the 


Charlestown side, and a hearing has recently been 
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held to determine the construction on the Cam- 


bridge side. 


MERCHANTS MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE. 


In my inaugural address a plan was outlined for 
the formation, on a representative basis, of an 


a | 


advisory committee, designed to establish 
strong and permanent connecting link between 
the city government and the leading business 
organizations of the city.” A body designated 
as the Merchants’ Municipal Committee was ac- 
cordingly constituted, consisting of two represent- 
atives of the Associated Board of ‘Trade, and 
one representative each of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, the Clearing House Association, the Mer- 
chants’ Association, the Real Estate Exchange, 
and the Shoe and Leather Association. I have 
derived valuable assistance during the year from 
frequent consultations with the public-spirited and 
broad-minded business men who were selected as 
members of this committee. Regular meetings have 
been held every two weeks during most of the year, 
and many municipal questions of large importance 
have been discussed and voted upon. Recently the 
members of the committee have, at my request, 
taken up-from a business standpoint the problem 
of reorganizing the city council, and have given 
a great deal of time and thought to this ques- 
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tion. They have enlisted the interest and co- 
operation of various organizations and individuals, 
including prominent members of the legislature, 
and the bill which has just been made _ public 
is the result of their efforts. The experiment 
of constituting this committee has fully answered 
my expectations, and I am satisfied that an 
organization of this character should be continued 
permanently in some manner in connection with 
the city government. At my request a section has 


accordingly been inserted in the bill referred to

providing for a permanent Board of Commerce 
and Finance, to act as an advisory body to the 
mayor, the city council, and the general court, 
representative of the organized business men of 


this city and authorized to speak. for them. 


TAXATION. 


I spoke last year of the interest of the city of 
Boston in securmg “such amendments to the tax 
laws as will bring them more into harmony with 
the needs of a large commercial centre, brought 
into daily competition with cities in which tax- 
ation is levied in a manner far less burdensome 
to business enterprise,” and advocated some 
changes designed to promote the commercial and 
industrial development of this city. The Mer- 
chants’ Municipal Committee took up the matter, 
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at my suggestion, and gave a large amount of 
time and thought to it. A bill was framed on 
the general lines referred to, and its passage was 
advocated before a committee of the legislature. 
As a result of this agitation of the subject, the 
legislature provided for the appointment of a 
special commission of five persons to “collate and 
report facts concerning taxation, present a sum- 
mary of conclusions to be drawn therefrom, and 
suggest any changes advisable in the laws of the 
commonwealth relating to taxation.” ‘This com- 
mission is given until the first day of October 
next to make its report, and no legislative action 
can therefore be expected until the session of 


next year. 


REORGANIZATION OF CITY COUNCIL. 


In my inaugural address I called attention to 
the defects of the present. system of electing 
aldermen, and advocated some measure which 
would do away with its manifest faults. The 
experience of another year under the present 
law has only strengthened the. conviction, held 
generally by our citizens, that something better 
must be substituted for it. Public opinion now 
seems to be ripe, not only for a change in the 
present method of electing aldermen, but in the 
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whole constitution of both branches of the city 
council. 

Observation of the workings of the present two 
branches has entirely satisfied me that a single 
chamber, if “properly constituted, would be a 
great improvement over the present dual organ- 
ization. I am_ strongly opposed to the mere 
abolition of the common council, leaving all the 
legislative powers of the city in the hands of a 
board of aldermen consisting of a small number 
of members; but marked benefits would, in my 
opinion, result from the practical consolidation of 
the present two branches into a single chamber, 
intermediate between them in size, and combining 
ward representation with representation of the city 
at large. | 

The present city council is a survival of the 
organization which existed under the charter as_ it 
stood prior to 1885. ‘The change then made, taking 
away all power of controlling executive business 
from committees of the council, has had an 
important influence, fully experienced only during 
the last few years, upon that body. It now 
seems necessary either to move in the direction 
of still further reducing the powers of the 
council, including its control over  appropria- 
tions, as has been done in the city of New 


York, or to make some change in its consti- 


Ge 
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tution, designed to give it more influence and 
importance, if not more direct power. I be- 
lieve strongly in adopting the latter course. 

Even with all the executive powers vested in 
the mayor, the legislative body of a _ great 
city has important functions to perform, and_ it 
would be a distinct loss to the body politic 
to reduce it to a position of insignificance and 
impotence. In the first place, the executive 
should constantly be subject to close observa- 
tion and intelligent criticism by the legislative 
branch of the government. Secondly, the only 
way to avoid, or keep within any _ proper 
bounds, interference with local affairs by the 
state legislature, is through a local legislative 
body, of such character and strength that it can 
safely be trusted with the proper powers of local 
legislation, and that its action will be given 
weight as a fair expression of local sentiment. 
Thirdly, the council has important duties to 
perform in making the wisest possible applica- 
tion of the financial resources of the city, and 
in initiating and formulating new and progressive 
municipal policies. In this city we should at 
least, In my opinion, give a full and fair trial 
to a city council constituted in a _ different 
manner from the present body, and haying only 


a single chamber, before deciding to take any 
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further steps im the way of diminishing its 
powers. 

The work of formulating a reorganization bill 
has been entered into with a desire to com- 
promise differences of opinion, and secure a 
union of forces upon some good measure. ‘The 
bill now drafted contains ideas and _ provisions 
suggested from many different sources. Without 
necessarily approving all of its features, I 
shall give my earnest support to any practical 
measure, generally agreed upon by the persons 
actively interested in this movement, which 
embodies the general principles which seem _ to 
me essential to secure the improvement of 
existing political conditions. 

The provision contained in this bill for 
the election, on the years when no mayoralty 
election is held, of a president of the city council, 
seems to me an excellent one. ‘The importance of 
such an office would in many respects be second 
only to the mayoralty, and the contest for it 
would be sure to draw out a full vote. “The 
decrease in the total number of ballots cast 
at the last city election indicates the need 
of some greater stimulus to bring out a_ vote 
of proper proportions. The comparative lack of 
interest which characterized this election may 
be partly accounted for by the fact that twelve 
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out of the fourteen candidates for aldermen nomi- 
nated by the two leading political parties were 
sure to be elected, and it may reasonably be ex- 
pected that there would be more active attention 
to the choice of the members of a single legis- 
lative body; but a contest between two or more 
candidates for a single important office arouses 
the voters much more than the choice of a 
large number of members of a city council can 
possibly do. The election of an officer who is 
given the broad powers which this bill proposes 
to vest in the president of the city council will 
doubtless excite the interest of the voters. 
Changes in nominating methods have so length- 
ened the municipal campaign that it now begins 
too soon after the state election, if not actually 
before it. The theory of the law is that there 
should be such a _ separation between the two 
elections that the votes may not run on exactly 
the same party lines. In order to promote this 
object, as well as to avoid other objections to a 
practically continuous political campaign for the 
two elections, I believe that the date of the city 
election should be moved forward at least one 
week, if not longer. This might not allow a mayor- 
elect sufficient time, before the beginning of the 
municipal year, in which to prepare a comprehen- 
sive inaugural address; but the delivery of such 
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an address might with decided advantage be post- 
poned to the beginning of the financial year, on 
February first. A new mayor would then have 
the benefit of one month in office before , being 
obliged to outline his policy, and the accounts of 
the financial year wouJd be made up for his use. 

In spite of the prospect of the passage of some 
reorganization measure during the present session 
of the legislature, I have thought it best to 
give my approval to the act passed by the last 
legislature providing for the payment to members 
of the common council of a salary of $300. per 
annum, and forbidding the payment of any money 
Proiieether cilywtreasury for, Or. on .account,, of 
refreshments, carriage hire, or other personal 
expenses, incurred directly or indirectly by, or in 
behalf of, any member. of the common council 
or any committee thereof.” ‘he payment of these 
salaries will cost the city some $7,500 more than 
such expenses have recently amounted to, but 
I did not think it proper, after the approval 
of this act by the people, to take advantage of 
the anomalous provision which gave me the power 
to prevent it from going into effect. 


A STATISTICAL DEPARTMENT. 


I desire to recommend strongly the establishment 
by the city of a statistical department, to be under 
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the charge of an unpaid commission. Full infor- 
mation has been secured as to the organization 
and methods of work of the municipal statistical 
offices which have for many years been success- 
fully maintained by Paris, Berlin, and other lead- 
ing continental cities. No American city, I believe, 
has yet established such an office, and there is an 
opportunity for Boston to secure the credit of 
leading the way in this very important line of 
work. Such a department should supplement the 
work already done in the line of statistical en- 
quiry by the governments of the United States 
and of the commonwealth, supervise and_ syste- 
matize such work of this character as is already 
undertaken by other departments of the city gov- 
ernment, such as the board of health, and also 
pursue special lines of investigation of its own. 
Another important feature of its work should be 
the systematic collection and tabulation of com- 
parative statistics of other municipalities. An 
annual publication, giving an abstract in proper 
form of all current statistical information relating 
to the city, such as is published by some Euro- 
pean cities, would also be of great utility. Finan- 
cial comparisons of the cost of work done or 
service rendered in different years, or in different 
cities, would be valuable in disclosing waste or 
inefficiency. One member of such a commission 
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should be a business man skilled in financial analy- 
sis, and the city engineer should be a member, 
ec officio. Such a department could be started 
upon a very small annual appropriation, and I 
trust that the city council will promptly codper- 
ate with me in this matter, and by the passage 
of the necessary ordinance enable this important 
work to be in operation by the beginning of the 


next financial year. 


ELECTION DEPARTMENT. 


The board of elections, established last year 
in accordance with legislation recommended by 
my predecessor, has upon the whole worked well 
and produced good results. While simplicity, 
convenience, and concentration of authority and 
responsibility are secured by the new system, 
there are certain dangers connected with this 
very centralization of control of all matters per- 
taining to elections. To enable the present plan 
to work successfully there must be, in the first 
place, general public confidence in the integrity 
and ability of the commissioners, and in_ their 
freedom from improper outside influences or 
selfish political motives; there must also be, under 
the bi-partisan constitution of the board, full 
confidence ‘upon’ the“ part’ of ‘each*' of the 


political parties in the commissioners representing 
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it. The office subordinates of the board must 
also be men of good character, not  person- 
ally engaged in active political contests, either 
between factions or parties. Any general feeling 
that the powers of the board were improperly 
used, directly or indirectly, for partisan purposes, 
or that either political party was obtaining through 
it an undue advantage over the other, would be 
fatal to its permanent usefulness. The board, in 
short, is a delicate piece of machinery, especially 
adapted for the performance of a certain work; it 
cannot be tampered with, and it should not have any 
undue strain put upon it. 

Anything in the nature of a central returning 
board, with practically unlimited powers, would not 
be supported by the public opinion of our citizens ; 
but under the present law providing for the re- 
counting of ballots cast in caucuses and conyen- 
tions, the election commissioners are made to 
occupy somewhat this position. It is impossible 
to have all the ballots cast in the city of Boston 
recounted in a limited time in the office of the 
board without giving rise to the suspicion, — no 
matter how carefully arrangements for recount- 
ing may be made, and although such suspicion 
mnay have no basis of fact to rest upon,—that in 
the process of recounting, ballots may be tam- 
pered with, to change the result of a close 
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election, The requirements of the present law, 
therefore, not only impose a very onerous duty 
upon the election board, but they tend to subject 
the present system to a strain which should not 
be imposed upon it. 

Upon the other hand it must be admitted 
that candidates for office, whether in caucuses 
or at the polls, have the right to an accurate 
count of the ballots; recounts have too often 
shown that the count at the polls was not 
reasonably correct, and there have in certain 
instances been clear indications that the count 
of caucus ballots was not even honest. 

It would not seem safe to do away with 
the recounting of votes cast at caucuses, at 
least until they are placed as_ nearly as_ pos- 
sible under the same legal safeguards as 
elections ; but it has for many years been my 
belief that the recounting of ballots cast at 
elections — which is, I believe, peculiar to this 
commonwealth — was unnecessary and dangerous. 
I desire to suggest, as a substitute for such re- 
counts, that two special election officers, having 
no other duty than that of counting and tabu- 
lating the votes, and selected solely for their 
special qualifications for this work, should be as- 
signed to duty at each polling-place at the close of 
the polls. Hach block of ballots should be counted 
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independently by each of these counters, tq verify 
the result of the vote, which should only be tabu- 
lated when the two counts agreed. In this 
manner the true results can be arrived . at 
fully as accurately as by recounts. Or it 
might be found desirable to have all the ballots 
carried by police officers, at the close of the 
polls, under proper safeguards, to a large hall, to 
be there counted by a foree of expert counters, 
under the supervision of the election commis- 
sioners, and in the presence of the representa- 
tives of different political parties and the public. 
The figures thus made up should be treated as 
final, and the ballots should either’ be destroyed 
at once, or held subject to be called for by the 


courts or by the legislature. 


NEW REGISTER OF VOTERS. 

The complete new registration of the voters of 
Boston, required under the provisions of chapter 
449 of the acts of 1895, was successfully ac- 
complished, at an expense of about $100,000. At 
the close of this extra registration there were 96,- 
746 names upon the voting list, or 5,263 more than 
the largest number ever before on the list, which 
was at the municipal election of the year 1895. 
The percentage of registered voters to assessed 
polls was sixty-two per cent., which was the 
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same percentage as at the municipal election of 1895. 
This would not seem to indicate the existence in 
this city of any such peculiar conditions as to call 
for the expenditure of so large a sum of money for 
the preparation of a new voting list. It can be 
positively affirmed that the work of registration 
has for years been performed in’ Boston with 
more care than in most of the cities of the 
commonwealth. If any public interest required 
the state to impose this large expenditure upon 
the city of Boston, and to subject its citizens 
to the trouble of a new registration, it certainly 
requires that the other cities of the common- 
wealth should be brought under the same _ pro- 
vision. But the new register of voters may be 
worth all that it has cost in time and money 
if it establishes legislative confidence in the hon- 
esty of our voting lists. 


REGULATION OF CAUCUSES. 


I said a year ago that it was worthy of seri- 
ous consideration whether the established legis- 
lative policy as to the regulation of caucuses 
should not be carried to its logical end by 
placing them, “both as to the appointment and 
payment of their officers and as to the laws 
regulating their holding, upon the same footing 
as elections.” The experience of another year 
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has, I think, satisfied nearly all fair-mindea polit-— 
ical observers of the need of such further steps. 
The present caucus system has demonstrated its 
capacity to bring out a much larger vote than 
was polled at the caucuses held under the old 
methods. By a few changes, —including the ap-- 
pointment of caucus officers in the same manner 
as election officers and payment for their ser- 
vices, the opening of the polls as early as twelve 
o'clock to permit voting in the noon hour, the 
making of nominations, in nearly all cases, by di- 
rect caucus vote, without the intervention of nomi- 
nating conventions, and the securing to every 
voter of the right to vote in his party caucus 
upon making oath to his party membership, — our 
caucuses can easily be made into true primary 
elections, giving fair and accurate expression to 
the desires of the majority of the voters of the 
different political parties. It is of much impor- 
tance, in the interest of good municipal govern- 
ment in this city, that these additional safeguards 
should be thrown around the caucus; and it is 
to be hoped that the work of the special recess 
committee appointed by the last house of repre- 
sentatives to investigate the conduct of caucuses in 
Boston will result in the passage, at the coming 
session of the legislature, of some comprehensive 
and satisfactory law. 
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Ultimately, and perhaps in the not distant 
future, I belheve that the difficulties now ex- 
perienced in connection with the counting and 
recounting of ballots, and also in respect to de- 
termining what constitutes a vote upon a_ ballot, 
will be practically removed by the adoption of 
some simple and practical voting-machine. The 
commonwealth has already taken some steps in 
the direction of providing such machines, and they 
were used in the city of Worcester at the last 
state election. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


I expressed last year the opinion that “the 
numerous organizations among our people, formed 
for various purposes, ought to play an important 
part in the work of keeping the citizen in 
touch with the city government, and arousing 
him to a sense of his vital interest in its work,” 
and stated that it would be my purpose to in- 
vite the codperation of all societies which were 
prepared to take up municipal questions in a 
public-spirited manner. In pursuance of this pol- 
icy, early last summer a number of representative 
charitable and _ philanthropic organizations were 
invited by me to codperate with the work of the 
institutions department by constituting an ad- 


visory board on public institutions, the members 
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of which should visit the different institutions main- 
tained by the city, interest themselves in_ their 
work, and make from time to time such recom- 
mendations for their improvement as they might 
deem proper. This board was organized in 
the month of August with twenty members, 
representing the following organizations: Asso- 
ciated Charities, Boston Provident Association, 
Children’s Aid Society, Citizens’ Association, 
Committee of Council and Codperation, Massa- 
chusetts Prison Association, Massachusetts .So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Children, 
Medico-Psychological Society, Merchants’ Municipal 
Committee, Municipal League, Society of St. Vin- 
cent de Paul, Suffolk District Medical Society, 
Twentieth Century Club, United Hebrew  Be- 
nevolent Association, and Young Ladies’ Aid 
Society. The board was divided into four com- 
mittees, of five members each, upon children’s, 
insane, pauper, and penal institutions, respectively. 
Meetings of the whole board, at which the insti- 
tutions commissioner and myself have been present, 
have been held once a month at city hall, and 
formal reports, making valuable recommendations 
upon many important matters, have been presented 
from time to time by the different committees. 
The board is composed of representative and 


public-spirited men and women, and the institu- 
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tions department has already materially benefited 
by their advice; I have no doubt that their 
continued codperation in its delicate and impor- 
tant work will be productive of still more im- 
portant and far-reaching results in the future. 
This board partly accomplishes some of the 
objects which were aimed at by the bill for the 
separation of the institutions into four classes, 
to be placed under three separate boards of trus- 
tees and one commissioner, which was favorably 
reported to the last legislature by the committee 
on metropolitan affairs, but was defeated in the 
senate. ‘he experience of the past year has only 
confirmed me in the conviction, based upon the 
considerations stated in my imaugural address, that 
the best interests of the institutions demand a 
change in the present system of centralized admin- 
istration through a single commissioner, and the 
passage of some measure for the appointment of 
unpaid boards of trustees; the present  institu- 
tions commissioner heartily sympathizes with this 
view. The arguments in favor of centralized busi- 
ness management seem to me to be overborne, in 
the case of institutions dealing with human beings, 
by other considerations. The administration of 
charitable and  reformatory institutions is not 
merely, or even. primarily, a business matter, 


while of course they must be conducted with due 
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regard to business principles and methods. Hu- 
manitarian management upon a scientific basis is 
not inconsistent with true economy. 

One of the strong arguments in favor of 
administration through unpaid boards of trustees 
is that the management of the various classes 
of institutions would be put upon a basis where 
it would be less liable to be affected by _polit- 
ical changes. A consistent line of policy could 
be then mapped out, with the assurance that it 
could be given a fair trial and followed for a term 
of years. The present system of administration 
affords more possibility for the play of polit- 
ical influences than any other could do. I am 
thoroughly convinced also that distinct advan- 
tages are gained by giving representation to 
women in connection with public work of this 
character, as provided in this bill; I have there- 
fore increased the number of women upon _ the 
Board of Overseers of the Poor from two to 
three. The movement for the passage of a_ bill 
for the division of the institutions, containing 
substantially similar provisions to the one re- 
ported last year, will be renewed at this session 
of the legislature, and will receive my hearty 
support. 

Pending the passage of such a measure, it 
will be the endeavor of the institutions com- 
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missioner and myself to make every improvement 
in the workings of the institutions which finan- 
cial limitations will permit. With this object in 
view, we have already visited a number of the 
important institutions of the state, recognized as 
conducted efficiently and in harmony with the 
most advanced ideas. It must be admitted that 
the public’ institutions of the city of Boston 
have not in the past been as well managed as 
similar institutions maintained by the common- 
wealth, and a close comparison of the conduct 
of our institutions with that of similar state in- 
stitutions should certainly prove helpful. 

A thorough, scientific examination of the dietaries 
and cooking arrangements of the different institu- 
tions has been instituted by the department; it 
is fully expected that this investigation will be 
productive of excellent results, and possibly of 
some saving in the cost of subsistence. Modern 
chemistry is placing the whole matter of nutrition 
and cooking upon a scientific basis, and the city, 
which constantly feeds several thousand persons 
in its various institutions, should fully avail itself 
of the results of scientific inquiry in this field. If 
regret to be obliged to acknowledge that the food 
furnished at the Marcella-street Home has not in 
the recent past been of a character to meet fully 
the admitted requirements of growing children. 
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The question of starting an alphabetical card 
catalogue or register of the inmates of our 
different institutions, giving as full information 
as possible about each, and enabling him or 
her to be traced from one institution to another, 
has received careful attention at the hands of 
the advisory board. A system has been agreed 
upon, and will be started at once. | 

A most important and delicate work in con- 
nection with the penal institutions, which has 
been too much neglected in the past, is that of 
assisting discharged prisoners to make a_ fresh 
start in life, and become self-supporting and law- 
abiding citizens. It seems to me that the work 
of the institution should be supplemented by pre- 
paring the prisoner for leaving it, and extend- 
ing a helping and guiding hand to him at the 
critical moment when he does so. The success- 
ful performance of such work calls for unusual 
qualities, but I think that it should be under- 
taken by the institutions department. 

In fillmg the vacancy recently caused by the 
resignation of an assistant commissioner, appointed 
asa physician to have special charge of the medical 
work of the department, it was determined to make 
the position a purely professional one, having no 
administrative duties, and to give it a _ corre- 


sponding title. One of the two assistant commis- 
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sionerships was therefore abolished, and the 
position of medical director was created, with 
the same salary. This new position has been 
filled solely with the desire of securing the best 
possible professional qualifications for its impor-. 
tant work. 

The new celf-house at Deer island, accommodat- 
ing over five hundred inmates, is ready for occupancy 
as soon as light can be supplied to it, and _ this 
will make possible a somewhat better classification 
of the inmates. An electric plant is now in process 
of installation, and it is hoped that it will be possi- 
ble during the coming year to secure a sufficient 
appropriation to supply by electricity all the light 
required on Deer island. I believe that there is 
great need of careful inquiry into the practical 
operation of the laws under which persons are 
sentenced to Deer island. The population of this 
institution is larger than it should be. 

The important work of industrial training at 
the reformatory for boys at Rainsford island has 
been greatly hampered for lack of suitable plant and 
buildings. Plans for supplying this deficiency are 
now under consideration, and some _ additional 
machinery has already been ordered. It is of the 
highest importance that the boys in this institution 
should be thoroughly tramed in some line of  in- 


dustrial or mechanical work. Unfortunately there 
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is not sufficient room upon the island to enable 
the reformatory to accomplish the best results. 

A summer hospital for infants, under the insti- 
tutions department, was opened on _ this island 
last summer, several of the old buildings having 
been fitted up for the purpose, and a physician of 
special qualifications and experience in connection 
with this work took charge of it. It is hoped 
that it will be found possible to continue this 
hospital during the coming summer. 

The facilities for children in the Marcella-street 
Home are inadequate in several respects, and an ap- 
propriation will shortly be requested for an addi- 
tional building, to provide better dormitory and 
play-room accommodations. ‘The medical work of 
the home has now been placed under a_ regularly 
organized medical staff, serving without pay. 

The apparent impossibility of securing last year 
the very large appropriation required, prevented 
any steps from being taken towards the build- 
ing of a new reformatory, to take the place of 
the present house of correction at South Boston, 
under chapter 536 of the acts of 1896. The 
question of finding a suitable location for this 
institution, within the limits of Suffolk county, 
is a very difficult one, and it is questionable 
whether the necessary land can be purchased, 
and proper buildings erected, within the limit of

$500,000 prescribed in the act. It is important, 
however, that some steps in the direction of 
establishing such a reformatory should be taken 
as soon as possible. 

The old police boat has recently been transferred 
to this department, and now affords a much-needed 
addition to the facilities for reaching the institutions 
located upon the islands in the harbor. 


OLBYie HOSDET ATs: 


The city hospital has been fully maintained dur- 
ing the past year on the advanced standard which 
has given it during recent years such a high rank 
among the great public hospitals, not only of this 
country, but of the world. Some of the important 
improvements which have been in progress have 
been completed, and others will be ready for use 
during the coming year. Two new surgical wards, 
accommodating fifty-nine additional patients, have 
been finished and occupied, and are found to be 
the best wards in the hospital. The new surgical 
operating rooms, which are probably. the most ex- 
tensive and complete of any in the country, and 
have been given the highest praise by competent 
critics, are now in use, marking a new period in 
the history of the hospital. The old surgical oper- 
ating building is in process of reconstruction. 


Important improvements have been made upon the 
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grounds. A complete electric-light plant is in pro- 
cess of installation. The plans for the new laundry 
building, so much needed, for which the sum of 
$36,000 was appropriated, are nearly completed, 
and contracts will be made as soon as_ the 
weather permits work to be done. This building 
will be complete in all its arrangements, and 
will constitute a very important addition to the 
present conveniences of the hospital. ‘The want 
which the trustees feel to be the most pressing 
at present is that of further accommodations for 
nurses. The amount necessary to purchase for 
this purpose the estates on the corner of Mas- 
sachusetts and Harrison avenues, which are within 
the. line of the proper boundary of the hospital 
grounds, namely, $68,000, was once appropriated, 
but was transferred to another purpose. ‘The 
number of nurses is now 127, and this number 
will soon be materially imereased ; the present 
nurses’ home only accommodates about 70, the 
others being distributed through the hospital 
buildings, taking room which might be used for 
the accommodation of additional patients. I 
earnestly recommend an appropriation to meet 
this need. 

At an estimated expenditure of $16,000, a coal 
pocket can be constructed for the use of the 
hospital, into which coal can be landed by the 
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cargo, affecting an appreciable reduction in its 
cost, so that the expense involved could be saved 
in five or six years. 

The subject of establishing a down-town relief 
station, for the temporary care of persons injured 
by accident or otherwise in the business section, 
has for some time received careful attention at 
the hands of the trustees and the staff. Such a 
relief station, connected with the hospital and 
under the same management, with an ambulance 
attached to it, would meet an important want, 
and its establishment has been strongly urged 
by many well-known citizens and business firms. 
The estimated expense for a plant for this pur- 
pose, outside of rent of building, is $16,000, 
and the annual maintenance cost is estimated at 
$25,000. I have given some attention to this 
subject, and am _ prepared to recommend the 
necessary appropriations. 

The hospital has been nearly full at all times 
during the year, and the number of ambulance 
calls has more than doubled over previous years. 
By close and economical management and_ the 
postponement of some necessary repairs on the old 
buildings, the trustees will be enabled to finish 


the financial year within their appropriation. 
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SCHOOLS. 


Early in the year I appointed a special expert 
commission to inquire into the necessity of improve- 
ments in sanitation and ventilation in our school 
buildings, for which the school committee had re- 
quested a large appropriation. The result of this 
inquiry, which was carried to the point of prepar- 
ing plans and securing reliable estimates of cost, 
was to fully establish the necessity of even larger 
expenditures than the school committee had rec- 
ommended. In the month of March I sent a 
message to the city council earnestly recommend- 
ing a loan appropriation of $300,000 for this pur- 
pose. Unfortunately, owing to some controversy 
as to the respective authorities of the execu- 
tive and of the school committee, the passage of 
this loan order was delayed until the end of 
June, and it was then too late to have new plans 
prepared, as required by the school committee, and 
to complete any large portion of the work during 
the summer vacation. Under the understanding 
arrived at with the committee, thorough plans and 
specifications have been prepared for all work 
undertaken, and these have been subject to my 
approval. The sum of $172,950.86 has now been 
expended out of the amount appropriated, mainly 


for changes in the plumbing of different school- 
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houses, and considerable improvement in sanitary 
conditions. has already resulted; but a large 
amount of this work, of pressing necessity, still 
remains to be done, and I. recommend an_ addi- 
tional loan appropriation for its continuance during 
the next summer vacation. | 

The school committee has exceeded its appro- 
priations of $2,175,400 for the current financial 
year by the sum of $117,000. Responsible execu- 
tive control of the finances of the city is seriously 
impaired by the power of the committee to spend 
money beyond the appropriations, and its readi- 
ness to use such power. 

I believe that the control by the school com- 
mittee of important executive work, such as the 
construction and repair of buildings, tends to in- 
terfere with its proper educational functions, and 
fails to secure the best results for the city. It 
is a continuance of the old practice of adminis- 
tration by committees, which has been condemned 
and abandoned in connection with all other 
city business. The right to determine what work 
shall be done, and to approve plans before they 
are adopted, properly belongs to the school com- 
mittee; but: the work should be laid out by, and 
performed under the sole direction of, some 
executive officer, who can be held responsible 
for results secured and for economy in expend- 
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iture. I am happy to be able to state, how- 
ever, that there has been a very marked improve- | 
ment during the past year in the professional 
standing of the architects selected by the com- 
mittee, with my approval, to build new sehool- 
houses. 

The expense of purchasing sites for new school 
buildings has been very heavy, and under the 
awards of the street commissioners the city has 
been obliged to pay, in many instances, as 
high as one hundred per cent. in excess of 
assessed valuations. The approval of the mayor 
is required when a lot of land is selected by 
the school committee, but at present he has no 


control over the price to be paid for it. 


PRINTING DEPARTMENT. 


For a number of years the Typographical Union 
has been endeavoring to secure the recognition 
by the city of the organization of the printing 
craft, through the appointment of some member 
of the union as superintendent of printing. I 
stated a year ago that “in some foreign coun- 
tries organizations of wage-earners take a con- 
stant, active, and intelligent interest in municipal 
questions, and some of their members occupy 
important positions and render useful service in 


connection with city governments,” and that similar 
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codperation might well be encouraged to a greater 
extent than in the past in. American cities. 
After mature consideration, I concluded that it 
would be advisable, in pursuance of the policy 
thus indicated, to’ place in charge of the city 
printing some member of the Typographical Union 
thoroughly qualified to fill such a_ position, and 
that this step would be in the public interest; 
I am now entirely satisfied that this has proved 
to be the case. It seems to me highly desirable 
to make organized bodies of intelligent wage- 
earners feel that they are directly represented in 
the management of public business, particularly 
such as pertains to their several trades. 

The city printing has been done for the last 
twenty years under a contract made in 1876, and 
allowed to run on without change since that 
time. About $70,000 a year is now paid out for 
composition and press-work alone. © When_ the 
present superintendent of printing took office, I 
instructed him to examine carefully into the ex- 
penditures for printing, and to report to me 
whether the city could not with advantage 
establish a plant for itself, to do a part or the 
whole of its own printing. After careful investi- 
gation, both the superintendent and myself have 
become satisfied that the city should take steps 


in this clirection. The continuance of the con- 
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tract referred to stood in the way of adopting 
this policy, as it gave the contractor all of the 
printing of the city. As it was originally 
made through .the joint committee on printing 
of the city council, at a time when it exercised 
powers since vested in the executive, it seemed 
necessary that action for its abrogation should be 
taken by this committee, as well as by the superin- 
tendent of printing, and this has just been effected. 

Typographical unions have for many years 
urged the establishment of public printing plants 
for the execution of public printing, and the 
printers of this city have warmly favored the 
proposed establishment of a municipal plant. 
The new policy will be inaugurated in a care- 
ful and conservative manner. Probably only a 
portion of the city printing will be undertaken 
at first, and the work of the municipal plant 
only gradually extended. In .the meantime 
the present contractors will continue to do such 
portion of the city printing as the municipal 
plant is not ready to take. It should be stated, 
in justice to them, that both the quality of their 
work and the manner in which it has been 
executed have been found satisfactory. 
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ELECTRICAL CONSTRUCTION. 


Believing in the principle that the city should do 
directly for itself. without the intervention of con- 
tractors, as much of its own work as it may be found 
practicable and economical so to do, I have during 
the past year brought entirely under the control 
of a city department a branch of public work, of 
constantly growing importance, which had _ hereto- 
fore been intrusted to private contractors. Last 
May an electrical construction division was estab- 
lished under the department of public buildings, and 
heads of departments were instructed to apply to this 
division for all electrical work, whether coming 
under the head of repairs or new construction. An 
expert practical electrician was appointed chief of 
this division, and its work has assumed considerable 
importance. All materials required for electrical 
work have been purchased at wholesale, at the low- 
est possible prices, and carried in stock; and an 
efficient electrical corps, able to handle the different 
branches of electrical work, has been organized. 
This city has been somewhat behind the times in the 
introduction of electric lighting in its various public 
buildings and institutions, and consequently. there 
is an urgent demand for quite a large amount of. 
new electrical installation, including a number of 


{ 


isolated plants. 
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The work of installing the electric-lighting plant 
at the city hospital, for which the sum of $40,000 
had been appropriated, was turned over to this 
division. This work has been prosecuted as rap- 
idly as possible; a contract for the dynamos and 
engines has recently been awarded, at a low figure, 
and the installation will be completed within the next 
few months. It is expected that this plant, which 
will be a very important addition to the hospital, 
will be of the most modern and improved character, 
and that it will prove a credit to the city. The 
cost is not expected to exceed estimates given by 
private contractors for doing the same work in a 
less satisfactory manner. 

This division has also reconstructed the elec- 
trical work at the Chestnut Hill reservoir, which 
was found to be in a dangerous condition, and 
has done a considerable amount of work at Long 
island and Deer island, besides installing a large 
number of lights in school-houses and city offices, 
and at the same time attending to all the calls 
for electrical repair work, which have assumed 
considerable proportions. 

I think that it can safely be claimed that the 
total cost of doing the electrical work of the city 
will at least be no greater on the.present basis, 
while the quality of the work done and of the 


stock used, which is a matter of great impor- 
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tance, will be better. As an_ illustration of the 
loss that may be occasioned by imperfect work, 
I may mention that it has been found by the 
chief of this division that, through imperfect in- 
sulation, the county of Suffolk is paying for 
$1,200 worth of electricity each year in the new 
court-house which is lost before it gets to the 
lights. The division has just been intrusted_ 
with the further duty of inspecting the use of 
electric lights ‘in the different offices of the city, 
with a view to checking unnecessary waste of 
current. | ws 

The sum of $15,000 will be asked for this branch 
of work, under the appropriation for the public 
buildings department, for the coming financial 
year, and this amount, with such additional sums 
as may be provided by loan, for electrical con- 
struction for other departments, should maintain 


the division upon an efficient working’ basis. 


WIRE DEPARTMENT. 


The total length of overhead wires in the district 
in which the work of placing wires underground 
was carried on during 1896 was about fourteen 
million feet, about two-thirds of which will be 
removed as soon as the several companies own- 
ing them have their underground cables drawn into 


place and properly connected. 167,000 feet of 
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subway, and 784,000 feet of ducts, with 614 
manholes, were constructed. <A large amount of 
abandoned wires have been removed, and _. about 
3,300 offices and buildings were inspected to as- 
certain if the wires were properly fused. Some 
1,500 notices of defects were sent to the inter- 
ested parties. The work of the interior wiring 
division has materially increased, wiring and ap- 
pliances having been inspected for over 1,800 are 
lamps, 70,000 incandescent lights, and 694 motors. 
Wires and appliances in process of installation in 
all new buildings were carefully inspected. None 
of the seventeen fires caused by electricity during 
the year were due to wires or fixtures which 
had been inspected by the department. Frequent 
measurements have been made of the insulation 
of the electric plants of theatres, hotels, and other 


large buildings. 


BUILDING DEPARTMENT. 


Notwithstanding disturbed financial conditions, 
the number of permits issued by the building de- 
partment for the erection and alteration of build- 
ings has exceeded the record of any previous 
year. ‘The inspection force, which has for some 
time been insufficient, has been materially strength- 
ened by the appointment of two additional build- 
ing inspectors and three additional inspectors of 
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plumbing. Through this imerease it has been 
possible to organize the department into divi- 
sions, consisting of an architectural division, a con- 
struction division, a plumbing division, an egress 
division, and an elevator and  hoistway division, 
each under a_ separate head. The legal work 
connected with this department has been in- 
creasing so rapidly as to eall for the special 
detail of an assistant of the law department, 
which has produced much more satisfactory re- 
sults in checking and punishing persistent attempts 


to violate or evade the building laws. 


BUILDING OPERATIONS. 


For the reasons given in my inaugural, I 
appointed early in the year a consulting  archi- 
tect, attached to the mayor’s office. Experience 
during the year has constantly demonstrated the 
necessity of having such an officer, if the mayor 
is. to exercise with any care and intelligence the 
important powers relating to the building opera- 
tions of the city now placed in his hands by the 
charter. Important matters have constantly been 
referred to the consulting architect, and reported 
upon by him, and he has in many ways ren- 
dered valuable services to the city. 

The architect division of the public buildings 


department has been thoroughly reorganized and 
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placed upon an efficient working basis, under the 
direction of a well-trained architect. Even under 
the present system of employing private architects 
for all new buildings, questions are constantly 
arising which should be referred to this divi- 
sion, and from time to time the city has impor- 
tant pieces of work, coming under the head of 
repairs rather than of new construction, which call 
for services which it can well render. It also 
has an important function as a central reference 
and record office for the plans of all city build- 
ings. It is necessary, further, that all repair work 
involving any reconstruction should be carefully 
planned, and that drawings and _ specifications for 
its execution should be prepared before it is 
undertaken. 

Aside from the duty devolving upon the archi- 
tect division of supervising the completion of build- 
ings in progress at the time when the architect 
department was abolished, several of which have 
only recently been finished, it has had charge of 
the important alterations recently undertaken, and 
now nearly completed, in the upper stories of 
city hall. These alterations, which will cost about 
$15,000, will practically add some ten thousand 
square feet of floor space, in well-lighted rooms 
suitable for business offices and engineering work, 
to the present cramped accommodations. 
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IT am strongly in favor of improving and ex- 
tending the existing office accommodations of the 
city government im or immediately adjacent to 
city hall, and of putting off for many years to 
come the expensive undertaking of building a 
new hall. In accordance with this policy, I have 
urged, since the beginning of last year, the 
acquisition by the city of the estate owned by 
the Massachusetts Historical Society, between the 
old Probate building and Tremont street. This 
building is of fireproof construction, and four 
additional stories can be added to it at an esti- 
mated expense of about $150,000. In order to 
prevent the possible sale of this estate to other 
parties, the two lower floors of the building were 
leased by the city during the year, with the right 
to purchase the whole building for the sum of 
$200,000. I am gratified to be able to state that 
such arrangements have now been made that the 
city can in all probability secure the title to this 
building for a cash payment of $50,000, and that 
$25,000 of this amount has just been provided 
by loan. An architect has been selected for the 
building of the additional stories, and the plans 
will soon be ready. When this addition is com- 
pleted, the city will secure a_ large increase, 
at a very reasonable cost, in its present insuffi- 


cient business quarters, and a substantial amount 
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of money now expended for rentals can be saved. 
Later the Probate building should. be rebuilt, 
to correspond with the Historical Society building, 
and the city will then have a continuous struct- 
ure, nine stories high, extending from Court 
square to Tremont street, and connected directly 


with the city hall. 


PARK DEPARTMENT. 


Work upon the North End park is now being 
vigorously prosecuted. A contract for terracing, 
grading, and finishing the portion of the park 
west of Atlantic avenue is well under way, and 
will be completed by next summer. After carc- 
ful study, plans have been prepared, calling for 
an expenditure of about $30,000, for the  bath- 
house for women, with an adjoining admuinistra- 
tion building, to be placed upon the southerly side 
of the portion of the park adjacent to the harbor. 
Plans for the piling and the covered pier have 
been completed by the city engineer, and the work 
of pile-driving will shortly be begun; the pier, 
which has an open promenade on its roof, and .bath- 
houses for men connected with it, should also be 
ready for use by next summer. <A. bathing-beach 
has already been made, and it is expected that the 
facilities for bathing in the open harbor which will 


thus be furnished will be very largely used by the 
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residents in this thickly settled section. A protected 
place for small boats will be provided between 
the pier and the shore. ‘The long-delayed com- 
pletion of this local marine park, which now seems 
near at hand, will add a unique and popular feature 
to the park system. ‘The provision by a munici- 
pality of attractive accommodations for open-air 
bathing, in the middie of the water front and close 
by the most thickly populated districts, is an im- 
portant departure, and its results will be watched 
with much interest. 

During the last year the need of some better 
organization and more responsible control of the 
important and varied work of this department  be- 
came manifest, and, at my suggestion, the office of 
general superintendent was created. ‘This position 
has been temporarily held during the last few 
months by a member of the engineering force of 
the department, and a permanent appointment has 
just been made. After careful consideration of the 
matter, the commission decided that this important 
position could only be filled satisfactorily by a 
man of special training in, and qualifications for, 
park work, and the appointment was made with 
the sole desire of securmg the best man for the 
purpose, wherever he could be found. 

The commission has recently become _ satisfied 


that the work of the department could be better 
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carried on if the main office were located in the 
centre of the park system. It has therefore been 
decided to make use of the park building at Pine 
Bank, and the office will be removed to that point 
within the next few months. 

The transfer of the park police force from 
the park department to the police department 
has been decidedly disadvantageous, and the park 
commission will, with my approval, apply for the 
passage of an act restoring this force to its 
control. Effective administration of the — park 
system absolutely requires that the officers charged 
with the duty of enforcing laws and regulations 
within the park limits shall be under the imme- 


diate direction of the park authorities. 


STREET DEPARTMENT. 


The necessity of reducing during the winter 
season the number of men employed by the 
street department, owing to the impossibility of 
carrying on at that time the work of street 
construction, has long been a source of embar- 
rassment. While it is desirable, both from the 
standpoint of maintaining an efficient working 
organization and from that of proper considera- 
tion for the men employed, to maintain the force 
as nearly as possible upon a permanent basis, 


nevertheless considerable reductions in the number 
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of men employed are sometimes necessary. The 
superintendent of streets has lately proposed a 
plan for dealing with this difficulty which meets 
with my hearty approval, and it is expected 
that it will shortly be put into effect. This 
proposal is that the mimimum number of em- 
ployees in each division of the department 
whose services are needed all the year round 
should be carefully estimated; that employees 
up to this number should be put upon the basis 
of a permanent force, to be constantly employed; 
and that all employees in excess of this number 
should be ranked as substitutes, to be employed 
only durmg such portions of the year as_ the 
department has occasion for their — services, 
vacancies in the permanent force to be filled 
from this list of substitutes. This is sub- 
stantially the same system which is _ success- 
fully applied in the police and fire departments, 
and it would seem to be a more business-like 
policy for the city, and more fair and satisfactory 
to the men. [ven on this basis the number of 
men permanently employed by the street. depart- 
ment would be in excess of two thousand. 

In this connection, I desire to call attention 
to one serious difficulty which the street depart- 
ment suffers from. The laborious nature of its 


work calls for men of good health and. strength. 
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At present there is a considerable percentage 
of old men in the different divisions, who are 
not entirely fitted for the work which they are 
called upon to perform. The majority of these 
men have grown old in the service of the city, 
and the street department, under its various 
heads, has not considered it just or proper to 
discharge them; they have been continued from 
year to year, somewhat lessening the _ cfliciency 
of the service, and making it difficult for the 
heads of divisions to accomplish the best results. 
I submit this difficulty to your consideration. 
There is one important defect in the policy which 
has been pursued by the city, under pressure of 
financial necessities, in connection with the main- 
tenance of street surfaces. ‘The proper system to 
follow is that of constantly repairing defects, as fast 
as they become noticeable. But this would -have to 
be paid for out of the. maintenance appropriation, 
and the pressure upon this fund has been so great 
that the department has been obliged to allow 
street surfaces to wear out almost entirely, and 
then to renew them out of a loan appropriation. 
If the city could be divided into small districts 
and a few men kept constantly at work in each, 
repairing minor defects and keeping the street 
surfaces up to proper condition, it would result in 
decided economy in the long run. The parkways 
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are now cared for on this system of constant 
repair work, with most excellent and economical 
results. 

It has been the policy of the street department 
during the past year to extend as far as possible 
the use of asphalt for pavements, and a consider- 
ably larger amount of such pavement has been 
laid than in any previous year. I am strongly in 
favor of the increased use of asphalt for street 
surfaces. Within the last ten or fifteen years 
the laying and maintenance of asphalt streets 
have been reduced in this country to a thoroughly 
scientific basis, and recently, with the improved 
methods which have been introduced, and some 
cheapening of cost, the area of asphalt pave- 
ment in our principal cities has been increasing 
very rapidly: Boston has been somewhat back- 
ward in appreciating the advantages of this form 
of street surface; I think that it should be used, 
as it has been this year on Huntington avenue 
and the extension of Columbus avenue, upon all 
streets to which it is suited. The city of New 
York has been expending the sum of $1,000,000 
a year upon asphalt streets, and they are 
being extensively laid in tenement, as well as 
in residential, districts; it is claimed that the 
rate of mortality im certain tenement districts has 


actually been reduced by the asphalt pavement, 
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owing to its far greater cleanliness. ‘The prob- 
lems of street watering and of street cleaning 


are greatly simplified wherever asphalt is used, 


° 
and it has shown its ability te stand even the 
heaviest traffic about as well as any other form 
of pavement. 

With the beginning of the present calendar 
year the department has established a small charge 
for each permit issued for making an opening in 


a street, or for any other purpose. 


PAVING DIVISION. 


Work upon the five wide avenues extending out 
from the city has been vigorously prosecuted and 
will be pushed to completion during the coming 
year. ‘The construction of Commonwealth-avenue 
extension to the Newton Ime, of Brighton 
avenue from Commonwealth avenue to Union 
square, and of Huntington avenue from Copley 
square to the Brookline line, have been substan- 
tially completed. The extension of Columbus 
avenue has been completed as an asphalt street 
from Massachusetts avenue to the Roxbury cross- 
ing, and as a telford macadam street from West 
Walnut park to Walnut avenue, leaving an unfin- 
ished gap of about one mile between these sections. 
Blue Hill avenue has been practically finished from 
Grove Hall to the principal entrance to Franklin 
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park, and one of the two roadways has been so 
far completed as to be in use from Franklin park 
to Walk Hill street. 

A large area of macadam streets has been 
wholly or partially constructed under the assess- 
ment law, and twenty-eight public streets have 
been wholly or partially repaved or surfaced at the 
expense of the city. About 157,000 square yards 
of macadam, 51,000 square yards of asphalt, 
27,000 square yards of granite pavement, and 13,000 
square yards of artificial stone sidewalks, have 
been completed during the year. 96,000 feet, or 
about nineteen miles, of new edgestone have been 
set, as against about 50,000 for an ordinary year; 
and over 131,000 square yards of block  pave- 
ments, requiring over 2,000,000 new blocks, have 
been laid in streets and gutters, against 105,000 
square yards for the largest year heretofore. 

Two new crushers, of the latest improved 
pattern, have been set up, one in Roxbury and 
one in West Roxbury, so that the paving division 
now has seven in operation; important improve- 
ments in screens, to secure the different sizes 
of stone required for street work, have been made. 
Improvements in the two stone crushers in the 
Brighton district have also been made, saving 
labor in shovelling stone and otherwise increas- 


ing their output. All of the immense quantity of 
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cracked stone needed for the work upon the new 
avenues, as well as the large amount required 
for the regular work of the division, was turned 
out by the city’s crushers, with the exception of 
the stone for one section of Blue Hill avenue. 
Close attention has been given to the matter of 
allowing only the hardest kind of stone to be 
put through the crushers, and the best of ma- 
terial for street work has thus been secured. 
Steam power has been substituted for horses in 
loading edgestones at the South End yard, secur- 
ing greater economy and a saving of time. 

The extensive work involved in the construction 
of Cottage Farm bridge has been completed, and + 
a loam speedway seven-eighths of a mile long has 
been constructed between this bridge and Brighton 
avenue. 

The street-inspection work has been wholly re- 
organized, and new regulations have been made as 
to the opening of streets, so that each one can 
be systematically followed up and the _ proper 
replacing of the roadway surface secured. Under 
the direction of the street department, the West 
End Street Railway Company has put in a new 
type of rail, especially suited to an asphalt street, 
with a flush lip. Over twenty-four miles of track 
work have been repaved by this company with 


new blocks, under the inspection of the depart- 
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ment, thus securing this large amount of improved 
roadway service. 
SEWER DIVISION, 

Through the loan appropriations secured, the 
sewer division has been enabled during the year 
to enter upon a number of pieces of important 
coustruction, long delayed and urgently needed, 
and a larger amount of work has been done than 
ever before in the history of the division, nearly 
eight hundred men having recently been em- 
ployed. The connections with the metropolitan 
sewer system in Hast Boston and Charlestown 
are well under way, and will be completed dur- 
ing the coming year,.to the great benefit of the 
residents of these sections. In Dorchester, the 
auxiliary pumping-station at Lyons street has been 
completed, and the Shamrock-street and Devon- 
street. outlets have been begun. In South. Bos- 
ton, the D-street, Seventh-street, and Dorr-street 
outlets have been started, and in Roxbury the 
Guild-row relief sewer and the extension of the 
Dorchester-brook main sewer are under way. A 
beginning has also been made upon the construc- 
tion. of the Canal-street relief sewer, which has 
been adyocated for many years. There are many 
old sewers in the city, madequate and unfit for 
use, which should be replaced by new ones as 


fast as money can be secured.

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The necessary repairs upon the valuable pump- 
ing plant at the main drainage works have 
been partially made, and provision for completing 
them must be made during the coming year. 
The need of an incinerating plant in connection 
with these works, for disposing of the miscel- 
laneous articles collected at the exit of the sewer, 
has long been felt, and an order for the con- 
struction of a small incinerator has just been given. 
The new main channel of Stony brook, from the 
gate-house to the existing channel south of Hogg’s 
bridge, is well under way, and will also’ be 
finished during the year. 

The sewer division has charge of all natural 
water-courses and surface water, and this is an 
extremely complicated and difficult matter to deal 
with. Some legislation in relation to such water- 
courses 1s greatly needed, and will be applied for 
at this session of the legislature. 

The maintenance appropriation of this division 
is inadequate for keeping the sewerage system 
in proper condition, and the work of cleaning out 
catch-basins cannot be done as often as it should 
be. A machine for this purpose, which has been 
successfully used in Canada, has been ordered, 


and will shortly be in operation. 
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SANTITARY= DIVISION. 


Both during the last year and the year before, 
the sanitary division was obliged to expend a con- 
siderable amount in excess of its appropriation. 
In 1895-6 the appropriation was $400,000, and the 
expenditures about $432,000, while for the year 
1896-7 the appropriation is $435,000, and the 
expenditures will amount to about $475,000. The 
latter sum, however, is still less than the amount 
which was expended by the sanitary division for 
the year 1893-4, and very slightly in excess of 
its expenses for the years 1892-3 and 1894-5. 
The increased expenditure of this year over the 
last:seems a large one, but a careful analysis of 
the accounts of the division shows that the greater 
cost is more than balanced by increased work 
performed, and I am satisfied that it has been 
managed in a_ careful and economical manner. 
The simple fact is, that the demands of our 
citizens in this line of service are rapidly in- 
creasing from year to year, and these demands 
have to be met. House dirt and offal must be 
removed and disposed of, whatever may be _ its 
amount. 

The percentage of increase in the expenditures 
of the division is. less than the percentage of 
increase in the ‘quantity. of material to be handled. 
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The amount expended for city labor in_ the 
removal of ashes has only increased four per 
cent. over that spent. last year, while the num- 
ber of loads removed has increased eleven per 
cent., so that the cost per load moved has been 
materially reduced. The same statement is true 
as to the removal of offal. A new blacksmith 
shop has been added to this division, to accom- 
modate the northern. districts, and still further 
economies in this line of work are to be intre- 
duced. 

This division is in pressing need of an addi- 
tional dumping scow. In case of an accident to 
either of the two scows now in use, which oceca- 
sionally occurs, serious embarrassments result. A 
tow boat, for the exclusive use of the department, 
is also desirable. The present wharf facilities are 
insufficient, and only one boat at a time can now 
be docked. With further room, the division 
could repair its own boats, instead of being 
obliged to send them to East Boston. It seems 
desirable that some good wharf properties for the 
use of this division should be secured in East 
Boston and South Boston. Much of the material 
collected cannot be used even for filling, and 
the difficulties of disposing of it otherwise than by 
taking it to sea are increasing every year. 


The time is fast coming when a portion of the 
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matter collected will be disposed of by some 
incinerating process; but even then locations upon 
the water front will be desirable, for a number 
of reasons. ‘The cremation of garbage by the 
reduction process is in successful operation 
in several cities, under contract arrangements, 
and has just been started in the city of New 
York. The revenue from the sale of swill to 
farmers has fallen off materially during the last 
verre Owing tothe low’ price? of pork,! and 
public opinion is likely to demand before long 
the discontinuance of this method of disposing 
of garbage. The swill-yard adjacent to the Mar- 
cella-street Home has long been a nuisance to 
that institution during the summer season, and 
some arrangement for its removal will shortly be 
made. 
STREET—CLEANING DIVISION. 


The work of the street-cleaning division has 
been intelligently and efficiently carried on during 
the year. With an expenditure substantially the 
same as that of last year, a larger number of 
miles of streets have been cleaned, and more 
loads of dirt have been removed, than _ ever 
before. The important work of the patrol or 
push-cart service, which now employs forty-six 
men, has been extended and further systematized, 
and the men now wear uniform, caps and badges. 
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A special man has been assigned to the duty of 
keeping clean, after a snow-storm, every crossing 


in the down-town district. 


BRIDGE DIVISION. 


The work of the bridge division, which has 
charge of one hundred and twenty-four bridges. 
of various descriptions, has been handled in a 
careful manner. Many of these bridges are old, 
and in such a condition that they require close 
care and intelligent attention to repairs to keep 
them in fit condition for use. The method of 
keeping the repair account has been changed so 
as to show the cost of each particular job done, 
which had not been shown heretofore. Dupli- 
cates of all wearing parts have been provided 
for immediate use in case of emergency. A sub- 
stantial saving has been effected by having lum- 
ber delivered in the exact lengths required for 
use. 

FERRIES. 

In the ferry division, electric motors are being 
substituted for tow-horses, with entirely satisfac- 
tory results, to assist in pulling heavy teams up 
the drops, and this will result in substantial sav- 
ing, as well as improved service. ‘Two ferry-boats 
which had not been out of the water for a num- 
ber of years have been hauled out and metalled. 
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Electric lighting has been extended, and a number 
of important minor improvements have been made. 
Three new drops have been put into position, to 
replace old ones pronounced by the city engi- 
neer to be dangerous, and have been paid for 
out of the special loan of $500,000 for improved 
ferry facilities. ‘The ferry-boat “Ben Franklin,” 
built in 1871, is fast reaching the limit of her 
usefulness, and a new boat to take her place 
should be contracted for at once; and the ferry- 
boat “Winthrop,” built in 1873, can hardly be 
expected to do service for many years more. 

The question of providing additional ferry facili- 
ties, under the provisions of chapter 435 of the 
acts of 1895, has engaged the attention of the 
street department and of the committee on ferries 
of the city council, but no feasible way of pro- 
viding a ferry landing at a new point on the 
Boston side, within the money available, seems yet 
to have been pointed out. It has been suggested 
by the street department that, in view of the 
serious difficulties in the way of securing such 
new landing, it might be wiser to devote the 
money available to extending and = improving 
the present landings and adding more slips; but 
the best settlement of this matter, as stated above, 
would probably be the acquisition of the Revere 
Beach railway ferry-landing. 
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STREET WATERING. 


The street-watering service has such a_bear- 
ing upon the comfort and health of the public 
that it is important to make it as efficient 
and comprehensive as possible. It is extremely 
difficult to keep macadam streets, so largely used 
in the residential sections of the city, so that 
they are neither dusty nor muddy. Upon windy 
days in dry weather nothing short of almost 
continuous watering will prevent the dust from 
flying in clouds. It is hoped that it will be 
possible to expend a somewhat larger amount of 
money during the coming year upon the street- 
watering service and to make it more efficient. 

An electric waterig-car. has recently been tried 
by a number of smaller cities in this common- 
wealth, with results which are pronounced highly 
satisfactory. ‘There seems to be no reason why 
such a service should not be successfully in-— 
troduced in this city, thereby securing at an 
economical cost the watering of many miles of 
paved streets which are not touched by the 
present service. Hydrants for the replenishing of 
these watering-cars are placed between the street- 
railway tracks, at intervals of about one-half mile, 
and the tank can be filled without requiring a 


longer stoppage than is often necessary for taking 
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on passengers. A few months ago, several miles 
of the West End street-railway track were equipped 
with hydrants for a test, and a watering-car was 
operated in a satisfactory manner; but the trial 
was discontinued owing to doubts entertained by 
the management of the company as to its right, 
under its charter, to operate such. cars. The 
arrangement proposed is that a contract for the 
watering of certain streets should be made_ be- 
tween the city and a company controlling these 
watering-cars, such company then contracting with 
the street-railway company for the furnishing of 
current and for track rights. There seems to be 
no reason why the West End company should not 
be authorized, at the request of the municipality, 
to perform its part of this service, and a_ special 
act for this purpose will be asked for at the. 
coming session of the legislature. The service 
should be made a general one. If it had _ to 
be paid for out of the general taxes of the city it 
would probably have to be too limited, and there- 
fore it would seem to be desirable to assess the 
expense upon the abutters on paved streets so 
watered. 
FRANCHISES IN STREETS. 

The only franchise granted to a new company . 
during the past year has been that giving to 
the Boston Pneumatic Transit Company the right 
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to lay and maintain pneumatic tubes in certain 
streets, for the transmission of mail matter and 
small articles of merchandise. An executive con- 
tract was made in connection with the grant of 
this franchise, which establishes, for the first time 
in this city, I believe, the principle of payment 
for the use of streets by private corporations. 
Beginning with a smaller return, this company is 
finally to pay two and one-half per cent. of its 
annual gross earnings into the treasury of the 
city. While the amount of revenue to be received 
in this particular case is a comparatively smal! 
one, owing to the somewhat novel character of 
the enterprise and the commercial uncertainty 
attending it, a precedent of much importance has 
been established. Application will be made to 
this legislature for the passage of some act for- 
mally giving to the city government the right to 
make arrangements of this character exacting a 
pecuniary return for the grant of rights in the 
public streets. 
STREET CHANGES. 


The street commissioners have for some years 
favored the cutting down of the present grade 
of Bowdoin street so as to make it a_prac- 
_ticable thoroughfare, at least for carriages. This 
plan was recently brought forward in connec- 
tion with the completion of the state house 
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grounds, but it was found that the requirements 
of these grounds and their approaches which were 
deemed by the state house commissioners to be 
necessary, stood in the way of any adequate 
lowering of the grade of this street, and also 
of its widening on the side adjacent to the 
state house. It is to be regretted that the 
opportunity of making a valuable thoroughfare, 
which would -be a_ benefit to the city, thus 
seems to be shut off. I desire to suggest, as a 
partial substitute, the reduction of the present 
grade of Somerset street. between Beacon and 
Howard streets, to about six feet in one hundred, 
and the extension of this street to Court street. 
A practicable route for carriages across Beacon 
bill by way of Park street would thus be 
opened. The grade damages ought not to be 
serious, and such a change of grade would inci- 
dentally greatly benefit the new court house. 
The grade of Ashburton place would have to be 
somewhat changed at the same time. 

A plan has been prepared by the street commis- 
sioners, at my request, for extending Swett street 
from Andrews square, at a width of seventy feet, 
in the line of Preble, Mercer, and Burnham 
streets, to East Ninth street. The length of this 
extension and widening would be about half a 
mile, and a new and important thoroughfare from 
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the South End to South Boston, over which 
electric cars would doubtless be run, would 
thus be opened. ‘The section of this extension 
between East Ninth street and the Old Colony 
railroad would, if the plan for relocating the 
Old Colony tracks above mentioned is carried 
out, connect the end of the Strandway with the 
present roadbed of the Old Colony, which would 
then become a parkway. 

The street commissioners are ready to widen 
Canal and Haverhill streets, on the sides next to 
the old Boston and Maine terminal, to the width 
of seventy feet, as soon as the transit commission 
is prepared to allow them to do so, and this im- 
portant improvement will shortly be made. 


STREET LAYING—OUT DEPARTMENT. 


The work of mapping out undeveloped territory 
in the outlying wards of the city, under chapter 
325 of the acts of 1891 and amendments thereto, 
has been carried forward under the direction of 
the , board of street commissioners. During the 
last year 42 sectional plans (7 in Roxbury, 15 
in West Roxbury, 15 in Dorchester and the South 
Bay, and 5 in Brighton) have been filed in the 
office of the city engineer, and some 20 addi- 
tional sections, now in progress, will be ready 
for filing during the present month. 
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The long-promised widening of Clinton. street 
has been completed, and an important improve- 
ment has also been made in St. Martin street, 
Charlestown, by the construction of a much-needed 
flight of steps. The streets around the new union 
station — Dorchester avenue, the extension of Sum- 
mer street, and new Cove street—have also been 
planned, and the widening of Congress street to 
80 feet, from Atlantic avenue to Fort Point chan- 
nel, has been ordered. Plans for the widening of 
Tremont street, Brighton, from Oak square to the 
Newton line, to the width of 70 feet, have been 
completed, and this desirable improvement should 
be made as soon as_ possible. 

Under the provisions of chapter 323 of the acts 
of 1851, the city has the right to borrow not ex- 
ceeding three million dollars, in excess of sinking 
funds, for the purpose of constructing new streets 
and sewers, the cost of which is to be repaid by 
special assessments upon abutters. The privilege of 
securing the building of streets and sewers under 
the provisions of this act has been so largely made 
use of by the owners of real estate in process of 
development, that the above limit has now nearly 
been reached. Bonds to the amount of $3,350,- 
000 have already been issued, and only $150,000 
more are now available, and the resources for 


this year will be far more than exhausted for 
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construction work on streets and sewers already 
ordered and urgently demanded. Application 
will be made to the legislature for the passage 
of an act raising the present limit of the 
amount of money which can be borrowed, with 
the provision that any excess above such limit 
shall be expended solely in such a manner that 
it will be fully repaid by the assessments. As 
the city will thus merely be lending its credit 
upon good security, there is no reason why it 
should not assist in this manner, within any 
reasonable financial bounds, in the development 
of taxable property. 


CHARLESTOWN BRIDGE. 


Good progress has been made upon the first 
contract, covering the construction of ten masonry 
piers, on the new bridge to Charlestown, and 
the city engineer has recently nearly completed 
the plans for the masonry and approaches on the 
Charlestown end. The piers now in process of 
construction should be completed next summer, 
and it is expected that the bridge will be open 
by a year from that time. The estimated cost 
is about $1,250,000, of which $750,000 was 
appropriated by the city council inside the debt 
limit, and the remaining $500,000 is to be pro- 
vided by loan outside of the debt limit, upon 
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the requisition of the Boston transit commission. 
Charlestown street should be widened from the end 
of the bridge to Haymarket square, to provide an 
adequate approach; and the necessary expenditure 
for this purpose can, in the opinion of the cor- 
poration counsel, be provided for by the transit 


commission, under its powers. 


CAMBRIDGE BRIDGES. 


The legislature of last year passed an act pro- 
viding, in case of favorable action by the respective 
city councils of Boston and Cambridge, for the 
construction of a bridge across the Charles river in 
the line of Magazine street extended, the expense 
of its construction, not exceeding $400,000, to be 
met by loan, issued by both cities outside of the 
debt limit, each bearing one-half of the cost. I 
have declined to take any steps under this act, 
partly because of a general objection to further 
loans for purposes of this character outside of the 
debt limit, and partly because it seemed to me that, 
although there might be occasion for the building 
of such a bridge, this city would derive no such 
benefit from it as to make it just for it to bear half 
of the expense. A bridge at this point would be 
used mainly for the purpose of a county thorough- 
fare, and the two counties most concerned should 
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make some substantial contribution towards its 
cost. 

The West Boston bridge, which was _ originally 
built in the year 1792, and rebuilt in 1854, has 
only been kept in a safe condition for travel by 
constant attention and frequent repairs. It is also 
inadequate for the heavy traffic which now passes 
over it, and must be replaced before long with a 
new structure. Plans and estimates for such a 
new bridge should be prepared during the coming 
year, ‘as it will take a number of years to con- 
struct it after the work is begun, and in the 
meantime a proper appropriation should be made 
for strengthening the present bridge. 


WATER DEPARTMENT. 


On account of the extraordinary drought in the 
months of April and May of last year, the water 
supply of the city was so largely reduced that 
serious apprehension of a shortage of water was 
felt during the summer and autumn, and even at 
the present time the amount of water stored‘in the 
basins is unusually small. While the work upon 
Basin 5, which was taken by the metropolitan 
water board, has been so far completed that it is 
now available for the storage of about one billion 
gallons of water, and while this will be added 
to by the improvements in progress at Whitehall 
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pond, which will increase its storage capacity by 
some four hundred million gallons, there is still 
an unpleasant degree of doubt as to the suf- 
ficiency of our water supply during the coming 
summer, unless great care is exercised in its 
use. If the consumption of water should in- 
crease at the same rate as it has during the 
last few years, this additional storage would 
only be. about sufficient to provide for such 
increased consumption. If the unnecessary waste 
of water is stopped, there will be a_ suf- 
ficient supply for all legitimate uses; and _ it 
is, therefore, to be hoped that every citizen will 
feel it a personal duty to prevent such waste. 
Before the summer after next, it is confidently 
expected that the water of the Nashua river will be 
available, through the metropolitan system, and 
there will, therefore, be an ample supply at that 
time. 

No negotiations have been entered into as 
yet between the metropolitan water board and the 
city as to the full settlement of the claims of 
the city for the water works and water rights 
belonging to it which are to be taken by the 
commonwealth. This taking will be one of the 
largest ever made in this country, and the ques- 
tions involved are novel and extremely impor- 


tant. In ‘view of: the great’ importance. of the 
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case and the large amount of money involved, a 
very careful study of all matters bearing upon it is 
being made, and special counsel and experts have 
been retained for the protection of the interests 
of the city. 

Basin 5 was taken from the city by the met- 
ropolitan water board just one year ago. The 
total. expenditures of the city upon this work, 
amounting to $1,118,975.74, have now been re- 
paid by the state. 

Under the provisions of chapter 488 of the 
acts of 1895, surplus income from water rates, in 
excess of interest and sinking-fund requirements 
and maintenance expenses, now goes into the 
general cash balance of the city treasury. At the 
beginning of the current financial year the sum 
so received amounted to $109,036.68. Of this 
amount $74,000 was appropriated by the city 
council, in the month of November, to meet certain 
habilities incurred by the school committee in 
excess of its appropriation, which the city is by 
law obliged to pay; and the auditor and myself 
were obliged to transfer the balance of this sum 
to meet bills for repairs in school buildings, also 
incurred in excess of the appropriation therefor. 

It has been thought advisable to restore the 
charges formerly made by the water department 
against other departments for water used by them, 
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so as to credit the water department, as a 
separate account, with the full revenues to which 
it is entitled. As these charges were not included 
in making the appropriations for the depart- 
ments, transfers to some department appropria- 
tions will have to be made to provide for meeting 
them. 

The water department has been managed in a 
careful and economical manner, and many desira- 
ble improvements in business methods have been 
introduced. The maintenance appropriation is 
$50,000 less than that of last year, but it will 
not be exceeded. 


FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


During the year a committee of the city council 
visited a number of the large cities of the middle | 
west to investigate the use of pipe-lines, running 
from the water front, for fire-extinguishing pur- 
poses. Provision has now been made by _ the 
city council for constructing, in the down-town 
district, about a mile and a_ half of pipe-line, 
enabling the fire-boat to throw salt water upon 
fires, the establishment of which service the fire 
commissioner has for some time strongly rec- 
ommended. A contract for a new _ fire-boat, 
of such light draught that she will be able to 
reach a large stretch of water front which the 
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present fire-boat cannot reach, will very shortly be 
placed. After careful inquiry into the subject, the 
fire commissioner has, with my approval, given an 
order for a powerful self-propelling  fire-engine, 
throwing a very much larger stream of water 
than ordinary fire-engines, to respond to second 
alarms, especially. in the down-town district, and 
this will be in service within a month or two. 
Engines of this type have been greatly improved 
within recent years, and seem to offer important 
advantages, if they are found adapted to our con- 
ditions in this city. The fire-alarm branch has 
been thoroughly investigated, and a number of 
desirable improvements have been introduced. 

The city has been fortunate in not having had 
any very serious conflagration during the year. 
The total losses by fire within its limits for the 
first nine months of the current financial year 
amounted to $1,006,766, of which sum $440,877 
represented losses on buildings and $565,889 
losses on their contents. It should be gratifying 
to our citizens to know that Boston now stands 
high up among the large cities of this country in 
the smallness of the percentage of fire losses 
relative to the total valuation of property. 

The system of allowing each member of the 
fire department one day in eight off duty, the 
adoption of which was made possible by a special 
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appropriation made by the city council, has been 
put into effect, and is working successfully. 


HARBOR IMPROVEMENT. 


During the past year the commercial organiza- 
tions of Boston have been actively interested in 
securing an adequate appropriation from Congress 
for making the improvements in our harbor 
necessary to adapt it to the requirements of 
modern steamships. It is gratifying to be able 
to state that provision has been made for secur- 
ing, during the coming spring and summer, an 
accurate survey of the present channel from 
Broad sound, showing just. what work is re- 
quired to make it suited to accommodate the 
largest vessels; and the war department has just 
issued an advertisement inviting contractors to 
submit bids for the whole work, on a continuing 
contract, of deepening the present ship channel 
to twenty-seven feet at low tide, and widening 
it to one thousand feet. Boston harbor will thus 
be provided, within a few years, with a channel 
safe and suflicient for the largest vessels, to be 
supplemented later by an additional channel direct 
from Broad sound. 

‘The commonwealth has also shown its interest 
in the improvement of our harbor by appropriat- 
ing the sum of $150,000, to be spent by the 
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board o1 harbor and = land commissioners in 
dredging inside of the termination of the main 
ship channel. A large part of this work has 
already been completed, and the balance will be 
finished by next summer. ‘The work of adapting 
Boston harbor in all respects to the requirements 
of modern commerce is one of such importance to 
the whole state, that it would, in my opinion, be 
desirable for the commonwealth to extend the 
liberal policy initiated by this appropriation, and 
to provide any reasonable sums required to sup- 
plement the improvements now undertaken by the 


federal government. 


HARBOR DEFENCES. 


The amount of property in Boston and _ its 
suburbs exposed to the attack of ships of war 
armed with modern long-range guns is so enor- 
mous, that, however remote may be the prospects 
of such attack, some proper harbor defences 
should be provided, if only by way of insurance 
against possible dangers. Fortunately our harbor 
is capable of being almost absolutely protected 
by batteries of modern guns, located at suitable 
points upon the headlands and islands. A com- 
plete and comprehensive scheme for the fortifi- 
cation of the harbor was prepared by the war 
department some time since, and within the 
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present year guns will be placed in position upon 
several of the most important points, affording a 
strong line of defence. In addition to the sixteen 
mortars which have for some time been in place 
and under garrison at Winthrop Highlands, three 
ten-inch guns have just arrived at Fort Warren 
and are ready to be mounted ; during the coming 
year five ten-inch guns, for which the platforms 
are already substantially finished, will be in posi- 
tion on Long island head, and it is also expected 
that a battery of eight mortars will be erected 
either on Deer island or on Peddock’s island. 
Four years ago the secretary of war ad- 
dressed a communication to the mayor of Bos- 
ton, asking the city to give to the general 
government certain locations for batteries upon 
Deer island, containing about thirty acres. 
No action was taken upon this communication, 
and a renewed application to the same effect 
has just been addressed to me on behalf of the war 
department. These locations would be taken from 
the city only as required for the work of fortifica- 
tion; and only one tract, contaming about fifteen 
acres, to be used for a mortar battery, would be 
required at present. As the government has a 
right to take Jand for fortifications by eminent 
domain, the only question is whether the city 
will transfer the title without payment. It is 
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urged on behalf of the war department that 
the transfer of the use of Castle island to the 
city should be considered as an offset to the 
transfer of these battery sites. It should cer- 
tainly be gratifying to our citizens to feel that 
they will not be left much longer absolutely 
without defence against a naval attack, and I 
recommend the surrender of the locations re- 
quested, without asking for compensation. 


FINANCIAL POLICIES. 


It is of great importance, in order that work 
may be intelligently laid out and planned, that the 
general loan orders should be passed earlier in 
the municipal year than has generally been the 
practice. Last year the first general loan order was 
not passed until the month of July. The important 
work of the street department can only be prose- 
cuted to advantage when financial calculations can 
be made in advance, and I trust that the city 
council will take up this important matter early in 
the year, and authorize at least the greater part 
of the loans which the city is to issue. 

One of the great difficulties now met with in the 
proper management of our municipal finances is that 
of obtaining the passage by the city council, at the 
proper time, of loan appropriations for purposes 
benefiting the city as a whole, and not of special 
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interest to any particular locality. The pressure 
for loan appropriations for local improvements, 
many of them desirable and important ones, is so 
great, that it is only with much difficulty and con- 
siderable uncertainty that such appropriations for 
necessary general purposes can be obtained. The 
general necessities of the city should always be 
given precedence over purely local wants; but 
at the present time it is always difficult, and some- 
times impossible, to accomplish this result. ‘The 
requirement of a two-thirds vote of all the mem- 
bers of each branch of the city council in order to 
pass a loan, makes it very difficult to obtain loan 
appropriations for urgent general purposes. 

While the borrowing of money directly for cur- 
rent expenditures has been stopped, a financial 
practice has prevailed to some extent in this city 
which has indirectly involved the same violation 
of the principles of sound finance. It is obvious 
that if money is borrowed for the term of twenty 
years, and expended upon a work of construction 
which will only last ten years, and will have to 
be renewed at the end of that time, the power 
of borrowing is indirectly used to meet current 
demands. For example, if the sum of $100,000 
is borrowed this year, for a term of twenty years, 
for the reconstruction of street surfaces which 
will have to be renewed at the end of ten years, 
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out of the proceeds of another twenty-year 
loan, the city will still owe, when the first loan 
is paid off at maturity, the half of the second 
loan not covered by the sinking fund provided for 
its redemption. Thus after the street surface has 
been renewed for the third time, the city will 
still be paying, for the further period of ten years, 
a part of the expense of the second renewal. 

The only legitimate purpose of a loan is to 
distribute over a term of years the cost of 
some construction which will last at least for the 
same period, or of some work which has to be 
done only once during such period. Sufficient 
attention does not seem to have been paid in 
the past to this essential principle of sound 
municipal finance. In order to conform to this 
principle, the term of the loan passed last 
year providing for the street department ward 
improvement appropriation was reduced from 
twenty years to ten. It would be advisable to 
have some official estimate made by the city 
engineer of the probable life of every separate 
piece of construction work provided for by loan, 
and to have the term of the loan limited to this 
period ; while there are some complications in 
the way of following this procedure in the case 
of every item in a_ loan appropriation, I shall 
endeavor to inaugurate such a system. 
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During the past year the idea of materially 
shortening the term of any additional loans out- 
side of the debt limit, in order to avoid further 
mortgaging of the resources of the city for a 
long term of years, was presented by me in con- 
nection with the financial provisions for meeting 
the expenses imposed upon the city for making 
the street changes required in the neighborhood 
of the new southern union station. Under the act 
providing for this station the bonds issued to pro- 
vide the means to meet the portion of the expense 
borne by the city cannot run for a longer term than 
five years. In this manner the expense of securing 
this great improvement, the whole of which will 
directly or indirectly come back to the city, is dis- 
tributed over the next few years, and there will be 
no permanent increase on this account in the in- 
debtedness of the city outside of the debt limit. I 
believe that the example thus set should be followed 
in the case of any other loans which it may in the 
future be found necessary to issue outside of the 
debt limit, for improvements which are not expected 
to bring in a direct revenue to meet their cost. 

In view of the fact that the securities held in the 
sinking funds now consist wholly of the bonds of 
the city itself, it would tend to simplify our debt 
statements, and would show more truly the financial 
position of the city, if all of our bonds so held 
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could be cancelled, making the gross debt and the 
net debt the same. <A bill for accomplishing this 
object has been prepared by the corporation counsel, 
and the practicability and desirability of making this 
change, or otherwise altering the present sinking- 
fund system, has been referred to the Merchants’ 
Municipal Committee. 

If the valuation of our taxable property con- 
tinues to increase at the same ratio as it has 
for the last few years, the city will be able 
at the end of five years to raise annually, under 
the $9 tax limit, some $1,200,000 more than at 
present. I belicve that we should adopt the finan- 
cial policy of trying to keep the expenditures 
of most of the departments as nearly at their 7 
present figure as possible, in order that the . 
greater part of this increase in current revenue 
may be given to the street department, where it 
is most urgently needed, and will be productive 
of the greatest public benefits. 

At present there is no central supervision of 
the methods of accounting and book-keeping in 
use by the different departments of the city, nor 
is there any regular examination of accounts for . 
the purpose of verification, except the annual 
examination of the accounts of the treasurer and 
collector made under the direction of the city 
council. I believe that the auditor should be - 
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given the additional duty of supervising the keep- 
ing of all the books and accounts of the city, 
and causing them to be examined and_ verified 
at least as often as once a year. In short, the 
auditing department should be made a_ central 
accounting office, with comprehensive powers and 


cuties. 
WEST END STREET RAILWAY. 


The uninterrupted operation of the West End 
Street Railway system is a matter of vital im- 
portance to the public, and they are therefore 
interested in having the relations between this 
great corporation and its employees placed upon 
a stable and satisfactory basis. -It seems to me 
that such stability can best be secured by the 
recognition, by the management of the company, 
of any labor organization, properly organized and 
conducted, of which the great mass of its 
employees become members, and by the renewal 
of some such agreement as was formerly in force 
between the company and its employees, defining 
the conditions of employment, and providing for 
the redress of cases of injustice to individuals. 


MOUNT HOPE CEMETERY. 
During the last year a much-needed loan ap- 
propriation, amounting to $10,000, was made _ for 
the improvement of Mt. Hope cemetery, and a 
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further and larger sum should be provided for 
this purpose during the coming year. For busi- 
ness reasons, if for no others, this cemetery 
should be reasonably equipped, to compete, in the 
attractions offered, with private cemeteries. J am 
satisfied that the investment of a further reason- 
able sum of money in this cemetery will bring 
a considerable return to the city. ‘The want of 
a chapel is now greatly felt, and this at least 
should be provided as soon as possible. Under 
the present board of trustees the cemetery has 
been carefully and, conscientiously managed, and 
good results have been secured. It would in my 
opinion be very desirable to place this board upon 
a more stable basis than is possible under the 


present annual appointment of all its members. 


PUBLIC LAVATORIES. 


Boston is very deficient in respect to the pro- 
vision of public lavatories, and it is highly impor- 
tant that steps should be taken as soon as possible 
to meet the wants of the people in this direction. In 
London, and in some of the cities of continental 
Hurope, underground lavatories, placed at points 
where there is the greatest confluence of travel, 
have been conducted with marked success, and 
by a small charge for ‘the use of some of the 
privileges furnished have even been made more 
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than self-supporting. It was not deemed _practi- 
cable to make provision for such lavatories in 
connection with the stations on the line of the snb- 
way, and it is necessary that some proper accom- 
modations of this character should be supplied in 
their immediate vicinity. I recommend an appro- 
priation sufficient to enable one of these under- 
ground lavatories to be placed at some suitable 
point, in order that this plan of construction may 
receive a practical trial. 


A MUNICIPAL LABORATORY. 


I believe that the city could, with advantage, 
establish and maintain, under the board of health, 
a fully equipped municipal laboratory, for making 
the tests of various articles necessary to determine 
whether they conform to the requirements of the 
laws, and for determining, by chemical analysis, 
the quality, and freedom from adulteration, of the 
large amount of food and supplies of* all sorts 
purchased by the city for the use of the vari- 
ous departments. Modern science has_ placed 
at our command the means for readily  secur- 
ing exact information as to the composition of 
almost every article; and the systematic exami- 
nation and testing, by a single officer, of every- 
thing used by the city, together with the making 
of such official analyses as might seem desirable 
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for the protection of our people in their purchases 
of common articles of consumption or use, would 
be productive of valuable results. A considerable 
amount of the work which would come under such 
a laboratory is already done by or for the city; 
but it seems to me that there would be impor- 
tant advantages in consolidating and systematizing 


this work, and affording facilities for its extension. 


UNSANITARY TENEMENTS. 


The subject of securing the housing of its 
people in suitable buildings, and preventing the 
erection or continuance of unsanitary or improper 
tenements, is one which should engage the atten- 
tion of every enlightened municipality. A law 
has recently been enacted by the state of New 
York which gives the local board of health power 
to condemn and destroy any unsanitary buildings, 
leaving the land in the hands of the owner, and 
giving him compensation only for the value of 
the buildings. This statutory. provision seems to 
me an important and valuable one, as it enables 
action to be taken in cases where the expense 
of condemning both Jand and buildings would 
be prohibitory. I shall endeavor to. secure the 
passage of a similar measure at the present session 
of our legislature. | 
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RANDIDGE BEQUEST. 

During the last year the city treasurer received 
a bequest of $50,000 under the will of George 
L. Randidge, the income of which sum is to be 
used for the purpose of “affording to the children 
of the poor of the city, of all religious denomi- 
nations, the pleasure of one or more excursions 
during the months of July and August in each 
year.” One year’s income of this bequest, amount- 
ing to the sum of $2,000, will be available next 
summer, and every effort will be made to expend 
it in such a manner as_ to give the greatest 
amount of enjoyment, in conformity with the 
beneficent intentions of the donor. I am_ glad 
to take this opportunity to express the city’s 
appreciation of this unusual but admirable bequest, 
and the hope that the worthy example set by 
Mr. Randidge may be followed by others. The 
growing recognition of the idea that a municipality 
can properly engage in efforts to promote the 
social well-being and enjoyment of its citizens, 
particularly of children, will be promoted by this 
gift, and the name of the donor will be perpet- 
uated in kindly remembrance. 
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FRANKLIN FUND. 


No further steps have been taken during the 
year in regard to the application of the Franklin 
fund, now amounting to over $350,000, owing 
to the doubt which exists as to who are 
entitled to act as the trustees of the fund at 
the present time. A petition has been presented 
to the Probate Court to have this question de- 
termined, and the case has just been argued, but 
it may have to be taken to the Supreme Judi- 
cial Court for final determination. ‘The unique 
and interesting character of this bequest, as well 
as its substantial amount, makes it of great public 
interest that it should be appled in general har- 
mony with the purposes of Franklin, and in such 
a manner as to constitute a worthy monument 
to his memory. 


NEW STATUES. 


Early in the year the sum of $10,000, from 
the income of the Phillips fund, was appropriated 
upon my recommendation for the execution of a 
proper statue of Colonel Cass, to take the place 
of the present unsatisfactory stone figure on the 
Public Garden. The commission was given: by 
me to a young American sculptor now studying 
in Paris, who had satisfactorily executed a _ bust 
of Dr. Holmes for the public library. In the 
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last loan bill I approved an item of $12,100. for 
the long-postponed statue of General Joseph 
Warren. The Warren Monument Association of 
Roxbury, formed many years since for the pur- 
pose of securing the erection of this monu- 
-ment, has requested me to postpone for a few 
months the placing of the commission, in order 
that the appropriation may be added to, for the 
purpose of securing a more adequate memorial, by 
contributions which it is expected to raise from 


private individuals. 


COPLEY SQUARE. 


A plan for the improving of Copley square — 
which, in spite of the diversity in the architecture 
of the buildings surrounding it, undoubtedly ranks 
as the finest square in the city— was prepared 
some time since under a competition instituted by 
the Boston Society of Architects. A committee of 
that body has recently brought this matter to my 
attention; the carrying out of some such plan 
would immensely benefit the appearance of this 
square, and would be, from an artistic standpoint, 
one of the best improvements which the city could 
make. ‘The expense of such a scheme would not 
be great, considering the valuable result that would 
be secured. 
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RIFLE RANGE. 


Another year has passed without the provision 
of a rifle range for the use of the militia, as re- 
quired by law, in spite of the fact that the selection 
of a suitable site for this purpose has received a 
good deal of attention at the hands of the board 
of aldermen. There seem to be very few available 
tracts of land of the size required and smtably 
located, and after a good deal of investigation of 
the subject there seems to be general acquiescence 
in the conclusion that a suitable tract cannot be 
secured at a fair price, unless the city is given the 
right to take the land by right of eminent, do- 
main. An application will be made to the legis- 
lature for the passage of an act for this purpose. 

After careful enquiry into the present accommo- 
dations of the two new armories and the need 
of increasing them, I gave my approval to a loan 
appropriation of $125,000 for their improvement, 
after arriving at an understanding with the state 
armory commissioners as to the manner in which 
the money should be expended. It seems’ to me 
that the interest taken by the members of the 
militia in their work, and the time and money 
which they contribute to it, makes it incumbent 
upon the city to furnish all reasonable accom- 
modations in the armories. 
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FREE PUBLIC CONCERTS. 


Free public concerts in the open air, which 
were omitted during the year 1895, were resumed 
last year. For a total expenditure of $5,000 
sixty-eight concerts were given, forty-six on week- 
day evenings in various parts of the city and 
twenty-two on Sunday,—eleven of the latter 
on the Common and eleven at Marine Park. 
These concerts were satisfactorily given by the con- 
tractors, and were largely attended and enjoyed 
by the public. I believe that a moderate expen- 
diture for this purpose is a wise one, and I 
recommend a continuance of such concerts during 


the coming year. 


ISLANDS IN. HARBOR. 


The city already owns most of the islands in the 
harbor, and it seems to me that there are strong 
considerations in favor of bringing under public 
ownership those now in private hands. There are 
many special municipal purposes for which these 
islands are likely to be wanted in the future, 
and it is also important to prevent them from 
being put to undesirable uses. ‘The city and the 
federal government together should control all of 


them. 
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CARE OF TREES. 


The subject of having more care and attention 
devoted to the “shade trees in the public streets, 
and of having some special appropriation made for 
this purpose, has lately been brought before the 
city government. Such trees take a long time 
to grow and cannot be replaced, and they should 
be regarded and cared for as valuable public 
possessions. ‘The leakage of gas from pipes in 


the streets has killed some good trees. 


PUBLICATION OF ADVERTISEMENTS. 


In the revision of the ordinances recently pre- 
pared it was provided that every advertisement 
required should be inserted — without, however, 
excluding publication in other newspapers —1n the 
newspaper in which the proceedings of the city 
council are reported. In harmony with this provis- 
ion, an executive order has been issued to heads 
of departments that every advertisement given out 
by them shall be published in like manner. It 
seems to me that it should prove a decided 
convenience to persons doing business with the 
city to know that they can find in the columns 
of a single newspaper every official municipal 
announcement, while any advertisement may be 
given as wide publicity as may seem necessary by 
inserting it in other wewspapers. 
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FANEUIL HALL. 


The historical associations of Faneuil hall make 
it one of the most valued possessions of the city, 
and require that it should be protected in every 
possible way against the danger of destruction by 
fire. ‘Phe occasional use of stoves for cooking inside 
the building, which was formerly allowed, has been 
discontinued; but nothing short of considerable re- 
construction of the inside, with fire-proof materials, 
will afford the requisite protection. The armory of 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery Company in 
the upper story of the building, containing valu- 
able relies, is peculiarly exposed to danger from 
fire, and a committee has been appointed by this 
body to urge the necessity of fire-proofing. I rec- 
ommend that an appropriation sufficient for the 


purpose be made as soon as_ possible. 


WARD—ROOMS. 


Some of the ward-rooms owned or leased by 
the city are entirely inadequate in their accom- 
modations. J believe that every ward in the city 
should be provided with an adequate and proper 
-ward-room for the holding of caucuses and other 
public meetings, and [ recommend a suflicient 
appropriation this year to enable at least the 


worst deficiencies in this direction to be remedied. 
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STATE LEGISLATION. 


At. the last session of the legislature there 
were passed forty special acts affecting Boston. 
One of the most important duties of the mayor, 
while the legislature is in session, is to follow 
closely all pending measures affecting the city, to 
advocate those which seem to him proper, and to 
oppose others. As long as matters which ought, 
in theory at least, to be left to the local legis- 
lative body to deal with are so largely regulated 
at the state house, the city government should 
at least make itself heard as often as occasion 
may require. ‘The new constitution of the state 
of New York provides that no special measure 
affecting a city shall be finally passed until after 
a hearing before the mayor of such city, and the 
return of the measure either approved or disap- 
proved by him, a two-thirds vote being required 
to pass it in case of his disapproval. Even 
without a provision of this character, I believe 
that the mayor of this city should keep a close 
watch upon every legislative measure specially 
affecting its interests. 
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EXECUTIVE ORGANIZATION. 


In view of the fact that executive business 
cannot now be regulated by ordinance, it seems 
to me desirable that a code of regulations should 
be drawn up and put in force by the mayor, pre- 
scribing rules for the government of the various 
executive departments. Such a body of regula- 
tions would not only give convenient imformation 
to the public as to the prescribed conduct of 
business by officials of the city, but would also 
establish a permanent body of rules, which could 
be added to from time to time, governing the 
conduct of executive business, in the same manner 
as the ordinances operate within their sphere. Of 
course a mayor could only give effect to such a 
code during his own term.of office; but if regula- 
tions were found satisfactory in practice, they 
would doubtless be continued in force by his 
successors. 

A year ago | said that the considerable changes 
which had been effected in recent years in the or- 
ganization of the executive branch of the city gov- 
ernment had placed the administrative machinery 
upon such a basis that the securing of its most 
effective operation was more important than that 
of securing further organic changes. A year’s ex- 
perience has decidedly confirmed me in this opin- 
ion. The executive organization of the city of 
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Boston is to-day, upon the whole, an admirable one ; 
and it is the fault. of men, rather than of sys- 
tems, if it fails to produce good results. The 
changes effected by the provisions of the charter 
amendment act of 1895 have been entirely satis- 
factory in their operation. The substitution of 
single commissioners for boards at the head of the 
water, fire, and institutions departments has, in my 
opinion, resulted in the expected advantages. 

In exercising the power of appointing heads of 
departments, vested in the office of mayor, I have 
endeavored to fulfil my promise “not only to 
maintain, but to advance, the existing standard 
of capacity and efficiency.” I trust that I may, 
without overstepping the bounds of due mod- 
esty, express the satisfaction which I feel im the 
body of men, taken as a whole, appointed by me to 
official positions. Iam glad to take this occasion 
to recognize the fidelity, zeal, and intelligence with 
which they have performed their respective duties, 
many of them of a difficult character. ‘The success 
or failure of every municipal administration, at least 
so far as the performance of routine duty is con- 
cerned, must depend not upon the mayor, but upon 
the officials under him. The city is also fortunate 
in enjoying the services, in many important posi- 
tions, of old officials of ripe experience and large 
abilities. 


MAYOR’S ADDRESS. 119 


Gentlemen of the City Council: 

The people of Boston, which is so fast as- 
suming the character of a great metropolitan 
centre, have intrusted to us interests of vital 
importance to their welfare. We cannot dppre- 
ciate too fully the magnitude of this trust, or 
coéperate too zealously in meeting its obligations. 
The conditions of the cities of the old world 
are different from ours. We are engaged in 
working out the problem of governing a_ great 
community under a voting franchise based upon 
universal suffrage. It is our privilege to show 
the world that the free institutions of America 
—even when submitted to the crucial test of mu- 
nicipal government — are capable of producing 
results not inferior to the best that can anywhere 
be obtained. It should be our honorable ambition 
to attempt to place our beloved city at the head 
of American municipalities, in all that is worthy 


and of good report.

The valuation of 1896 for personal property can be fairly 
increased $56,705,000 in addition to the amount given in the 
foregoing table, for the value assessed by the Commonwealth 
at the rate of $15.10 per $1,000 upon shares of Massachu- 
setts corporations, the property of residents in Boston. The 
State deducts from the value of each share the amount that 
represents the real estate and the machinery locally assessed, 
and pays over to the city that proportion of the tax that rep- 
resents the personal property of each corporation. 

The valuation can be further increased, say, $1,459,000 
for bank stock assessed at the several rates of the places 
where the banks are located, as the taxes are paid to Boston, 
as assessments upon this class of property held by its citi- 
zens in Massachusetts banks located outside that city. 

This valuation of the shares in Massachusetts corpora- 
tions, and also in National Banks within the State, but with- 
out the limits of Boston, is determined by taking the amount 
paid by the Commonwealth to the city during the financial 
year, on account of corporate taxes assessed as of the first 
day of May of that year. The totals are undoubtedly under 
estimates, as the collection extends beyond the year in which 

axes are assessed, and a small proportion of their total sum 
is paid over to the city with the assessments of subsequent 
years. - 

As the revenue from these two sources is always estimated 
before the amount to be raised by taxation is determined, 
the effect of the valuation of this property in reducing the 
rate of taxation upon the $981,269,914.43 assessed by the 
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city is, as nearly as may be, the same as though its amount 
was included in the Assessors’ aggregate, and the taxes were 
assessed by them. 

The valuation of personal property can properly be fur- 
ther increased by the sum of $157,988 for shipping owned 
by Boston citizens which was employed in foreign trade 
May 1, 1896. Section 8 of Chapter 11 of the Public Stat- 
utes provides that such property shall not be included 
in the personal estate of its owners, if they make a return of 
the same and report for taxation the net yearly income 
thereof. Section 10 of said chapter required that the State 
should reimburse the cities and towns for the loss sustained 
by such exemption. The act from which these two sections 
were taken became of force May 1, 1882, and contained 
the provisions that while the exemption should continue, 
reimbursement on the part of the State should cease in 1887. 
By Chapter 373 of that year, repayment for the loss of val- 
uation was extended for two years, and was again extended 
for the same space of. time by Chapter 286 of the Acts of 
the year 1890. Chapter 116 of the Acts of 1891 provides 
that such repayment shall continue to be made until two 
years from the date of its enactment, March 26, 1891, and 
was again extended five years by Chapter 149 of the Acts of 
1893. The value of the shipping returned for the tax of 
1896 was $160,426, and the net income returned amounted 
to $2,438.01. In the revenue of the city the amount of the 
payment by the State for the current financial year on this 
account is put at $1,961.68. 

The total valuation of personal estate which is assessed for 
all purposes, for which the city may raise money by taxation, 
can for the year 1896 be put at $269,744,501. 

The United States, the Commonwealth, the county, the 
city, churches, charitable, scientific, and other corporations, 
hold property exempt by law from assessment. That of the 
nation consists of certain islands, forts, and lighthouses in 
our harbor, the navy yard, custom house, and the building 
used for the United States courts, sub-treasury, and post- 
office. The property of the State within the limits of the 
city is made up of the State house, the State prison, an area of 
land and flats in East and South Boston, and land taken 
for metropolitan sewerage and metropolitan parks. The 
county property includes the court house and jail. But as 
the entire cost of all county estate has been paid by the city, 
and as the other municipalities that, with Boston, make up 
Suffolk county pay no county taxes [ Pub. Stats., Chap. 11, 
§ 47], the estates used for county purposes are included as 
a part of the city property. The character and value of the 
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property used for municipal purposes may be ascertained by 
reference to the list of real and personal estate, under the 
title of nominal assets of the city. This list includes all the 
real estate, and as much of the personal property as is in 
active use. But there is a large amount of chattels belong- 
ing to the city, which are not only difficult of estimation, but 
which should not be included at a money value, even among 
the nominal assets of Boston. The books and works of art 
in our public library, the statues in our squares and public 
grounds, the furniture and fittings of our city buildings, are 
of this class of property. None of the chattels of. the 
nation, State, or county are estimated in the list of exempt 
property ; and only the lands connected with the forts and 
lighthouses of the General Government, and with Bunker 
Hill monument, are included in our estimation of exempt 
estate. The structures, if abandoned for their present use, 
would be valueless for any other purpose. The same con- 
siderations control the estimation of church furniture and 
fittings when church buildings are demolished. The income- 
producing personal estate of ministerial funds and _ trust 
property is assessed as though in the hands of individuals. 
[Pub. Stat., Chap. 11, § 22, 12 Cushing, page 54.] But 
such property when held by charitable, literary, or scientific |, 
corporations is exempt; and the large amount so held (nearly 
sixteen millions) is included in our estimation of untaxed 
property. 

Buildings of any character that are adapted to public or 
partly public use are seldom capable of easy change to fit 
them for general purposes. When the estates of which they 
are a part are sold, it is found that a comparatively small 
value attaches to anything above the land. As such estates 
become unfitted for the purposes for which they are used, 
the values estimated for their buildings are reduced. It is 
believed that the reductions that have been made from time 
to time have brought our exempt estates to a fair valuation, 
which approximates to the selling price. By the methods 
indicated we place the property of the United States, land 
value, $7,501,400; buildings, $4,329,200; total, $11,830,- 
600. That of the Commonwealth for land, $4,823,700; 
buildings, 83, 558,900; total, $8,382,600. The real estate 
of the city is valaede for land, $37, 174, 103; buildings, $19,- 
550,800; a total of $57,324, 903 : and the personal property 
used for municipal purposes, at $817,000. The land con- 
nected with houses of religious worship is estimated at 
$8,315,600, and the buildings at $8,151,300; a total of 
$16,466,900. The valuation of the real estate occupied by 
charitable, literary, and scientific institutions for the pur- 
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poses for which they were incorporated is, for land, $9,599,- 
800; buildings, $7,213,000; a total of $16,812,800. 

It appears that this class of benevolent and educational 
corporations hold $17,333,544 of personal property, as re- 
turned to the Assessors by their officers, in accordance with 
the provisions of Chapter 217 of the Acts of the year 1882. 
As required by that enactment, those corporations also re- 
ported that their receipts for the twelve months preceding 
the first day of May, 1896, amounted to $5,611,865, and 
their expenditures to $5,652,635.1 It appeared by their re- 
turns that at the date of assessment these benevolent and 
educational institutions held as investments $7,277,977 of 
the real estate of this city, which, not being occupied for 
the purposes of their incorporation, is assessed at its esti- 
mated value, forming a part of the real-estate valuation for 
the tax of the current year. The city of Boston holds, in 
its corporate capacity (not assessed for city taxes), $26,- 
185,566. of actual assets available for the payment of lia- 
bilities, and $58,141,903 nominal assets, the character of 
which is shown in the return of the Assessors as of May 1 
1896, to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth.

Large amounts of property, held by residents or located 
within the limits of Boston, are by law or judicial decisions 
exempt from all assessments, the principal items being the 
real estate of the United States and the Commonwealth, 
United States bonds, money loaned upon mortgage of real 
estate, imported goods in original packages, and the furni- 
ture of a family below $1,000 in value. The proportion of 
the deposits in the savings banks of Massachusetts ($453,- 
220,257.27, October 31, 1896) belonging to the residents 
of Boston is unknown, as the Commonwealth assesses and 
retains the entire tax for State revenue. But the total 
valuation of Boston for property that, by existing laws, 
must be estimated for assessment, or for the information of 
the Legislature, is as follows:

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PERCENTAGE OF ASSESSMENTS ON POLLS AND PROPERTY. 


When the assessment to meet the warrants of the State, 
county, and city had been completed, 193,459 bills were 
sent to the Collector, with the list of persons assessed, and 
the Assessors’ warrant to collect their amount. Of these 
bills, 181,554, 684 per cent., were for poll taxes only. 

‘When all the lists and warrants for the year had been 
sent to that officer, 7,476 additional bills, covering sup- 
plementary assessments, had been delivered. Of this class, 
7,325 were for poll taxes only. 

The tax assessments of the financial year were represented 
by 200,985 bills, of which 30;% per cent. were for property, 
and 6951, per cent. were for poll taxes. 

The total number of persons assessed on property was 
55,159, of which 38,184 were resident individuals, 3,795 
non-resident individuals, and 13,180 firms, corporations, 
trustees, etc. See Table ‘‘ C,” page 31. 


ABATEMENTS. 


The amount of abatements from all the above assessments 
to January 31, 1897, was, for polls, $596; for real estate, 
$45,157.41; for personal estate, $48,323.96; a total of 
$94,077.37. Of this sum, $92,238.71 was abated before the 
reduced tax-bills were paid, and, with the money received 
for taxes, is treated as a credit item to the Collector, who is 
charged with the total amount of the tax warrants of the 
year. The remainder of the abatements, amounting to 
$1,838.66, were made after payment by the persons assessed, 
and the several amounts were refunded by the Treasurer 
for moneys received from the Collector, for the taxes of 
the current financial year.

TAXATION OF CORPORATE PROPERTY. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 86 of Chapter 
11 of the Public Statutes, the Assessors, in August, 1896, 
returned to the Tax Commissioner of the Commonwealth the 
names of 287 Massachusetts corporations located in Boston, 
“with a statement in detail of the works, structures, real 
estate, and machinery owned by each of said corporations 

with the value thereof.” 

No personal property other than machinery can legally be 
assessed to a Massachusetts corporation. The valuation of 
property of corporations chartered by the Commonwealth, 
which was included in the total that determined the rate of 
taxation, amounted to $95,254,400, of which sum $83,- 
740,200 was real estate, and $11,514,200 was machinery. 
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A statement showing the growth of corporate property 
locally assessed during the last decade is shown as a foot-note 
to table marked . D” page 32. Under the provisions of 
Section 8 of Chapter 13 of the Public Statutes, the Board as- 
sessed the 522,500 shares of the 60 national banks of Boston 
upon a valuation of $56,804,500 ; a total tax of $732,778,05. 
At the time the rate of taxation was determined, the esti- 
mated value of 112,284 shares, $12,500,714.43, was in- 
cluded in the total aggregate as property which could be 
legally assessed in the valuation of the city of Boston. The 
balance’ of the total assessment of this class of property 
amounted to $44,303,786.57, and the tax of $571,518.85 
thereon was claimed by the Tax Commissioner, under the 
provisions of Section 13 of said chapter, for the State, and 
certain of the cities and towns of Massachusetts in which 
shareholders resided. Section 16 of said chapter provides 
that one per cent. on the amount collected shall be paid 
“for the expenses of assessing and collecting” that portion 
of the tax which is not retained by the city or town where 
the banks are located. The amount of $5,715 can be added 
to the revenue of the city from this source, as only shght 
changes are found necessary in the adjustment of ve bank 
taxes with the State authorities. 

The Board of Assessors have, under the provisions of 
Sections 14 and 58 of said Chapter 13, adjusted the taxes 
of 1896 upon national bank stock and the shares of Mas- 
sachusetts corporations, as against the claims of the State 
or its municipalities, and for that purpose have appeared 
before the Board of Appeal provided for in Section 62 of 
said chapter, as agents of the city, where its claims were 
disputed or needed defence. 


ASSESSMENT STATISTICS. 


A table marked “ B,” page 30, will show the separate esti- 
mation of land and buildings by wards in the valuations of 
1891 to 1895 inclusive ; the estimates for 18° )6, being on the 
basis of new wards, are shown only in the totals, the total 
gain during that period being $120,023,325, ‘of which 
$65,869,875 is upon the bends and $54,153,450 is upon 
buildings. 

For the valuation of Boston by wards for five years, and 
for the separate estimation of the real and personal property 
for twenty years, and for the total valuation of the city for 
thirty-five years, see tables marked “A,” “D,” and “KE,” on 
pages 29, 32, and 33, All the valuations shown on these 
tables are those which determine the rate of taxation for the 
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years to which they relate, and do not include the small 
amounts subsequently added by supplementary assessment. 
The valuation of 1896, as compared with that of the preced- 
ing year, shows a gain on real estate of $25,510,650, equal 
to an advance of 3.42 per cent., and a gain of $4,391,335 
on personal property, equal to 2.12 per cent. The total 
valuation of 1896 is more than that of 1886 by $270,648,579, 
showing a gain in ten years of 38.08 per cent. 

The table marked “ D,” page 32, will show the rate of tax- 
ation in Boston for the past twenty years, and the table 
marked “F,” page 34, will show the proportion of each an- 
nual rate required to raise the tax of a given year for State, 
county, or city purposes. 

A table marked “G,” pages 35-37, will show the ap- 
proximate value of the dwelling-houses of the city, and a 

table marked “H,” page 38, will give certain statistics relat- 
ing to the real estate of Boston. 

We deem it of sufficient interest to add also to this report 
a table which has been compiled, showing the valuations of 
property, rates of taxation, and the number of assessed polls 
for each year from 1822, when the city of Boston was estab- 
lished, to the present time. 

For many years prior to 1842, taxes were assessed on the 
basis of 50 per cent. of the true value of property, which | 
custom was discontinued in the assessments of that and suc- 
ceeding years at the request of the city government. 

The result of this change will be seen in the reduction in 
the rate of taxation for that and the following years. 


STREETS, SIDEWALKS, AND SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Before the passage of Chapter 456 of the Acts of 1889, this 
department had no connection with street or sewer assess- 
ments, other than attaching to tax-bills such assessments as 
had been duly apportioned, under the provisions of the Pub- 
lic Statutes, Chapter 50, Section 25, and Chapter 51, Section 
5, and certified to the Assessors by the Board of Aldermen 
or Street Commissioners. After the enactment of the law of 
1889, the Assessors were required to receive applications. for 
apportionment, and hear requests for abatement of sewer 
assessments. By Chapter 346 of the year 1890, the Assess- 
ors were empowered to suspend the collection of such an 
assessment made upon a person or corporation by law exempt 
from the assessment of taxes until the estate affected came 
into the possession of a new owner, when the amount of the 
charge, with interest, was to be paid. But this law was 
repealed by Section 7 of Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892, 
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and the connection of this department with street, sidewalk, 
and sewer assessments must now be ascertained from Chap- 
ter 323 of the Acts of 1891 (known as the Board of Survey 
Act) as amended by Chapter 418 of 1892, and Chapters 401 
and 402 of the Acts of the last-named year as amended by 
‘Chapters 227 and 256 of 1894. The law now in force con- 
necting this department. with these classes by special assess- 
ments may be stated as follows : 


STREET ASSESSMENTS. 


After the work of building a new street has been com- 
pleted, including roadway, sidewalks, and sewer, and after 
the Auditor has certified the expense, the Street Commis- 
sioners determine the cost, and ascertain what proportion of 
the whole amount shall be paid by the city, and what sum 
is to be assessed upon abutters. [1892, 418, §§ 7, 8.1] 
“The assessable cost of the work” is apportioned by the 
Commissioners, upon the several parcels of land abutting on 
the street. If the amount fixed by the Commissioners is 
unsatisfactory, they can revise and correct their assessment, 
and their final determination is “subject to appeal. . 
to the Superior Court . . . as is provided in the case of 
taxes.” [1892,418,§ 8.] Ifthe amount of the assessment 
upon any lot is notpaid in “one year from the date of such 
determination, or if the amount as found by the court, or on 
appeal . . . isnot paid before the last day of May next 
succeeding . . . and in every.case with interest from the 
date of the passage of the . . . order of said Street Com- 
missioners” “for securing the land required for. am OF 
for constructing” the street they have laid out, “ the Board 
of Assessors . . .. Shall include a sum equal to nine per 
cent. of such amount in the next and succeeding annual tax- 
bills issued for the tax on the said parcel, and in the tax-bill 
issued the first year shall also. include interest on the whole 


of said amount. . . from the date of the aforesaid order 
: to the last day of October of the year of the date 
of such tax-bill . . . and . . . for each succeeding 


year shall include one year’s interest on the whole of said 
amount . . . and shall so include such sums , 
until. . ten . . . with interest have been paid.” € 
[ 1892, 418, §§ 5, 9.] 

The owner of the land may at any time relieve his estate 
from incumbrance, by payment in full, or may release a 
portion of his estate, by a partial payment of the balance 
due, with the consent of the Mayor and Street Commis- 
sioners. [1892, 418, § 10.] All moneys paid on account 
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of these special assessments are applied to the payment of 
the interest of, or paid into, the sinking fund for the extin- 
cuishment of the debts contracted on account of the work 
for which the assessments were laid. [1891, 323, § 189. } 


SIDEWALK ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 401 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sidewalks in 
streets already constructed. This act provides that “the 
Mayor and Aldermen” may order “the Superintendent of 
Streets . . . to make a sidewalk” in such location, and 
of such materials, as they may deem expedient. [ 1892, 401, 
§ 1.] The Superintendent apportions the cost to the several 
parcels of land, according to their frontage on the street in 
which the sidewalk is constructed. [1892, 401, § 3.] The 
order of the Mayor and Aldermen, and the apportionment of 
the Superintendent, in the operation of the law, take the 
place of the order and determination of the Street Commis- 
sioners, under the Act of 1891, as amended in 1892; other- 
wise, all proceedings, including the division of an unpaid 
assessment and the addition of interest thereto, are the same 
as when:a street is constructed under the Board of Survey 
Act. This act [| Chap. 401, 1892] was repealed by Chapter 
437 of 1893, so that this department will have no connec- 
tion with assessments for sidewalks built after the date of 
its passage, June 9, 1893. 


SEWER ASSESSMENTS. 


Chapter 402 of the Acts of 1892 applies to sewers in 
streets already built, and requires that when sewers are 
laid they shall be built when the Mayor and Aldermen so 
order, and be paid for by assessments based on frontage, 
made by the Superintendent of Streets [see Chap. 256 of 
the Acts of 1894]; and the machinery of this act is in all 
other respects made to conform to that of the Board of Sur- 
vey Act, with the following exceptions: Only lands within 
one hundred and twenty-five feet of the way in which the 
sewer is laid are included in the assessment. [1892, 402, 
§ 5; 1892, 418, §§ 5, 6, 8, 9.] A drain for any land out- 
side the line of one hundred and twenty-five feet can only 
enter the sewer “after the amount to be paid for an entry 
has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen.” [1892, 402, 
§ 5.] Interest shall not begin to run upon sewer assess- 
ments until after the expiration of thirty days from the com- 
pletion of the sewer on account of which the assessment is made, 
{Chapter 227, Acts 1894.] When a sewer assessment is 
laid upon a church estate, a upon any other “ parcel of land 
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for which the owner is by law exempt from being taxed, as 
determined by the Assessors . . . on application to them ” 
by such owner, the Collector is required to “ suspend the col- 
lection of such assessment ” until a new owner holds the land, 
when its amount is collected without interest. [1892, 402, 
§ 4.] Butif the owner of an estate where the collection of a 
sewer assessment has been suspended desires to enter the 
sewer, he can do so “after the amount to be paid for” such 
entry “ has been fixed by the Mayor and Aldermen,” and when 
the estate passes to another owner, the original assessment, 
“less any payment made for an entry” into the sewer, 
“becomes due and payable,” and must be collected, as if the 
day when the fee passed from grantor to grantee “were 
the date of the passage of the .. . order for making 
the sewer.” [1892, 402, §§ 4,5.] As the law now stands, 
it must follow that if the amount then found to be due is not 
paid, it is to be collected as is provided for other unpaid 
sewer assessments; that is, by ten annual instalments with 
interest. Section 9, of Chapter 418, of the Acts of 1892 
provides that when an unpaid special assessment is appor- 
tioned and added to a tax-bill, it may “be abated . 
as if a part of, and in the same maner as, the city taxes.” 
In an opinion. dated December 8, 1892, the Corporation 
Counsel states that the power to make an abatement of such 
an assessment “commences only when the . . .  assess- 
ment is included in the tax-bill, and can only be exercised i in 
curing mistakes in figures, facts, or the law, and confers upon” 
the Assessors “no power to abate for any other than a legal 
reason.” 

By Chapter 359 of the Acts of 1896, full power to abate 
sewer assessments is given to the Board of Street Com- 
missioners, subject to the approval of the Mayor.

LAMP DEPARTMENT. 


The whole cost of lighting the streets and parks of the city during 
the financial year 1896-97 was $601,219.65. On the 15th of January the 
city was lighted with 2,566 electric, 7,682 gas, 28 incandescent, and 2,624 
naphtha lamps, being an increase of 132 electric, an increase of 90 gas, 
a decrease of 52 naphtha lamps, as compared with the previous year.

The prices paid for gas in the public lamps to the several gas com- 
panies are: Boston, supplying part of City Proper, at the rate of 90 
cents per thousand cubic feet; Roxbury, part of Roxbury District, 
$1.00; Charlestown, $1.25; South Boston, $1.00; East Boston, $1.35; 
Dorchester, $1.00; West Roxbury, $1.40; Brookline Co., Brighton Dis- 
trict, $1.00; City Proper, 70 cents; Roxbury District, 70 cents. 

The price paid for electrics is 35 cents per light per night. The city 
provides the iron posts, and the companies furnish the lamps and light. 
The price paid for incandescent lamps is $2.50 per light per month in 
Roxbury and South Boston, and $3.00 per light per month in Brighton. 

The men who clean and light the gas-lamps are paid at the rate of 
$2.00 per day, and have an average of 72 lamps each. 

The underground service-pipes are laid and kept in repair by the vari- 
ous companies, under the direction of the Superintendent of Lamps, 
and at the expense of the city, without pecuniary consideration or 
profit to the companies. 

The naphtha lamps have been lighted since July, 1892, under a con- 
tract by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, who furnish all 
material, light, and keep in repair for the sum of 64 cents per light per 
night, or $22.81 each per year.

hospitals; steamboat wharf, storehouse for infected cargoes, and other 
buildings, with the live-stock, farming utensils, merchandise, provisions, 
tools, etc., for carrying on the Quarantine Department. : 

SMALL-Pox HosPiTaAL, Canterbury street, West Roxbury, built in 1877. 
Cost of land and buildings, $31,388.78. The contents of the lot are 4.182 
acres. 

EPIDEMIC HOSPITAL, Swett street, 2 buildings erected in 1893.

On this property is a three-story house, with a two-story ell, 
with accommodations for thirty-five patients and seven employés. There 
is also a barn, stable, shed, and a bowling-alley. About one-half of this 
property is highly improved, and one-half woodland and pasture.

COUNTY OF SUFFOLK, HOUSE OF CORRECTION, SOUTH Boston, — This 
institution occupies an area of 821,875 feet of upland, to which is appended 
about 1,310,700 feet of flats, which, with the Master’s house, workshop, out- 
houses, and other appendages, the furniture, farming and mechanics’ tools 
and utensils, fire-engines, provisions, machinery for manufacturing, horses, 
and other live-stock, belong to the city. There is in the House of Cor- 
rection workshop a steam-engine Of twenty-horse power, and boiler, with, 
shafting, etc., for carrying machinery, and the necessary apparatus for 
heating the prison work-shops and chapel with steam. 

ALMSHOUSE, ALFORD STREET, CHARLESTOWN, is situated on a lot 
containing 104,191 feet near the Everett line, a short distance from the 
Malden bridge. The building is of brick, built in 1849; is 100 feet long by 
45 feet wide, 34 stories high, with two wings, 39 feet by 19 feet. There 
are a large barn and other outbuildings upon the lot. 

AUSTIN FARM DORCHESTER. — The site purchased by the city for a 
Home for the Poor contains about 50 acres, and is bounded on the easterly 
side by Back street, on the southerly side by Morton street, on the westerly 
side by Canterbury street, and on the northerly side by Austin terrace, so 
called, and is now occupied as a ward for chronic and mild cases of insane 
of the Boston Lunatic Hospital. On this estate are a house, barn with 
silo of a capacity of 325 tons, piggery, ice-houses, and sheds. A dormi- 
tory of two stories; two hospital buildings, a building to be used as chapel, ' 
amusement-hall, and dining-room; also a_ boiler and power-house (in 
which is located the laundry) have been built, and are now occupied by 300 
patients, transferred from South Boston. 

PIERCE FARM, so Called, situated. on Walkhill and Canterbury streets, 
W. Roxbury, and containing about 35 acres, was purchased in 1892 for a 
site of the new Lunatic Hospital, at a cost of $34,500. Onit is adwelling- 
house (12 rooms). Two tracks of land containing 41 22-100 acres adjoin- 
ing the Pierce Farm were purchased in 1893, costing twenty-three thousand 
dollars ($23,000). There have been constructed for the Lunatic Hospital 
two hospital buildings, a domestic building, boiler and power house. The 
stable and barn were removed to new locations. 

MARCELLA-STREET Home. — Building formerly occupied by the city of 
Roxbury as an almshouse. Additions and alterations were made in 1876- 
77 and 1881, for the accommodation of pauper and neglected children, 
Contents of lot, 152,000 square feet. 

STEAMER ‘J. PUTNAM BRADLEE.” — This boat is 340 tons burden, 
140 feet long, 26 feet 5 inches beam, 45 feet breadth over all, 8 feet 6 inches 
deep, and was built at Greenpoint, L.I., in 1875. Cost, including outfit, 
$45,836.19. Used for conveying prisoners, passengers, provisions, etc., to 
and from the city to the Deer, Rainsford, and Long Island institutions. 

Lone IsLAND. — Contains about 182 acres. A building to accommodate 
about 600 persons was erected on this island in the years 1886 and 1887, 
and is now occupied by male paupers. A building for female paupers, a 
hospital, a chapel, seating 800, and a house for the superintendent have 
been erected. 

PARENTAL SCHOOL. — The Bolles estate, situated on Spring street W. 
Roxbury, consisting of about 28 acres of land, dwelling-house, farmer’s 
house, stable, ice-house, boat-house, sheds, etc., was purchased in August, 
1892, at a cost of $30,000, for a Parental School. There has been erected 
on this place a kitchen and a laundry-house, a school building and two 
dormitory buildings. 
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STEAMER ‘‘ JOHN HOwARrD.’’ — Formerly used by police department 
when she was called ‘‘ Protector.” Her berth is at Long Island where, 
being fully equipped for fire duty, she can be called on at a moment’s 
notice should a fire occur on any of the islands. 

She is used in transporting the medical staff of the department, clergy 
and other passengers between Boston and the institutions in the harbor.

The Superintendent of Lamps has charge of 7,682 gas-lamps, 2,624 
naphtha-lamps, 2,566 arc lights, and 28 incandescent lights, besides posts, 
brackets, ladders, and the necessary tools used in lighting the lamps and 
repairing the same, 6 horses, 5 wagons, 2 top buggies, 1 open buggy, 2 sleighs, 
4 pungs, and 11 single harnesses, “and 2 double.

Twenty-three horses 
are kept in sheds. 

Connected with the stables are blacksmith, wheelwright, painter, and 
harness-maker’s shops, with all the necessary tools, in which the wagons, 
carts, harnesses, etc., used by the department are constructed and kept in 
repair. 

OFFAL DEpoT. — Erected in 1864 on the wharf fronting on Albany 
street, opposite Brookline street, on the other side of the dock from that 
used by the Paving Division. The lot which the building occupies, and 
the yard attached to the same, contain 39,511 feet, and belonged to the city 
before being used for this purpose. This building is used for the deposit of 
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house-offal daily collected in the city carts, and which is thence conveyed 
without the limits of the city proper by purchasers of the same, 

WeEsT STABLE AND SHEDS, NORTH GROVE STREET. — The stabie is a 
brick building, astory and a half high, 128 feet by 50, located on North 
Grove street, built in 1860, with suitable outbuildings attached to the same. 
It has accommodations for 83 horses, in stables and sheds. The lot con- 
tains about 45,152 square feet. 

‘HIGHLAND STABLE, with accommodations for 68 horses on the old 
Almshouse lot, Highland street, containing 81,082 square feet. A part of 
this stable and adjoining lot is used by the Paving Division. There are on 
this lot a brick stable, and an offal-shed, erected in 1875. 

CHARLESTOWN STABLE, with accommodations for 25 horses, is situated 
on Rutherford avenue; lot contains 17,300 square feet of land. Shed and 
outbuildings were built in 1879. 

Fort Hitt WHARF. — Containing 21,054 square feet. Two Barney 
Dumping boats, one purchased Nov. 30, 1885, the other in January, 1895. 

The above mentioned stables and wharf are occupied in part by the 
Street Cleaning Division. 

GIBSON STREET, DORCHESTER. — (The buildings and sheds are owned 
by the N. E. Construction Co.) Contains 42,000 square feet, formerly used 
for the disposition of Dorchester offal. 


SEWER DIVISION. 


There have been 444.47 miles of sewers built by the city. The depart- 
ment occupies a small lot on North Grove street; a large one, with water- 
front, on Albany street, containing 43,000 square feet, for storage of 
materials, tools, etc.; and one on Gibson street (Dorchester), containing 
42,000 square feet; a small lot on Rutherford avenue, Charlestown; a small 
lot in East Boston, corner Paris and Marion streets; gate-house on Stony 
brook, Pynchon street, built in 1889; sewer-yard, with buildings on Massa- 
chusetts avenue, near Albany street; sewer-yard, with buildings, on 
Western avenue, Brighton, containing 135,350 square feet; sewer-yard, 
with buildings, on Revere street, city; sewer-yard, with buildings, on H 
and Ninth streets; sewer-yard, with buildings, on Childs and South streets. 


WATER-WORKS. 


COCHITUATE WATER-WORKS. 


LAKE CocHITUATE.— Situated within the limits of the towns of Framing- 
ham, Wayland, and Natick, in Middlesex County. The extreme length of 
the lake, in a direct line, is 34 miles, and the breadth of the widest part 
about 1,800 feet, with a water service of 800 acres. ‘‘ Dug pond,” contain- 
ing 444 acres, and ‘‘ Dudley pond,”’ containing 81 acres, are tributaries of 
the lake. The whole circuit of the lake, measuring at its verge when 
within two feet of high-water mark, is about 16 miles, and the city owns 
an average width of five rods around it, also 1} acres at the outlet of Dud- 
ley pond. In addition to this the city owns 232 acres in Wayland, 724 acres 
in Natick, and on the line of the aqueduct, — not including land appurte- 
nant to the Chestnut-Hill and Brookline Reservoirs, nor land occupied by 
and necessary for the protection of the aqueduct, — 27+ acres in Needham, 
52 acres in Newton, 14 acres in Brookline. 

The Cochituate aqueduct, 6 feet, 4 inches in height and 5 feet in width, 
extending from Lake Cochituate 142 miles to a reservoir in Brookline. 

The Sudbury-river conduit, 7 feet 8 inches in height and 9 feet in width, 
extending from Farm pond, in South Framingham, to the gate-house at 
Chestnut-Hill Reservoir, 15.9 miles in length. The area of land owned by 
city on conduit line, 198 acres, and area of reservoirs about 1,000 acres. 
A section of conduit, 4,170 feet in length, connects Farm pond with Dam 
No. 1 on the Sudbury river, and another section, 3,760 feet in length, 
extends through Farm pond, so that the Sudbury-river water can be sent to 
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the city independently of the pond water. The city owns a width on the 
line of the conduit varying from 80 to 400 feet. 


Reservoir No. 1, water area 143 acres, capacity, 280,000,000 gallons. 
Reservoir No. 2, water area 134 acres, capacity, 550,000,000 gallons, 
Reservoir No. 3, water area 253 acres, capacity, 1,080,000,000 gallons. 
Reservoir No. 4, water area 167 acres, capacity, 1,400,000,000 gallons. 
Reservoir No. 6, water area 185 acres, capacity, 1,530,000,000 gallons. 


The ‘‘ Brookline Reservoir,’ situated in Brookline, with a capacity of 
120,000,000 gallons and a water service of 25 acres, whole area of this prop- 
erty, 324 acres. 

The ‘‘ Chestnut-Hill Reservoir,’’ situated in Brighton, with a capacity of 
730,000,000 gallons, to grade, 124, with a water surface of 1234 acres. 
There are 212% acres in this whole property; the line of pipe from Chest- 
nut-Hill Reservoir to the main, near the Brookline Reservoir, also the land 
under which are the pipes, being in amount about 64 acres. 

The ‘‘South Boston Reservoir,’’ on the east of Telegraph Hill, South 
Boston, covering, with its embankment, an area of about 126,000 square 
feet. It has a water area of 70,041 square feet, and a capacity of 7,508,246 

allons. 
; The ‘‘ East Boston Reservoir,’’ on Eagle hill, East Boston, bounded west- 
ward by Brooks and southerly by White street. The land covered by and 
appurtenant to it comprises about 216,027 square feet. Its water area is 
44,100 square feet, and its capacity 5,591,816 gallons. 

The ‘‘ Parker Hill Reservoir,’’ on Parker hill, Roxbury, located on a lot 
of land taken under the Act of the Legislature authorizing the building of 
this Reservoir, contains 197,614 square feet. It was built for the high-ser- 
vice supply, and will hold 7,200,000 gallons above a plane 24 feet above the 
bottom of the over-flow pipe. Area of the water surface, 64,033 square feet, 
and its elevation 219 feet above tide-marsh level. A strip of land 25 feet 
wide, leading from Fisher avenue, and containing 2,887 square feet, was 
purchased for a route for the pipes to the reservoir. 

The High-Service Reservoir, situated on Fisher hill, Brookline, was com- 
pleted in 1887. The site of this reservoir contains 459,670 feet of land; the 
capacity of the reservoir is 15,000,000 gallons; high-water line is 241 feet 
above tide-marsh level. The Pumping-station at Chestnut hill, containing 
two Gaskill engines of 8,000,000 gallons capacity each, one Leavitt engine 
of 20,000,000 gallons capacity, and three boilers. A dwelling-house for the 
engineer of the Pumping-station, located on Chestnut Hill avenue. The 
supplementary high-service in West Roxbury, consisting of an iron tank on 
Mt. Bellevue,— the highest land in the city,— into which water is pumped 
by two Knowles pumps, placed in a brick house situated on Washington 
street, opposite Metropolitan avenue, Roslindale. 

An iron tank on Breed’s Island, East Boston, built for the purposes of 
high service for the residents in that vicinity, and an engine-house built on 
the corner of Brooks and Condor streets, East Boston, to which the pump- 
ing plant near the old reservoir has been removed. 

The main pipes leading from the receiving-reservoirs in Brookline and 
Brighton to this city, and the distributing-pipes laid in the city proper, East 
Boston, South Boston, Roxbury, Dorchester, West Roxbury, and Brighton, 
aggregate in length 618 miles, varying in size from 4 to 48 inches in diameter. 

Pipe-yard and wharf, Albany street, containing 132,000 feet, upon which 
are located the offices and shops of the Eastern Division. These are 
located in a three-story brick building, 41 X 215 feet. The stable is a three- 
story brick building, 40 X 110 feet, with accommodations for 28 horses. 
Building on Elmwood street and place, on a lot of 5,563 square feet, in 
which have been the pumping-engines for supplying water to the highest 
parts of the city. 

The cost of construction of these works to the city, up to the 31st Janu- 
ary, 1897, is $24,608,500.60. 
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MYSTIC WATER-WORKS. 


The upper portion of Mystic lake, which is the source of supply, situated 
in the towns of Medford, Arlington, and Winchester, 64 miles from Charles- 
town square. It has an area of about 200 acres when flowed to the level 
authorized by the -Act to take water, and a storage capacity of that level of 
380,000,000 gallons. To convey the water of the Jake to the citizens, the 
-works consist of dam and overfall; conduit with its appurtenant gate- 
houses, waste-weir and ventilator; cast-iron main under Mystic river; 
engine-house; pumping-engines; force-mains; reservoir with influent and 
effluent chambers; supply-mains and city distribution-pipes, hydrants, 
gates, etc. . 

The dam is 1,560 feet long, built of earthwork and masonry, and its 
’ height is 11 feet above high-water mark of Boston Harbor. The conduit is 
7,450 feet in length, constructed of hydraulic brick masonry 8 inches thick. 
It is oviform in shape. 5 feet 8 inches high, and 5 feet wide, interior dimen- 
sions. The cast-iron mains, two in number, conveying the water from the 
pipe-chamber at the end of the conduit to the engine-house, are 487 feet 
long and 3 feet in diameter. 

The engine-house, situated on the south SEy bank of, and about 200 feet 
from, the Mystic river, is a substantial building, 120 foet long and 5S feet 
wide. constructed of faced brick and freestone, and embraces under one roof 
the boiler and engine-rooms, repair-shop, and pump-well. The lot of land 
about the engine-house is about 12 acres, and upon a portion of it is a 
dwelling- -house for the engineers, and also a stable. Connected with the 
engine-house is a brick and. stone coal-shed, having a capacity of 1,000 tons. 

In the engine-housevare three of Worthington’s Duplex Pumping-engines, 
two of 5,000,000 gallons each and one of 8,000,000 gallons capacity per 24 
hours, and one Leavitt engine of 10, 570, 000 gallons capacity per 24 hours. 
Six boilers supply the steam for pumping the water. 

The two force-mains are of cast iron, each 30 inches in diameter, and 
3,277 feet in length. The reservoir is on Walnut hill in Medford, near 
Tuft’s College. 

Its water surface covers an area of 44 acres, being nearly a parallelo- 
gram in shape, 560X350 feet. 

High-water line is 147 feet above tide marsh level, and at this grade 
its capacity is 26,244,415 gallons. 

The whole lot of land connected with the reservoir belonging to the city 
is about 104 acres. 

The whole length of distribution-pipes in Charlestown is about 40 miles. 
The whole length of distribution-pipes supplied by the Mystic works is 
about 183 miles. The city owns also a lot of land containing 12,807 square 
feet on Medford street, with a brick stable upon it. This land is used for a 
pipe-yard. 

A two-story brick building, 38X40, built during the year 1882-83, for use 
as a work-shop, is located on land of the city at the corner of Medford and 

Tufts streets. 
_. The cost of construction of the Mystic Water-Works up to Jan. 31, 1897, 
is $1,806,316.72. 
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BABCOCK MUSIC FUND. 
By the will of the late ARCHIBALD BABcock, who died Aug. 10, 1862, 


the sum of $3,000 was bequeathed to the city of Charlestown, and accepted - 


by the City Council of that city November, 1862, upon the conditions and 
for the purposes expressed by him in his last will and testament: 

‘¢The income to be annually expended in procuring the services of musi- 
cians, or of a band or bands of musicians, to perform in public in the city 
of Charlestown, within its present limits, free to all its citizens; one-half 
of said income to be annually expended in procuring musicians, or band or 
bands of musicians, to play on or near the small common at the ‘ Neck,’ so 
called, at the corner of Main and Cambridge streets, preference to be given 
to citizens of Charlestown, due regard being had as to ability and quality.”

BOSTON FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND. 


By chapter 107 of the Acts of 1880, the Mayor of ‘the city of Boston for 
the time being (and his successors in office), the Board of Fire Commission- 
ers of the City of Boston for the time being (and their successors in office), 
were constituted a body corporate for the purpose of receiving and holding 
all sums of money, and real and personal estate, not exceeding in the 
aggregate two hundred thousand dollars, which may be given, granted, 
bequeathed, or devised to it for the benefit of members of the Boston Fire 
Department, or their families, requiring assistance, or for the benefit of any 
persons, or the families of any persons, who have been such members, 
requiring assistance. The property so held shall be known as the Boston 
Firemen’s Relief Fund. The said body corporate shall have authority to 
manage and dispose of the same and the income thereof according to their 
best discretion, subject to the provisions of any and all trusts which may 
be created for the purposes aforesaid. 

In accordance with the provisions of the foregoing act, the following- 
named persons, viz.: the Mayor, Josiah Quincy; Fire Commissioner Henry 
S. Russell,— now constitute the Board of Trustees; Josiah Quincy, Mayor, 
President; Henry S. Russell, Treasurer; Michael J. Lafferty, Secretary.

CHARLESTOWN POOR FUNDS. 


Various bequests made by Richard Russell, May, 1674; Richard Sprague, 
will dated October 5, 1703; Thomas Call, will dated January, 1772; Richard 
Devens, 1825; David Goodwin, March, 1826; Thomas Miller, April 2, 1833; 
Catherine Bradish, September, 1836; Daniel White, 1864; James K. Froth- 
ingham, 1864; Jacob Foss, 1865; Simeon A. R. DeWolf, 1865; Reuben 
Hunt, 1866; Susan Nichols, 1892; for the benefit of the poor of Charles- 
town.

FOSS SEVENTEENTH OF JUNE AND FLAG FUNDS. 


The City Council of the city of Charlestown, in August, 1866, ‘accepted 
the bequests made in the will of the late JAcoB Foss, who died in Charles- 
town, June 2, 1866, the income of which is to be expeniled for the following 
purposes: 

Celebrating the anniversary of the battle of Bunker Hill, for either or all 
of the following purposes, viz.: ‘‘ Ringing the bells, firing salutes, music, 
or decorating the streets.”’

Purchasing ‘‘ United States flags for the use of the City of Charlestown, 
the flags so purchased to be used on all proper occasions, so that not more 
than two years’ purchases shall be on hand at any time.”’

FRANKLIN FUND. 


This is a fund for the encouragement of young married mechanics. Dr. 
BENJAMIN FRANKLIN, in his will, gave the inhabitants of Boston, in 1791. 
£1,000 sterling, which he directed to be loaned in sums of not more than 
£60 nor less than £15 to one applicant, five per cent. interest; to be repaid 
in annual instalments of ten per cent. each. ‘These loans are restricted to 
‘‘Young Married Artificers,’’ under the age of twenty-five, who have faith- 
fully served an apprenticeship in Boston, so as to obtain a certificate of good 
moral character from at least two respectable citizens, who are willing to 
become their sureties in a bond for their payment of the money. 

It was the estimate of Dr. Franklin that the £1,000 would increase in 100 
years to £131,000, and then the managers of the fund were to lay out in 
public works £100,000, and the balance to continue on interest for another 
hundred years, which he estimated would then amount to £4,600,000; of 
this amount the sum of £1,610,000 was to be at the disposal of the inhabi- 
tants of the Town of Boston, and the balance to be paid the Government 
of the State. 

As the first loan was made in May, 1791, the one hundred years expired 
in May, 1891. Butthe amount of the fund on July 1, 1891, owing to some 
early losses, did not reach the sum estimated by Dr. Franklin. It. was, 
however, determined by the Trustees that in the distribution of the proceeds 


the same proportions should be observed as were fixed in his estimate. 


The total amount of the fund on July 1, 1891, was $391,168.68. But 


_before the proper division of the fund could be made, the Trustees were 


enjoined by the heirs of Benjamin Franklin, at Philadelphia, from making 
any division until the termination of judicial proceedings in Philadelphia 
by said heirs to recover the present value of the fund for their own benefit. 
The injunction was removed in May, 1893. 
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At a meeting of the Trustees held on October 20, 1898, it was adjudged 
and determined that the city’s portion of the Franklin Fund on July 1, 
1893, was $322,490.20, and at a meeting held November 9, 1893, the Trus- 
tees voted unanimously to devote the above sum for the establishment of a 
Trades School, to be known as the ‘‘ Franklin Trades School” —which 
should also be a memorial of its illustrious benefactor. 

At a meeting of the Trustees of the fund held on Dec. 28, 1893, it 
was unanimously Voted, That the sum set apart from the general Franklin 
Fund as due to the City of Boston on July 1, 1898, viz., $322,490.20 with its 
accumulations, be paid by the Treasurer of the fund in January next to the 
City Treasurer to continue a special fund for the purchase of land, and for 
the erection thereon of the Franklin Trades School and the equipment of 
the same; said expenditures to be made under the direction of such depart- 
ment as may for the time being be charged by the statutes and ordinances 
with the duty of erecting and furnishing public buildings in the City of 
Boston. The location of and plans for said school to be approved by the 
Board of Managers of said fund.

PEMBERTON FuND.— This fund comprises bequests and gifts made to the 
city of Boston, from 1760 to the present time, from ‘‘A. B.,” Daniel Oliver, 
Margaret Blackadar, Alice Quick, Annie Wheelwright, Mary Ireland, Benja- 
min Pemberton, Martha Stevens, Mrs. H. Driscoll, William Breed, Samuel 
Eliot, John Coffin Jones, Mary Belknap, ‘‘A citizen of Boston,’’ Anonymous, 
Dr. Harriot K. Hunt, George Higginson, Walter E. Hawes, and Wm. B. 
Spooner. The most important, however, of the bequests, was from BENJA- 
MIN PEMBERTON, whose will was proved June 25, 1782, and for that reason 
his name has been given to the fund. The income of this fund is to be ex- 
pended at the discretion of the Overseers, in semi-annual payments to the poor 
of this city. The amount of this fund January 31, 1897, was $135,294.29. 


-BoyLston Funps.— These funds were from a bequest by JoHN BoyL—- 
STON, who died in London. His will was proved June 12, 1795. One 
portion of the bequest is ordered to be paid to ‘‘ Poor and decayed house- 
holders of the Town of Boston,’’ ‘‘ not under fifty years of age,’’ ‘‘ persons 
of good character, and reduced by the act of Providence, not by indolence, 
extravagance, or other vice.’’ The other portion to be applied to ‘‘ nurture 
and instruction of Poor Orphans and Deserted Children of the Town of 
Boston, until fourteen years of age.” 

The Boylston Relief Fund amounted, January 31, 1897, to $30,397.51. 
The Boylston Education Fund amounted, January 31, 1897 7, to $146,229.80. 


MASON FuND. — Was a bequest of eee MASON, by will dated July 
15, 1798. Interest to be paid annually to the Chaplain of the almshouse or 
workhouse. Interest to be added until one is appointed. The interest is 
now paid annually towards the salary of the Chaplain of the House of Cor- 
rection, Deer Island. Amount of Mason Fund, January 31, 1897, was 
$8,505.57. 

DEXTER FUND.— Was a bequest of SAMUEL DEXTER, by will dated May 
7, 1811, for supplying firewood or coal to such objects of charity as are not 
supported in the almshouse, though sometimes relieved by the Overseers of 
the Poor. Amount of Dexter Fund, January 31, 1897, $5,071.65. 


JEFFRIES FUND.— Was a bequest of DAviIp JEFFRIES, former Town 
Treasurer. Will dated January, 1786. Income to be applied to the pur- 
chase of tea and coffee, chocolate and sugar, for the refreshment of those 
persons who, in the Providence of God, are or shall be obliged to seek refuge 
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in the almshouse, after having lived reputably, but always giving preference 
to the pious poor. Amount of Jeffries Fund, January 31, 1897, $6,210.97. 


Lucy BuLLMAN CHARiIry.— Consists of an estate on Cambridge and Joy 
streets, in this city, which came into possession of the City of Boston in 1872, 
in accordance with the will of Lucy BULLMAN, proved at Probate Court, 
Suffolk County, January 9, 1832, in which it is provided that upon the death 
of certain persons therein named, said estate is given to the City of Boston, 
upon condition that the estate never be sold, but the income-used for the 
benefit of the poor. The estate is valued at about $10,300. Funds on hand 
January 31, 1897, $22,863.23. 

By a vote of the City Council, approved by the Mayor, January 4, 1873, 
this estate was placed in charge of the Overseers of the Poor. 


DAvib SEARS CHARITY.— This is a fund contributed by the late DAvip 
Sears, for the relief of the poor. Amount of fund January 31, 1897, 
$326,457.58. , 

PrrrRcE Furet Funp.— Legacy left to the City of Charlestown by the 
late CALEB PIERCE, who died September 7, 1860, and which -was accepted 
by the Charlestown City Council, May, 1861. Income to be expended in 
purchasing fuel for indigent widows, whose husbands had resided in 
Charlestown at least one year before their decease, said widows still con- 
tinuing to reside in Charlestown. Amount of fund January 31, 1897, 
$1,638.30. 

HoLToN PROTESTANT Pook Funp. — Legacy left to the Town of 
Brighton by the late JAMES HoLToN, in 1863; will probated June 9, 1863. 
Income to be expended in purchasing and distributing provisions among 
poor and indigent Protestant families in said Town of Brighton, on 
Thanksgiving and other holidays, or just previous to such holidays. Un- 
married Protestant females to receive a liberal share.

HOLTON PROTESTANT PAUPER FuND. — Legacy left to the Town of 
Brighton by the late JAMES HouTon, for the purpose of furnishing good 
and plentiful meals to the Protestant paupers of Brighton on Thanksgiving 
Day or other holidays. Amount of fund January 21, 1897, $4,051.32. ~ 
City of Boston bonds and interest. 


STOUGHTON Poor FuND. — Bequest of Lieut.-Gov. WILLIAM STOUGH- 
TON, who died July 7, 1701. By his will he gave £50 to the relief of the 
poor of Dorchester, to. be improved by the care of the Selectmen, and the 
income to be distributed to the most needy inhabitants. Amount of fund, 
January 31, 1897, invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, 
$2,709.89. 

GoopNnow Funp. — A bequest of ELIsHA GoopNow, ‘‘ to be invested 
and the income applied forever to and for the relief, assistance, and sup- 
- port of the poor, sick, and infirm in said city, not supported by the said 
city in its almshouse, in such manner as the said city, or the government 
or officers thereof, may deem most judicious, but without reference to the 
religious faith or belief of those who may apply for or need the assistance 
from this fund.’’ Invested in City of Boston bonds and interest. Total, 
$7,628.05. ; 

RACHEL T, STEVENS Funp.— A bequest of RACHEL T. STEVENS. The 
net income is to be paid (after the death of a person named in will) ‘for 
the support and maintenance of poor worthy Protestant single women of 
Boston, who have arrived at the age of fifty years (not including widows), 
paying to each of such women during her life the sum of one hundred 
dollars in semi-annual payments. Upon the marriage of any beneficiary 
under this will, no further payment of money is to be made to her, nor is 
any further payment of income to be made to any beneficiary who becomes 
unworthy of help under this trust.”” Amount of fund January 31, 1897, 
$5,200.00. 


Moses Hunt FUND FOR THE DeEsSTITUTE.— ‘‘ Income to be devoted to

widows and orphans in necessitous circumstances, of police officers who have 
died while in the service of the city, or from the effects of injuries received 
in the execution of their duty.

per cent. per annum), in the purchase of books in the Spanish and’ 
Portuguese languages and literature. At the end of twenty-five years 
the income of the said sum is to be expended annually in the purchase 
of books of permanent value, either in the Spanish or Portuguese lan- 
guages, or in such other languages as may be deemed expedient by 
those having charge of the Library. The books bequeathed or pur- 
chased are always to be freely accessible for reference or study, but are 

not to be loaned for use outside of the Library building. If these be- 
quests are not accepted by the city, and the trusts and conditions faith- 
fully executed, the books, manuscripts, and money are to be given to 
the President and Fellows of Harvard College. 

In order that the city might receive the immediate benefit of this con- 
tribution, Anna Ticknor, widow ofthe donor, relinquished her right to 
retain during her life the books and manuscripts, and placed them 
under the control of the city, the City Council having previously ac- 
cepted the bequests in accordance with the terms and conditions of said 
will, and the Trustees of the Public Library received said bequests on 
behalf of the city, and made suitable arrangements for the care and cus- 
tody of the books and manuscripts.

SCHOOL TRUST FUNDS. 


CHARLESTOWN ScHoot Trust Funps.— The Legislature of Massa- 
chusetts, on the 27th of March, 1793, passed an Act to incorporate 
Richard Devens, Nath’l Gorham, Josiah Bartlett, Aaron Putnam, 
Joseph Hurd, Nath’l Hawkins, Seth Wyman, and their successors, 
Trustees, of the Charlestown Free Schools. On the 18th of April, the 
same year, it was ‘‘ Voted that the Town Treasurer deliver to Aaron 
Putnam, Esq., Treasurer of the Trustees of the Charlestown Free 
Schools, all the money, bonds, notes of hand, etc. (being the property 
of said free achoulet that now are, or may come into his, the Town 
Treasurer’s hands.”’ 

The charter of the City of Charlestown, after prescribing the manner 
of electing the School Committee, provides that the persons thus 
chosen shall have ‘‘all the powers and privileges, and be subject to all 
the liabilities, set forth’’ in the Act to incorporate certain persons by 
the name of the Trustees of Charlestown Free Schools; the act of 
annexation to Boston provided for the continuance of this corporation 
in the members of the School Committee of the City of Boston from 
the Charlestown District. 
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By an Act approved March 13, 1877, the School Committee were in- 
corporated and authorized to receive the Charlestown School Trust 
Fund, to ‘‘manage said fund, and disburse the income thereof within 
the limits of the former City of Charlestown, according to the tenor of 
the instruments creating said trust.”’

APPROPRIATIONS. 


OLTY=0OF BOSTON, 
APPROPRIATION AND TAX ORDERS FOR THE FINANCIAL YEAR 1896-97. 


Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing the duties 
and exercising the powers of the City of Boston and the County of 
Suffolk, payable during the financial year 1896-97, beginning with the 
first day of February, 1896, and ending with the last day of January, 
1897, and to meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, sink- 
ing-funds requirements and maturing debt not provided for by sinking- 
fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be, and the 
same are, hereby appropriated for the several departments and for the 
objects and purposes hereinafter stated; that all sums of money which 
form no part of the income of the city, but shall be contributed to pro- 
mote the objects of any appropriation, be credited to such appropria- 
tion, and that the respective executive departments of said city, under 
the general supervision and control of the Mayor, and the other public 
authorities designated in the several appropriations, or having by law 
the expenditure of the same, expend the said appropriations according 
to law for the objects and purposes specified, and expend said contribu- 
tions for the objects and purposes directed by the several contributors 
thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, except those 
for the Water Department, be met out of the money remaining as a 
general balance in the treasury at the close of the thirty-first day of 
January, 1896, not including any money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appro- 
priation, and out of the income of the current year, other than that 
from the Water-Works, and taxes to the amount of $11,780,171. 

Ordered, That the income received from the Water-Works be applied, 
so far as required, toward meeting the appropriations hereinafter 
specified for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the sum of 
$11,780,171 be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the 
City of Boston; that all such taxes, and all taxes assessed for meeting 
the city’s proportion of the State tax of the year 1896, or of any other 
taxes or assessments payable to the Commonwealth, be due and pay- 
able on the first day of October, 1896; that all such taxes paid after the 
first day of November, 1896, bear interest from and including said day 
until paid, at the rate of six per cent. per annum up to the first day of 
January, 1897, and at the rate of seven per cent. per annum after and 
including said first day of January; except that taxes assessed upon 
shares of stock of national banks shall bear interest at the rate of twelve 
per cent. perannum from and including said first day of November until 
paid; and that all interest which shall have become due on taxes shall 
be added to and be a part of such taxes. 

Ordered, That to provide temporarily money to meet the appropria- 
tions aforesaid, the City Treasurer issue and sell, at such times and in 
such amounts as he may deem best, bonds, notes, or certificates of in- 
debtedness of the City of Boston, not exceeding seven million dollars 
in the total, in anticipation of the taxes of the current municipal year; 
that all such bonds, notes, or certificates of indebtedness be dated the 
day the money for the same is received, be made payable with the in- 
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terest thereon at the office of the City Treasurer within the current 
municipal year, from the taxes of said year, and bear interest, at such 
rate as said Treasurer shall deem proper, from their date until the day 
the same are made payable. 

Ordered, That the Board of Street Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Mayor, sell, in the manner provided by the or dinances, any lands 
or buildings except those occupied by Posts of the Grand Army of the 
Republic, or in use by any department, or held under the requirements 
of any statute, and that the proceeds thereof be turned into the treasury 
as a part of the income of the city, or paid to the Board of Commis- 
sioners of Sinking Funds, as the City Auditor, with the approval of the 
Mayor, may determine. 

Ordered, That the premiums realized in the negotiation or sale of any 
notes, bonds, or scrip, be paid to the Board of Commissioners of Sink- 
ing Funds, to be by them applied to the sinking-funds forthe payments 
of such notes, bonds, or scrip.

Ordered, That to meet the current expenses of performing the duties 
and exercising the powers of the city of Boston and the county of 
Suffolk, payable during the financial year 1897-98, beginning with the 
first day of February, 1897, and ending with the last day of January, 
1898, and to meet their respective obligations for interest on debt, 
sinking-fund requirements, and maturing debt not provided for by 
sinking-fund, the respective sums of money hereinafter specified be 
and the same are hereby appropriated for the several departments, and 
for the objects and purposes hereinafter stated; that all sums of money . 
which form no part of the income of the city, but shall be contributed 
to promote the objects of any appropriation, be credited to such appro- 
priation; and that the respective executive departments of said city, 
under the general supervision and control of the Mayor and the other 
public authorities designated in the several appropriations, or having 
by law the expenditure of the same, expend the said appropriations 
according to law for the objects and purposes specified, and expend 
said contributions for the objects and purposes directed by the several 
contributors thereof. 

Ordered, That the appropriations hereinafter specified, except those 
for the Water Department, be met out of the money remaining as a 
general balance in the treasury at the close of the thirty-first day of 
January, 1897, not including any money raised by loan or needed to 
carry out the requirements of any statute, gift, trust, or special appro- 
priation, and out of the income of the current year, other than that 
from the water works, and taxes to the amount of $12,111,196. 

Ordered, That the income received from the Water Works be applied, 
so far as required, toward meeting the appropriations hereinafter speci- 
fied for the Water Department. 

Ordered, That to provide the said amount of taxes, the sum of 
$12,111,196 be raised by taxation on the polls and estates taxable in the 
city of Boston; that all such taxes, and all taxes assessed for meeting

shares of stock of National banks shall bear interest at the rate of 
twelve per cent. per annum from and including said first day of Novem- 
ber until paid; and that all interest which shall have become due on 
taxes shall be added to and be a part of such taxes.

Under the provisions of the statutes, and also under the 
provisions of the ordinances, relating to buildings in the 
city of Boston, the department has to do with the following 
matters : 

The erection of first and second-class buildings, that is 
brick, stone or steel frame, under statute provisions, through- 
out the entire city. 


bo 
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The erection of third-class buildings and of wooden 
frame buildings, of limited dimensions and range, outside 
the building limits, under the provisions of the statutes, and 
also of the ordinances. 

Additions, alterations and repairs on all classes of build- 
ings, with especial reference to their compliance with the 
present requirements of the building law. 

The inspection of unsafe buildings and structures, with 
reference to the securing or removal of the same, and in 
case of immediate danger as to vacating, entering upon, or 
taking down the same, to secure the public safety. 

Examination of buildings damaged by fire or accident 
with authority to enter upon the premises and investigate 
the origin thereof. 

The examination of buildings liable to take fire from un- 
safe flues, boilers, furnaces, etc. 

The supervision and protection of the building limits, the 
district in which the erection of third-class buildings is pro- 
hibited by statute law, with certain limitations as to wharves, 
market buildings, and elevators for grain and coal. 

The examination for approval of plans and specifications 
of all proposed buildings. 

The examination for approval of plans of apartment 
houses, tenement houses, flat houses, family hotels, lodging 
houses, and public hotels, with especial reference to their 
compliance with the statutes, regulating area for light and 
air, material, location and construction of stairways and 
other means of egress, water-closets, drainage, cesspools, 
height of habitable rooms, window openings, hallways, and 
height of building as regulated by width of street, and by 
material of construction. 

The enforcement of statutory provisions, requiring egress 
to buildings. 

The regulation, in public buildings, of the entrances, 
doorways, and passageways; their width, construction and 
number, and obstructions that may be placed therein, the 
arrangement of the seatings, and the use of combustible 
materials, draperies, scenery, properties, etc. 

The inspection of hoistways and elevators, with reference 
to their construction and use, authority being invested in 
the Building Commissioner to prohibit their use if unsafe, or 
not conforming to the requirements of law, a notice of said 
action to be placarded on the door or entrance of car. 

The setting of steam-engines and boilers. 

The building of furnaces for melting glass or metals. 

The building of ovens, kilns, ete.

The setting of all kinds of heating apparatus. 

The examination of the grade of cellar bottoms of build- 
ings built upon filled land. 

The storage of combustible materials in buildings occupied 
in whole or in part as dwellings. 

The regulation of the number of watchmen, red lights, 
gongs, etc., in certain hotels, boarding and lodging houses. 

The examination for approval of the construction of bay 
- windows, and other projections over or into the highway, for 
which the Board of Aldermen may grant license. 

The inspection of steam boilers, so that the facts and 
returns relative to them, required to be made, may be re- 
turned to the Tax Commissioners. 

The regulation and inspection of plumbing. 

The licensing and registering of plumbers. 

The moving of buildings. 

The regulation of water-closets in buildings in which 
_ operatives are employed. 

The regulation of the location and construction of stables, 
under license from Board of Health and Board of Aldermen. 

Public lodging houses to be provided with sufficient 
means of egress, and suitable appliances for extinguishing 
fire, and giving alarm to inmates in case of fire. 

In the annual report for the year 1890 this department 
recommended that plumbers should be examined and licensed ; 
that boilers used for power should be run _only by duly ex- 
amined and licensed engineers, and that elevators should be 
run by duly licensed conductors. Since that time chap. 455 
of 1894, being an act relative to the licensing of plumbers and 
the supervision of the business of plumbing, has passed, and 
is now in force, with very good results; also engineers are re- 
quired to be licensed under the direction of the State Board 
of Police; and by chap. 90, of 1890, an act relative to the 
employment of custodians of elevators, no person” is per- 
mitted to employ any one under fifteen years of age to have 
the care, custody, management, or operation of any elevator. 

Now, while these requirements are in the lne of pro- 
eression, I still think that further requirements are necessary 
for the protection of life, and I again call your attention to 
the necessity of licensed conductors being in charge of all 
elevators. 

I also deem it advisable at this time to suggest that all 
builders and architects, engaged in building construction, be 
required to be licensed. If it was desirable for one branch 
of the craft to be licensed, surely no one would say it was 
not equally desirable for all other branches to be licensed 
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also; for safety in construction and use of buildings, not only 
as against disease, but as against fire, and the stability of the 
structure, demands that all having to do with construction 
of buildings, whether as designer or builder (and I use the 
term ‘“* builder ” in its broadest sense, to include all branches 
of the building trade) should come under the restrictions 
of a licensing board as to their capabilities, and such an 
act should empower the Building Commissioner to revoke a 
license, or suspend one, where the circumstances require it. 

This is a part of the plumbing act, and is of essential value 
in restraining plumbers from committing violations of law. 

I brought this matter officially before the Commissioners 
and Inspectors of Buildings of the United States at their last 
annual convention, at Buffalo, N.Y., and was, by courtesy 
and invitation of the National Association of Master Builders, 
afforded an opportunity to address them on this subject, and 
was pleased at the unanimous sentiment of approval which 
greeted my remarks. The consensus of opinion was largely 
to the effect that the builders and architects should be 
licensed, and thereby afforded that protection for good 
work now given to plumbers. 

This is the same motive as operates in the case of physi- 
cians, lawyers, pharmacists, and other professions, the safety 
and welfare of the people. 

By license I refer to responsible control rather than to 
revenue. 

Again, as heretofore, I suggest that by legislation, author- 
ity be invested in the Building Commissioner to vacate build- 
ings where the demands of the department as to egress are 
not complied with after a reasonable time shall have elapsed, 
and to temporarily stop progressive work on any building 
where violations exist, until the violations shall be removed. 

In order to assist in enforcing the building laws I recom- 
mend that an amendment be prepared by the Law Department 
of the city of Boston, and presented to the Legislature, em- 
bodying the following: 

“« Hvery applicant for a permit to erect, construct or alter 
a building or any part thereof, or to perform any work 
requiring inspection or approval by the building department 
of the city of Boston, shall file with such application a sworn 
statement by the owner giving the full name and address of 
the owner or owners, or of each of them, of the proposed 
building or structure, on or in which work is to be per- 
formed; and every such application shall be accompanied 
with a full and complete set of plans (in color), specifica- 
tions, and survey of lot when required by the building 
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commissioner; and no permit shall be transferable unless 
endorsed by the building commissioner; that is, no person 
other than the one recorded as owner in the building de- 
partment shall have authority to construct, erect, alter or 
repair a building, or any part thereof, unless such person 
shall cause a record of such transfer to be made on the 
records of the building department, and sworn to as in the 
manner above referred to, and shall receive the approval 
thereof of the building commissioner. 

«“ Any false swearing in any statement submitted, as re- 
quired above, shall be deemed as perjury, and shall be 
punished as such. 

‘¢’The owner of any building or part thereof, upon which 
any violation of the laws relating to building in the city of 
Boston may be placed, or shall exist, and any architect, 
builder, carpenter, mason, iron worker, or any person who 
may be employed or assist in the commission of any such 
violation, and any and all persons who shall violate any of 
the provisions of the laws relating to building in the city of 
Boston, or fail to comply therewith, or of any requirement 
thereof, or who shall violate or fail to comply with any 
order or regulation made thereunder, or who shall build or 
use any building in violation of any detailed statement of 
specifications or plans, submitted and approved thereunder, 
or of any permit issued thereunder, shall severally for each 
and every such violation and non-compliance, respectively, 
forfeit and pay a penalty in the sum of not less than one 
hundred dollars. 

‘“‘Except that any person who shall violate any of the 
provisions of the building laws relating to egress, plumbing, 
construction of chimneys, fireplaces, flues, hot-air pipes, boil- 
ers and furnaces, or any such provisions relating to framing 
or trimming of timbers, girders, beams, or placing woodwork 
in unlawful proximity to chimney flues, fireplaces, hot-air or 
steam pipes, or placing said chimney flues, fireplaces, hot-air 
or steam pipes in unlawful proximity to woodwork, shall for- 
feit and pay a penalty in addition to that above required of 
one hundred dollars for each and every such offence. 

“¢ Any and all of the aforementioned persons, who, having 
been served with a notice by the building commissioner to 
remove any violation or comply with any requirement of 
this act, or with any order or regulation made thereunder, 
shall fail to comply with said notice within five days after 
such service, shall forfeit and pay a sum of not less than 
one hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars for 
each and every such offence.” 
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The report of the associated boards of trade, recommending 
that action be taken by the present Legislature, looking to 
the construction and control of a system of public docks 
in East Boston and South Boston, recalls the matter of the 
present building limits, and I feel it my duty to recommend 
a consideration of the subject by the City Council. 

In this connection | desire to present, what seems to me 
should practically constitute the area, within which no build- 
ing hereafter erected should be other than of the first or 
second-class as defined by the present building law. The 
building law authorizes the City Council to extend the building 
limits as the exigency and need of protection from time to 
time require. 

The time has come when this matter ought to be con- 
sidered, and the very reasons that existed for creating the 
original fire limit, and were so vividly and graphically 
portrayed to the Legislature of 1870, and not only met its 
approval, but also the universal commendation of our citizens 
at that time, are identical with the reasons that exist at the 
present time for extending that area. 

Boston is a great and congested city of wooden buildings, 
so constructed in theirinternal arrangements, and placed insuch 
close proximity, one to the other, without the necessary solid 
brick walls to prevent the spread of fire, that the present 
conditions constitute a menace to the existence of our fair 
city. Should a fire occur at the present time, and in its 
spread obtain control, the city would be liable to a conflagra- 
tion even greater than Boston has ever been visited with, 
and this must be apparent to every one who but logically de- 
ducts his reasoning from the lessons of the past. 

The history of the destruction of the city of Portland, of 
the outlying limits of Chicago, of the recent conflagration at 
the South End, starting at the ball grounds, and, later yet, of 
the almost total destruction of Cripple Creek, may be re- 
peated here at any time. 

It therefore seems to me to be my duty to bring this 
matter to the attention of the City Council at this time, that 
the interests of the city as a whole, and of the individual, 
may be properly guarded. While such an action would 
necessarily occasion hardship to, those who desire to alter 
their property, or improve by building new, yet the hard- 
ship so occasioned is as nothing in comparison to the jeopardy 
to which the entire city is placed by the covering of such an 
immense area with wooden structures. I have come to this 
conclusion, after an experience of over twenty-five years in 
the dual capacity of the head of the Fire Department, and of 
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the Building Department, and have presented similar views 
in writing to His Honor ex-Mayor Curtis, and to the associ- 
ated boards of trade. All restrictions of law or ordinance 
create hardships, and the benefits to the individual must be 
sacrificed to the good of the whole. 

While judgments may differ as to what should constitute 
the boundary lines of such an area, still all must agree that 
some extension of the present limits, known as the building 
or fire limits, should be made. It is quite apparent that it is 
the absence of wooden congested districts in foreign cities, 
and the erection of all buildings in the ‘slow-burning con- 
struction ’ manner that relieves them from the disaster by fires, 
such as the wooden cities of this country have experienced. 

With the new bridge in operation to Charlestown, the new 
dock systems in East Boston and South Boston carried into 
effect, together with the necessary enlargements of the rail- 
road terminals in each locality, it follows that immense vol- 
umes of merchandise of untold value would be landed within 
these limits, and unless protected by some extension of the 
fire limits, and some further restriction by ordinance, regulat- 
ing construction, alterations and repairs, will be menaced by 
fire by the close proximity and extensive surroundings of in- 
flammable wooden buildings. 

I therefore present the following building limits for your 
consideration: 

‘“¢ All that portion of the city which is included within a line 
beginning at the northerly portion of the city at a point on 
Charles river, at the intersection of the Harbor Commission- 
ers’ line with the easterly line of St. Mary’s street extended ; 
thence along said easterly line of St. Mary’s street and the 
boundary line between Brookline and Boston to the centre of 
Perkins street; thence through the centre of Perkins street 
to the centre of Ritchie street ; thence through the centre of 
Ritchie street to the centre of Marcella street; thence through 
thecentre of Marcella street to the centre of Washington street; 
thence through the centre of Washington street to the centre 
of Townsend street; thence through the centre of Townsend 
street and Quincy street to the centre of Columbia street ; 
and thence through the centre of Columbia street to the cen- 
tre of Boston street; and thence through the centre of Bos- 
ton street to the centre of Dorchester way; and thence 
through the centre of Dorchester way to the centre of Old 
Harbor street; and thence through the centre of Old Harbor 
street to the centre of Dorchester street ; and thence through 
the centre of Dorchester street to the Harbor Commissioners’ 
line ; and thence to point of beginning on Charles river. 
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« All that portion of East Boston which is included within 
a line beginning at the intersection of Meridian street with 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line at Chelsea Creek, around East 
Boston by said Harbor Commissioners’ line to the intersecting 
point of a line drawn through the centre of Marion street to 
the Harbor Commissioners’ line ; thence through the centre of 
Marion street to the centre of Meridian street; thence 
through the centre of Meridian street to the point of begin- 
ning. 

«¢ All of Charlestown, that is, beginning at a point with 
the intersection of the Harbor Commissioners’ line and the 
boundary line between Charlestown and Cambridge; thence 
along said boundary line to the boundary line between 
Charlestown and Somerville; thence along said boundary 
line to the intersection of said line with the Harbor Commis- 
sioners’ line in Mystic river; and thence by said Harbor 
Commissioners’ line to point of beginning.”’ 

During the year past a financial unrest and lack of confi- 
dence to invest in real estate was manifest, pending the set- 
tlement of the vital question by our national election. This 
depression was felt by this department, but, notwithstanding, 
the work for the entire year shows well up in the aggregate 
in the money invested in building, and bad it not been for 
this low tide of faith the year 1896 would have exceeded 
any other since the department was organized. 

During the year the inspection force of the department 
has been increased, by the appointment of three additional 
plumbing inspectors, and two additional building inspectors, 
and thereby the department was enabled to sub-divide the 
force into divisions under supervisors as follows: 

Plan division, egress division, construction division, plumb- 
ing division, elevator division, clerical division, and legal 
division. This last division is under the direction of Mr. Sam- 
uel M. Child, of the Law Department, and for his attention 
and faithful performance of these duties I take this oppor- 
tunity of thanking him. The experience of the past year 
has clearly shown the necessity of a legal representative of 
the city being permanently assigned for duty in this depart- 
ment, for work that heretofore could only be partially done 
by members of this department, — being laymen, — is now sat- 
istfactorily accomplished by one who, as a direct representa- 
tive of the department, and as a member of the bar has a 
proper standing before the courts. 

The methods in building construction are constantly 
changing, and the character and size ever increasing, and 
we are constantly met with advanced theories and complex 
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designs which demand thoughtful study and watchfulness, 
skill and care, to maintain a standard in compliance with 
the laws, — statute and mechanical. While I am gratified 
with the results accomplished, I am satisfied that we must 
keep well in advance of the great strides in architectural 
and engineering progress, and obtain larger and _ better 
results. ‘To do this the department must be afforded an 
increase in force of three plumbing inspectors and five build- 
ing inspectors, three of which latter should be expert masons, 
and two expert iron workers, together with two civil engi- 
neer-architects. 

The construction of our school-houses has become more 
than ever a matter of public interest, and the interest thus 
created looks for the best construction for these buildings, 
and I therefore reeommend that all school-houses hereafter 
erected shall be of first-class construction throughout, and 
that as fast as possible all existing schoo!-houses, not of 
such construction, be made slow burning by checking all air- 
draughts with fire-stops, enclosing all stairways in_ brick 
walls, properly ventilated, and providing such other re- 
quirements as each building may need. 

I also believe that tenement-houses, hereafter erected, 
should be of the first class. In taking this position I do so, 
believing that the cost as between first-class and second- 
class construction may be made not in excess of twenty per 
cent., and may be reduced to twelve per cent. in most in- 
stances. 

Master plumbers should be required by statute or ordi- 
nance to exhibit on their sign their license number, and 
all plumbers should renew annually on May first, or none 
should so renew. At present those only who have _ be- 
come plumbers since September 1, 1894, are required to. 
renew annually. 

I take this opportunity of thanking Fire Commissioner 
Russell, Chief Webber and his board of assistants for the 
kindly manner in which they have assisted the department 
in the prosecution of .its work; also the Police Department 
for their assistance, and the Board of Fire Underwriters for 
their attentions, as well as the State Bank Commissioners, 
for the timely action on their part in calling attention to 
banks, and others, loaning money on buildings in process of 
erection, or recently built in this city, to the desirability of 
ascertaining whether violations are existing against such 
buildings. 

The number of permits granted for first and second-class 
buildings was 526; for third-class buildings, 1,975; for 
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alterations, 2,331; for setting of steam boilers, engines, 
heating apparatus, ete., 1,552; for plumbing, 4,442 ; making 
a total of 10,826 permits granted. 

The number of examinations made (in consequence of 
these permits having been granted) upon new buildings was 
31,616 ; alterations, 9,317; boilers, etc., 1,988 ; plumbing, 
8,060; plans, 6,483. 

In addition to these, there were 2,912 elevators examined, 
999 examinations made of buildings, relative to better means 
of egress, and 1,316 special examinations made; making a 
total of 62,632 examinations made during the year. 

These examinations occasioned 695 reports, relative to 
unsafe buildings, dangerous chimneys, etc.; 1,644 reports 
relative to violations; and 3,475 reports relative to build- 
ings completed. There were also 1,464 reports made rela- 
tive to fire and accidents, making a total of 7,278 reports. 

The number of notices issued from the department for 
violations was 1,819; for securing unsafe buildings, etc., 
157; for securing dangerous chimneys, 78; for better means 
of egress, 159; and there were 1,655 miscellaneous notices 
issued ; making a total of 3,868. 

During the year there were 6,483 plans presented, of 
which 5,110 were approved, and 1,373 disapproved. ‘There © 
were referred to the board of appeal, for its approval, 84 
applications to restore premises to original condition; 
same being damaged by fire. Fifteen appeals were 
taken, of which 5 were sustained, 6 not sustained, 4 not 
in form. . 

Of the 526 permits gfanted for first and second-class 
buildings 47 were for apartment houses, 4 for breweries, 3 
for churches, 289 for dwellings, 5 for manufacturing build- 
ings, 6 for mechanical buildings, 10 for mercantile buildings, 
7 tor office buildings, 6 for school-houses, 10 for stables, 10 
for stores, 8 for storage, 70 for tenement houses, 5 for ware- 
houses, and the balance for miscellaneous purposes, for which 
see table specifically describing ‘same. 

For third-class buildings, of which there were 1,975 per- 
mits granted, 1,594 were for dwellings, 70 for dwellings 
and stores, 16 for mechanical, 11 for offices, 77 for stables, 
43 for stores, 50 for storage, 50 for sheds, and the balance 
for miscellaneous purposes, for which see table specifically 
describing same. 

The number of first and second-class buildings completed 
during the year was 388, at an estimated cost of $9,088,450. 

The number of third-class buildings completed during the 
year was 1,745, at an estimated cost of $7,151,246. 
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There were also 2,252 alterations completed, at an 
estimated cost of $2,365,376; plumbing jobs completed, 
3,028, at an estimated cost of $508,898; 1,040 boilers, etc., 
set, at an estimated cost of $792,879; making a total esti- 
mated increase in tax valuation by construction and 
improvements of $19,906,849. 

There were 704 buildings damaged by fire; the amount 
of damage estimated at $476,270. 

For further details see tables and tabulated report an- 
nexed. 


PLAN DIVISION AND EGRESS DIVISION. 


The duties of the plan and egress divisions are not 
exclusively the examination of plans, specifications, and 
applications for approval, as to construction, light, area, 
egress, ventilation, plumbing and heating, but consist in 
acting as a bureau of information and consultation over 
proposed plans and preliminary steps of investors in real 
estate; either in construction of new buildings, or alteration 
of old ones, and a great deal of time is devoted to this 
work. 

This duty is not of statute requirement, but rather self- 
imposed ; still, the advantages to the city, the appreciation 
of the architects, builders, and owners or investors (so 
fully shown by the kind manner in which the suggestions of 
the department are received, expressing their thanks for the 
information received, time and money saved, these services 
coming properly under the duties of an architect to his 
client, it having proved of so much value and such a 
source of gratification), makes the department feel to en- 
courage it, it being allowed, that owing to our varied 
experience, we can grapple with the questions involved 
readily and satisfactorily.

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PLUMBING DIVISION. 


During the year this division has been reorganized, and 
the senior inspector, Mr. Matthew Walsh, has been appointed 
Supervisor of Plumbing. The city has been divided into 
districts, with one general district of school-houses and pub- 
lic buildings, which has been assigned to Mr. Donovan. 
The duties of this division have been performed in a 
thorough and satisfactory manner, and the necessity for 
additional inspectors of plumbing has been previously men- 
tioned in this report. 

During the year several communications have been re- 
ceived from the Police Department, also from the Street 
Department relative to steam escaping into sewers; the indi- 
cation being the appearance of a vapor escaping through the 
manhole into the street. The department upon inyestiga- 
tion finds it difficult—if not impossible — to prove that 
steam escapes into the sewer. It is well known that steam 
is created only at the point of 212 deg. Fah. or higher, and 
in most instances that which is commonly termed steam, 
which escapes into the sewer, through the drains, is but hot 
water, seldom, if ever, reaching the point of 200 deg. 

In this connection it would seem advisable that the , 
statutes, and also the ordinances relating to this matter, be 
amended, so that the words “ hot water’ may be substituted 
for the word *“ steam,” and that a proper degree be established 
as a standard. 

The number of permits granted to perform plumbing dur- 
ing the year is 4,442. 

The number of examinations made relative to plumbing 
is 8,061. 

The number of plumbing jobs completed, not including 
plumbing in new buildings, is 3,028. 

The estimated cost of completing said jobs is $508,898. 

The department will present, for.the consideration of the 
City Council, at an early date, ordinances embodying the 
above recommendations. 

The amount of $92.47, together with vouchers for bills 
paid out amounting to $124.53, have been turned over to 
the City Collector, and his receipt, sapere has been re- 
ceived.

ELEVATOR DIVISION. 


The following is a tabulated report of the work done by 

the elevator division of the department, classified according 
to the motor-power operating the elevator, giving the total 
number of inspections and reinspections made during the 
year, Feb. 1. 1896, to Feb. 1, 1897, also the number of acci- 
dents coming to the notice of the department, the violations 
of statute law, number of violations removed, and the esti- 
mated cost of same. 
_ The importance of this division is increasing year by year. 
During the past year there has been 164 new elevators put 
in buildings, fifty per cent. more than the average for any 
one year for the past ten years, notwithstanding the depres- 
sion in business circles existing the past year. 
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The introduction and use of the elevator enormously in- 
creased the height of buildings, doubling and quadrupling 
their capacity, so that comparatively fine buildings are being 
taken down, and buildings of the character above quoted 
erected instead, each containing from four to twelve ele- 
vators. ‘The sharp competition in trade in mercantile houses, 
and a desire to excel in offering the best inducements to 
their patrons (one of which is the use of the elevator) are 
the causes of the rapid increase of the use of the elevator. 

The introduction of electricity as a motor-power, applied 
to elevators, has very much reduced the cost of maintaining 
them, and-is another reason why the number has increased 
of late. The old hand-hoists are fast giving way to the power 
elevators. ‘Io show the increased use of elevators in 1896 
over 1886, a period of ten years, the following tables of 
power elevators have been prepared :

It will be seen that the number has more than doubled. 
In addition there are 542 hoisting and 311 hand elevators, 
every one of which are required to be inspected. The total 
number, including hoisting and hand elevators in Boston, 
a full record of which is on file in this office, is 2,904. By com- 
paring the number of inspections made with the total number 
of elevators and hoists in Boston it will be seen that the force 
assigned to this division cannot keep up with the increased 
number of elevators being putin. There are but two in- 
spectors, the same number as ten years ago, and in addition, 
the boiler-work has been assigned to this division. 

The Act of 1890, chap. 20, regulating the limit of age of 
persons placed in charge of elevators to be not less than fifteen 
years, and where the speed is over two hundred per minute, 
to eighteen years, has operated well, compelling the em- 
ployment of a much better class of conductors on passenger 
elevators. The habit of young and heedless boys reading 
papers and novels when on duty has almost ceased. On the 
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whole, the service has greatly improved of late years in that 
regard. 

A reference to the tabulated report of the number of com- 
plaints made on account of violation of the statutes, also the 
number closed, will give some idea of the necessity of fre- 
quent inspection. The inspection of a new elevator does not 
end there; on the contrary, the longer the elevator is running 
the more frequent the inspection ought to be, for while many 
owners of elevators have them inspected by private inspec- 
tors, still the tables show many violations. 

While on this subject the department is glad to state that 
the owners and custodians of elevators as. a rule receive 
the inspectors with courtesy and satisfaction, some going so 
far as to write, thanking the inspectors for detecting and 
pointing out defects, thereby guarding against accident. 

There have been twenty-six accidents, caused by elevators, 
brought to the attention of the department; a special report 
of each is on file in this office, and a brief synopsis is 
appended. 

In this connection, will say that the law should be so 
amended as to require owners of elevators, where an acci- 
dent occurs, to report the same at once to this office. At the 
present time they are reported to the State Police. Since 
the department is charged with the care of elevators any 
accident occurring on them should be reported, to the end 
where faulty construction exists it may be remedied at once. 

It will be noticed that the number of accidents by freight 
elevators far exceed those on passenger elevators, while the 
number of persons riding on passenger elevators exceeds that 
on freight. This is caused by inexperienced, unauthorized 
persons ignorantly using the same. ‘There should be some 
person placed in authority over all power-freight elevators, 
whose duty would be to see that the same are properly oper- 
ated. When needed in another capacity he could do the 
work, and be notified when wanted by gong or electric bell. 
Until some such arrangements are made accidents will con- 
tinue to occur. It is fair to state, however, that there are 
some well-regulated houses who adopt the above system, 
some having permanent conductors on freight elevators. 

The department has this year endeavored to ascertain the 
number of passengers carried up and down on passenger ele- 
vators in the city of Boston. There is no way of knowing 
the exact number, as no tickets are required to ride, so counts 
were made of the number of passengers carried on eleva- 
tors in some of the largest office and mercantile buildings, 
also in six-story apartment houses. In this way an average 
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has been made, the largest elevator carrying 2,000 a day, 
and those in apartment houses carrying 100. Taking 300 
as an average, there being 60 passenger elevators in 
Boston, this gives the enormous number of 207,000 a day 
and 62,100,000 a year, which is a low estimate, again démon- 
strating the heavy responsibility of this division of the 
service. 

Chapter 419, Acts of 1892, sect. 15, gives the city govern- 
ment power to regulate the management and inspection of 
elevators. An ordinance should be passed, compelling owners 
of freight elevators to appoint some authorized person to have 
charge of the same. 

An ordinance should be passed compelling elevator manu- 
facturers to test the elevators in the presence of the in- 
spector, before the same is turned over to the owners, and 
that the department be notified twenty-four hours before 
such test be made. The elevator cars are being built so 
heavy that more than two men are required to do the testing. 

An ordinance also should be passed compelling elevator 
manufacturers to lead or babbit metal the sockets of the 
cross-head tackle where the cable ends are returned and fitted 
in the socket (so called), thereby preventing the possibility 
of the same slipping through the socket as has been the case 
when testing the elevator-safety device, or when the car has 
jumped. 

Ordinances embodying the above recommendations will 
be presented to the City Council for their consideration by 
the department.

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ELEVATOR AND HOISTWAY ACCIDENT RECORD. 


February 5. Nora Haley, employed by the Clifton Manufacturing 
Company, 65 Franklin street, was found at bottom of elevator shaft. 
She had taken some garments to carry from third floor to floor above 
on freight elevator. It is presumed that she stepped upon threshold 
at fourth floor without stopping the car, and door being locked she 
fell. She was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where she died an 
hour later. 


March 3. John T. Ely, employed by J. Baker & Co., 79 Commercial 
street, fell through opening in first floor to basement, a distance of 
nine feet. He had been hoisting goods and entered the store, closing 
entrance to stairway by lowering sliding door, failing to close trap 
doors. Shortly after he raised sliding door again, unmindful of open 
trap doors, and lost his balance and fell. He was carried to the Emer- 
gency Hospital, where, after treatment, he was sent to his home. 


March 31. John Reece, of Brookline, and George W. Moore, of 
East Boston, lost their lives by elevator accident in building in process 
of construction, 500-502 Harrison avenue. Mr. Moore was crushed 
between ceiling of second story and bottom of elevator car, dying 
instantly. Mr. Reece was removed to City Hospital, where, after re- 
gaining consciousness, stated he attempted to stop elevator and lost his 
balance. It is thought that Mr. Moore was ascending on elevator and 
leaned over the side to answer remarks of Mr. Reece when he was 
crushed as above stated. Mr. Reece died shortly after being removed 
to hospital. ; 


April 8. Mabel Thing, a domestic, employed by the George Frost 
Company, while cleaning duster, was struck by descending elevator car. 
She was not seriously injured. 


April 28. Charles E. Gibson, having an ‘office on fifth floor of build- 
ing, 45 Milk street, descended on elevator to first floor. He stepped 
aside to allow parties to pass, and, losing his balance, grasped shipping 
lever, starting car downward. He was thrown backward, and his leg 
was caught by car between top of door frame and threshold. He was 
removed to Massachusetts General Hospital where it was found he had 
sustained a compound fracture of the right leg. 


May 6. George Crocker, 15 years old, errand boy, employed by Filene 
& Son, 449 Washington street, attempted to get into freight compart- 
ment, attached to bottom of passenger car, while it was ascending. He 
was caught between car platform and side of well. He was extricated 
and conveyed to the Emergency Hospital, where it was found. he had 
sustained a contusion of the right ankle and left knee. 


May 13. A child about three years of age fell down elevator well 
from second story, in building 90 Warrenton street. A doctor was 
summoned who thought possibly the child was injured internally. 


May 15. Robert Brodie, employed in building 546-548 Washington 
street, by C. W. Page, while attempting to stop elevator car was crushed 
between car and top of door casing. He was taken to the Emergency 
Hospital, where it was found he was severely injured. 


May 13. Martin J. Cuddyer, 16 years old, was instantly killed by 
falling down elevator well in building 111-113 Lincoln street. It is 
thought he lost his balance in reaching for shipper rope. 


June 15. Joseph B. Robbins, conductor of elevator car in building 
20 Mt. Vernon street, was crushed to death between roof and top of 
elevator while attempting to open door of shaft leading to roof, the car 
starting downwards. ) 
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June 19. The body of Alfred J. Barkley was discovered, crushed 
between passenger elevator car and wall of shaft, in building 33-54 
North Market street. He was employed as office-boy by the North 
Packing and Provision Company. 


July 1. William H. Clapp fell down passenger elevator shaft, a dis- 
tance of eight feet, in building 146 Lincoln street. The door to shaft 
had been left open and car had ascended when Mr. Clapp stepped 
through the open doorway, presuming elevator was at that floor. He 
was removed to the Emergency Hospital, from where, after treatment, 


a 


he was conveyed to his home. | 


July 9. Henry Gormley, while engaged in the installation of new 
elevator in premises 291-293 Congress street, was crushed between car 
and overhead beams. He was removed to the Emergency Hospital, 
where he died a few minutes later. 


July 10. Several workmen, while descending on elevator platform in 
unfinished building, Dudley street, corner Adams street, were seriously 
injured, eight being removed to the City Hospital. The platform was 
used for the hoisting of material, and the workmen had been warned 
against riding on same. The platform was heavily loaded and fell with 
great speed, injuring all the occupants. 


July 17. John C. Frohn, employed by James A. Hearne & Co., 86- 
92 Federal street, was injured by falling from street entrance to freight 
elevator to bottom of shaft. He was leaning against guard chain, 
waiting for elevator to descend, when the chain broke, causing him to 
fall. He was conveyed to the Emergency Hospital. Injuries were not 
fatal. 


July 20. Joseph W. Thoma, teamster, employed by Chick, White & 
Co., was injured on premises, 30-32 Dorchester avenue, by falling case 
of dry goods. The box was very heavy, and had been raised to upper 
story, and, as it was being drawn into loft, it slipped from hoisting 
beam, striking Mr. Thoma, causing instant death. 


July 22. Mr. Henry C. Hilton, while leaning against side of elevator 
shaft, in building 225-227 State street, was struck by descending car 
and crushed. He was removed to Emergency Hospital, where it was 
ascertained he was severely injured. Z 


August 18. Morris Liverman, employed on sixth floor of building 
94 Blackstone street, fell down hoistway, a distance of forty feet. He 
was removed to the City Hospital. His injuries were very serious. 


September 12. James Horrell, a teamster, fell down elevator shaft 
in Hotel Hoffman, 212 Columbus avenue, and was instantly killed. He 
was engaged in moving furniture from basement to second floor. 


September 30. H. L. Dodge, employed as shipper in building 355 
Cambridge street, was struck by automatic gate descending on his 
head in elevator car. He was not severely injured. 


October 25.. Edward Gardenier, employed in stable 1333 Columbus 
avenue, fell through open doorway into hoistway and was killed in- 
stantly. 


October 27. John Tower, conductor of elevator car, and his assist- 
ant, were injured by falling car in building 55 Tremont street, the 
safety device having failed to operate. Mr. Tower was crushed se- 
verely, and was removed to the Massachusetts General Hospital, where 
he died two hours later. His assistant was conveyed to the Emergency 
Hospital, and, after his wounds were dressed, was sent to his home. 
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November 7. J. E. Bailey, employed by Webster, Cook & Co., 1-7 
Washington street, while ascending on passenger elevator car to upper 
story, fell to floor of car, his head projecting, was crushed between 
door casing and floor of car. When found life was extinct. 


November 9. Frank D. Forbush, engaged with workmen in erecting 
grille beneath overhead hoisting machinery of freight elevator in build- 
ing 134-142 Beach street, was struck by falling weight. He was re- 
moved to the City Hospital. His injuries were of a painful, though 
not serious, nature. 


November 13. A workman employed in putting in new cables on 
passenger elevator, in premises 14 Arlington street, was injured by 
being thrown from top of car to landing. He was removed to City 
Hospital. 


November 23. Joseph A. Hopkins fell down elevator shaft of build- 
ing 145 High street, being injured seriously. He was conveyed to the 
City Hospital.

LAW DIvIsIon. 


During the past year there have been no cases brought 
into the Municipal Court by any member of this department 
for the violation of the law or ordinances, as by legislative 
enactment the commissions of “Special Police,” held by two 
members of this department, were revoked by the Board of 
Police; and, therefore, all cases for the prosecution, whether 
in the lower or upper Municipal Court or Court of Equity 
have been forwarded to the Law Department for their action. 

Section 186, of chapter 419, Acts of 1892, as amended by 
chapter 170, section 1, Acts of 1893, and chapter 257, Acts 
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of 1894, authorizes the attorneys of the city to enforce the 
provisions of the building law, and Mr. Samuel M. Childs, 
assistant City Solicitor, has been detailed for that purpose. 

The number of cases that have been forwarded to the Law 
Department are 137. 


CLERICAL DIVISION. 


The property of the department consists of its records, 
books, maps, plans, pictures, horse and buggy, harness, boat 
and equipment, typewriting machine and cabinet desk for 
same. 

The clerical force is employed in taking applications to 
build, alter, set boilers, etc., and perform plumbing, listing 
same, and notifying the Street Departments so that the city 
may be protected, and no encroachments made of line of 
street, so that grades may be marked on premises, for cutting 
of piles or laying cellar bottoms, so that the Smoke Inspector 
may have a knowledge of proposed steam-boiler settings to 
prevent the smoke nuisance; and to the Water Department 
that a knowledge may be had of plumbing being performed ; 
granting permits on applications when properly approved, 
recording all applications approved, complaints made, issu- 
ing and serving of notices of violations or insecure con- 
ditions, indexing documents, plans and records, and perform- 
ing such other duties as pertain to clerking. 

There have been 1,458 violations of the statutes and ordi- 
nances recorded during the year, and of these 860 have been 
reported removed, at an estimated cost of $33,288. 

There also have been 182 complaints made and recorded of 
unsafe buildings and dangerous chimneys, and of these 116 
have been reported secured, at an estimated cost of $24,788.

Str: I have the honor to submit herewith, in accordance 
with the provisions of the Revised Ordinances of 1892, a 
statement of the receipts, expenditures, and transactions in 
this department for the financial year ending January 1, 
1897. | 

I take occasion to repeat my opinion regarding the action 
of the Legislature in placing all matters pertaining to elec- 
tions and caucuses in the control of the Board of Elections. 

It is a change which has been of material benefit, and as 
affairs are now constituted we are enabled to give our whole 
attention to the duties of transcribing the records of the 
Board of Aldermen, the recording of papers, and the different 
classes of work in connection with the mortgage and assign- 
ment departments. 

This part of the work has received its customary attention 
during the year, and several matters have been further 
. systematized for the benefit of the public. 

The business of the office grows in proportion with the 
population of the city, and as a result the clerks are con- 
stantly employed.

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The number of petition orders, etc., acted upon by the 
Board of Aldermen, increase yearly, and on account of this 
increase many of the clerks who formerly recorded mortgages, 
etc., in connection with other duties, are now obliged to 
devote their entire time to the record work of the proceed- 
ings of the Board of Aldermen. 

Another matter, which has been taken up during the year, 
and which entailed considerable extra expense on the depart- 
ment, has been the classifying and indexing of all the old 
papers, books and records of the city, and placing the 
same in such shape that they can be readily examined 
by the public. This work was in my opinion an abso- 
lute necessity, as most of the older records are, of great 
value to the city. ‘These books and papers include the 
records of the towns and cities of Boston, Brighton, Charles- 
town, Dorchester, Roxbury and West Roxbury, license bonds, 
assignments of wages, married women’s certificates, records 
and minutes of the Board of Aldermen ; city documents, the 
most complete in the possession of the city; a set of Boston 
directories from 1810 to the present time, requiring but four- 
teen volumes to complete the entire publication, being of 
value as a vital history of the town and city; town records 
and other valuable papers relating to town matters; church 
records of miscellaneous papers. All of these old records have 
been classified, indexed, and catalogued, and placed in the 
fireproof vault in the basement of City Hall (which was 
formerly used for election purposes), where they can readily 
be seen by those interested in the ancient records of these 
towns and cities. As stated above, these books and papers 
are of great value, being among the earliest written records 
on this continent, some of them going back as far as 1632, 
and among which are the famous Leffingwell papers. Fol- 
lowing is a list of the old books and papers at present stored 
in the vault:

There have been 369 of these volumes rebound, 200 re- 
dressed and lettered, 15 repaired, 46 lettered, and a number 
of books labelled and varnished. In addition to the above, 
ten volumes of Dorchester Town Records (1632-1725) and 
one volume of Boston town warrants (1744-1756) have been 
mounted in silk and bound in half-morocco. This is neces- 
sarily a very expensive process of binding, but the value of 
the books, I am convinced, warrants the expenditure. The 
whole is a work which the State Commissioner of Public 
Records suggested some time ago. 

The Board of Aldermen of 1896 held 56 meetings, includ- 
ing 10 special meetings, 3 of these being called to take action 
on the deaths of Governor Frederic T. Greenhalge, ex-Gov- 
ernor William Ei. Russell, and Hon. Henry L. Pierce, an ex- 
Mayor of the city. Of the total number of orders passed 
by the board fifty-one were vetoed, and in every case, with 
a single exception, the veto was sustained by the Board. 
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There were 1,871 jurors drawn for the various courts during 
the year. 

The total number of appointments, including heads of de- 
partments, and minor offices, such as constables, weighers of 
coal, measurers of grain, etc., submitted to the Board for con- 
firmation was 568, and of this number of were sworn in by 
the City Clerk, or his assistant. 

Every constable, after being confirmed as the Board of 
Aldermen, must file a bond of $3,000 with the City Clerk, 
which must subsequently in turn be approved by the City 
Treasurer, the Board of Aldermen and the Mayor before he 
can take the oath and receive his warrant. 

Of the constables confirmed the bonds of 36 either were not 
filed, or approved, and six of those who are not obliged to 
file bonds neglected to come to the office to obtain their war- 
rants and be sworn. During the year 137 petitions to erect 
bay-windows were acted upon by the Board of Aldermen, 
101 of which were granted, and of the 180 petitions received 
to build stables only 91 were granted after the usual public 
hearing. Fifty-eight labor liens were filed with the City 
Clerk during the year, and of the total number of amuse- 
ment licenses approved by the Board of Aldermen 120 were 
granted to theatres and public halls for the season. y

GENERAL WoRK. 


During the past year the general work performed has been 
the care and cleaning of the City Hall, although the work 
has been somewhat hampered by the dirt and_ building 
materials occasioned by the improvements made in_ the 
dome ; attendance at meetings of both branches of the City 
Council, and the committees thereof; the care, custody, de- 
livery, and filing of all city documents, minutes, books, maps, 
and pamphlets of the City Council; the care of the city flag- 
staffs, flags, ropes, stakes, and music stands; also special 
work performed at the request of the Mayor, both branches 
of the City Council, and a number of the city departments.

DocuMENT Room. 


The improvements in the dome and fifth floor of City 
Hall have necessitated the removal of the document store- 
room connected with this department to quarters on the 
basement floor; this transfer has caused a great deal of in- 
convenience and delay for the time being; about 2,800 boxes 
of documents have already been removed, but it will proba- 
bly be the middle of March or first of April before the entire 
removal of printed matter can be made. The new rooms 
that have been assigned for these purposes are more conven- 
lent for the receiving and delivery of bundles, but, on ac- 
count of their being located directly over the boilers of the 
building, are very hot and in my opinion not so well adapted 
for storage purposes as the ones vacated on the fifth floor. 


CARRIAGE AND R&FRESHMENT BILLS. 


The rules of the City Council required the ordering of all 
carriages for the Common Council, or for joint committees, 
through this department, after a vote was furnished by the 
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Clerk of the Common Council, or Clerk of Committees, 
authorizing their use, and about 3,000 contingent bills for 
carriages and refreshments incurred by members of the City 
Council were audited by this department during the year. 


FLAGS, ROPES, AND STAKES. 


The flag on City Hall was displayed every day during the 
past year, Sundays excepted. 

By Ordinance the flags were displayed on the public 
grounds on February 12, Lincoln’s Birthday; February 22, 
Washington's Birthday ; March 17, Evacuation Day; April 
20, Patriot’s Day; April 27, Grant’s Birthday; May 30, 
Memorial Day; June 15, Anniversary of the adoption of the 
Stars and Stripes as the American Ensign; June 17, Bunker 
Hill Day; July 4, Independence Day ; September 7, Labor 
Day; September 17, Anniversary of the Settlement of Bos- 
ton; and on January 17, Franklin’s Birthday. 

At the present time the entire nineteen flagstaffs, except- 
ing the Jamaica Plain staff, are in good condition, located as 
follows:

Under orders of the City Council a new flagstaff was 
erected in Monmouth square; another was authorized to be 
_ erected at junction of Saratoga and Bayswater streets, but 
owing to the present cold weather, work will not be com- 
‘menced upon this staff until spring. 

An order was passed by the City Council last. year to re- 
pair the Jamaica Plain staff, and upon examination of the 
lower-mast it was found to be entirely rotten; accordingly a 
new order was passed authorizing a new lower-mast in its 
place and the top-mast stored until spring, when the same 
will be reset and put in thorough order. All staffs are to be 
painted the coming spring. 

The ropes and stakes were used to great advantage at fires 
on many occasions; at the funeral of Governor Greenhalge 
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in Lowell; at the O'Reilly statue dedication in the Back 
Bay Fens; they were also used in the Charlestown District, 
June 17, by order of the Board of Aldermen, for the pur- 
pose of closing to public travel a large number of streets for 
the convenience of the military and other processions; on 
July 4 they were used at different localities for restraining 
the crowds at the several games and displays, also at the 
Marine park for the athletic games and fireworks display, 
and at Franklin park for the bicycle races and _ fireworks 
exhibition. 

On Labor Day they were used for closing certain streets 
at the request of the Police Department, and in front of 
City Hall for the Labor-Day parade. 

The ropes and stakes were used several times, at the 
request of the Mayor, for military and other organizations in 
various localities. 


DISTINGUISHED GUESTS. 


The care of the city’s guests —a duty that this depart- 
ment is frequently called upon to perform —required at- 
tention the past year for the comfort and convenience of 
distinguished persons or delegations from the Hawaiian 
Islands, and the cities of Augusta, Lowell, Washington, 
Portland, St. Paul, and Pittsburg. 


FREE CONCERTS. 


The details for the customary series of free concerts on 
the Common and public squares the past summer were car- 
ried out by this department; an appropriation of $5,000 was 
made for this purpose, and the contract for furnishing the 
music for sixty-eight concerts and defraying the entire ex- 
penses in connection with same was awarded Baldwin’s 
Cadet Band. | 

Eleven concerts were given on Boston Common and 
eleven on the Marine park on Sunday afternoons, there being 
several thousand people in attendance; and forty-six con- 
certs were given in different sections of the city on week-day 
evenings, which were enjoyed by hundreds of people at each 
concert. 

The Sunday afternoon concerts on the Common were not 
so well patronized the past year, on account of the subway 
operations; as it was impossible to use the large music 
stand a temporary one was erected on the Charles-street 
mall; there being no shade, and surrounded by sand hills, the 
public did not seem to appreciate the concerts in this loca- 
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tion. I desire to compliment Baldwin’s Cadet Band for the 
admirable manner in which they performed their contract; 
their selections were popular and appreciated by the large 
attendance at each concert. 


PUBLIC CELEBRATIONS. 


The Seventeenth of June, Fourth of July, and Labor Day 
called for the usual amount of extra services by the depart- 
ment at Charlestown, Faneuil Hall and Charles river ; Marine 
and Franklin parks, Sullivan square, and at Brighton; the 
receptions to the Olympian champions and the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Company, on their return from abroad, at 
Faneuil Hall and Hotel Vendome; also the details in con- 
nection with the observation-stand erected at the Back Bay 
fens for the use of the members of the City Council, heads 
of departments and distinguished guests, on the occasion of 
the dedication of the John Boyle O’Reilly statue, on May 
20th last. 

REVIEWS. 


The department was called upon last year to arrange for 
eleven reviews of military and other organizations by iG 
_ Mayor, in front of City Hall. 


VISITS. 


Arrangements were made at the request of the Water Com- 
missioner for a visit of the City Council to the line of the 
Boston Water Works on June 24th last. 


ELECTION RETURNS. 


In accordance with a vote of the City Council, arrange- 
ments were made to open the Council Chamber for the 
announcements of the State and City election returns to the 
members of the City Government and press. ‘To perform this 
duty required the services of about twenty-three extra clerks 
and messengers, six extra telephones, and four large black- 
boards; about twenty police officers were needed to preserve 
order in the building on account of the great number of 
persons that always congregate in and about the building on 
election nights. 


UsE oF CoUNCIL CHAMBER. 


By order of the Common Council, the use of its chamber 
was granted to the Board of Assessors for holding their 
annual sessions; to the Board of Street Commissioners for 
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public hearings, and to the Board of Election Commission- 
ers for public hearings and recounts. 


THANKS TENDERED. 


I desire to hereby express my thanks to the Board of Police 
for the very valuable assistance rendered in furnishing details 
of police during the past year on ordinary and special occa- 
sions. 

I would also render thanks to the Superintendent of 
Streets for the prompt removal of snow and ice from the yard 
and sidewalks around City Hall during the winter months. 


RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I would recommend that the west elevator, which is very 
old and slow, be replaced by a new one as soon as it can be 
conveniently done, and the painting and whitening of the cor- 
ridors; a fire occurred in the basement on May 4th last, caused 
by crossed wires, and I would recommend the removal of all 
surplus and dead wires from the corridors, as they are un- 
sightly and a source of danger. 


REMARKS. 


I note with a great deal of pleasure the following im- 
provements made during the past year in City Hall: The 
fire-proofing of the dome and its occupancy by some of the 
departments; the painting of the Council Chamber and the 
placing of additional electric lights therein; placing of 
improved stair-treads upon the stairs to prevent persons from 
shpping, something which has been needed for years, and a 

ew carpet laid in the Aldermanic Chamber. 

The stand-pipes used for fire purposes in City Hall were 
tested twice during the past year, and found to be in good 
order, and the hose in good condition, and the signals in 
- connection therewith have been frequently tested during the 
year. 

I;MPLOYEES. 


The total number of persons employed, and paid from the 
department appropriation, including the City Messenger, and 
two police officers who attended the meetings of the Common 
Council, was twenty-one. 

There are twelve police officers at present assigned to 
City Hall, under the direction of this department, to protect 
the building and preserve order therein, who receive:a sal- 
ary from the Police Department; the night men are required 
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to patrol the building each hour and the Collector’s and 
Treasurer’s offices every half hour of the night and on Sun- 
days and holidays, in order to discover any fires or any leaks 
in the water and gas-pipes, and are obliged to visit forty- 
three signal stations in different parts of the building during 
their tour of duty, the same being recorded on a watchman’s 
clock located in this office. 

For the better protection of the financial departments, two 
additional police officers have been assigned to the City Hall 
squad the past year, and a new watchman’s clock connected 
with separate signal stations from these rooms has been 
established in connection with the building signals, while the 
signal service has been extended to the new rooms in the 
dome. 

I desire to mention the deaths of Patrolmen Jenks and 
Greene, which occurred the past year. They were valued 
and trustworthy officers who were connected with this de- 
partment for a number of years, and in their deaths the city 
of Boston has lost the services of faithful and efficient ser- 
vants, and their associates true friends.

Str: In accordance with the requirements of the ordi- 
nances, I hereby present the following report of the work, 
etc., of this department for the financial year ending Jan. 
31, 1896. 

The whole number of committees appointed for the period 
was 128, classified as follows :

The number of meetings of these committees called during 
the year has been 1,170. There have been upwards of 8,500 
petitions and papers of various kinds referred to the commit- 
tees, and about ninety per cent. of this number have been 
acted upon by the committees, and reported back to the city 
council. 
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Of the standing committees, the committee on streets and 
sewers of the Board of Aldermen, and the joint committees 
on building department and claims, transacted the greatest 
amount of business. The number of claims considered and 
acted upon by the latter committee was 809, requiring for 
settlement the sum of $60,602.53. 

The committee on streets and sewers have transacted an 
unusually large amount of routine work, and several special 
subjects have been considered and disposed of. The commit- 
tees on electric wires, railroads, licenses and state aid, have 
each had a large amount of work assigned them. A special 
committee of the Board of Aldermen perambulated the 
boundary lines during the past year in accordance with 
the statutes. Such an inspection has been made every five 
years since 1786, and previous to that year the selectmen of 
the town were required by chapter 28 of the Province Laws 
of 1692 to perambulate the boundary every three years. 
Probably the custom existed for fifty years before that time. 

Another special committee of the board prepared a plan 
for the apportionment of the fifty-three representatives to 
the General Court allowed to Suffolk county. 

The joint special committees on Memorial Day, Seven- 
teenth of June, Fourth of July and Labor Day performed 
their duties in the customary manner, and with general 
satisfaction. 

The return of the athletes sent by the Boston Athletic As- 
sociation to Athens to participate in the revival of the 
Olympian games, was made the occasion of a public celebra- 
tion, and under the direction of a joint special committee of 
the City Council the athletes were tendered a reception and 
dinner at Hotel Vendome, at which they were the guests of 
honor. 


LICENSED MINORS. 


The number of licenses issued to minors during the year 
was 1,282, of which 1,205 were for newsboys and 77 for 
bootblacks. Complaints have been infrequent and have been 
promptly attended to, and the inspector has discharged his 
duties in a very satisfactory manner. Although the number 
of boys who annually obtain licenses is constantly increas- 
ing, there is still a large number of irresponsible boys who 
sell newspapers and black boots without going to the trouble 
of obtaining such a license. The licensed boys are required to 
attend school and they are in other ways controlled, but the 
unlicensed boys are under no restraint, and the business be- 
ing such a petty one is seldom interfered with by the police. 


CLERK OF COMMITTEES DEPARTMENT. 3 


It would be a gain for all concerned if some measures could 
be taken which would result in compelling a larger percent- 
age of the boys to obtain licenses.

Sir: In compliance with the requirements of Sect. 22 
of Chap. 3 of the Revised Ordinances, the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners respectfully submits its annual report 
for the year 1896. The past year was one of unusual 
activity for thisdepartment. In addition to the duties regu- 
larly incident to a presidential year, the Board was re- 
quired by an act of the Legislature, passed in February, 
1896, to prepare, from the voting lists of 1895, new lists of 
registered voters arranged upon ‘the new ward and precinct 
lines, which lists were to be used as check lists at. all 
caucuses to be held in 1896, prior to the State election. 
This work was hardly completed before it became necessary 
to prepare for the new general registration of the male 
voters of the city of Boston, provided for by Chap. 449 of 
the Acts of 1895, as amerided by Chap. 547 of the Acts of 
1896. This act required that a new general registration of 
all the male voters in the city of Boston be made between 
the fifteenth day of June and the first day of October, 1896. 
In compliance with these. requirements registration was 
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opened at the central office, Old Court House, Court 
square, on the fifteenth day of June and continued until 
10 o’clock in the evening of September 30. 

During this time 49, 546 names were registered at the 
central office, or an aver age of about 550 per “day. This law. 
also required that such outside registration places should be 

opened during the month of September as would be neces- 

sary to reasonably accommodate the public. It became 
necessary, therefore, for the Election Commissioners to de- 
termine the best method of carrying out this provision 
of law. They finally determined that an average of one 
registration place for each two precincts would accomplish 
this result. Accordingly, during the month of July the 
Commissioners selected one hundred and five sub- registra- 
tion places and for this purpose ward-rooms were opened, 
election booths were placed upon private land and in some 
cases in the public streets, stores were hired, and the use of 
school-houses was obtained. These offices were located in 
the most convenient and most accessible portion of each 
ward, and were equipped with the necessary furniture and 
stationery. 

Four hundred and twenty-eight assistant registrars were 
required to do the work of registration at these various 
offices, for the Board decided that to do this work properly 
two details of registrars were necessary, one to serve from 
8 A.M. to 4 P.M. and the other from 4 to 10 P.M. At the 
outset the Commissioners had some difficulty in determining 
how the registration books could be cared for and securely 
held over night, without having them brought each night to 
the central office ; ; such a method would be extremely expen- 
sive, very cumbersome, and attended with no little risk. 
This difficulty was finally overcome, with the assistance of 
the Police Department. The Police Commissioners very 
promptly and cheerfully, upon request from this depart- 
ment, arranged to have the books taken by police officers 
from ‘each sub- registration office to the nearest police station 
each night, and returned by the officers in the morning. 
We are greatly indebted to the Police Department for this 
service. Before delivery to the officers the books were 
placed in bags made for the purpose, and sealed by the 
registration officers, and returned to them again in the 
morning with the seal unbroken. It was also necessary that 
the Commissioners should be in receipt of daily advice as to 
the conduct of the sub-registration offices, and the manner 
in which the sub-registrars performed their duties. To this 
end the city was divided into eleven inspection districts, 
and an expert registrar appointed inspector for each district. 
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Each inspector was required to visit each registration 
office in his district at least twice each day, between 8 A.M. 
and 10 P.M., and as much oftener as circumstances would 
permit, and to report each morning to the Commissioners. 
By this system the Board was kept in constant communica- 
tion with the outside stations. 

When these details were finally arranged the sub-regis- 
trars were selected, and they appeared before the Commis- 
sioners, and were qualified and received such instructions as 
were necessary to the proper performance of their duties. 
On September 1, at 8 A.M., one hundred and five registra- 
tion offices were opened, and each man was at his post ready 
to perform his duty. In conjunction with these outside 
offices there was opened at 32 Tremont street, in the Old 
Probate Building, a central bureau, where daily returns from 
these outside offices were made. 

It was here that the inspectors met daily to make their 
reports; and to receive their daily list of corrections and 
criticisms for the men at the outside stations. This system 
was successfully carried out during the month of Septem- 
ber, and at the close of registration on September 30, there 
were 47,200 names registered at these outside offices. 

This made a total reeistration at the central office and the 
outside offices of 96 746. An analysis of this registration 
of the foreign born, ative born, and Boston born discloses 
the following : Foreign born, 30,519 ; native born, 66,227, of 
which 31,770 were born in Boston. A further analysis of the 
places of birth of the foreign-born citizens.appears upon a table 
included in this report. Perhaps it may not be improper to 
remark that some idea of the accuracy with which this work 
of registration was done may be formed when it is said that 
never in the history of registration in Boston was there less 
complaint made at the central office on election day on account 
of mistakes in registration, nor were there ever fewer certifi- 

cates of registration issued to voters whose names were regis- 
tered, but through error were not included in the printed 
check lists furnished for use at the polls. We say this wish- 
ing to make some public acknowledgment of the faithful work 
performed by our assistant registrars, without whose in- 
telligent codperation the efforts of the Commissioners could 
not have been productive of such gratifying results. 


CAUCUSES AND ELECTIONS. 


Nine caucuses and two elections were held during the 
year. It is unnecessary to enter upon the details of this 
part of our work. The caucuses in general were conducted 
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in a fairly satisfactory manner. The ward-rooms and other 
polling-places were opened promptly and the balloting pro- 
ceeded in an orderly manner; there were no disturbances at 
the polls, except in the case of one ward of the city, and the 
count of the votes was honestly and fairly made. ‘To this 
latter statement we must make an exception in the case of 
the ward above referred to, where in our opinion a gross 
fraud was perpetrated upon two occasions, and other irregu- 
larities in the conduct.of the caucuses in that ward were 
brought to our attention. Without exception the conduct 
of the elections was highly gratifying o, except for the delay 
on the part of the precinct officers in making their returns. 
In this matter of making the returns of the result of the bal 
loting much remains to be desired, In many wards the 
caucus returns are not made to this office until early in the 
day succeeding that on which the caucuses are held, and the 
same is true of elections. In the case of caucuses this is 
due in the first place to the great number of ballots cast and 
the large number of delegates upon each ballot. This diffi- 
culty could be avoided in a great measure if the voter could 
indicate by one mark the delegation of his choice instead of 
as at present being obliged to make a cross opposite the 
name of each deleg: ite that he desires to vote for; this con- 
sumes time in m: arking the ballot and confuses the caucus 
officers in making the count. The delay in rec elving the 
‘returns from elections is quite as bad as that in the case of 
caucuses. In this case, however, the Board is somewhat at 
a loss to account for the great delay. But we are inclined to 
the opinion that it is due to the lack of system in counting 
and in some cases to the inexperience of the election ofticers, 
for with an average of less than five hundred votes cast in 
each precinct at each election, from six to ten hours seems an 
extraordinary length of time to make the canvass. The 
Board is convinced, however, that with more time given in 
which to appoint the election officers, they can be instructed 
in their duties, and some uniform system of counting can be 
established that will remove in a great measure this cause of 
complaint. On the subject of nomination papers for cau- 
cuses the Board would say that the names of delegates on 
these papers are written in such a manner as to be often- 
times almost wholly illegible. We would suggest, there- 
fore, to the committees having this matter in charee the pro- 
priety of having the names of nominees typewritten, or if 
they cannot do this at least to pay moreeattention to having 
the names written in a legible manner. We make this sug- 
gestion because we realize the importance of the duty which 
we perform in preparing the ballots, which must be made up 
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from the copy thus furnished to us. A mistake in making 
up the ballot might be a serious matter and leave the Board 
open to unjust criticism. 


RECOUNTS. 


The recounts for the year, both for caucuses and elections, 
were numerous and in many cases wholly unnecessary. We 
distinctly state that the right to petition for a recount is in 
many cases grossly abused. The Board is more fully con- 
vinced than ever of the necessity of some legislation further 
restricting the right of having the ballots of caucuses and 
elections recounted. In the majority of cases the recounts 
made no change in the original returns, thus demonstrating 
the accuracy and honesty of the election officers. We must 
except from this statement, however, the two apparent in- 
stances of fraud before referred to in this report, but are 
pleased to report that this is the only exception to this rule 
that has been brought to our attention. 


BatLtot Law ComMISssIon. 


The Ballot Law Commissioners of the city of Boston were 
called upon to hear three cases during the past year. Two 
of these were disposed of after a brief hearing, the objec- 
tions in both cases being wholly based upon some trivial tech- 
nicality, and the objections were not sustained. The third 
hearing was had upon objections to nomination papers filed 
for independent candidates for Street Commissioner and the 
Board of Aldermen. After a hearing covering a part of two 
days, and before the objectors had closed their evidence, the 
independent nominees declined to proceed farther, and the 

Board unanimously decided to sustain the objections. 


JURIES. 


The Board of Election Commissioners are also required 
by statute to prepare the jury list for the city of Boston. 
By virtue of this statute it becomes the duty of this Board, 
between the first of January and the first of March in each 
year, to select, from the registered voters of the city, about 
five thousand citizens, who may be called upon during the 
year to perform the jury duty in the courts of this county. 
In the performance of this duty the Board endeavors to make 
its selections in such a manner that all classes of our citi- 
zens will have representation upon this list, but we do not 
lose sight of the fact that what is desirable in a juror above 
everything else is intelligence, honesty, and integrity. We 
therefore endeavor to perform this duty always having these 
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two ideas in mind; and we may add, that our efforts in this 
direction are attended with a fair degree of success, as may 
be attested by the character of the juries that are drawn from 
the list furnished by us to the City Clerk. 


In its Jast annual report this Board recommended that 
legislation be directed towards simplifying and consolidat- 
ing the present caucus laws, and we are gratified to observe 
that the present Legislature has a bill under consideration 
looking toward this end. We would suggest further, that 
more time be given this department for the selection, quali- 
fication, and instruction of election offers. Under the pres- 
ent law these appointments cannot be made before Septem- 
ber. It would appear that ample time is now given for this 
purpose, but when we consider that there are 2,292 of these 
officers, each one of whom must appear before a commis- 
sioner to be qualified, and that September and October are 
the busy months of the year, we easily arrive at the conclu- 
sion that the work of these appointments could be better 
performed in an earlier part of the year. 

In closing, we-would add that the booths and election 
furniture have been thoroughly repaired during the year, at 
considerable expense, but the work done was bo lgeale 
necessary, and in the end will save the city a much greater 
outlay. We have at our disposal for election purposes fifty- 
six booths and twenty-tive ward-rooms; we are dependent 
upon the school department for about seventy-five school- 
houses, and for the rest we are obliged each year to hire 
such stores, halls, and other places as we can secure at elec- 
tion time. It seems desirable that this department should 
be equipped in this respect with a full number of voting 
booths for the one hundred and ninety-one voting precincts 
of the city. 

JI-XPENSES. 


The expenses of the department during the Hate year were 
necessarily increased on account of the new general registra- 
tion. At the beginning of the year, the Board estimated 
that the cost of this work would be $100,000, but the City 
Council appropriated only $90,000 for this purpose. The 
Board found it impossible to complete the registration for 
this latter amount, and was obliged to call for a further sum 
to meet the expenses incurred. The total amount expended, 
however, on this account, fell within the estimate of $100,- 
000 originally submitted. The following is a detailed state- 
ment of the expenses of the department for the financial year 
ending January 31, 1897, both on account of the general 
registration, and of the r eoular expenses of the department :

Agassiz-road Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This bridge was built in 1887, of brick and stone masonry. 
It is maintained by the Park Department, and is in good con- 
dition. 


Albany-street Bridge (over the Boston § Albany R.R.). 


The original structure was built in 1856-57 and rebuilt in 
1867-68. The present bridge was built in 1886-87, and 
is. maintained in part by the City of Boston, and in part 
by the Boston & Albany Railroad. During the past year 
all the ironwork of the bridge has been cleaned and painted, 
and about one-half of the under-planking has been renewed. 
The work of cleaning and painting was done in a Satis- 
factory manner, excepting the under side of the lower flange 
of the floor beams over the main tracks. On account of 
the difficulty of doing this work, except from the railroad 
tracks, the painting was either omitted entirely or so poorly 
done as to be of little value. 
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Allston Bridge (over the Boston g Albany R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The recommendation 
made last year that the floor be painted is renewed this year. 


Arborway Bridge (over Stony Brook, in Parkway, near Forest 
Hills Station). 


This is a wooden bridge resting on abutments of vulcan- 
ized spruce piles. The stringers and under-planking are of 
vulcanized hard-pine. It was built in 1893, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. 


Ashland-street Bridge (over Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. 
f H. R.R., West Roxbury). 


The present structure is of iron, and was built in 1875. 
The ironwork is in good condition, but the wooden fences are 
very poor, and should be rebuilt at once. 


Athens-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1874. The bridge is in 
poor condition; it should be stripped and painted, and the 
upper woodwork should be renewed. 


Audubon-road Bridge (over the Boston ¢ Albany R.R.). 

This is a steel-plate girder bridge, built in 1898-94, and is 
now in good condition. It is maintained. by the Park De- 
partment. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Outlet of Back Bay). S 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. It is in fair 
condition. 


Beacon-street Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884-85, widened in 
1887-88, and the central roadway further widened in 1890 
for the convenience and at the expense of the West End 
Street Railway Company. The ironwork of this bridge 
below the flooring is very rusty and the lower planking is 
rotten in places. It is recommended that the flooring be 
taken off and the ironwork cleaned and painted this year.

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Bellevue-street Bridge (over Muddy River, in the Parkway). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 44 feet span and 15 
feet rise.~ It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berkeley-street. Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1891, and is now in good 
condition. During the past year the portion of this bridge 
above the floor has been painted with the exception of the 
outside of the outer girders. There is no apparent reason 
why this small amount of painting was omitted. No perma- 
nent railing has as yet been built at the north-easterly corner 
of the bridge, and the existing fence cannot be considered a 
satisfactory protection. 


Berkeley-street Bridge (over Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. 
eee sie CEI CR 


This bridge has been reported for a number of years to be 
in a bad condition, and only such repairs as seemed abso- 
lutely necessary have been made. By continuing this policy, 
it is probable that this bridge can be made to last until the 
changes incident to the new southern railroad terminal ren- 
der a bridge at this point unnecessary. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Bridle Path in Riverway). 
‘This is a semicircular masonry arch of 88 feet 4 inches 


span. It was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Bernier-street Foot-bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 52 feet span and 14. 
feet rise. It was built in 1893 by the Park Departments of 
Boston and Brookline, and is maintained jointly by them. 


Berwick-park Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, N. Y., 
NV a cht. ye 


~ This is an iron foot-bridge, erected in 1894. The iron 
stairs and piers were new, but the trusses and floor-beams 
were those built for Franklin street in 1883. It has been 
painted during the year and is in good condition. 
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Blakemore-street Bridge (over Providence Division, N. Fi 
N. H. §& H. R.R.). 
This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82. It should be 
painted and the woodwork repaired. 


Bolton-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. The sidewalks 
and deck should be renewed and the fences should be re- 
paired and painted. 


Boylston-street Arch Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This is a stone arch bridge, built in 1881. It is in good 
condition. 


Boylston-street Bridge (over Boston ¢ Albany h.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1886-88. It is now in 
good condition. 


Bridle-path Bridge, in the Riverway (over Muddy Rvwer). 


This is a masonry bridge of three arches; the central arch 
is elliptical in form, with a span of 30 feet and a rise of 9 
feet 6 inches; the side arches are semicircular, 15 feet in 
diameter. It was built in 1894 and is maintained by the 
Park Department. It is in good condition. | 


Broadway Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1869-71, and the 
draw and its foundation were rebuilt in- 1874-75. The 
bridge was temporarily strengthened in 1893, to allow elec- 
tric cars to use it. The woodwork on the draw has been 
renewed, the lower part of the draw and the iron columns 
under the centre of the draw have been painted, repairs have 
been made on the deck of the bridge and the draw pier, and 
other general work has been done. 

The sidewalks and the lower planking on the main bridge 
and on the Foundry-street span need repairs, and the draw 
foundation should be pointed. The piers and fender-guards 
need renewal. The draw and draw foundation are in good 
condition.

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Broadway Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1880-81. An examina- 
tion of this bridge was made in October, 1895, in conse- 
quence of which a report was sent to the Street Department 
recommending that the ironwork below the floor be painted 
at once. Nothing, however, has been done as yet toward 
carrying out this recommendation. If this bridge is to be 
kept in service after the new railroad terminals are com- 
pleted, the ironwork under the floor should be cleaned and 
painted without further delay. The fence on this bridge is 
in poor condition, and should be repaired as recommended in 
the reports for the past two years. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1884. It is now in good 
condition. 


Brookline-avenue Bridge (over Muddy River, in the River- 
WAY ). 
This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1892 by the Park Departments of Boston and 
Brookline, and is maintained by them jointly. 


Byron-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach §& Lynn 
RR. ). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1889. A new spruce 
deck has been put on the bridge. The sidewalk and bulk- 
heads need repairing, and the fence should be painted. 


Cambridge-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. It was rebuilt 
in 1884; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The draw pier is 
too short to accommodate the larger class of vessels that the 
widening of the draw-way allows to pass through the bridge. 
A new boat, a buoy, and a better house should be provided 
at this bridge; the fender-guard, pier, water-way and stone 
abutment need repairing. The deck of the bridge is old and 
needs repairing. 


Canal or Craigie’s Bridge. 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw. The city pays one-half the cost of maintenance. The 


\ 
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bridge was originally built in 1808, was rebuilt in 1852, and _ 
again rebuilt and widened in 1874. The bridge is in the 
care of a commission, consisting of one commissioner from 
Boston and one from Cambridge. The down-stream wing 
on the water-way has been rebuilt with new piles and plank ; 
the down-stream end of the draw-pier has been strengthened 
and minor repairs have been made. The sidewalks, sidewalk 
bulkheads and fencing are poor and need rebuilding in part ; 
additional stringers are needed near the draw, and some pile 
work is needed at the Cambridge end; the roadway should 
be repaved; the draw is old and needs extensive repairs. — 


Castle-Island foot-bridge (from Marine Park to Castle 
Island). 


This is a temporary foot-bridge, built in 1892, and is main- 
tained by the Park Department. It connects the Marine 
park with Castle Island, and is furnished with a draw, so 
that if desired: by the United States authorities, the island 
can be cutoff fromthe shore. The fences have been painted ; 
the draw should be adjusted, and minor repairs are needed 
on the flooring; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. 


Central-avenue Bridge (over Neponset River, Dorchester 
Lower Mills). 


This is an iron bridge, and was built in 1876. The city 
maintains the part within its limits. The woodwork of this 
bridge is in very poor condition, and the previous recommen- 
dation is repeated that the bridge be stripped and painted, the 
woodwork renewed, and the abutment pointed. 


Charles-river Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. The 
present bridge was built in 1854-55; the draw was built in 
1870. The fence at the Boston end of the bridge needs 
repairing, and the paving on the roadway is poor; other- 
wise the main bridge is in fair condition; the piers and the 
fender-guard are in very poor condition. 


Charlesgate (in Back Bay Fens, over Boston Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1881-82, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. It is in good condition. 
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Chelsea Bridge (over Boston & Maine R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built by the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road Company in 1894, and is over the railroad location. 
The surface of the bridge is maintained by the city; the 
remainder by the railroad company. It is in good condition. 


Chelsea Bridge North (over North Channel Mystic River). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The original 
structure was built in 1802-3. The piles under the main 
bridge were driven in 1880. ‘The upper part of the bridge, 
the draw and draw foundation were built in 1895. - 

The old fender-guard is in poor condition. The draw 
should be painted, the concrete walk resurfaced, and the 
water-way on the piers should be repaired. 


Chelsea Bridge South (over South Channel, Mystic River). 


This is a pile bridge, with an iron draw. The original 
bridge was built in 1802-3. The piles of the present bridge 
were driven, and the draw was ‘built in 1877. That part 
of the bridge above the girder caps was rebuilt at a higher 
erade, and the draw was raised in 1895. The iron fence 
near the house needs painting, and the fender-guards are in 
poor condition ; otherwise the bridge is in good condition. © 


Chelsea-street Bridge (from East Boston to Chelsea). 
This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron swing draw; 
the original bridge was built in 1834; was rebuilt in 1848, 
18738, and again in 1894-95. ‘The bridge should be painted, 
and the curbs need to be aligned; otherwise the bridge is in 
good condition. 


Cireuit-drive Bridge (over Scarboro’ Pond, in Franklin 
Park). 
This is an elliptical masonry arch of 30 feet span and 6 feet 


3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained by 
the Park Department. 


Columbus-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is am iron bridge, built in 1876-77. The ironwork 
below the floor is very rusty and should be thoroughly cleaned 
and painted. 
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Commercial Point or Tenean Bridge (Dorchester). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The present bridge was built in 1875. The draw is old and 
should be rebuilt; and the draw machinery should be re- 
paired. The bulkhead at the Boston end is in a dangerous 
condition. 


Commonwealth-avenue Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1881-82, and is in 
good condition. 


Congress-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron turn-table draw 
on a stone foundation, and was built in 1874-75. The deck 
of the bridge and the sidewalks have been repaired in places; 
the fence and drawhouse have been painted, and the machinery 
has been repaired. The sidewalks and parts of the floormg 
of the bridge are in very poor condition and need immediate 
repairs. The draw should be raised in order to relieve the 
excessive wear on the wheels and tracks; the paving should 
be repaired and the top of pier should be rebuilt. The bridge ' 
will soon be widened 20 feet at the Boston end, and filled 
solid as far as the harbor line; as soon as Summer-street 
bridge is built, which will probably be in about eighteen 
months, this bridge should be rebuilt; in the meantime it 
should be watched very carefully. 3 


Cornwall-street Bridge (over Stony Brook, West Roxbury). 


This is a small wooden bridge, built in 1892. It is in good 
condition. 


Cottage Farm Bridge (over B. g A. R.R., Brighton). 
This is a steel bridge, built in 1895-96. (See page 145.) 


Cottage-street Foot-bridge (over Flats, East Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, built in 1889, for foot travel 
only. Some of the piles are commencing to decay; several 
pieces of cross bracing have been carried off by the ice, and 
should be replaced; others that are soft and split at the ends 
should be refastened or replaced. The flooring is poor in a 
number of places and should be patched, and the fence rails, 
near the ends of the bridge, should be renewed; otherwise 
the bridge is in good condition. 
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Dartymouth-street Bridge (over B. § A. RR. and Providence 
Divesion, Voy aN, Het H. Ro.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1878-79. It should be 
stripped and thoroughly cleaned and painted this year. The 
underplanking is poor and should be renewed. The network 
of wires which disfigure the bridge should be taken down. 


Dorchester-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division, N. Y., 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1869. It is principally 
maintained by the railroad company, and was repaired and put 
in fair condition in 1893. During the past year a 16-in. 
water pipe was placed under the southerly sidewalk and all 
iron work exposed at the time, was cleaned and painted. 


Dover-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This was originally a wooden pile bridge, built in 1805, 
rebuilt in 1858-59, and again in 1876. In 1893-94, upon 
the abolition of the grade crossing of the Old Colony Rail- 
road, the present iron structure resting on masonry piers was 
built. The bridge is in good condition. Portions of the 
foundation of the old draw on the Boston side were allowed 
to remain at the time the present bridge was built, and they 
present a very unsightly appearance and should be removed. 


Ellicott-Arch Bridge (in Franklin Park). 
This is a semicircular masonry arch of 17 feet 6 inches 
span. It was built in 1889, and is maintained by the Park 
Department. 


Essez-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw, and was origi- 
nally built in 1850; the draw was rebuilt in 1891. The 
main bridge has been rebuilt above the piles. (See p. 146.) 


Everett-street Bridge (over B. § A. R.R., Brighton). 


This is an iron bridge built in 1891 by the Boston & 
Albany railroad. It is in good condition and needs only 
minor repairs to some of the woodwork. 
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Federal-street Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). , 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile tron 
draw, and was rebuilt in 1891-92. The drawhouse has. been 
painted, and general repairs have been made. The sidewalks 
need repairing and the fence needs painting ; otherwise it is 
in good condition. 


Fen Bridge (in Back Bay Fens). 
This bridge was built in 1891-92. It is in good con- 


dition. 


Ferdinand-street Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1892. The lower planking 
is poor, should be renewed and the iron work below the floor 
cleaned and painted. 


Forest Hills Entrance Bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This bridge was built in 1894-95. It is maintained by 
the Park Department and is in good condition. 


Gold-street Bridge (over New England R.R.). 


This bridge was built in 1895, replacing a foot-bridge 
which was built in 1890. The bridge is not open to travel 
as the ramps have not yet been built; the fence is already 
daubed and cut, and the bridge is dirty and should be 
cleaned. The outside girders should be painted; the walls 
need a little pointing. 


Granite Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. 
The city maintains the part within its limits. The bridge 
was originally built in 1837. The sidewalk and the up-river 
pier need replanking; the abutment should be repaired and 
the fence on the draw should be painted and the flap-hinge 
should be relocated. 


Harvard Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This is an iron bridge with an iron turn-table draw, and 
was built in 1887-91. The bridge is in the care of two 
‘ommissioners, one appointed from Boston and one from 
Cambridge, and the expense of maintenance is borne equally 
by each city. The roadway has been sheathed during the 
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past year, and one-half of the asphalt sidewalk has been 
renewed by the Contractor who originally put it down, in 
_ compliance with his guarantee. The Contractor who put 
down the other half of the sidewalk should be required to 
make his work equally good before the time-limit of his 
guarantee expires. A small amount of painting of the iron 
work of the bridge has been done during the past year, but 
until the whole bridge is thoroughly painted it cannot be 
said to be in first class condition. 


Huntington-avenue Bridge (over Boston ¢ Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1872, and in 1876— 
77 the abutments were rebuilt, and the bridge widened by the 
addition of two new girders. During the past year the 
floormg of the bridge has been entirely rebuilt and made to 
conform to the new grade of the street, parapets have been 
raised and new asphalt sidewalks built. The old girder on 
the centre line of the westerly sidewalk was moved to the 
easterly sidewalk and two new plate girders put in under 
the westerly sidewalk. This change was made necessary 
because of the new 42-inch water-pipe which was carried 
across the bridge on this side. ‘The new girders were built 
by the Boston Bridge Works, under a contract dated Nov. 9, 
1895, and the work of moving the old girder was done by the 
same company ; the total cost being $2,646.99. The contract 
for the woodwork and for changes in stonework was made 
_ with W. L. Miller, dated April 11,1896, and amounted to 
$4,358. The new sidewalks were built by the Boston 
Asphalt Company at a cost of $635.25. The cleaning and 
painting of the girders was done by the Bridge Division of 
the Street Department. 


Irvington street Foot-bridge (over Providence Division, N. Y., 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1892. It has been 
painted during the past year and is now in good condition. 


[-street Bridge (over Reserved Channel, South Boston). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron retractile draw. 
It was built in 1892. The interior of the house and a part 
of the draw beneath the roadway have been painted. ‘The 
entire bridge should be painted during the coming season ; 
otherwise it is in good condition. 
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Leverett-pond Foot-bridge (in Leverett Park). 


This is a segmental masonry arch of 24 feet span and 5 feet 
5 inches rise. It was built in 1894, and is maintained by the 
Park Department. 


Leyden-street Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
Rh.R.). 


_ There is an iron bridge, builtin 1889. The flooring of the 
roadway and sidewalks needs renewing, and the bridge should 
be painted. 


Linden Park-street Bridge (over Stony Brook). 


This is a wooden bridge, built in 1887. The sidewalk 
planking is very thin and should be renewed, and the entire 
bridge painted. 


Longwood-avenue Bridge (from Roxbury to Brookline). 


This is a wooden bridge, supported by wooden posts, and 
was built in 1877. The portion of the bridge maintained by 
the City of Boston is not in a safe condition, the under- 
planking is so rotten that the strength of the floor depends 
almost entirely on the condition of the sheathing. This 
bridge should be closed to team travel or restricted to very 
hght loads.* 


Malden Bridge (from Charlestown to Everett). 


The present structure was built in i875, and the draw in 
1892. Only general repairs have been made. The bridge 
is in poor condition, and should be rebuilt. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Boston & Albany R.N.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It was thoroughly 
repaired in 1895, with the exception of the wooden fences. 
These fences are now in very poor condition and should be 
rebuilt. . The bridge will then be in good condition through- 
out. 


Massachusetts-avenue Bridge (over Providence Division, 
LV aN NG: Ho dHl, stations 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1876. It has been painted 
during the past year and is now in good condition. 


* This bridge was closed to travel, April 22, 1897. 
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Mattapan Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is an 
old iron bridge and is in a dangerous condition, and it should 
be replaced by a stone bridge. 


Meridian-street Bridge (from Kast Boston to Chelsea). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a wooden turn-table 
draw on a pile foundation. The original structure was built 
in 1858. It was rebuilt soon afterwards, and was widened 
and rebuilt in 1884, excepting the draw, which was built in 
1875-76. The chords and fences of the draw have been 
rebuilt and the deck repaired. The draw is now moved by 
electricity, and is lighted by incandescent electric lights. 
The draw and the fences have been painted, the concrete 
sidewalks resurfaced, and repairs have been-made on the 
fender-guards and water-ways. The draw and its bearings 
need adjustment. The stringers on the main bridge, near the 
draw, need strengthening and the water-ways need further 
repairing. (See page 146.) 


Milton Bridge (from Dorchester to Milton). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure is very old. It was widened in 1871-72. The 
older part of this bridge was built of stone, and the widen- 
ing is an. iron structure on stone columns. ‘The sidewalks 
need repairs; otherwise the bridge is in fair condition. 


Mt. Washington-avenue Bridge (over Fort Point Channel). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw. It was 
built in 1854, and rebuilt in 1870-71; this bridge is in poor 
condition. It has the only draw of importance in the city that 
is moved by hand power; the draw-pier is in poor condition 
and is so low that it is covered with water at every high 
course of tides. The pavement, concrete sidewalks, sidewalk 
flooring on the draw and the fender-guards are in poor con- 
dition and need early attention. The water-ways are out of 
repair, and the draw should be adjusted so it can be re- 
versed. This bridge should be rebuilt; as the building of 
Dorchester avenue extension will necessitate the rebuilding 
of part of it, the opportunity should be taken of rebuilding 
the whole bridge. 
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Neponset Bridge (from Dorchester to Quincey). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. The origi- 
nal structure was built in 1802, and the present one in 
1877. The draw is too heavy to be handled by hand, and 
should be replaced by a turn-table draw. A new sidewalk 
was built last year. The arrangement of the rails and trolley 
wires on the draw for the street cars is very poor and should 
be remedied at once, and the cars should not be allowed to 
shoot across the draw. New oak headers are needed at the 
ends of the draw and the latches should be repaired; the 
piers need extensive repairs ; the draw should be painted and 
the machinery adjusted. 


Neptune-road Bridge (over Boston, Revere Beach § Lynn 
Belt). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1887-88, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. The bridge is in good condition, 
except the roadway plank which should be renewed. 


Newton-street Bridge (over Providence Division, N. Y., N. H. 
fi Hey. 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1872. It is in good con- 
dition, excepting the concrete sidewalks, which should be 
resurfaced. 


North Beacon-street Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its limits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with a wooden leaf draw. The original 
structure was built in 1822, and the present one in 1884. 
‘The flooring on the pier is in poor condition, and the side- 
walk plank needs renewal. An old unused telephone pole 
on the bridge should be removed. ' 


North Harvard-street Bridge (from Brighton to Cam- 
bridge). , 

The city maintains the part within its limits. This bridge 
was originally built in 1662, and was rebuilt, except the 
piling, in 1879; the draw was built m 1891. The abut- 
ment, piling, roadway plank and fence are in poor condition. 
The abutment and main bridge should be rebuilt. 


\ 
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Prison Point Bridge (from Charlestown to Cambridge). 


The city pays one-half of the cost of maintenance. This 
bridge was originally built in 1833, and the present struct- 
ure was built in 1876-77. It is a wooden pile bridge, with 


- an iron leaf draw. The bridge is in the care of commis- 


sioners, consisting of one commissioner from Boston and one 
from Cambridge. It is in poor condition. Only ordinary 
repairs have been made on the bridge. The draw, machinery, 
hinges and the woodwork on main bridge near the channel 
need thorough repairing; the top of the pier and the faces of 
the water-way also need repairing; this bridge will probably 
be rebuilt within a couple of years, owing to the abolishing 
of the grade crossing of the Boston & Maine Railroad. 


Public Garden Foot-bridge. 


This is an iron bridge. It was built in 1867, and was 
thoroughly repaired in 1887. 


Scarboro’ Pond Foot-bridge (in Franklin Park). 


This is an elliptical masonry arch of 40 feet span and 8 
feet 3 inches rise. It was built in 1893, and is maintained 
by the Park Department. 


Shawmut-avenue Bridge (over Boston § Albany R.R.). 


This is an iron bridge, built in 1871. The girders over 
the main tracks of the railroad are very: badly corroded, and 
unless this portion of the bridge is cleaned and painted very 
soon it will be impossible to continue heavy traffic over it. The 
girders on the outer edges of the sidewalks are covered by a 
cast-iron parapet which has not been removed since the 
bridge was built; portions of this covering should be re- 
moved so that a thorough examination can be made of the 
condition of the iron in these girders. 


Spring-street Bridge (from West Roxbury to Dedham). 


This is a stone bridge. The city maintains the part with- 
in its limits. It is in good condition. 


Stony-brook Bridge (Back Bay Fens). 


This is an ornamental brick arched bridge, with stone 
facings, built in 1891-92, and maintained by the Park De- 
partment. It is in good condition. 
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Swett-street Bridges (over South Bay Sluices). 


These are wooden bridges, built in 1875, as temporary 
structures; they are in poor condition and extensive repairs 
should be made on them this year. . 


Tremont-street Bridge (over Muddy River). 


This is a semicircular masonry arch of 15 feet span. It 
was built in 1893, and is maintained by the Park Depart- 
ments of Boston and Brookline. 


Warren Bridge (from Boston to Charlestown). 


This is a wooden pile bridge, with a double retractile iron 
draw. The present structure was built in 1883-84. Two 
new trucks and twelve new wheels have replaced old ones, 
and general repairs have been made. The lower planking on 
the draw needs renewal, the fender guards need rebuilding, 
the concrete sidewalks need resurfacing, and repairs are 
needed on the track stringers, water-way, fence, piers, road- 
way paving and engines. 


West Boston Bridge (from Boston to Cambridge). 


This bridge is in the care of two commissioners, one from 
Boston and one from Cambridge. The city pays one-half of 
the cost of maintenance. This is a wooden pile bridge, with 
a wooden turn-table draw. The bridge was originally built 
in 1792-93, was rebuilt in 1854, and repaired in1871. This 
is an old, weak bridge, and is in an unsafe condition, and 
should be rebuilt. This bridge, and Canal and Prison Point 
bridges are in the care of the same commission, and are kept 
in usable condition only by constant care. The bridge has 
been strengthened by driving ninety-two piles and the addi- 
tion of twelve girder caps and forty-one stringers, and the 
ordinary repairs have been made. 


West Fourth-street Bridge (over Old Colony Division 
NGOYy NCHS eae a 


In 1893-94 the grade crossing of the Old Colony Railroad 
on this street was abolished and an iron bridge built, ex- 
tending from the end of Dover-street bridge at the South 
Boston side of Fort Point channel to the easterly line of 
Foundry street. The bridge is in good condition, except the 
sheathing of the northerly roadway which should be renewed.

The entire wearing surface of this bridge is covered with 
spruce plank, and to maintain it in a satisfactory condition it 
will be necessary to replank it at least once a year. ‘The 
expense of this work must be borne by the city. 


West Rutland-square Foot-bridge (over Providence Divi- 
sion, N. Y., N. H. § H. R.R.). 


This is an iron foot-bridge, built in 1882. New stair- 
treads have been put down and the bridge painted during the 
past year. The sidewalks in Rutland square at the foot of 
the stairs have been put in good condition. 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Cambridge). 


The city maintains the part within its imits. The present 
bridge was built in 1879-80, and the drawin 1891. During 
the past summer the horse-cars, which were run over this 
bridge, were superseded by electric cars, necessitating the 
strengthening of the draw, to which three additional 
stringers were added. The main bridge should be rebuilt 
above the stringers; the piling, fender-guard, water-way and 
draw pier need repairing, and the draw pier needs lengthen- 
ing and the stringers at the rear of the draw-arms should be 
screw-bolted to the girder caps: 


Western-avenue Bridge (from Brighton to Watertown). 


The city maintains the part within its hmits. This is a 
wooden pile bridge, with an iron draw, and was rebuilt in 
1892-93. This bridge should be painted, the latches and 
bearings should be adjusted, and scupper holes should be 
made in the flooring of the foundation to drain the central 
portion. , 


Winthrop Bridge (from Breed’s Island to Winthrop). 


This is a pile bridge without a draw. It was originally 
built in 1839; it was rebuilt in 1851, and was extensively re- 
paired in 1870. ‘This is an old bridge, and is only in fair 
condition; the bulkhead at the Boston end needs repairing ; 
the caps need additional fastenings, and small repairs are 
needed on the fence and sidewalk. 


Bridges Wholly Supported by Railroad Corporations. 


The bridges over the Boston & Albany Railroad maintained 
by that company are in good or fair condition with the ex- 
ception of that on Washington street. Attention has been 
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called in the annual reports of this department for several 
years past, to the unsafe condition of the sidewalk girders of 
this bridge. It is understood that the railroad company will 
put in new girders this season. During the past year the 
bridge on Market street, Brighton, has been stripped and 
painted, new angle seats for the stringers put on and one new 
girder substituted for an old one which was badly corroded. 

Of the bridges maintained by the N. Y., N. H. & H. RR, 
that at Canterbury street has been entirely rebuilt during the 
year. The bridge now consists of two through plate girders 
64 feet 6 inches long over all, and 5 feet deep. The 
girders are spaced 24 feet apart on centres with two over- 
hanging sidewalks 8 feet wide. The stringers are 4 x 12 
inches hard pine and the. planking is a single course of 
38-inch hard pine. The bridge on Beech street has been 
strengthened to allow the street cars to pass over. Two new 
I-beams, 20 inches deep, have been placed under each line of 
rails. The bridge on Adams street has a new hard-pine floor, 
and has been painted. . 

The Norfolk-street bridge, over the New England Railroad, 
near Dorchester station, is a narrow bridge, in a dangerous 
condition ; and the bridge on Silver street needs repairing. 


SURVEYING DIVISION. 


The organization of the Surveying Division for the past 
year has remained practically the same as when placed in 
charge of the Street Commissioners, July 1, 1895; the 
number of employees engaged on the work being substantially 
unchanged. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the number of orders for 
street lines and grades attended to for builders and contract- 
ors is somewhat smaller than for the preceding year, fully as 
much work has been accomplished, for the volume of work 
has increased in other directions, principally for the Paving 
Division of the Street Department. The Superintendent of 
Streets, early in the season, made the request that all street 
lines and grades given for the construction of artificial stone 
sidewalks be tested after the contractor had completed the 
work, and a report made, certifying that the sidewalk had 
been laid at the proper grade and on the correct line. This 
made it necessary for a surveying party to go to the street a 
second time, practically doing the work over twice. This is 
considered to be quite important, however, as a number of 
sidewalks have been found to be constructed at slightly 
different lines and grades than those originally given. As

13,471 square yards of artificial stone sidewalks have been 
Jaid during the year, for which street lines and grades have 
been given, it is obvious that the increase in this particular 
line of work has been considerable. 

Some of the more important plans for new streets, where 
accurate surveys of takings and profiles showing proposed 
grades have been made, are given in the following list, a 
complete table, classified under the several districts, being 
given in Appendix C. 

Cove street, plan and profile, from Summer street to 
Kneeland street, 100 feet wide, showing takings from estates, 
owners’ names, grades, etc. 

Summer-street extension, plan and profile, from Purchase 
street to Fort Point channel, 100 feet wide, showing takings 
from estates, owners’ names, grades, etc. 

Dorchester-avenue extension, plan and profile, over Federal- 
street bridge to Summer-street extension, showing takings, 
grades, etc. 

(In making the above plans of streets to be laid out 
around the new Southern Station it was necessary to survey 
some forty-eight estates, look up fifty-two titles in the 
Registry of Deeds, and devote considerable time to the 
question of grades shown in detail on the several profiles. ) 


Congress street, from Atlantic avenue to Fort Point 
channel. 

Bulfinch place, from Bowdoin street to Bulfinch street. 

Trinity place, from Dartmouth street to St. James avenue. 

Peterborough street, from Back Bay Fens to Brookline 
avenue. 

Maryinal-street extension, East Boston. 

Reservoir lot, Thomas Park, South Boston. 

Atherton-street extension, Roxbury. 

Ruggles-street extension, Roxbury. 

Alexander street, Dorchester. 

Fairmount street, Dorchester. 

Martin street, West Roxbury. 

Tremont street, Brighton, from Oak square to the Newton 
line. 

Brooks-street extension, under the Boston and Albany rail- 


_ road at Faneuil. 


In addition to the above, several correct surveys have been 
made of estates where the Street Commissioners have taken 
land for school purposes; the two most important being the 
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Prince-street lot, showing six estates, and the Chambers- 
street lot, showing fourteen estates or parts of estates. 

A plan, showing nine different estates, lying north of 
Seaver street, with several blue prints of same, was made for 
the Park Commissioners. 

Among the many approximate plans made during the year 
may be mentioned those of : — 


Charlestown street, showing proposed widening from 
Causeway street to Haymarket square. 

Dorchester-avenue extension, from Congress street, north, 
to Atlantic avenue. | 

Rutherford-avenue extension, over Bow street to City 
square, Charlestown. 

Preble street, from Dorchester avenue to East Ninth 
street, showing proposed widening and extension. 


Several plans and profiles were made in connection with 
the abolishment of the grade crossings at South street, 
La Grange street and Spring street, West Roxbury. 

Plans and profiles of Bowdoin street, between Beacon 
street and Derne street, of Ashburton place, from Bowdoin 
street to Somerset street, and of Somerset street, from Beacon 
street to Howard street, with proposed extension of same to 
Court street, were made with a view to cutting down the 
grades of the above three streets. 

Several plans, showing the proposed increase in the terri- 
tory now contained in the market limits, were made for 
hearings given by the Street Commissioners. 

A map, showing the location of all the electric lights in 
Boston, scale 800 feet to an inch, was made during the 
month of October; also a plan, scale 200 feet to an inch, with 
all electric lights located north of Dover and Berkeley streets.

Street lines and grades, both for foundations and finished 
work, have been given during the year for many prominent 
buildings, among the more important being: Brazer build- 
ing, corner of State street and Devonshire street; Steinert 
Hall, Boylston street, corner of Carver street; Hotel Tou- 
raine, corner of Boylston street and Tremont street ; Sudbury 
building, Sudbury street and Hawkins street; Trinity court, 
on Dartmouth street and Trinity place; the Marlborough, 
at the corner of Massachusetts avenue and Marlboro’ street; 
Windemere terrace, on Boylston street, near and west of 
Massachusetts avenue ; the Inverness, at the corner of Beacon 
street and Aberdeen street; and the seven-story building on 
Bulfinch place, corner of Bulfinch street. 
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Outside work was continued up to the middle of the 
month of December. Since that time the several surveying 
parties have been engaged, making assessment plans for the 
Street Commissioners, and for the Paying ‘Division of 
the Street Department, sewer assessment plans, indexing 
survey and level notes, plots, calculations, etc. 

A general index to survey notes, from Jan. 1, 1881, to 
July 1, 1895, has been prepared during the past year, alpha- 
betically arranged in card catalogue form. This index is now 
being type written, and when finished will furnish the office 
with a complete index, contained in four volumes, all survey 
notes from the establishment of the City Surveyor’s office to 
the time of its consolidation with the Engineering Depart- 
ment.

How STREET LINES OFTEN BECOME IRREGULAR. 


Every year there are many buildings erected on public 
streets for which no application is made to this office for 
lines and grades, contractors and builders frequently assum- 
ing the line, and often encroaching into the streets with 
steps, bays, porticos, etc. ‘The surveyors are constantly 
watching for such encroachments ; but it sometimes happens 
that buildings are nearly completed before reports of en- 
croachments are made. It would seem as though some law 
or an ordinance, should be passed, compelling builders and 
contractors to apply for street lines and grades before they 
obtain permission to build. 

There are many important streets that have no officially 
established lines, and that have become public, either 
through official action of the Selectmen, the Board of 
Aldermen and the Board of Street Commissioners, or by 
prescription. In the city proper, north of Dover and 
Berkeley streets, there are some three hundred and thirty 
public streets; about one hundred and fifty of these have 
no fixed or officially established lines, and fifty have such 
lines only upon one side or for a part of their length.

The importance of fixed official lines as a result of correct 
surveys is obvious, when the numerous encroachments of 
builders and contractors upon the public highways are con- 
sidered. Such important thoroughfares as Court street, part 
of Sudbury street, that part of Washington street between 
Cornhill and Milk street, Hanover street on the north-west 
side, Portland street on the westerly side, parts of North 
street, are all instances of streets for which no fixed lines 
have ever been established. 

Lines of occupation by old buildings have been given for 
the erection of new ones without regard for the uniformity 
of line for the entire street, and many of the encroachments 
made by the old structures thus continued. Early in 1875 
a book was opened in the office of the City Surveyor for a 
record of encroachments. Since that time some one hun- 
dred and eighty encroachments of buildings, steps, porticos, 
ete., into the public highways have been entered in it. 
These are, without doubt, but a small part of what have 
occurred, merely those that have come to the notice of the 
employees in the office. It is certain that if these street 
lines could be definitely fixed, and the builders and contract- 
ors compelled by the authority of a statute or an ordinance 
to obtain them before permits to build are issued, the jogs 
and irregularities now existing in and defacing many of the 
public streets would gradually disappear, and before many 
years the building fronts upon estates would be greatly 
improved from the resulting regularity. Estate owners as 
well as the public would benefit by this. Official street 
lines could be given on any property upon request to the 
city for them. Frequent delays in the improvement of real 
estate are caused by the time required to settle upon dis- 
puted questions as to the lines of bounding streets. The 
uncertain standing of many street lines has, undoubtedly, 
been also a cause of the loss of considerable land in the 
estimation of areas for purposes of taxation.

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TrRuE MERIDIAN LINE. 


Acting under the requirements of chapter 286 of the Acts 
of 1870, the Board of Aldermen, under date of Nov. 21, 
1870, passed an order authorizing the City Surveyor to 
erect monuments for the purpose of establishing the true 
meridian line for Suffolk County, and Oct. 2, 1871, directed 
the City Surveyor to keep in his office a book which should 
contain a record of the location of said line, and in which all 
Jand surveyors should enter, at least once a year, the varia- 
tions of their compasses and other surveying instruments. 
A State Commissioner had, under the provisions of section 
6 of the aforesaid act, already been appointed, and, after con- 
sultation with him, a suitable locality was decided upon, and 
three granite posts placed on the southerly portion of the 
parade ground on Boston Common. These posts were placed 
200 feet apart; they are eighteen inches square at the base, 
one foot square at the top, eight feet long, and firmly set in 
a bed of concrete, with tops just below the surface of the 
ground, each covered with a North River flagstone, about 
three feet square, set even with the surface of the ground, 
and having a hole in the centre of each, so arranged that the 
top of each post is easily accessible. Covering the top of 
each post or monument is a piece of metal about eight inches 
in diameter, on which are cut two fine intersecting lines 
forming a cross and indicating the four cardinal points 
marked by the letters N.S. E. W. The line running through 
these intersection points in the three monuments is the true 
North and South meridian for Suffolk County. 

During the year 1895, owing to the large amount of gravel 
and other material taken from the subway and placed on the 
parade ground, it was found impossible to get at these monu- 
ments and read the magnetic variations for the several instru- 
ments used in this department, and as it was the intention 
to fill this part of the Common to the extent of several feet, 
‘+ was feared that these meridian posts would be buried 
beyond reach. 

The matter was called to the attention of the Subway 
Engineer, and the Transit Commission caused to be built 
around each monument a brick enclosure from five to seven 
feet high, large enough to enable a man to descend through 
a large manhole, thus preserving the posts for the future use 
of all surveyors of this county. 

The several transits now in use in this office have recently 
been taken to the Common, the magnetic variation read and 
a record made of the same in the book on file for that pur- 
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pose in this office. The average variation of the needle-for 
all the instruments in the office is 12° 5’ west from true 
meridian. A plan, showing in detail the construction of the 
original monuments, is on file in this office, in Vol. 36, page

PERAMBULATION OF BOUNDARY LINES. 


Section 3 of chapter 27 of the Public Statutes requires 
that “There shall be a perambulation of town lines, and they 
shall be run and the marks renewed, once in every five years, 
by two or more of the selectmen of each town, or by such 
substitutes as they in writing appoint for that purpose. 
After every such renewal the proceedings shall be recorded 
in the records of the respective towns.” 

In compliance with the requirements of this act, the Board 
of Aldermen, under date of Feb. 10, 1896, passed an order 
authorizing the perambulation of the several boundary lines 
between Boston and the adjoining cities and towns, and 
appointed a committee, consisting of three members of the 
Board the City Clerk, and City Engineer, to attend to the 
matter. No plan or note book was found recorded that 
would give the exact location of each bound, the description 
filed in the City Clerk’s office giving only the distances 
between the monuments and the directions of the lines, so 
that early in the year and preliminary to the visitation a 
photograph was made of each stone bound, small maps were 
prepared, showing the location of every monument ; the correct 
dimensions of all stone bounds, standing above the surface of 
the ground, were recorded in survey note books, B 439 
(Revere); B 448 (Everett and Somerville) ; B 446 (Newton 
and Brookline); B 445 (Brookline, Dedham and Hyde 
Park); B 435 (Hyde Park); and each monument numbered. 
The photographs and small maps, 132 in all, were prepared 
in duplicate, and pasted into two books, one of which accom- — 
panied the report of the committee, and is filed in the office 
of the City Clerk, the other in the hbrary of the Engineering 
Department. 

The names of the cities and towns visited, and the date of 
perambulation is herewith given: Revere, May 20, 1896; 
Everett, May 20, 1896; Somerville, May 20, 1896 ; Newton, 
May 22, 1896 ; Brookline, May 27, 1896; Dedham, June 8, 
1896; Hyde Park, June 3, 1896.

At the West Roxbury pumping-station the daily average 
quantity pumped was 253,200 gallons, an increase of 41.3 
per cent over the amount pumped in the previous year. At 
the East Boston pumping-station 483,000 gallons per day 
have been pumped for the supply of the high-service dis- 
trict, and 57,600 gallons per day for the Breed’s Island high- 
Service. Owing to the non-completion of the 36-inch high- 
service line through Roxbury, it was necessary to maintain 
the pumping plant on Blue Hill Avenue and Wayne Street 
during the year, and to keep it in constant service. 
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Mystic LAKE. 


On Jan. 1, 1896, the water surface was .96 feet below 
high water; waste was then occurring over the dam and 
continued until May 2, excepting the period between Jan- 
uary 9 and 24. 

The water surface, which on May 2 was at grade 6.75, 
gradually fell, reaching its lowest point on September 5; 
the water surface being at grade — 3.26, or 10:26 feet below 
high water. 

Filling gradually from September 5, it reached grade 6.40 
on December 12. Waste occurred over stop-planks on dam 
from December 10 to 25; from Jan. 6 to 11, 1897, and from 
Jan. 22 to 24, 1897. On Feb. 1, 1897, the water surface 
was at grade 5.85. The fishway was opened on April 15, 
and was kept open until June 12, when it was closed, and 
remained so during the rest of the year. The dam at the 
outlet of the lake is in good condition.

DISTRIBUTION. 


On the Cochituate Works 33.8 miles of pipe were laid and 
9.8 miles abandoned, making a net increase of 24 miles 
and a total of 620 miles now connected with the system. 
Early in the spring a 16-inch high service main was laid 
from Upham’s Corner to Thomas Park by way of Boston, 
Dorchester and Telegraph streets, affording an additional 
supply for the South Boston high service district and making 
the reservoir on Thomas Park, which the city contemplated 
taking for a high school site, no longer necessary. The 
length of pipe laid was 8,491 feet, of which amount 3,667 
feet was laid by contract; this line is not yet in service and 
will be used only in an emergency. until the completion of 
the 36-inch, 30-inch and 20-inch mains through Roxbury and 
Dorchester. | 

The 24-inch low service main in Dorchester was extended 
from Dorchester avenue and East street, through Dorchester 
avenue and Adams street, a distance of 3,888 feet, all the 
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work being done by contract. This extension has increased 
the minimum head at the Lower Mills 7 feet, as shown in 
Table VI. <A further extension of this line to Milton Lower 
Mills should be made during the coming season. 

In June the 42-inch high service main was completed and 
placed in service; as shown on Table No. VI. the minimum 
head in the city proper was increased nearly 20 feet. -During 
the months of October and November it was decided to put 
the 48-inch high service main in Brookline out of service 
during the construction of a sewer by the town of Brook- 
line in Walnut street, in close proximity to the water pipe, 
the excavation for the sewer being largely in solid rock; the 
reduction in pressure and the consequent small consumption 
in gallons on the high service can be seen in Tables VI. and 
VIL., on pages 98, 94 and 95. In September, for the bet- 
ter protection of East Boston, in case of fire, and also to give 
an adequate supply for domestic use, a 20-inch low service 
main was laid from the corner of Brooks and Condor streets 
to Central square by way of Condor and Border streets, the 
length laid being 3,773 feet, of which amount 2,131 feet was 
laid by contract. ‘This line has increased the minimum head 
12 feet. During the coming season it is intended to extend 
the 20-inch pipe in Border street to Maverick street and to 
lay a 16-inch lne to Maverick square. 

In May of this year an 8-inch pipe, with Ward’s flexi- 
ble joints, was laid across Shirley gut to replace the two 
lines of similar pipe laid in 1870; the latter had been broken 
a number of times, and were entirely exposed to a blow from 
passing vessels on the Deer Island shore; as a matter of fact 
both were broken in this way before water was turned on 
the new line. The work was done, under contract, by George 
W. Townsend; the pipe was first jomted on the Winthrop 
shore, upon rollers, and was then hauled across the’ gut, 
empty oil barrels being lashed to it to facilitate the work ; 
it is laid in a trench, excavated six feet deep on each 
shore to low water mark; at that point the trench decreases 
in depth until it is one foot deep at the middle of the chan- 
nel. 

No trouble was experienced during the past winter with 
the service between the islands in the harbor; while the cold 
was severe at times, it was not long continued. ‘The precau- 
tion was taken of tapping the pipes on each island at high 
water mark; during a cold snap the temperature of the 
water in the pipes was taken daily at the different points 
established. In this way the exact conditions are known, 
and danger of freezing can probably be averted.

Sectional plans of the city proper on a scale of 50 feet to 
the inch are being prepared; they are based entirely upon 
actual surveys. 

The distributing mains connected with the Mystic Works 
have been extended 5.4 miles and 0.05 mile have been re- 
laid. The total length now in service is 184 miles. ‘There 
has been an increase of 253 in the number of hydrants con- 
nected with the Cochituate Works, making a total now in 
use of 6,711. On the Mystic Works 96 hydrants have been 
added, and the total now in use is 1,639; 2435 petitions for 
main pipe have been reported upon, and 64 contracts for 
rock excavation have been made. Various profiles have been 
made, levels taken and lines and grades furnished for the 
main pipe laying. All pipe laid has been located and plotted 
on the plans. 

Appended to this report will be found the usual tables of 
rainfall, consumption, etc., for the past year, and, in addition, 
tables are given of the rainfall, rainfall collected, and per- 
centage collected on the Cochituate water-shed since 18683, 
on the Sudbury river water-shed since 1875, and on the 
Mystic water-shed since 1878. These will be found valuable 
for future reference.

IMPROVED SEWERAGE. 


The work of extending the Improved Sewerage System 
has been continued as fast as the limited appropriation would 
admit, and the following is a brief review of the work done 
during the past year: —

The following is a report of the work done : — 


NEPONSET INTERCEPTING SEWERS. 


During the past year the intercepting sewers in Neponset 
have been completed and are now in operation. The sys- 
tem connects with the Dorchester intercepting sewer in 
Chickatawbut street at Narragansett street, from this point 
the sewers extend as follows: an 18-inch pipe, reinforced 
by concrete in Chickatawbut street and Neponset avenue to 
Walnut street; a 15-inch pipe, also reinforced in part by 
concrete, in Walnut street to Woods street; a 12-inch pipe 
in Frankhn, Fulton, and Ericcson streets to High street; an 
8-inch pipe in Ericcson street to Walnut street, connecting 
with the sewer in the latter street, about 433 feet of which 
it was necessary to relay at a higher grade. ‘The sewers 
built in Franklin, Fulton, and Ericsson streets are intended 
to serve aS common sewers, and slants have been built in 
them for that purpose. In Neponset avenue an 8-inch pipe 
sewer was laid on each side of the street; on the east side, 
between Walnut and Taylor streets and on the west side 
from Walnut to a point 20 feet beyond the track of the 
N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad. The length of sewers laid in 
the system are as follows : —

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Of this total 420 linear feet of 18-inch pipe was laid in 1895. 
The sewage from the common sewers is intercepted at three 
points, viz.: On Neponset avenue near Walnut street, on 
Walnut street at Wood street and on Ericsson street at High 
street; at each of these points a sump man-hole was built, 
with an overflow into the common sewer providing an ample 
outlet for storm water to the Neponset river; tide-gates, 
with suitable man-holes, were constructed on the common 
sewers where they serve as overflows. 


Mr. VERNON STREET OVERFLOW. 


After the completion of work at Neponset the improved 
sewerage force was engaged in building the Mt. Vernon 
street overflow; this overflow is from the Dorchester Inter- 
cepting Séwer, just before its junction with the main inter- 
cepting sewer in Mt. Vernon street; crossing over the main 
sewer it extends almost due north, about 500 linear feet to the 
edge of the marsh; it consists of 491 linear feet of wooden 
flume, 9 feet 8 inches, by 5 feet 2 inches ; 24 linear feet of brick 
chamber containing two pairs of wooden tide-gates, each 4 
feet 6 inches, by 4 feet 104 inches ; and, connecting with the 
Dorchester Intercepting Sewer, 56 linear feet of 7 feet by 7 
feet brick sewer, horseshoe shaped. This overflow is to 
relieve the lower portion of the Dorchester Intercepting 
Sewer in time of storm; it will not begin to operate until the 
intercepting sewer is flowing under a head of 0.86 feet ; under 
these conditions the overflow will prove unobjectionable. In 
December, 1896, the improved sewerage force which had been 
steadily employed since May, 1890, was disbanded, and the 
men transferred to different departments of the city.

PARK COMMISSIONERS. |] 


COMMONWEALTH AVENUE. 


Underground conduits for electric wires have been built by the 
Edison Electric Uluminating Company between Massachusetts 
avenue and Beacon street, and also on Charlesgate East and 
Charlesgate West, between Commonwealth avenue and Beacon 
street. 


THe FEns. 


The only work of construction done here during the year was 
the re-grading and re-surfacing the grounds and walks around 
the John Boyle O’Reilly monument. The area immediately 
around the monument has been covered with an artificial stone 
walk. 

Two small temporary boat-landings were built, one nearly 
opposite Westland entrance and one at Brookline avenue. 


RIvERWAY. 


The yard at the Administration Building has been inclosed by 
a wall on the side towards the park and by a fence on the line of 
the railroad. ‘The walks in the vicinity of the building have been 
surfaced and the plantations graded. The building was opened 
for the use of the public early in the season. 

On Audubon road, between the railroad and Beacon street, the 
Street Department has built sewers on each side of the road, and 
the gas and water-pipes have been laid. The surfacing of the 
road is now in progress. 

A temporary boat-landing was built near the gate-house at 
Brookline avenue. 


LEVERETT PARK. 


Three hundred and forty-four linear feet of 8-inch and 958 
linear feet of 18-inch drains have been built from near the junc- 
tion of Bynner street with the Parkway to Leverett pond. 
Catch-basins at this junction were built by the owners of the 
abutting land. 


JAMAICA PARK. 


A 6-inch sewer has been built from the Pine Bank Refectory 
to the sewer in Jamaicaway, near Perkins street, a distance of 
1,050 feet. 
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On December 14 a contract was made with F. A. Snow for 
grading the drive, walks and slopes on the westerly side of the 
park between Perkins street and Jamaicaway. This work is now 
in progress. 

The water-pipe from the pumping-station is nearly all laid, and 
the boilers and pumps should be repaired so that the plant can 
be used, 


ARBORWAY. 


The drive on the traffic road has been surfaced for a distance 
of 1,350 feet westerly from South street. : 

On December 1 a contract was made with Thomas F. Broderick 
for building a wall on the line between the Arborway and the 
Arboretum. The work is not yet completed. . 

The bridge over the Parkway on the line of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad, is nearly finished. This is a 
masonry structure of five arches, and makes an angle with the 
railroad of 63 degrees 3 seconds. The width of the bridge at right 
angles to the railroad is 69 feet. The southerly arch is over 
Morton street, and the northerly arch is over the traftic road on 
the northerly side of the Parkway. Each of these arches has a 
span of 41 feet 2 inches. The central arch has a span of 45 feet 
2 inches, and is over the Parkway drive. On each side of the 
central arch there is an arch of 23 feet 2 inches span, the north- 
erly one being over the bridle path and the southerly one over the 
promenade. The foundations rest upon beds of concrete, varying 
in thickness according to the character of the ground; all other 
masonry is of granite. The soffits of the arches and the parapets 
are fine pointed; all other exposed surfaces are quarry faced. 
The bridge is surmounted by a parapet 6 feet high on each side 
of the railroad. 

The bridge was built by the New York, New Haven & Hart- 
ford Railroad Company, after plans made by Messrs. Shepley, 
Rutan & Coolidge, architects. | 

The drive between Washington street and Forest Hills strect 
was opened to travel on August 2. 


ARNOLD ARBORETUM. 


A complete crusher plant has been established at the quarry 
on Bussey street, and the work of crushing stone for road con- 
struction and repair is now going on. 

On October 5 a contract was made with James Doonan for 
grading the road on the northerly side of Peters’ Hill, between 
the corner of Bussey and Walter streets and the corner of Bussey 
and South streets. This work will be completed early in the com- 
ing season. 

West Roxpury Parkway. 


A topographical survey of the portion of the Parkway between 
the Arboretum and Weld street has been made during the year. 
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FRANKLIN PARK. 


The new drive at Forest Hills entrance was finished and opened 
to travel on August 2. At the same time Ellicott street, the last 
of the old highways in the park, was closed. The walk through 
this entrance has been finished, and the gravel has been deposited 
on the ride, but some work remains to be done to complete the 
latter. 

At the Refectory the service drive from Blue Hill avenue to 
the service yard of the building has been built. A deep excava- 
tion for the drive and walls six feet high on each side of it were 
necessary. Steps on the path and walls on each side of the path, 
leading from Blue Hill avenue to the Refectory, have been built. 
The wall on the line of the road from Glen lane to the Refectory 


-has been completed; also a wall on the southerly side of Glen lane 


from the Refectory drive to Blue Hill avenue. 

The road to the Refectory and the court in front of the building 
have been surfaced, and the Pergola terrace has been covered with 
a temporary plank floor. 

A drain was laid from the building to Blue Hill avenue, but, 
as at the time the sewer had not been built in that part of the 
avenue, a temporary drain was built from the end of the drain to 
the sewer at Wales street. The sewer has since been built in 
the avenue, and the park drain permanently connected with it. 
Another drain has been built from the carriage shed to the sewer 
in Blue Hill avenue. A 6-inch water pipe was laid from Blue 
Hill avenue to the Refectory. 

The grading of the grounds in this vicinity has been nearly 
finished. The Refectory was opened on July 4. 


FRANKLIN FIELD. 


No construction work has been done during the year except to 
repair some of the turf which had become winter-killed. 

The Street Department has built a sewer on the southerly and 
easterly sides of the Field between the drainage ditch and the 
boundary line from Lyons street to Talbot avenue. 


DORCHESTERWAY. 


The Street Department has completed the sewers-on both sides 
of the Parkway, between Pond street and Dorchester avenue. 
The Water Department is now laying its pipes in this same 
section. 

Work was resumed in August on the surfacing of the driveway. 
The gutters have been paved, the catch-basins built, the Telford 
foundation laid, and most of it covered with crushed stone on the 
section between Pond street and Dorchester avenue. A large 
amount of rock has been excavated between Dorchester avenue 
and Buttonwood street. 
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THe STRANDWAY. 


Plans and specifications were prepared, and on June 4 a con- 
tract was made with Jones & Meehan for building the sea wall 
and grading that portion of the Strandway between O street and 
Marine Park, for the sum of $117,000. This work is now being 
done. 

On October 19 a contract was made with Hugh Farrell for 
filling and grading that portion of the Strandway between H and 
O streets. This work will require about 160,000 cubic yards of 
filling which is to be furnished for 47 cents per cubic yard. 
Work was begun early in November, and is now in progress. 

Plans have been prepared for the extension of the storm over- 
flow sewers at I and N streets. 

On December 1 a contract was made with James Dolan for. 
removing the surplus loam from the site of the proposed play- 
ground on M, First and Second streets, and piling the same on the 
Strandway for future use there. ‘The work is nearly finished. 


MARINE PARK. 


The new head-house was opened to the public on June 17, and 
the pier, which had been kept closed since the preceding winter 
on account of the work on the head-house, was opened on June 19. 

As stated in the last annual report some of the columns sup- 
porting the iron pier had been broken by the pressure of the 
filling forming the beach. Measurements taken at frequent 
intervals having shown that the movement of the columns had 
practically ceased it was decided to repair them. This was done 
in the following manner: Two rows of four-spruce piles each were 
driven, one on each side of the column, on lines parallel to the 
direction of the pier and as near the columns as was practicable. 
The pile-driver was placed on the floor of the pier. Each row 
was capped with a 12-inch hard pine timber. Other piles were 
driven, and the pier was temporarily supported on them by block- 
ing and by clamps around the column. The column then having 
been cut off at the proper grade, and about 14 feet of the part 
below the cut broken away it was swung into a vertical position 
by jack screws. Two courses of 6-inch hard pine timber, laid 
close, were then placed on the caps and spiked to them, and the 
column lowered on to a bed of cement on the platform. Three 
columns were treated in this manner. The grades of the platforms 
vary according to the grade of the ground, but they are such that 
the timber ean all be covered by the filling, and so no evidence of 
the injury be seen. The columns are 44 feet in diameter, of cast 
iron, 1} inches thick, and filled solid with conerete. The tops of 
the columns are at grade 20, and they were sunk to a depth of from 
60 to 64 feet, the lower 10 feet being in stiff clay, above which 
there was about 28 feet of mud. The weight to be raised in 
moving the columns was about 40 tons. Measurements taken 
since the work was done show no movement. 
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The old Refectory building has been removed, and the site 
graded and loamed. 

The house occupied by the sergeant in charge of Fort Indepen- 
dence was thoroughly repaired during the spring. 


Pusiic Park, Nortu Enp. 


The work under the contract with Trumbull & Ryan, dated 
Nov. 4, 1895, was finished on November 2, at a cost of $438,- 
055.26. This work consisted of the grading of the grounds - 
north of Commercial street, the building of catch-basins and 
drains, the building of a wall on the line of Commercial street, 
and the building of all sea walls for the approaches to the 


_ proposed promenade piers, with the exception of the wall on the 


westerly dock, which was omitted on account of the insufficiency 
of the appropriation at the time. 

On January 18, of this year, a contract was made with William 
L. Miller for building the wall on the westerly dock. This work 
has been begun. 

Plans and specifications have been prepared for building the 
promenade and bath-house piers. 

On September 16 a contract was made with Perkins & White 
for doing all the work, except planting, required to complete the 
section of this park between Charter and Commercial streets. 
This work is to be finished on or before June 1 of this year. 


Woop Istanp PARK. 


Fourteen electric arc lamps have been set up on the gymnasium 
ground, and six on the large field. Three thousand four hundred 
and fifty-seven linear feet of underground conduit, carrying 5,8014 
linear feet of cable to these lamps, have been built. The work 
was done by the Boston Electric Light Company. 

A portion of the large field was covered with loam to provide 
for two baseball diamonds. 

Agricultural tile drains have been laid in a portion of the gym- 
nasium ground for the better draining of the same. 


CHARLESTOWN HEIGHTS. 


The only work of construction done here during the year was 
the building of a retaining wall on the line of St. Martin street, 
which was done under a contract with McHale & Heisler, dated 
Sept. 8, 1896. The work was completed late in the season at a 
cost of $4,640. Some grading remains to be done back of this 
wall, and iron railings are required on a part of it, and on the 
walls on either side of the shelter building; this will complete 
the construction of that portion of this park south of Medford 
street. 
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CHARLESTOWN PLAYGROUND. 


The work of filling has gone on as heretofore at no expense to 
the department, except for the levelling of the material. About 
nine acres out of a total of fourteen acres have been filled nearly 
to grade. 


CHARLESBANK. 


The face of the sea wall was repointed early in the spring, and 
the usual repairs made in the gymnasium. 


PLAYGROUNDS. 


Surveys have been made of land for Playgrounds on Neponset 
avenue, Dorchester; on- Bellevue and La Grange streets, West 
Roxbury; and of the city’s lot on First, M and Second streets, 
South Boston. 

The appended table shows the principal items of work com- 
pleted to date.

[FROM THE CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT TO THE 
STREET DEPARTMENT. ] 


The following is a report of the work done under my direction 
for the Street Department during the year 1896 : — 


Biur Hitt AVENUE. 


The work on this avenue from Grove Halli to Walk Hill street, 
a distance of 2.21 miles, is in aforward state. It is substantially 
completed from Grove Hall to the principal entrances to Frank- 
lin Park, and the remaining portion was so far advanced, that 
one fairly good roadway for the entire length under construction 
was in use during the winter. During the year the excavation or 
rough grading has been completed, the work on the sewers, water 
and gaspipes has been carried forward nearly to completion, and 
about one-half the work of roadway construction done. The 
avenue to Walk Hill street should be completed during the work- 
ing season of 1897. 

The construction of the remaining part of the avenue from 
Walk Hill street to Mattapan, a distance of .65 mile, has not yet 
been ordered. 

The total amount of excavation made has been as follows : —

There has been a large surplus of excavated material, and 
after completing the filling required, the remainder has been dis-

In addition to the above, large and unmeasured quantities of 
filling have been delivered on Franklin Field, Franklin Park, and 
on Blue Hill avenue beyond Walk Hill street. On the section 
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nearest Grove Hall, the surplus, amounting to 3,291 cubie yards, 
was disposed of by the contractor under the contract. A large 
part of the rock excavated was of such inferior quality as to be 
only suitable for filling. From the cut near Walk Hill street, 
however, suitable stone was found, and enough was saved to 
furnish stock for Telford base for about 16,000 square yards or 
about 1.07 miles of one roadway. 

The total cost of excavation including its delivery as above 
indicated has been as follows : —

Most of the work remaining to be done is under contract and 
partially completed. There remains one section of roadway, 
from Glenway street to Canterbury street, which can be put 
under contract on the completion of the sewer, gas and water- 
pipe work, ‘The construction of a retaining-wall next Franklin 
Park must follow the completion of the above-named section of 
roadway, as its site is now.occupied by the temporary roadway. 

The Street railroad has been rebuilt from Grove Hall, and 
extended .95 mile to Harvard street. 

The grade established for Blue Hill avenue caused a cut of 
about 11 feet at the entrance to Back street (now Harvard 
street) and a temporary connection was made between them; 
this was done by contract and is not yet entirely completed. 
The cost will be about $1,110. 

At McLellan street the difference in grade was about 10.5 
feet and excavation for a connection has been in progress by the 
Street Department during the winter; at other intersections, 
where there are only slight differences in grade, connections will 
be made by the contractors. 


CoLUMBUS—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Columbus avenue, from Northampton street to the Roxbury 
crossing, has been substantially completed. It has an asphalt 
roadway, from curb to curb, 54 feet in width, with a double- 
track street railway. The rails used are full-grooved, with both 
tread and guard on a level with the asphalt surface. 

From Northampton street .to the southerly line of Terry 
street, a distance of 3,276 feet, the surface is Trinidad asphalt, 
laid by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company, the concrete base 
is generally 6 inches in thickness, but for a part of the length 
over the deepest mud the thickness was increased to 10 inches. 
The remainder of the work, 884 feet in length, was laid on a 
6-inch concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company, with im- 
ported Sicilian natural rock asphalt. The preparation of the 
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roadbed was made by the regular force of the Street Depart- 
ment, large quantities of unsuitable material was removed, and 
10,987 cubic yards of gravel was delivered by contract and used 
for grading. A steam-roller was kept in use upon it for several 
months, and while settlement is apparent in places, the general 
result is better than could have been reasonably expected, when 
the very bad character of the ground is taken into account. The 
edgestones were set and the brick sidewalks laid under the super- 
vision of the Street Department. The price paid for asphalt, 
including a 6-inch base of American cement concrete, was $2.90 
per square yard for both sections. The section of the avenue 
from Massachusetts avenue to Northampton street was surfaced 
with Trinidad asphalt, so that Columbus avenue now has a con- 
tinuous asphalt surface from the Boston & Albany railroad bridge 
to the Roxbury crossing, a distance of 1.5 miles. 

The section of the avenue between Roxbury crossing and 
Stony brook, near Ritchie street, is occupied at present by the 
contractors for the new conduit for Stony brook, and the sur- 
facing of the street can only be commenced upon the completion 
of this work, and the work upon the other sewers, gas and water 

ipes. | 

" The section between Ritchie street and West Walnut park can 
be put under contract upon the completion of the underground 
pipe work, which is in a forward state. The remaining section 
of the avenue, extending from West Walnut park to Walnut 
avenue, is nearly completed. It is a Telford macadam roadway 
with edgestones and brick sidewalks. It was let in one con- 
tract. The surplus excavated material was used upon the 
adjoining section, and the work was carried far enough before it 
was closed by the weather, to allow the roadway to be kept open 
during the winter. 

It is expected that the avenue can be completed during the 
working season of 1897. 


HuntTINGTON AVENUE. 


This avenue extends from Copley square to the Brookline line, 
a length of 2.25 miles. From Copley square to Francis street, 
a distance of 1.75 miles, it is 100 feet in width, and is built with 
a central reserved space 25 feet wide for street cars, two road- 
ways each 25 feet wide and two sidewalks each 12} feet wide. 
The remainder of the avenue is 80 feet in width, with one road- 
way 54 feet in width, with a double track street railway in the 
centre, built in the usual manner without a special reservation. 
The sidewalks are each 13 feet wide. Beginning at Copley 
square the first section .13 of a mile long, to the Boston & Albany 
railroad bridge, has Telford macadam roadways and brick side- 
walks. This section was built by the regular force of the Street 
Department. The bridge over the railroad was stripped, cleaned, 
painted and newly floored above the iron girders. One new girder 
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was added to carry a new 42-inch water pipe, and in rebuilding, 
the surface of the bridge was rectified to correspond with the 
revised grade and cross section of the avenue. 

From the bridge to Gainsborough street, a distance of .57 of 
a mile, the roadways are laid with natural rock asphalt, on a 6- 
inch American cement concrete base. The grading was done by 
the regular force of the Street Department. The edgestones and 
brick sidewalks were laid by contract with materials furnished 
by the department. The asphalt including base was laid by the 
Boston Asphalt Company and cost $2.90 per square yard. The 
intersection at Massachusetts avenue which has double street 
railroad tracks on each avenue, connected by eight curves, is 
paved with granite blocks on gravel. The next section, from 
Gainsborough to Longwood avenue .78 of a mile in length has 
Telford macadam roadways and gravel sidewalks; it was built by 
H. Gore & Co. with materials principally furnished by the Street 
Department. The remainder of the avenue, .74 of a mile in 
length has Telford macadam roadways and was built by Doherty 
& Connors, with materials furnished by the Street Department. 
A few details remain to be completed upon this avenue and the 
work done upon it late in the season will require some further 
attention early in the spring. 

The reserved space upon which the street cars run has been 
loamed, with the intention of seeding it to grass; this work has 
been done by the West End Street Railway Company which has 
also done similar work upon Commonwealth-avenue extension and 
Blue Hill avenue. 


BriGHton AVENUE. 


This avenue extends from Commonwealth avenue to Union 
square, Allston, a length of .67 of amile. It is 100 feet wide, 
with a central loamed reservation 25 feet wide, for street cars, two 
roadways, the northerly one 30 feet wide, and the southerly one 
25 feet wide, and two sidewalks, each 10 feet wide. The road- 
ways are built of Telford macadam, with 10-inch base and 6-inch 
cracked stone covering, with block stone gutters, edgestones and 
gravel sidewalks. 

The work was done by Doherty & Connors, with materials 
(except gutter blocks and flagging) furnished by the Street De- 
partment. The surplus excavated material was deposited on 
Commonwealth avenue, near Cottage-Farm bridge. The work 
of building has been completed, with the exception of repairing 
such defects as may develop during the winter. 


CoMMONWEALTH—AVENUE EXTENSION. 


The extension of Commonwealth avenue to the Newton line 
has been so far completed as to be in use during the winter. 
Some work is yet to be done, and work done late in the season 
will require attention in the spring. The avenue has been in use 


: 
{ 
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since September. The work of excavation under Neil McBride’s 
contract, let in 1895, was completed early in the year, and large 
quantities of excellent stone for Telford base and for crushing, 
including a quantity of the finest trap rock, was quarried and 
stored on adjoining land, and enough to supply the city’s crusher 
was delivered daily at the Chestnut Hill avenue crusher, near by. 
Substantially enough stone was quarried and saved to build the 
roadways and furnish a foundation for the sidewalks. The work 
of building the avenue was let to John A. Whittemore’s Sons, in 
May, 1896. Block stone for gutters was furnished by the Street 
Department, and the contractors hauled the stone previously 
quarried and not required for Telford base to the crusher, and 
drew crushed stone from the stock there as required. ‘The road- 
ways are built with an 8-inch Telford base and 4-inch crushed 
stone surface, block stone gutters, without edgestones, and gravel 
sidewalks, with broken stone foundation. 

The width of the avenue at this section is 120 feet. The 
_ northerly roadway is 25 feet wide, the southerly roadway 40 feet 
wide, the reserved and loamed space for street cars is 25 feet 
wide, and the two sidewalks are each 15 feet wide. 

The stone arch which marked the entrance to the Chestnut Hill 
Driveway was taken down and stored on the grounds of the Water 
Department by William Miller, at the contract price of $874. 
The face wall on the Water Department front on the avenue was 
rebuilt in its new position at a cost of $1,684.10. The contracts 
of both McBride and Whittemore are not yet settled. 

The construction of this section completes the connection 
between Commonwealth avenue in Boston, and Commonwealth 
avenue in Newton, making a continuous wide avenue extending 
from the Public Garden in Boston to Charles river on the further 
boundary of the city of Newton, a distance of 11.14 miles, 5.59 
miles of this avenue being in Boston, and 5.55 miles in Newton. 

The table showing lengths and areas of paving on accepted 
streets has been brought up to Feb. 1, 1897. 

Street paving has been supervised in all cases where requested. 
All paving laid on the before-mentioned avenues is included in 
the quantities given. All granite paving laid on concrete base 
has been laid with pitch and pebble joints. 

Block stone pavement, on a concrete base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 9,308.9 square yards. 

Block stone pavement, on a gravel base, laid with pitch and 
pebble joints, 5,752 square yards. 

Block stone _pavement, on a gravel base, laid with gravel 
joints, 29,046.7 square yards. 

Trinidad sheet ‘asphalt, with a binder course of asphaltic 
cement concrete on an American cement concrete base, 24,782.76 
square yards, at a cost of $2.90 per square yard for large areas, 
and $3 per square yard for small areas, not including the 
preparation of the roadbed. . 

Sicilian rock asphalt on an American cement concrete base, 
26,717.2 square yards, at an average cost of about $2.90 per 
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square yard for large areas, and $3 per square yard for small 
areas, not including the preparation of the roadbed. 

Edgestones set, 107,833 linear feet; gutter paving laid and 
relaid, 44,823.3 square yards; brick sidewalks laid, 49,314.2 
square yards; gravel sidewalks constructed, 43,888.3 square 
yards ; flagging crosswalks laid, 6,044.16 square yards. 

All asphalt paving is laid with a maintenance guarantee for 
five years. | 

Acton street, Washington street to Bradford street, was 
paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The roadway was subgraded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks 
and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Street Department. The 
former surface was macadam, with cobble-stone gutters. One 
new catch-basin was built on Bradford street, and one square 
granite catch-basin frame was removed and a cast-iron D frame 
substituted. | 

Batterymarch street, Milk street to Liberty square, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 13-inch bitu- 
minous concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old pave- 
ment was removed and the roadway subgraded by the Paving 
Division. Edgestones were reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by D. J. Kiley. Two square granite catch- 
basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. 
Former pavement, old granite blocks. 

Beach street, Washington street, across Harrison avenue, 
was paved with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement 
concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints, including tracks of 
the West End Street Railway Company. The old pavement was 
. barred out and loaded, roadway subgraded, concrete base and 
paving laid, the edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks were relaid by J. B. O’Rourke. The Street Department 
furnished teams for carting away old paving blocks and surplus 
material. The West End Street Railway Company, by agree- 
ment, paid for the portion within its tracks. Former pavement, 
old granite blocks. 

Chauncy street, Summer street to Essex street, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, including the tracks of the 
West End Street Railway Company. The old pavement was 
barred out and loaded, roadways graded, concrete base and 
paving laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The 
Street Department furnished teams for carting away old granite 
blocks and surplus material. The West End Street Railway Com- 
pany, by agreement, paid for the portion within its tracks. 
Former pavement, old granite blocks. 

Corning street, Shawmut avenue to Washington street, was 
resurfaced with Trinidad lake asphalt by the Barber Asphalt 
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Paving Company. ‘This work was done by the burning process, 
which consists in heating the old surface of the asphalt, scraping 
off the dead asphalt, and applying a new wearing surface. The 
price paid for this work was $2 per square yard. 

Columbus avenue, Massachusetts avenue to Northampton 
street, was paved by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company with 
-2 inches of Trinidad lake asphalt, with 14 inches bituminous 
concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete_base. 
The roadway was subgraded by J. J. Sullivan; edgestones were 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by Philip 
Doherty. Former surface was macadam with block gutters. 

Devonshire street, State street to Dock square, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints, including tracks of the West 
End Street Railway Company. The old pavement was removed 
and roadway subgraded by the Street Department. Concrete base 
and paving laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid by J. B. O’Rourke. The West End Street Rail- 
way Company, by agreement, paid for the portion within its 
tracks. At the Dock-square end of the street, about 100 square 
yards were repaved on a gravel base temporarily, so that the 
Boston Transit Commission might readily make certain gas pipe 
connections. Former pavement, old granite blocks on a gravel base. 

Hamburg street, Mystic street to Harrison avenue, was paved 
with 21 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. ‘The road- 
way was subgraded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging 
crosswalks relaid, by the Street Department. Former surface 
was macadam, with cobble gutters. Two square granite catch- 
basin frames were removed, and cast-iron D frames substituted. 

Hanover street, Tileston street to Charter street, and across 
Charter street on the north side, was paved with 24 inches of 
Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, 
by the Boston Asphalt Company. The old pavement was re- 
moved and roadway subgraded by the Street Department. Edge- 
stones were reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by H. Gore & Co. One square granite catch-basin frame was 
removed and a cast-iron D frame substituted. Former pavement 
was old granite blocks on a gravel base. 

FE street, East Sixth street to East Eighth street, not includ- 
ing tracks of the West End Street Railway Company, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. ‘The 
roadway was subgraded by the Street Department. Edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. Former surface was macadam with cobble-stone gutters. 
The laying of the concrete base and asphalt surface was super- 
vised by the Street Department. 

Laconia street, Washington street to Harrison avenue, was 
paved with 2 inches of Trinidad Lake asphalt on 13-inch bituminous

concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base, by 
the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. This street was formerly 
a private way, with brick sidewalks on either side, and a park- 
way in the centre with two rows of trees; the usual cross section 
for a street of this width was modified so as to preserve the best 
of the trees in the northerly row. The roadway was subgraded, 


edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks laid by - 


the Street Department. Two new catch-basins were built. 

Lowell street, Causeway street to Brighton street (including 
tracks of the West End Street Railway Company and Union 
Freight Railroad Company), was paved with large granite blocks 
on a gravel base and bed, with pitch and pebble joints. . The old 
pavement was removed and the roadway subgraded by the Street 
Department. Block paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick side- 
walks and flagging crosswalks relaid by D. J. Kiley & Co. By 
agreement, the West End Street Railway Company and the 
Union Freight Railroad Company paid for the portion within 
their tracks. Three granite catch-basin frames were removed 
and cast-iron D frames substituted. Former pavement, old gran- 
ite blocks on a gravel base. 

Meander street, Malden street to East Dedham street, was 
paved with 23 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch Ameri- 
can cement concrete base, by the Boston Asphalt Company. The 
roadway was subgraded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and 
flagging crosswalks relaid by the Street Department. Two square 
granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast-iron D frames 
substituted. Former pavement, cobble stones on gravel base. 

Mik street, Oliver street to India street, was paved with 
large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base. The old pavement was removed and roadway subgraded 
by the Street Department. Concrete base and paving was laid, 
edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by Jones & Meehan. Four square granite catch-basin frames 
were removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. Former pave- 
ment, old granite blocks on a gravel base. E 

Mystic street, Malden street to East Brookline street, was 
paved with 2} inches of Sicilian rock asphalt, on a 6-inch 
American cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. 
The old pavement was removed, roadway subgraded, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by the 
Paving Division. Four new catch-basins were built. Former 
pavement was 12-inch square granite blocks on gravel base, 
between Malden and East Canton streets, and macadam between 
East Canton and East Brookline streets. 

North street, Merchants row to Blackstone street, was paved 
with large granite blocks on a 6-inch American cement concrete 
base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old pavement was barred 
out and loaded, roadway subgraded, concrete base and paving 
laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by the Metropolitan Construction Company. The Street 
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Department furnished teams for carting away old blocks and 
surplus excavation. Two granite catch-basin frames were 
removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. Former pavement, 
old granite blocks on a gravel base. 

Norwich street, Mystic street to Meander street, was paved 
with 24 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. ‘The old 
pavement was removed and roadway subgraded, edgestones reset, 
and brick sidewalks relaid by the Street Department. Two 
square granite catch-basin frames were removed and cast-iron D 
frames substituted. Former pavement, cobble stones on gravel 
base. 

Ohio strect, Washington street to Shawmut avenue, was paved 
with 21 inches of Sicilian rock asphalt on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base by the Boston Asphalt Company. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway subgraded, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by the Street 
Department. Former pavement, old granite blocks on gravel 
base. 

Pine street, Washington street to Harrison avenue, was paved 
with 2 inches of Trinidad Lake asphalt, with 1} inches bitumi- 
nous concrete binder on a 6-inch American cement concrete base 
by the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. ‘The roadways were 
subgraded, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by the Street Department. One new catch-basin 
was built, and one square granite catch-basin frame was removed 
and a cast-iron D frame substituted. Former pavement was 
macadam with block gutters. 

St. Martin street, Bunker Hill street to Medford street, is 
about 533 feet long, with a difference in level between the above- 
named streets of 55 feet; from Medford street it rises at the rate 
of 14.34 feet per 100 for 170 feet; from this point five flights 
of artificial stone steps and platforms, 61 feet long and rising 
25.8 feet, were built by Simpson Bros., at a cost of $2,811.20. 
Tron hand rails and fences were built by G. T. McLauthlin & 
Co., at a cost of $310. The excavation was made and founda- 
tions prepared by the Street Department. The portion of the 
street 170 feet from Medford street is to be constructed with a 
macadam roadway, granite block gutters, edgestones and brick 
sidewalks. ‘The work of constructing the street was not very 
far advanced at the end of the working season. 

Taylor street, Dwight street to Milford street, was paved 
with Sicilian rock asphalt on the existing concrete base, by the 
Boston Asphalt Company. ‘Two granite catch-basin frames were 
removed and cast-iron D frames substituted. Former pavement 
was Trinidad lake asphalt. ‘The laying of the asphalt was super- 
vised by the Street Department. 

Water street, Liberty square to Broad street, was paved 
with 2 inches Trinidad Lake asphalt, with 14 inches bituminous 
concrete binder, on a 6-inch American cement concrete base by 
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the Barber Asphalt Paving Company. The old pavement was 
removed and roadway subgraded by the Street Department. 
Edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid 
by D. J. Kiley. Former pavement, old granite blocks on a 
gravel base. 

Winter street, Tremont street to Washington street, was 
paved with special cut granite blocks on a 6-inch American 
cement concrete base, with pitch and pebble joints. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway subgraded by the .Street 
Department. Concrete base and paving laid, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & 
Co. Former pavement, old granite blocks on a gravel base. 


New STREETS. 


The following streets were constructed under chapter 323 of 
the Acts of the Legislature of Massachusetts of 1891, and Acts 
in amendment thereof or in addition thereto : — 

Abbotsford street, Walnut avenue to Harold street, is about 
599 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Quimby & Ferguson. Work was begun 
June 16, 1896, and completed Aug. 29, 1896, at a total cost 
of $1,864.03. It is a 6-inch macadam road with gravel side- 
walks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were fur- 
nished by the city and hauled to the site of the work by the 
contractors. Flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the 
contractors. 

Audubon road, Beacon street across Ivy street, is about 315 
feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to William Scollans. Work was begun June 
29, 1896, and completed Sept. 10, 1896, at a total cost of 
$5,813.83. This street is 100 feet wide; it has a 60 feet roadway, 
two brick sidewalks 10 feet wide, and a planting space on either 
side between the sidewalk and roadway. ‘The roadway is Telford 
macadam (8 inches and 4 inches respectively) with granite block 
_gutters. Telford stone, crushed stone, edgestone and gutter 
blocks were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the - 
work by the contractor. Bricks, loam and flagging for cross- 
walks were furnished by the contractor. 

Bay State road, Sherborn street to Granby street, is about 
795 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Quimby & Ferguson. Work was begun 
May 4, 1896, and completed Sept. 11, 1896, at a cost of 
$3,749.02. It is a 6-inch macadam road with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks 
and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 

Boylston street extension, Boylston road to Brookline ave- 
nue, is about 2,070 feet long. The work of filling to sub-grade 
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was begun in 1894, and completed on April 27, 1895, at a 
cost of $47,819.37. The contractor was John O’Brien. <A con- 
tract for constructing the surface of this street was awarded to 
Neil McBride. Work was begun Oct. 20, 1896, and is still in- 
complete. It is a 6-inch macadam road, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones are furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. Gutter blocks 
are furnished and delivered on the street by the city. Flagging 
for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. Before the cold 
weather stopped work, the contractor had set all the edgestones, 
paved the gutters and placed nearly all the crushed stone. Dur- 
ing the winter, as the weather permitted, he has been hauling in 


. gravel to fill out the slopes. 


Clinton street, Fulton street to Commercial street, is about 
187 feet long. This street was widened 30 feet on the northerly 
side; it is now 70 feet wide. For taking down a building at the 
corner of Fulton street and removing old area and party walls, 
the sum of $643.05 was paid to A. A. Elston & Co. The old 
pavement was barred out and roadway subgraded by the Street 
Department. The order for construction required granite block 
paving on a concrete base, with pitch joints, but, as it is intended 
to build part of an outfall sewer in the street, the roadway was 
paved temporarily with granite blocks on a gravel base. The 
granite block paving was laid, edgestones set, brick sidewalks 
and flagging crosswalks relaid by Dennis J. Kiley & Co. 

Fenelon street, Washington street to Merrill street, is about 
324 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch. Work was begun Oct. 
19, 1896, and was continued as long as the weather permitted ; 
it is very nearly completed. The street has a 6-inch macadam 
road, with gravel sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and 
edgestones were furnished by the city, and hauled to the site of 
the work by the contractor. Flagging for crosswalks was fur- 
nished by the contractor. 

Geneva avenue, Westville street to Dorchester avenue, is 
about 2,157 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Finneran & O’Hearn. Work was com- 
menced Nov. 18, 1896, and was continued as long as the weather 
permitted. It is a 6-inch macadam road, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones are furnished by the city, and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; gutter blocks 
are furnished and delivered on the street by the city; flagging 
for crosswalks is furnished by the contractor. The street is 
practically finished for a distance of about 600 feet. 

Granby street, Commonwealth avenue to Charles river, is 
about 439 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Quimby & Ferguson. Work was 
begun May 8, 1896, and completed Sept. 11, 1896, at a cost of 
$2,203.22. Itis a 6-inch macadam road, with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city, and 
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hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; gutter blocks 
and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. A 
contract for furnishing and setting a capstone on the sea wall at 
Charles river was awarded to Trumbull & Ryan; capstone, 64 
feet long, cost $320.00. Another contract for furnishing and 
erecting an iron fence on the above capstone was awarded George 
T. MecLauthlin & Co. for $110.00. 

Greenbrier street, Bowdoin street to Bloomfield street, is 
about 700 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Quimby & Ferguson. Work was 
begun June 16, 1896, and completed Oct. 8, 1896, at a cost of 
$2,797.05. It is a 6-inch macadam road with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city and 
hauled to the site of the work by the contractor; gutter blocks 
and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the contractor. 

Josephine street, Geneva avenue to Ditson street, is about 
627 feet long. ‘The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to J. J. Nawn. Work was begun June 4, 
1896, and completed Oct. 16, 1896, at. a cost of $1,888.66. It 
is a 4-inch*macadam road. Gravel sidewalks were ordered to 
be built, but on account of a petition from the abutters, a gran- 
olithic sidewalk and edgestone was laid, except in front of two 
lots. Crushed stone and edgestones were furnished by the city 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor. Gutter 
blocks and flagging for crosswalks were furnished by the con- 
tractor 

Lauriat avenue, Blue Hill avenue to Tucker street, is about 
3,160 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of 
this street was awarded to Doherty & Connors; work was begun 
Oct. 5, 1896, and was continued as long as the weather permitted. 
It is a 6-inch macadam road with gravel sidewalks. Crushed 
stone, gutter blocks and edgestones are furnished by the city 
and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; flagging for 
crosswalks is furnished by the contractor. ‘This street is practi- 
cally finished for a distance of about 1,950 feet. 

Morse street, Washington street to Bowdoin avenue, is about 
223 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Daniel E. Lynch. Work was begun Oct. 
12, 1896, and was continued as long as the weather permitted ; it 
is nearly completed. This street has a 6-inch macadam road 
with gravel sidewalks. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor; flagging for crosswalks was furnished 
by the contractor. 

St. Alphonsus street, Tremont street to Calumet street, is 
about 720 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface 
of this street was awarded to Quimby & Ferguson. Work was 
begun June 24, 1896, and completed Oct. 10, 1896, at a cost of 
$3,608.62 It is a 6-inch macadam road with gravel sidewalks. 
Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edgestones were furnished by 
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the city and hauled to the site of the work by the contractor ; 
flagging for crosswalks was furnished by the contractor. The 
above contract includes building about 187 feet of retaining-wall, 
average height about 7.5 feet. 

Wilder street, Washington street to Geneva avenue, is about 
539 feet long. The contract for constructing the surface of this 
street was awarded to Finneran & O’Hearn. Work was begun 
Oct. 5, 1896, and was practically finished Nov. 28, 1896; a small 
amount of work remains to be done to finish the surface of the 
roadway. It is a 6-inch macadam roadway. Gravel sidewalks 
were ordered to be built, but at the request of the owner of 
abutting land they were omitted, so as to allow him to lay gran- 
olithic next season. Crushed stone, gutter blocks and edge- 
stones were furnished by the city and hauled to the site of the 
work by the contractor ; flagging for crosswalks was furnished by 
the contractor. 

Streets were filled to subgrade, by the Metropolitan Construc- 
tion Company, as follows: 


Norway street, from Massachusetts avenue to Parker street, 

2,541 cubic yards, at 50 cents = $1,270.50. 

Ruggles street, from Parker street to Back Bay Fens, 7,496 
cubic yards, at 65 cents = $4,872.40

yards, at 50 cents = $1,190. 

Vancouver street, from Huntington avenue to Ruggles street, 

1,444.6 cubic yards, at 65 cents = $938.99. 

Peterborough street, Boylston road to Audubon road, is 
about 1,833 feet long. <A contract for filling this street to sub- 
grade was made with the Boston & Albany Railroad Company, on 
Oct. 30, 1896, at the rate of 51 cents per cubic yard measured 
in the cut. Work was begun under this contract, Dec. 2, 1896.

Arlington street, from Boylston street to Marlborough street, 
was resurfaced with macadam by the Street Department. Gutters 
relaid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks 
relaid by James Grant & Co. 

Ashland street, from Chambers street to Leverett street, was 
paved with large granite blocks on a gravel base. The old 
pavement was removed and roadway subgraded by the Street 
Department. Granite block paving was laid, edgestones reset, 
brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by D. J. Kiley. 
Former pavement was cobble-stones. 

City Hall avenue, a footway from School street to Court 
square, was paved with Hastings asphalt blocks on a gravel bed, 
blocks were laid on their broadest faces by H. Gore & Co. The 
old pavement was removed, walk subgraded and bed furnished 
and placed by the Paving Division. Blocks were furnished by 
H. Gore & Co. Former surface was brick on gravel base. 

Commonwealth avenue, from Cottage-Farm bridge to War- 
ren street. Lines and grades were given and work measured, 
east and west of Cottage-Farm bridge and between Harvard 
avenue and Allston street. 

D street, from West First street to West Third street, was 
paved with large granite blocks on a gravel base. ‘The roadway 
was subgraded by the Paving Division. Granite block paving 
was laid, edgestones reset, brick sidewalks and flagging cross- 
walks relaid by H. Gore & Co. Former surface was macadam. 

Dorchester avenue, from West First street to West Seventh 
street, was repaved with large granite blocks on a gravel base. 
The old pavement was removed and roadway subgraded by the 
Street Department. Granite block paving was laid, edgestones 
reset, brick sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore 
& Co. Former pavement, old granite blocks on granite base. 

East Lighth street, from Dorchester street to Mercer street 
(on southerly side between edgestone and car track), was paved 
with large granite blocks on a gravel base. ‘The old pavement 
was removed and roadway subgraded by the Street Depart- 
ment. Granite block paving was laid by H. Gore & Co. Former 
pavement was old granite blocks on gravel base. 

Kast Sixth street, from L street to N street, was paved with 
large granite blocks on a gravel base. ‘The roadway was sub- 
graded in part by the Street Department and in part by H. Gore 
& Co. Granite block paving was laid, edgestones reset, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks relaid by H. Gore & Co. 
Former surface was macadam with cobble-stone gutters. 
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Eustis street, from Hampden street to Magazine street, was 
resurfaced with macadam by the Street Department. Cobble- 
stone gutters were relaid, edgestones reset, and brick sidewalks 
relaid (including excavation) by C. E. Barnes. 

Massachusetts avenue, from Albany street to Swett street, 
was paved with large granite blocks on a gravel base. The road- 
way was subgraded by the Street Department. Granite block 
paving was laid, edgestones set and flagging crosswalks laid by 
Doherty & Connors. Five new catch-basins were built. Former 
surface was macadam. 

Tremont street, from Columbus avenue to Prentiss street (on 
northerly side), was repaved with large granite blocks on a 
gravel base. The old pavement was removed and roadway sub- 
graded by the Street Department. Granite block paving, brick 
sidewalks and flagging crosswalks were relaid, and edgestones 
reset by Jones & Meehan. Former pavement was old granite 
blocks on gravel base. 


MIscELLANEOUS WORK. 


Chestnut’ Hill Reservoir Archway. Specifications were pre- 
pared, and a contract made with W. L. Miller for taking down 
this archway. All stones were lettered and numbered, and a plan 
showing such numbering is on file in the office of the City Engi- 
neer. Cost of work was $874. 

Commonwealth-avenue Speedway. <A plan and details for 
swing-gates for either end of the speedway was made. 

Commonwealth-avenue ledge. Plans of cross sections of ledge, 
for measurement of stone removed. This stone was used in the 
construction of Brighton avenue, Bay State road, Granby, Boyls- 
ton and other streets; also plan of ledge showing outlines Oct. 
1, 1895, and Dee. 5, 1896, and positions of camera when photo- 
graphs of the face of the ledge were taken Dec. 10 and 11, 1896.

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‘MISCELLANEOUS WORK AND CONSTRUCTION IN 
1896. 


CorraGE—FAarmM BRIDGE. 


During the early part of the year the northerly roadway was 
completed; the 20-inch steel beams being placed in position by 
A.C. Richmond; the bricks, the skewbacks and concrete being 
furnished by the city, and put in place by the Metropolitan Con- 
struction Company. A Sicilian rock asphalt wearing surface was 
put on the roadway by the Boston Asphalt Company. 

On the completion of the northerly roadway travel was turned 
on that side of the bridge July 9, and the old wooden bridge and 
the two iron girders supporting the water and gas pipes were 
removed. 

New parapets and bearing blocks were furnished by the Cape 
Ann Granite Company, and set in position on the old bridge 
seats on the southerly section of the bridge. 

Slight extensions were made to the easterly end of the north 
abutment and middle pier, the work being done by A. C. Rich- 
mond. : 

The 20-inch steel beams were furnished by Page, Newell & 
Co., and placed in position by A. C. Richmond. The lead 
coverings for the steel beams were furnished by E. B. Badger & 
Sons. The bricks, skewbacks and concrete arches between the 
beams were set by the Metropolitan Construction Company, the 
materials being furnished by the city. The asphalt surface was 
put on by the Boston Asphalt Company. 

The two steel girders on the easterly side of the bridge, and 
the sidewalk floor beams connected to them were furnished in 
place by the Boston Bridge Works. 

Granolithic sidewalks were laid on this section of the bridge 
by Simpson Brothers, of Boston. 

A central way between the car tracks, 133 feet wide and 5 
inches above the roadway was built, upon eh are placed two 
gas-pipes and one water-pipe. 

Travel was turned over this part of the bridge late in the fall 
and the bridge is practically completed with the exception of the 
sidewalk on the northerly section, and the placing of fence rails 
on the main girders. 

- With the exception of the plate girders on the outside lines of 
the bridge, and some special construction under the sidewalks, 
the superstructures is composed of 20-inch steel beams filled be- 
tween with brick arches and Portland cement concrete, on which 
is a wearing surface of Sicilian rock asphalt. The lower flanges 
of the beams are covered with sheet lead to protect them from 
rust and the corrosion due to gases in smoke from locomotives. 
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Essex—STREET BRIDGE. 


Plans and specifications were prepared by this department for 
making extensive repairs to this bridge. 

A contract was made with William S. Rendle of East Boston, 
on Oct. 14, 1896, for doing the work, which principally consisted 
in removing the top of the old bridge above the piles, from the 
Boston abutment to within 18 feet of the draw, replacing the 
poorest of the old piles with new ones and rebuilding the bridge 
with new hard pine caps, stringers and planking. ‘The sidewalk 
was rebuilt on the down-stream side of the bridge and both fences 
were rebuilt. The total cost of the work was $7,038.95. 


Huntincron-AVENUE Briper, Over Boston & ArBany R.R. 


During the past year the flooring of the bridge has been en- 
tirely rebuilt and made to conform to the new grade; parapets 
were raised and new asphalt sidewalks built. The old girder on 
the centre line of the westerly sidewalk was moved to the easterly 
sidewalk and two new plate girders put in under the westerly side- 
walk. This change was made necessary because of the new 42- 
inch water-pipe which was carried across the bridge on the west- 
erly side. The girders were built by the Boston Bridge Works 
under a contract dated Noy. 9, 1895, and the work of moving the 
old girder was done by the same company; the total cost being 
$2,646.99. The contract for the woodwork and for the changes 
in stonework was made with W. L. Miller, dated April 11, 1896, 
and amounted to $3,097.28. The sidewalks were built by the 
Boston Asphalt Company at a cost of $635.25. The cleaning 
and painting of the girders was done by the Bridge Division of 
the Street Department. 


MERIDIAN-STREET BRIDGE. 


Specifications were made for rebuilding the trusses of the draw 
and a contract for doing the work was made April 11, with W. H. 
Ellis & Co. 

After building the new chords, the draw was turned off, the 
floor and gallows frame were blocked up, the old trusses removed 
and the new ones replaced, using the truss-rods and castings of 
the old draw; the flooring was then refastened to the new chords ; 
repairs were made on a few floor beams and the gallows frame, 
and the new woodwork was painted. The timber used in the 
trusses was furnished by the city. 

The cost of the contract work was $2,025.96. 

After the flooring was fastened to the trusses, the Bridge Divi- 
sion repaired the deck of the draw. The draw was turned off 
May 25, and travel was resumed July 1. 


WintHrRop BRIDGE. 


The sidewalk and sidewalk bulkhead were rebuilt for about 
three-quarters of their length; three piles were driven, and ten

bents of piles were girder-capped in whole or in part, and other 
smaller repairs were made; the work was done by J. N. Hayes 
& Co., and was completed March 10, 1896, at a cost for contract 
work of $1,519.92. 


City Hospitat. 


Grading and Draining Grounds. Plans and specifications 
having been prepared during the previous winter for grading and 
draining a portion of the hospital grounds, a contract was made 
with Dennis F. O’Connell, on February 25, for doing the work. 
It was completed in August at a cost of $19,657.40. 

The work done consisted of draining, grading and loaming the 
grounds and surfacing the drives and walks on that portion of 
the property between the old north line of Springfield street and 
Massachusetts avenue. Also the building of brick walls on the 
lines of East Concord street, Albany street and Massachusetts 
avenue, where wooden fences only existed previously, and the 
raising and putting marble coping on the existing brick walls. 

Fire System. During the latter part of the year a fire system, 
with the necessary supply pipes, bydrants, standpipes, hose, etc., 
was established in the Boston City Hospital; it embraced the older 
buildings constructed before the modern methods of protection 
from fire were introduced. In all, eighteen different buildings 
were thoroughly equipped.

CONGRESS-STREET GRADE CROSSING. 


At the request of the Commission appointed by the Superior 
Court for the alteration of the grade crossing of Congress street 
and the New England Railroad, this department has made the 
necessary surveys, and prepared the plans which have been used 
at the various hearings held by the Commissioners. On the tenth 
of November, 1896, the Commissioners prescribed the manner in 
which the crossing should be abolished, substantially in accord- 
ance with these plans. 


DoORCHESTER-AVENUE EXTENSION. 


Early in June, 1896, a party was put in the field to make sur- 
veys for the extension of Dorchester avenue along the water 
front, made necessary by the construction of the new South 
Union Terminal Station. Surveys have been made, and borings 
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taken for the entire distance between the proposed extension of 
Summer street and Federal-street bridge, and plans have been 
prepared for the building of a sea wall on the harbor line to main- 
tain the filling in the proposed street. Work on this wall will 
commence early the coming season. 

The necessary authority for the construction of the sea wall 
and for filling solid within the street lines has been obtained from 
the Secretary of War, as given in the following licenses : — 


Whereas, By section 3 of an Act of Congress, approved July 
13, 1892, entitled ‘‘An Act making appropriations for the con- 
struction, repair, and preservation of certain public works, on 
rivers and harbors, and for other purposes,” it is provided that, 
without the permission of the Secretary of War, it shall not 
be lawful to build any wharf, pier, dolphin, boom, dam, 
wier, breakwater, bulkhead, jetty or structure of any kind 
outside established harbor lines, or where no harbor lines are, 
or may be established, in any port, roadstead, haven, harbor, 
navigable river, or other waters of the United States, in 
such manner as shall obstruct or impair navigation, com- 
merce or anchorage of said waters; or to excavate or fill, or 
in any manner to alter or modify the course, location, condi- 
tion or capacity of any port, roadstead, haven, harbor, harbor 


of refuge, or inclosure within the limits of any breakwater, ' 


or of the channel of any navigable water of the United States, 
unless approved and authorized by the Secretary of War; 

And whereas, The City of Boston, Massachusetts, has ap- 
plied to the Secretary of War for permission to fill solid, to 
the pier line on Fort Point channel, at Boston, Massachusetts, 
the docks and wharves from Federal-street bridge to the north- 
erly line of what will be the extension of Summer street, as 
shown on the attached drawing ; 

Now, therefore, This is to certify that the Secretary of War 
hereby gives permission to the said city to fill solid to the 
pier line on said channel, the docks and wharves from Federal- 
street bridge to the northerly line of what will be the exten- 
sion of Summer street, as shown on said drawing upon the 
following condition : — 

That said city shall make such compensation for the tide 
water displaced by the authorized structures as, in the opir- 
ion of the Engineer Officer of the United States Army, in 
charge of the locality, may be demanded for the preservation 
and protection of Boston Harbor; and the work herein per- 
mitted to be done shall be subject to to his supervision and 
approval.

condition : 

That the work herein permitted to be done shall be subject to 
the supervision and approval of the Engineer Officer of the 
United States Army in charge of the locality.

East Boston FERRIES. 


At the request of the Superintendent of Streets a report was 
made Aug. 5, 1896, on the condition of the slips, drops and tanks 
of the East Boston Ferries. 

South Ferry, Boston Side. 'Two new piers were recommended 
for this landing. At the request of the Superintendent of Streets 
specifications were made for temporarily repairing the outer part 
of the middle pier, and the work was done by W. H. Ellis & Co., 
under a contract dated Oct. 8, 1896, at a cost of $1,802.15. 

New Drops. A contract was made Sept. 16, 1896, with Wil- 
liam McKie to build three new drops to replace three old ones, 
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which were to be removed by the contractor and to become his 
property, the contract price being $14,718. These drops were 
placed at the northerly landing of the North Ferry, East Boston 
side, at the northerly landing of the South Ferry, Boston side, and 
at the southerly landing of the North Ferry, Boston side. These 
drops were respectively put in use at the following dates: Noy. 
23, Dec. 7, 1896, and Jan. 26, 1897. 

New Tanks. Two new tanks were built by J. M. Brooks, and 
were used for the new northerly drop at the East Boston landing 
of the North Ferry, and for the new northerly drop at the Boston 
landing of the South Ferry. The contract price was $3,500. 

The tank used for the new southerly drop at the Boston landing 
of the North Ferry was taken from the Boston landing of the 
South Ferry and repaired under the direction of the Street Depart- 
ment. 

Awning at the North Ferry, Kast Boston. Plans and specifi- 
cations were made for an awning over the sidewalk in front of 
the head-house at the North Ferry, East Boston; the work was 
done by W. H. Ellis & Co., at a cost for contract work of 
$698.64. 


HIGHLAND PARK. 


During the early part of the past year work was resumed on 
Highland Park, Roxbury, and sufficient seeding down was done 
to preserve the portion of the Old Fort already graded; the 
greater part of the platform or top was finished and covered with 
clean gravel, making it available for the purpose for which it was 
designed, viz., an elevated playground for children or general 
concourse; this result was made possible by the co-operation of 
the Sanitary Division of the Street Department in furnishing 
ashes for filling free of charge. 

The total cost of the work done during the season was $573.22.

OFFICE OF THE FIRE COMMISSIONER, 
BrisTout STREET, Boston, February 15, 1897. 


Ms Honor Jostan Quincy, Mayor: 


Sir: Again I can with much satisfaction call your atten- 
tion to the result of our work during the past year, as shown 
by the figures of losses sustained, our record being better 
than that of our sister cities, population considered ; but, 
while the conflagration, which may at any time attack us, 
has not as yet assumed proportions beyond our control, we 
can only hope that continued good fortune may attend our 
efforts. As far as our finances would allow, after repairing 
and keeping the houses in good order, the department has 
been strengthened by additional equipment and apparatus ; 
and, in my opinion, further improvement in that direction 
should be made before the department is enlarged by addi- 
tional companies, excepting the one contemplated at Grove 
Hall, where land purchased for the purpose by the city is 
awaiting occupancy, and where the neighborhood needs pro- 
tection. Much expert advice has been received concerning 
the fire-alarm branch, and all but one of the practical sug- 
gestions have been adopted, the one exception calling for 
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some $150,000, and relating to work which will be done by 
degrees as the wires are placed under ground. My opinion, 
formed during my first year’s experience concerning the 
excellence and efficiency of this branch, has only been con- 
firmed by further knowledge of it ; for, while I cannot judge 
of the technical merits and faults of the system, I do well 
know that in doing its work of receiving and giving out 
alarms the practical results have been in every way most 
satisfactory, all statements to the contrary notwithstanding. 
Besides the need of a piece of apparatus (combination wagon 
or ladder truck) for the neighborhood of Grove Hall, Dor- 
chester, I beg leave to urge the necessity of a, new and 
enlarged house in place of that now occupied by Engine 30 
in West Roxbury, not only to provide decent quarters for 
the men and engine, but in order to make possible the 
strengthening of equipment much needed by this growing 
and widely scattered community. Nothing has been done 
for Ladder Company 18, on Washington, near Dover Street, 
the house of which is not only unsafe but a disgrace to the 
department and the city, as well as being too small for a 
company properly equipped for the work required. Again 
it is my duty to call your attention to the crying want of a 
veterinary hospital, and to ask that the $11,400 saved from 
the appropriation for building the new house for Ladder 12 
on Tremont Street be utilized for that purpose. But all pos- 
sible improvement in apparatus and equipment may in some 
cases be of little avail without the enforcement of more 
stringent building laws, in the past opposed by the very 
citizens who ought to be the first to insist upon the best.

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FIRE-ALARM BRANCH. 


Work of new construction, renewal and extension for the 
maintenance of the efficiency of the overhead wires of the 
Fire-Alarm service has been carried on as usual during the 

ear. 
: The new construction has been confined chiefly to Rox- 
bury and West Roxbury, the other work being done in such 
portions of the city as conditions required. 

About forty-five miles of new wire have been used and 
514,689 feet of old wire taken down. 

The underground district for 1896, as prescribed by the 
Commissioner of Wires, lies within the lines of the follow- 
ing streets : 

Beginning at the water, along Broad street to Franklin, 
Washington, Bromfield, Tremont, Court, Hanover, Washing- 
ton to Charlestown street, to the water. 

All work in this district was completed within the time 
required by law, with the exception of a small number of 
abandoned poles and roof fixtures that are to be removed in 
a short time. 

Some underground work has also been done outside the 
district. 

Cables with capacities varying from 10 to 61 conductors 
were used and laid in subways belonging to the New 
England Telephone Company, with the exception of 2,467 
feet, which were constructed by this department. Five 
man-holes have been built and 55 service connections made 
therewith.

The total number of deaths for the year was 11,654 an 
increase over the previous year of 805 deaths. The popula- 
tion, as estimated at the end of the year, is 516,305, which is 
based on the geometrical rate of increase between the last 
two census years, 1885-1895. The death-rate for the year, 
as calculated on this population, is 22.58 per 1,000 inhabi- 
tants. This rate is less by .07 than that of the previous 
year, and the lowest since 1884. There were 1,985 deaths 
from zymotic diseases, an increase of 17 deaths over the same 
group of the previous year. ‘There were 72 less deaths from 
diphtheria than in 1895, although the number of cases of 
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diphtheria reported was largely increased on account of the 
larger number discovered among the pupils in the pub- 
lic schools by the medical inspectors of schools, and the 
bacteriological tests in the otherwise unrecognized cases. 
The ratio of deaths to the number of cases of diphtheria re- 
ported was 11.49 per cent as against 14.48 per cent the pre- 
ceding year. There were 121 deaths from scarlatina, 7 more 
deaths than in the preceding year, and 72 less than the 
average of the five previous years. Typhoid fever caused 
162 deaths during the year. Seventy-seven of the deaths 
from this cause occurred during the months of August, 
September, and October, and 104 of the whole number died 
between the ages of 20 and 40 years. ‘There were 27 deaths 
from measles during the year. The number of deaths of 
children under five years of age was 4,055, compared with 
3,935 for the previous year, showing an increase of 120 
deaths. The respiratory cases are still the most fatal, caus- 
ing fully 27 per cent of the whole mortality the past year.

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SCHOOL—HOUSES. 


Besides the usual examinations and reports of the various 
conditions of the public school-houses, a few have had special 
notices and have been subjects for the following communica- 
tions during the year:

The Honorable School Committee, City of Boston: 


GENTLEMEN: The Board of Health would respectfully call your 
attention to the condition of the Bowditch school-house situated at 
the corner of Cheshire and Green streets, Jamaica Plain. 

Several serious complaints have been made during the past year 
by people residing in the vicinity of this school-house, of the bad 
odors caused by drying and burning the excrement in the vault. 
The Board has caused an investigation, which shows clearly that 
during the process of drying the excreta, the odors from it can be 
observed at a distance of at least 450 feet from the school-house and 
that, during the process of burning it, the odors from the same source 
are easily observed at a distance of a quarter of a mile from the 
school-house. . 

The Board of Health would respectfully suggest that such changes 
as may be found necessary to prevent further annoyance to the 
neighborhood, should be adopted as soon as convenient.

DEAR SiR: It has been the custom of the Board of Health to 
send its suggestions for repairs and alterations of school-houses to 
the Superintendent of Public Buildings. We are now informed by 
said officer that we should send such communications to your Com- 
mission. We would, therefore, respectfully transmit a few of the 
late and more urgent cases which have been reported to the Super- 
intendent of Public Buildings. 

We would respectfully suggest that the changes called for in the 
enclosed communication concerning the Bowditch school-house, re- 
quire immediate attention. 

We respectfully add that the sanitary condition of the Pierrepont 
Primary school, situated on Hudson street, near corner of Oak street, 
has been brought to our attention, investigated and reported to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. We found the building poorly 
ventilated, two old offensive and defective privy vaults, situated in 
the yard back of the school-house, the old wooden urinal for the boys 
in bad condition, and a lack of traps to the sinks in the two upper 
class rooms. These conditions, although of not very serious charac- 
ter, are found co-incident with an unusually large number of cases 
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of diphtheria among the children in this school during the last few 
months and which naturally disturb the teachers and pupils con- 
nected with the school. We believe that changes here should be 
made as early as convenient. 

We also beg to enclose copy of communication sent to Superintend- 
ent of Public Buildings in January last, concerning the Baldwin 
School in Chardon court. The Board of Health has always regarded 
this school-house as very badly situated, and presenting many bad 
features for the school children.

DEAR SiR: Your letter concerning the kindergarten school- 
house in Hudson street, has been received. We also received a 
letter some time since from Dr. Thompson, concerning the same 
school-house to which we immediately replied that the subject should 
have early attention. The department sent a competent physician 
to look up the subject of diphtheria in connection with this school 
and to learn such facts as he might from the best sources. The 
department also sent two of its health inspectors to examine the 
building, its plumbing, drainage and appurtenances. The medical 
officer reported that in his judgment the disinfection of the building 
was uncalled for at the time. The other inspectors reported a want 
of traps in the plumbing of the building, and lack of good ventila- 
tion and offensive privy vaults and urinal in the yard. These latter 
facts were at once reported to the Superintendent of Public Build- 
ings with a request for immediate changes, and since communicated 
to the sanitation committee with the same request. 

The long delay in reporting this case to the Board of Health sug- 
gests to us the propriety of saying that this department will always 
be ready to receive such complaints and prefers to receive them as 
early as possible in order to find the troublesome agent, whatever it 
may be, while it is active. We also find it necessary to make the 
investigations through our own agents and act upon our own best 
judgment. 

The school-house and district in question will, for the present, 
have special attention.

GENTLEMEN: The order of your honorable Board requesting the 
Board of Health to examine into and report the sanitary condition 
of the school buildings in the Bennett district, Brighton, has been 
received, the school-houses examined and the Board of Health re- 
spectfully reports as follows: 


Faneuil Primary School, Hobart Street, Brighton. 


Ventilation: Old-fashioned shafts, never used. Overflow vault 
discharges into cesspool in front of premises. Vault is filthy, offen- 
sive and defective; has been in use nine years and has neyer been 
cleaned out. Cesspool, at times, has overflowed, but has never been 
cleaned; sinks and urinal also discharge into vault. Thirty-four 
pupils; not overcrowded. No sewer in street. 


Winship School, Dighton Place, Brighton. 
Ventilation poor. Old-fashioned shafts of no use. Offensive 
flush vaults at either side of building and are practically inside of 
building. Windows from class rooms open into sheds in which they 
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are located. The rain conductors from these sheds discharge into 
the vaults and are not trapped. The top of shed where the rain 
conductors are located is on a line with the windows in the upper 
rooms. 

This school is overcrowded, one room having 74 pupils. It con- 
tains 9,450 cubic feet, being a little less than 128 cubic feet to each 
pupil. Sinks discharge into a cesspool at rear. Vault discharges 
into sewer. Ashes and rubbish in cellar. 


New Oak Square Primary School, Oak Square, Brighton. 


This school-house is now in a fair sanitary condition as the cre- 
mation system has been taken out, the Mott Automatic Flush Closets 
substituted and the premises connected with sewer in street. 


Bennett School Annex, Chestnut Hill Avenue, Brighton. 


Ventilation: Old-fashioned shafts appear to be of little use. 

Flush vault in basement used by the girls and teachers, dis- 
charges into overflow vault in yard of Bennett school; drainage 
from the sinks also discharges into this overflow vault. This vault 
is defective, as it does not retain water unless it has a constant supply. 

The drainage is defective at surface cesspool in yard. Four rooms; 
203 pupils, not overcrowded. 


Bennett Grammar School, Chestnut Hill Avenue. 


Ventilation: Old-fashioned shafts appear to be of little use. 
Offensive overflow vault and urinal in yard. 
Flush vault, sinks and urinal from annex discharge into this vault. 
Six rooms; 306 pupils, not overcrowded. 
Two water-closets in basement for teachers in fair condition.

GENTLEMEN: Your request to the Board of Health for an exami- 
nation and report upon the sanitary condition of the Bigelow school- 
house, in South Boston, has been received, the examination made, 
and we beg to report as follows: 

The drains appear to be good. There are ‘‘S ”’ traps in the sinks 
and set bowls which are ventilated and are effective. The class 
rooms (15 in number) are ventilated by means of air shafts which 
extend above the roof; but the ventilation thus obtained is not effec- 
tive. Windows have to be kept open even in the coldest weather. 
Heat is supplied by six furnaces, located in the cellar; fresh air is 
taken from the yard. There are three water-closets for the use of 
teachers, one on the third floor and two in the basement, all in fair 
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condition. There isan offensive flush vault in yard, close to the side- 
walk in Silver street which should be abolished. The cellar is clean, 
light and dry.

NUISANCES ON TIDE~WATER FULATSs. 


There are still several areas of flats which are left bare at 
low tide, and which, from being subject to the overflow of 
sewage and being made the dumping ground for rubbish and 
various offensive matters, have been for years the source of 
extremely disagreeable and unhealthy odors. Filling such 
areas to a grade above high water is the ultimate and best 
remedy for nuisances of this sort; but it is generally an ex- 
pensive one, unwarranted, financially, in many instances by 
the small value of the land, and is enforced under such cir- 
cumstances .only when cheaper, mitigating measures are un- 
available or fail to bring sufficient relief. The cheaper 
methods consist in cutting off the further deposit of filth 
upon such flats and waiting for a slow improvement by 
means of the washings of tide water, or by holding a body 
of water on the flats by means of a dam, and thus checking 
the production and escape of foul gases from the mud. The 
same offensive condition, and from like causes, exists at the 
Hoosac Tunnel Docks in Charlestown and at the East Boston 
end of the Meridian-street bridge. These two places ought 
to be dredged. 7

DEAR Sir: The order of the Board of Alderman requesting the 
Board of Health to investigate in relation to the nusiance alleged 
to exist on Moore street, East Boston, and also as to the cause of the 
numerous cases of diphtheria in that vicinity, has been received. 

In reply we beg to say that the nuisance at the foot of Moore 
street is the result of the flow of sewage upon the flats, and comes 
from the Moore-street sewer, which discharges at that point. 

Its remedy will consist in turning the sewage into the inter- 
cepting sewer which was built a year ago for this purpose. We beg

to say also that another nuisance, exactly like this, but perhaps some- 
what greater, exists at the Meridian-street bridge in East Boston, 
and is the result of a discharging sewer upon the flats at that place 
and which should also be connected with the intercepting sewer. 

In regard to the numerous cases of diphtheria in the vicinity of 
Moore street, we would say that most of the cases have occurred at 
a distance of half a mile away, and were largely the result of two 
unrecognized cases and, therefore, not reported; and while the 
nuisance at the foot of Moore street could not of itself create diph- 
theria, it nevertheless has a most unfavorable influence on the 
health of the vicinity, and demands early attention on the part of the

-DEAR S1R: The order of the Board of Aldermen requesting the 
Board of Health to investigate the nuisance existing on the East 
Boston fiats has been received and duly considered. 

The Board of Health would respectfully report that the flats upon 
which the nuisance exists are very extensive, and are made offen- 
sive, principally by reason of the large amount of sewage which flows 
upon them from the East Boston sewers. This sewage ought to be 
delivered without delay into the intercepting sewer which was built 
for the purpose and which has been in use for nearly one year. 

Some of the offensiveness arises from the effects of dumping a 
filthy material upon the borders of the water over the said flats and 
which the Board of Health will endeavor to correct.

The dumping of rubbish and foul matter on the flats be- 
tween Fort Point channel and Swett street, South Boston, 
has also been the source of a serious nuisance at times and the 
subject of much complaint. The uncovered flats at this 
point ought to be dredged or filled, and probably would be 
"were it not for disputed ownership. 

The delay in connecting the local systems of sewerage 
with the intercepting system has been attended by a corre- 
sponding delay in the anticipated relief in East Boston and 
Charlestown. Some benefit, however, was secured last sea- 
son by preventing the dumping of foul matter from carts, 
below the grade of high water on the East Boston flats. It 
is hoped that connections with intercepting system will be 
made for East Boston and Charlestown this season. 
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The following communications refer to the above places:

To the Common Council Committee on South Bay: 


GENTLEMEN: In compliance with your request we have made a 
careful examination of the sanitary condition of the South bay, and 
beg to report as follows : 

There are two navigable channels, both starting from Fort Point 
channel, one leading along the westerly side of Dorchester avenue, 
South Boston, to a point near the N. Y. & N. E. B.R. tracks, and 
the other leading along the wharves on Albany street to Massachu- 
setts avenue. Between these two channels and the recently filled 
territory east of Swett street, is a large area of flats left bare at low 
water and which are extremely offensive. The flats extending from 
the South bay on the east and west sides of the N. Y. & N. E. R.R. 
tracks are also quite offensive. The effect of this large area of 
filthy flats laid bare at low tide, and for a considerable portion of 
the time, is a very great nuisance, and an injury to the public 
health. 

The Board of Health would respectfully recommend that all of the 
above-named flats be filled to grade twelve, except a triangle between 
the two channels first mentioned, which might be dredged and profit- 
ably left as a water basin for flushing the channels. All dry weather 
sewage should be cut off from these channels, and the storm over- 
flows be provided for by an extension of their outlets. A list of 
such sewers and overflows, above and including Fourth and Dover 
street sewers, as reported by Deputy Superintendent Sanborn of the 
Sewer Division, is as follows : 


Fourth street, South Boston. 
B street, South Boston. 
D street, South Boston. 
Dorchester-brook sewer, Dorchester and Roxbury. 
Magazine street, Roxbury. 
Swett-street surface drain. (Designed, but not yet built.)

It may be proper to add that for several years past the parties in 
interest have made efforts to obtain the necessary legislation for the 
drawing of the harbor lines, and a united movement on the part of 
the city and all owners to fill this territory is what seems to be 
called for. The accomplishment of this work would prove of great 
benefit from a sanitary and business point of view.

The disinfecting plant attached to the epidemic hospital 
on Swett street has been in constant use during the year. 
Besides 85 lots of bedding, 56 lots of clothing and 86 lots 
of books, 3,468 articles (410 mattresses, 857 blankets, 848 
pillows, 943 sheets and 410 spreads) have been disinfected 
for the City Hospital. 

In addition we have disinfected 120 loads of sundry 
articles for the city of Cambridge, for which a charge of $2.00 
per load was made.

DISINFECTANTS. 


During the last two years very much attention has heen 
given by chemists and bacteriologists to a new disinfecting 
agent called formaldehyde gas. It had, for a long time, 
been known to possess remarkable disinfecting powers, but 
the means by which it could be made available for practical 
use were very difficult to obtain. There are two methods 
by which this gas may be made available for disinfecting 
rooms and other infected articles. One by means of a lamp 
which is made to evaporate wood alcohol through a perforated 
platinized asbestos disc, by which process the alcohol loses a 
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portion of its hydrogen, and escapes into the room as formal- 
dehyde gas. The other method is by the use of a so-called 
generator in which is placed equal parts of a 40 per cent 
solution of formaldehyde gas and a 20 per cent solution of 
calcium chloride and this, by means of a spirit lamp, being 
raised to a temperature of 250 degrees Fahrt., lberates 
the gas into the room very freely. The latter process 
is somewhat simpler and more.exact in its performance than 
the former. Both processes are new in use by the Board, 
and will supersede the use of sulphur, being a much more 
trustworthy disinfectant and, in many respects, less objec- 
tionable as an agent to be used in dwelling-houses. 


GARBAGE AND REFUSE DISPOSAL. 


There is little to be said now more than was said in our 
last annual report as to any new means for the disposal of 
wastes. It should be stated, however, that the present 
method of handling this large amount of offensive matter at 
Fort Hill wharf, is a source of increasing nuisance and well 
founded complaints, and needs immediate attention. So | 
also is the dumping of this matter into the harbor, an annoy- 
ance to both north and south shores and a defilement of the 
harbor itself. 

The Board respectfully renews its recommendations of 
last year, and suggests that at least one crematory be insti- 
tuted on Fort Hill wharf at once, where all of the wastes, 
which are now dumped into the scows for transportation to 
the harbor, may be properly incinerated without offense and 
with somewhat less cost to the city. 


MEDICAL INSPECTION OF SCHOOLS. 


The medical inspection of schools has been continued 
during the past year with the same encouraging and satis- 
factory results as during the previous fourteen months. All 
pupils who have complained or appeared to their teachers to 
be ill, have been examined by the visiting physicians and 
the teachers advised as to what should be done with such 
pupils. The teachers and visiting physicians have entered 
upon and pursued this work with surprising harmony. ‘The 
search for infectious diseases in the schools for the last 
year has been even greater, while the number of cases in this 
class fonnd in 1896 is less than that of 1895. The same is” 
true also of the other miscellaneous diseases. Considerable 
inquiry has been made by officials of other cities for our 
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methods and results in this work, and several cities, includ- 
ing New York, are now preparing to adopt a similar system 
of inspection in their schools. 

For the year ending Dec. 31, 1896, the whole number of 
pupils examined was 8,964 and of this number 1,156 were 
found to be too ill to remain in school. The diseases found 
may be classified as follows :

ANTITOXINE. 


The production of antitoxine and the culture diagnosis of 
suspected cases of diphtheria has been continued through 
the year with satisfactory results. 

This work has been conducted by Prof. Harold C. Ernst, 
whose carefully prepared report follows: 


GENTLEMEN: I beg to present herewith the report of the 
work carried on by me for your Board during the past year, 
1896. 

The branches have been the same as in 1895, — the cul- 
tural examination of suspected cases of sore throat; and the 
production and distribution of the antitoxine of diphtheria. 
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iF; 


The Cultural Diagnosis of Cases of Sore Throat. 


This work has run along during the year with almost 
absolute smoothness, and with no changes in the methods 
employed. 

The chart presented herewith (see chart I.) is a graphic 
representation of the amount of work done under this 
heading, and its distribution through the year. There have 
been 169 fewer examinations made this. year than in 
1895 (7,255 in 1896 — 7,424 in 1895); but this difference 
is much more than accounted for by the fact that the 
Children’s Hospital has done all its own work of this kind 
instead of depending upon us. 

The number of cases in 1896 reached its maximum in 
December, as has been the case in the last two years, and 
the variations of the curves show almost precisely the same 
as in the similar chart presented in the report of last year. 

The number of cases sent in in any one week was lowest 
August 31 to September 6 (48); highest, December 14 to 
20 (272). The number of positive results obtained was 
lowest August 17 to 23 (7); highest, December 30 to 
January 5 (66). The total examinations made during the 
year have been 7,255, —the lowest daily average was in 
August, 8.5+,— the highest in January, 32. 

There were sent in 187 (as compared with 402 in 1895) 
cases showing no growth, and these are to be neglected, 
leaving 7,068 in which the results were more or less satis- 
factory. Of these, 1,509 showed bacilli of diphtheria (as 
compared with 1,717 in 1894 and 1895), a percentage of 
21+ as compared with 21 — in last year’s report. 

As from the beginning, the laboratory has been open for 
the reception of cultures every day in the year, and the 
work has gone on with as little friction as could possibly 
be expected. 

No change in the assistants has occurred from last year ; 
Drs. E. A. Darling, C. M. Smith and C. A. Ewald, being 


now at work.

The Production of the Antitoxine of Diphtheria. 


No change in the methods of carrying on this work has 
taken place. Practically the same horses are being now 
used to supply the serum as at the time of the last report.

Practically all of this serum has been of a strength of one 
to one hundred thousand, requiring a dose of five c.c. or less, 
so that the plant has produced sufficient antitoxine for over 
7,000 doses. During this year, as last, I have had the very 
able and enthusiastic assistance of Dr. D. D. Brough, Port 
Physician, in the management of the plant at Gallop’s Island. 
The care of the horses and animals has also been extremely 
good under the control of Mr. Frank Hoffses. In the labo- 
ratory in Boston, Drs. J. N. Coolidge and C. G. Page have 
continued their faithful and painstaking work. 

The production of the toxine has become more and more 
easy and certain, so that now it is not uncommon to secure a 
product four or five times the strength of our standard (a 
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normal toxine is of such a strength that a subcutaneous dose 
of .1 c.c. will 4cl2 a healthy guinea pig weighing 500 gms. in 
48 hours). Latterly we have found that the rapid and cer-. 
tain production of toxines of normal or greater than normal - 
strength does not necessarily depend upon the use of bouillon 
made from meat free of muscle-sugar, a fact of some im- 
portance so far as the pleasure of working is concerned, 
for handling bad smelling meat is not agreeable, to say the 
least. 

There has been distributed during the year 30,350 c.c. 
of serum, practically all of it of a strength of at least 
1-100,000. Roughly speaking this amount has been sent

The balance was either used for experimental purposes, 
or, for the larger part, was ready for distribution on Jan. 1, 
1897. The results of the use of the serum are reported in 
some detail, and they certainly justify the favorable opinion 
formed of its action in the report of last year. 

The recoveries and deaths are tabulated on charts II. and 
III. respectively, and these charts contain all the information 
we possess in regard to each case. They may be read down- 
wards in any case, following the same number down the en- 
tire column for information in regard to that case. For 
example, take the number 30 in the column of ages from 1 
to 2 years, and under F. This means that it was the thirtieth 
female child between 1 and 2 years of age that was reported 
to us; that she had mild constitutional symptoms. Follow- 
ing down the same column until we find the same number, 
we see that there was slight membrane, that a bacteriological 
examination was made with a positive result. That she was 
injected with serum from horse XI., was given 5—7 c.c., and 
recovered without further complication. The absence of a 
number under any heading indicates that no report was re- 
turned upon that point.

The smallest dose given was .5 c.c to an infant under one 
year, and the largest amount, 45 c.c. (in three doses). 

There have been 158 cases of eruption following the 
administrations of the serum, and classified as urticarias, — 
this year as last, the vast majority of them slight, localized 
at the point of injection and ephemeral in character. ‘This 
shows a percentage of skin eruptions of all kinds of 10.64, 
a marked reduction as compared with the percentage of a 
little under 17 as reported last year. To my mind a large 
part of this reduction is undoubtedly due to the fact that it 
has been necessary to use so much less in the bulk of the 
serum, because its strength has been maintained at an uni- 
formly high degree throughout the year. 

Seven cases of slight localized paralyses have been re- 
ported, ¢ncluding such forms as difficulty of deglutition. 

The albuminurias are more numerous than last year, but 
more careful attention has been paid to its occurrence, and 
the cases reported include many where the “slightest possible 
trace,” is mentioned, and most of them showed the: presence 
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of albumin before the administration of the serum. They

EXAMINATION OF PLUMBERS. 


During the year ending Jan. 31, 1897, the Examining 
Board held 45 meetings and examined 316 candidates for 
plumbers’ licenses; 119 were for master plumbers’ licenses 
and 76, or 63 per cent, passed the examination and were 
licensed; 197 were examined for journeyman plumbers’ 
licenses and 164, or 83 per cent, passed the oral examination 
and were notified to report at the shop for a practical test. 
Of the 164 candidates who passed the oral examinations, 118 
passed successful examinations at the shop and were given 
licenses. | 

Of the whole number there were 20 master plumbers and _ 
29 journeyman plumbers who, having failed to renew their 
licenses before May 1, were examined and with one excep 
tion passed satisfactory examinations. 7 

At a meeting of the Board of Examiners, Apr. 14, 1896, 
it was voted that : — , 
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No candidate who fails to pass his examination success- 
fully shall be again admitted for examination until three 
months have elapsed since the last examination, and no 
candidate who fails a second time to pass an examination 
successfully shall be again examined until six months have 
elapsed since the last or second examination. All previous 
votes inconsistent with this vote are hereby rescinded.

PRIVATE PASSAGEWAYS. 


[ACTS OF 1894. CHAP. 119.] 


An ACT FOR THE PROTECTION OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH IN THE 
CITY OF BOsTON. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows: 
SEcTION 1. Whenever the Board of Health of the City of Boston 
shall adjudge that the public health requires and shall order that the 


surface of any private passageway in said city shall be paved or 
otherwise provided with a road bed, the owners of said private 
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passageway shall forthwith pave or lay said road bed in accordance 
with said order and in a manner and with materials satisfactory to 
said board. 

SEcT. 2. In case of objection by any owner of property to the 
paving of such private way that may be so ordered, the Board of 
Health, or a majority thereof, shall view the premises and if so 
desired, give a hearing to parties interested. 

SECT. 3. Any justice of any court having jurisdiction in equity 
may, on the petition of the Board of Health of said city, enforce the 
provisions of this act by any proper process or decree. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect upon its passage. [Approved, 
March 15, 1894. |

REMOVAL OF NIGHT-—SOIL. 


A three-year’s contract for the removal of night-soil, at $6 
per load, of eighty cubic feet, was made with the Odorless 
Excavating Company. Following is a copy of the con- 
tract : — 

The City of Boston, in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, by the Board of Health of said city, and the Odorless 
Excavating Company, a corporation established under the 
laws of said Commonwealth, having a usual place of busi- 
ness in said Boston, on this twenty-fourth day of February, 
A.D. 1896, agree as follows : — 

1. Said company shall have and exercise the exclusive 
privilege during the term of three years, from March 1, 1896, 
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of taking and removing the contents which are to be re- 
moved of all vaults, privies, and cesspools used as recep- 
tacles for night-soil in said city, on the terms and conditions 
hereinafter set forth. 

2. Said company shall not sell or assign said privilege, 
nor any right or interest under this contract without the con- 
sent in writing of said Board. 

3. Said Board shall, at its own expense, receive all appli- 
cations for removing night-soil, and notify said company 
thereof. | 

4. Said company shall every day, except Sundays and 
holidays, during said term, send a person to the office of said 
Board to receive notices of applications, as aforesaid, and 
shall at the same time report the number of vaults and cess- 
pools cleaned under such application during the preceding 
twenty-four hours. 

5. Said company shall, for said work, furnish and use 
such odorless apparatus, and such wagons, tanks or barrels, 
as shall be satisfactory to said Board. Said wagonsand barrels 
to contain not less than eighty cubic feet, as first measured 
and sealed by some sealer of the city. — 

6. Said company shall promptly, neatly and thoroughly 
remove all such contents as it shall be notified of, as afore- 
said, by odorless apparatus, wherever practicable, to the satis- 
faction of said Board, within a reasonable time, and within 
forty-eight hours after receiving the notice, if so directed in 
the notice, and in accordance with the ordinances of said 
city relating thereto, now in force, or which may hereafter 
be in force during said term; provided, however, that the rate 
of compensation herein specified shall not be altered or 
affected by any ordinance passed during said term. 

7. Said company may demand, and receive from appli- 
cants or other persons legally liable for the payment for said 
work, and may require the same to be paid in advance, or 
deposited with said Board of Health, the sum of six dollars 
($6.00') for each and every load of eighty cubic feet of night- 
soil, or other contents of vaults and cesspools removed by it, 
and, the same price for all fractional parts of eighty cubic 
feet so removed, provided said vault or cesspool be thor- 
oughly emptied, but for all single cesspools so cleaned from 
which three or more loads shall be removed at one cleaning, 
the price shall be one dollar less per load five dollars ($5.00) 
for each and every load so removed. 

8. Said Board, on complaint of a person charged for such 
work, may cause the work to be measured, and if it measures 
less than reported by said company, said company shall pay 


a 
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the cost of such measurement, and the charge shall be abated 
accordingly. 

9. Said company stnll not bring any wagon, tank or 
barrel used for said work, unless it be air-tight and odorless, 
within the limits of said city before ten o’clock in the 
evening, or keep the same within said limits later than until 
one hour before sunrise; shall not empty any of the con- 
tents thereof into any dock or stream in said city; shall, at 
its own expense, furnish and apply to every privy, vault and 
cesspool cleaned by it as aforesaid, deodorizing material of 
such kind and in such quantity as said Board shall require ; 
shall leave said privies, vaults and cesspools, covered and 
clean; shall not drop or leave any of the contents thereof 
on the premises about the same; nor in any street or way 
of said city; and shall reimburse said city for all damages 
and expenses it may suffer or incur by reason of such 
droppings or leavings, or the removal thereof. 

10. The Board of Health may cancel this agreement in 
case of failure on the part of said company to perform all 
its said agreements to the satisfaction of said Board.

Of thisnumber 172 were granted, 
52 refused, 10 withdrawn, 3 dropped for neglect to comply 
with the requirements of the Board and 18 awaiting action. 


KILLING OF POULTRY. 


- The business of keeping, selling and killing fowl in tene- 
ment houses, or yards in close proximity thereto, has claimed 
the constant attention of the Board for years by reason of 
the offensive manner in which the business was conducted, 
even when closely watched, and for the disregard of all 
sanitary laws by persons so engaged. 

The apparent insensibility, on the part of persons engaged 
in the business of slaughtering fowls, to cleanliness or com- 
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pliance with the laws governing such occupation made it 
necessary for the Board to pass the following regulation : — 
“That no live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls shall 
be brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed 
-or plucked in any place in the city of Boston, without a 
permit therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which 
shall be subject to revocation by said Board at any time.” } 
In accordance with this regulation the following places 
were assigned as suitable for carrying on the business, the 
buildings being away from residential or tenement-house 
districts and having first been supplied with concrete floors 
and proper sanitary arrangements, so as to be eaily cleaned.

The following rules were also made by the Board for the 
government of places assigned: — 


1. These premises are under the supervision of the Board’ 
of Health. 

2. All poultry sold upon these premises, except as here- 
inafter provided, shall be killed and plucked herein. 

3. Live fowl may be sold, not to be kept within the city 
limits, and a record of such sale must be made in a book, 
provided and kept for the purpose by the lessee of the prem- 
ises, stating when the sale was made, by whom, to whom, 
the number of fowl sold and the place where they are to be 
kept. 

4. Live fowl may be sold, to be delivered at another 
assigned location, there to be killed and plucked. A record 
of the transaction shall be made as provided in rule No. 3. 

0. Persons desiring to keep and kill fowl, at an assigned 
location, must first obtain a written permit from the Board 
of Health. 

6. All persons to whom have been issued permits to con- 
duct business at assigned locations shall surrender permits 
when they cease to do business at said location, and said per- 
mits shall then become null and void. 

7. No person shall be allowed to keep or sell fowl which, 
in the opinion of the Inspector of Provisions, are unfit to be 
used for food. 

8. Smothered poultry, or poultry which may have died 
in transit, or while in coops at assigned locations, shall not 
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‘be sold for food, but shall be placed in a receptacle provided 
for that purpose by the lessee of the premises, to be there- 
after disposed of by the Inspector of Provisions. 

9. Coops must be hired by the week and paid for in ad- 
vance, the week beginning on Monday morning. 

10. Not less than one-half a square foot shall be allowed 
in any coop for each fowl placed therein, and no coop shall 
be less than 18 inches in height. 

11. Lessees of coops having more poultry than the re- 
strictions thereon will permit accommodating therein may 
keep the surplus in a suitable place elsewhere in the building 
at a rental of one cent per head per week. 

12. No poultry or coops shall be kept upon the side- 
walks, or upon the salesroom floors outside the permanent 
coops. ; 

13. Cutters are allowed to receive two (2) cents for 
each fowl killed by them, unless other arrangements are 
made. 

14. For each fowl killed the person to whom the location 
is assigned shall be paid one cent. 

15. The locations assigned shall be opened and closed 
for business at hours agreed upon by the lessee of the prem- 
ises and his tenants. On Sundays they shall be open for 
the purpose of feeding and watering the stock from ten 
until eleven o’clock A.M. 

16. The person to whom a location for the keeping and 
killing of fowl has been assigned shall be entitled to all blood 
and feathers resulting from the business on the premises, and 
- such feathers shall not be mixed with blood or other sub- 
stance. He will be held responsible for the condition of the 
premises, which shall be kept in a cleanly and sanitary con- 
dition at alltimes. Heshall also enforce the rules approved 
by the Board of Health, and shall report any violation of 
the same to said Board of Health. 

17. A person to whom a location may be assigned shall, 
to the extent of the capacity of the premises, rent coops to 
such persons as may be granted a permit by the Board of 
Health, and the price fixed for the rentals thereof shall be 
subject to the approval of said Board. 

18. Any violation of these rules shall be deemed sutf- 
ficient cause for the revocation of a permit.

May 19, 1896, the following circular was sent to all the 
bakeries in the city: 
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NOTICE TO BAKERS. 


OFFICE BOARD OF HEALTH, 
OxLp Court Housk, Boston, June 24, 1896. 


The Board of Health hereby calls the attention of all owners, 
agents, lessees and occupants of buildings, occupied as biscuit, bread 
or cake bakeries, to the provisions of chap. 418 of the Acts of 1896, 
printed below, and notifies them to forthwith make all alterations 


necessary to make their building or buildings, so occupied, conform 


in every particular to the requirements of sections one, three, four, 
five and all of section two, except the first paragraph thereof, of said 
Act.

: [Cuap. 418 oF THE AcTS OF 1896.] 


AN ACT RELATIVE TO BAKERIES AND PERSONS EMPLOYED THEREIN. 
Be it enacted, etc., as follows:. 


Section 1. All buildings occupied as biscuit, bread or cake bakeries shall 
be so drained and shall be provided with such a system of plumbing as shall 
conduce to the proper and healthful condition thereof. 

Sect. 2. Every room used for the manufacture of flour or meal food pro- 
ducts shall have, if deemed necessary by the authority vested with the en- 
forcement of this Act, an impermeable floor constructed of cement or of tiles 
laid in cement, with an additional flooring of wood properly saturated with 
linseed oil. The side walls and ceilings of such rooms shall be plastered or 
wainscoted, and, if required by said authority, shall be whitewashed at least 
once in three months. The furniture and utensils in such rooms shall be so 
arranged that the furniture and floor may at all times be kept clean and ina 
proper and healthful sanitary condition. 

Sect. 3. The manufactured flour or meal food products shall be kept in 
perfectly dry and airy rooms, so arranged that the floors, shelves and all 
other facilities for storing the same can be easily and perfectly cleaned. 

Srecr 4. Every such bakery shall be provided with a proper washroom 
and water-closet or closets, with ventilation apart from the bakeroom or 
rooms where the manufacturing of such food products is conducted; and no 
water-closet, earth-closet, privy or ash-pit shall be within or communicate 
directly with the bakeroom of any bakery. 

Secr. 5. The sleeping places for the persons employed in a bakery shall 
be separate from the room or rooms where flour or meal food products are 
manufactured or stored. 

Sect. 6. Any person who violates any of the provisions of this Act, or 
refuses to comply with any requirement of the authority vested with its en- 
forcement, as provided herein, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on 
conviction shall be punished by a fine of not less than twenty nor more than 
fifty dollars for a first offence. and for a second offence by a fine of not less 
than fifty nor more than one hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not 
more than ten days, and for a third offence by a fine of not less than two 
hundred and fifty dollars and by imprisonment for not more than thirty 
days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Sect. 7. The owner, agent or lessee of any property affected by the pro- 
visions of sections one, two or four of this Act shall, within sixty days after 
service of notice requiring any alterations to be made in or upon such 
premises, comply therewith. Such notice shall be in writing and may be 
served upon such owner, agent or lessee, either personally or by mail; and 
a notice mailed to the last known address of such owner, agent or lessee 
shall be deemed sufficient for the purpose of this Act. 

Sect. 8. The Board of Health of a city or town in which a bakery is sit- 
uated, or in which the business regulated by this Act is carried on, shall 
enforce the provisions of this Act and shall cause copies of the same to be 
printed and posted in all the bakeries and places in which such business is 
carried on within their respective jurisdictions. [Approved, May 19, 1896. 
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The number of bakeries examined was 315. Of this num- 
ber 215 have been made to comply with conditions required 
by the Act, while the work on 33 others is being pushed to 
completion. In 52 cases the water-closets have been removed, 
and in all cases indirect communication has been made, and 
in eight cases brick partition walls have been built between 
the bakery and stables adjoining.

REPORT OF MEDICAL INSPECTOR. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 

report for the year ending Dec. 31, 1896. ; 
During the past year four hundred and fifty-nine (459) 
persons dying without a physician in attendance have been 
reported to this office. 

In all these cases a personal visit has been made, the body 
examined, and a probable diagnosis made before granting a 
permit for burial. 

Four cases have been referred to the Medical Examiner 
for investigation. 


INFECTIOUS DISEASES. 


Forty-three (43) cases reported as small-pox have been 
examined, but in no instance was the disease found to exist. 

Four thousand, four hundred and eighty-nine (4,489) 
cases of diphtheria and twelve hundred and sixteen (1,216) 
cases of scarlet fever were reported the past year. 

Each and every case has been investigated, and a report 
whether or not the case was properly isolated by the local 
medical officer was made to your honorable board. 

In many cases isolation was not approved, because of the 
conditions of the home or want of co-operation by the parents, 
and these cases were sent to the hospital, and, when necessary, 
an order was obtained to make a forcible removal. 

Mr. Thomas Jordan, Chief Inspector, surperintended the 
removal of these cases.

There have been 2,826 persons vaccinated, and certificates 
of vaccination have been issued to 1,046 who have returned 
and proven themselves entitled to such certificates. 

On Sundays and holidays the City Prison has been visited, 
and the following diseases and injuries have been treated: 
Abrasions, contusions, delirium tremens, dislocations, epilepsy, 
epistaxis, fractures, incised wounds, pneumonia, scalp wounds, 
ulcers. 

Suffolk County Jail. One thousand two hundred and 
twenty patients have been treated in this institution during , 
the last year, requiring 3,312 visits. Three deaths have oc- 
curred from heart disease. Two patients have betn sent to 
the hospital.

GENTLEMEN: I herewith submit the annual report of the 
Quarantine Department for the year ending Dee. 31, 1896. 

During the past year all vessels from foreign ports, except- 
ing British North America, and all vessels from foreign 
ports having entered a United States port without complete 
discharge of passengers or cargo, have been inspected. 

From June 1 to October 31, inclusive, all vessels from 
ports south of Virginia have been inspected. 

February 6. A case was removed to Gallop’s Island from 
the city for further observation, as the attending physician 
thought it might be leprosy. After a long period of obser- 
vation and many bacteriological examinations, it was 
decided to be a case of mixed leprosy and syphilis. 

April 18. A child suffering from varicella was removed 
from 8.8. * Gallia.” 

June 14. A child was removed from S.S. « Catalonia.” 
It proved to be a case of measles. 

June 29. Two children were, at request of the agent, 
taken from 8.8. * Halifax” while at her dock — both were 
cases of varicella. 

July 20. A steerage passenger refused vaccination and 
was taken to Gallop’s Island. He was discharged the day 
following, after being vaccinated. 

September 13. A child suffering from measles was taken 
from 8.8. “ Gallia.” . 

October 4. The ship’s printer on S.S. “ Servia” had a 
suspicious throat; he was removed and a bacteriological 
examination made. It proved to be a case of tonsillitis. 

October 5. An engineer on SS. « British Empire ”’ 
showed symptoms of typhoid and was removed. It proved 
to be febricula. 

November 25. A mother and child were taken from S.S. 
“ Pavonia.” The ship’s surgeon thought that the mother’s 
illness might be typhoid. It proved to bea case of enteritis. 
The child was suffering from varicella. 

November 28. A fireman on S.S. « Moonstone” was re- 
moved, and is at present in the hospital. 
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The leper who was admitted in September, 1895, still re- 
mains in the hospital. 

October 1. U.S.S. “ Enterprise,” through a misunder- 
standing on the part of the commander, omitted to stop at 
Quarantine. The vessel was boarded in the upper harbor 
four cases and of diphtheria taken to the City Hospital. The 
vessel was disinfected and the crew held for observation for 
a period of two weeks. No more cases occurring, the vessel 
was released.

In addition to the above amount $44.82, was paid City 
Collector for board and medical care of patients. 

Total number of persons inspected 60,029. Of these 
29,308 were seamen, 26,251 passengers, 4,470 cattlemen. 

The repairs and improvements of the preceding year have 
been continued. Captain Ranlet has had entire charge of 
the work and the results reflect credit on his ability and 
perseverance. The continuation of the sea wall in front of 
the small-pox hospital has been completed and protected in 
front by a strong riprap. The rag-shed wharf has been 
repaired by the driving of twelve new oak spiles, and newly 
bolted and braced. 

The rag shed has been thoroughly repaired and painted, — 
and a new flagstaff added to it. 

The officer’s dwelling-house has been greatly improved by 
the addition of a new system of drainage and heating. 

In place of coal stoves a new hot water and hot air fur- 
nace has been put in, and thus far the results have been very 
satisfactory. The cellar floor has been newly concreted, 
a new milk-room, vegetable-room and other conveniences 
added. 

Most of the labor on the island was done by prisoners, 
who were furnished us through the courtesy of Superintend- 
ent Gerrish, of Deer Island, to whom the department is 
under obligations. | 

The production of antitoxine continues under the charge 
of Dr. Ernst assisted by Dr. Brough. 

Dr. Ben. H. Metcalf, assistant port physician, resigned 
October 1, to enter private practice, and on the same day Dr. 
Paul Carson was appointed to succeed him. 

The barn cellar, which has always been damp, has been 
drained, and is now being concreted. Last spring the 
steamer “ Vigilant”? was thoroughly overhauled and painted, 
and a new system of light and ventilation added. The

Under the head of «Cows from Eastern States” is under- 
stood those animals from all of the New England States 
including Massachusetts. 

In accordance with regulations of State Board of Cattle 
Commissioners, monthly reports of the abattoir have been 
made to that Board. 

Slaughter-house No. 11, has been used during the past 
seven months by the State Board of Cattle Commissioners 
for the purpose of killing such tuberculous cattle as have 
been condemned by them throughout the state. All animals 
killed at Slaughter No. 11, have been rendered into fertilizer 
whether found diseased or not upon post-mortem examina- 
tion. A regulation was made at the same time preventing 
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the butchers employed in this slaughter-house, from working 
in any other slaughter-house while wearing the same clothing 
or using the same knives, etc. 


INSPECTION OF CATTLE. 


The inspection of cattle kept for, the production of milk 
within the city limits, has been continued as heretofore. 

Eight hundred and fifty-seven cattle have been examined. 
Of these twenty-five were found to be tuberculous and, after 
having been placed in quarantine, were reported to the State 
Board of Cattle Commission, in accordance with the Public 
Statutes. 

Three hundred and twenty-five cow stables, in which the 
eight hundred and fifty-seven animals were kept, have been 
examined with regard to light, ventilation, and cleanliness. 

Several requests have been made to this office by owners 
of private animals, asking for a tuberculin test of their cows. 
Forty-seven, including the above twenty-five condemned 
animals, have been tested with tuberculin. 

The tuberculin test of animals, which requires a consider- 
able amount of time, consists in taking normal temperatures 
of animals during the day, and then submitting them to an 
injection of tuberculin between 9 and 12 P.M. of the same 
day, and taking the temperatures following such injection 
throughout the next day. 


GLANDERS. 


There has been reported to this office one hundred and 
twenty horses under suspicion of having glanders or farcy. 
Of these thirty-five were reported by the attending veteri- 
narian as having been killed and disposed of by his advice. 
In seven cases the owners notified this office that they had 
killed the horse. Of the remaining seventy-eight cases, nine, 
upon examination, proved to have some other disease. All 
cases which proved to have glanders or farcy were reported 
at once to the Board of Cattle Commission. 

The above one hundred and eleven actual cases of glan- 
ders, occurred in eighty-three different stables. 

Considerable attention has been given: to the disinfection 
of stables during the past year, and all of the above have 
been thoroughly disinfected with chloride of lime and 
corrosive sublimate, and where the stable has been in a fairly 
tight condition, fumigation with sulphur has followed. 

It is interesting to note the value of disinfection of stables 
after the removal of cases of glanders. Of the eighty-three 
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stables where glanders has been found during the past year, 
and where disinfection followed, only four stables have had 
cases reoccur. 

It has been deemed advisable to examine all the other 
horses in a stable from which a case of glanders has been 
removed. This work has generally been performed on the 
following Sunday, as it is impossible to find all the horses in 
at any other time of the week. 

As stated in the report for 1895, there has been consider- 
able delay during the past year in the disposition of cases of 
glanders, owing to the fact that the Board of Health, upon 
finding a case, is unable to order the killing of such animal ; 
and, unless the owner orders the animal killed, can simply 
place the case in quarantine and notify the State Board of 
Cattle Commission and await their decision. 


RABIES. 


Two dogs, suspicious of rabies, have been reported during 
the past year, and one, upon further examination, proved to 
have some other disease.

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REPORT OF THE INSPECTOR OF MILK AND 
VINEGAR.

To the Board of Health, Boston, Mass. : 


GENTLEMEN : —I have the honor to report on the work 
of the Bureau of Milk Inspection for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1897 :— 

Since the date of the last report, the laws relating to the 
inspection and sale of milk and oleomargarine have been 
amended in several important particulars, and a new statute 
has been enacted governing the sale of condensed milk. The 
most important change in the milk law relates to the stand- 
ard, which hitherto has been thirteen per cent of total milk- 
solids, excepting during the months of May and June, when 
it has been twelve and nine and three-tenths per cent of 
milk-solids exclusive of fat. The Legislature of 1896 ex- 
tended the period for the lower standard so as to include in 
addition the months of April, July and August, and also es- 
tablished a standard for fat. This latter was much needed 
in order to prevent a form of fraud, which, from small be- 
ginnings, had assumed considerable proportions, and which 
could not be reached without additional legislation. This 
consisted in the removal of most of the cream, and the addi- 
tion to the milk, thus deprived of a most important con- 
stituent, of a sufficient quantity of condensed skimmed milk 
to bring the total milk-solids to the required statute standard. 
The removal of any part of the cream constitutes an offence 
under the statute, but unless the act of removing it can be 
proven by an eye-witness, conviction is extremely difficult 
especially when the missing solids have been replaced by 
other solids not foreign to milk. The establishment of a 
standard requiring at least three and seven-tenths per cent 
of butter-fat, while the requirement for total milk-solids is 
thirteen per cent, and not less than three per cent during 
the five months of the twelve per cent standard has practi- 
cally put an end to the objectionable practice. 

Another amendment increased the penalty for making, 
using, or having possession of a counterfeit seal, and for 
changing or tampering with a sealed sample, from not more 
than fifty dollars fine or not more than ninety days imprison- 
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ment, to not less than one hundred dollars fine and not less 
than three nor more than six months imprisonment. 

The statutes relating to oleomargarine were amended as 
follows: Chapter 58 of the laws of 1891 was amended so as 
to forbid not only the manufacture, sale, offering or exposing 
for sale, having in possession with intent to sell, and taking 
orders for the future delivery of oleomargarine made in 
imitation of yellow butter, but also the delivery and keeping 
in storage with intent to sell. 

Section five of chapter 412 of the Laws of 1891 which 
prohibits the serving of oleomargarine in hotels, restaurants, 
and lunch counters without notifying the guests, was 
amended so as to include boarding-houses as well. 

The new statute relating to condensed milk prohibits the 
sale of that commodity except in vessels distinctly labelled 
with the name of the person or company manufacturing it. 

During the year, 12,295 samples of milk were collected 
and examined. This number is within 300 of the number 
collected during the preceding year when during the greater 
part of the time the collectors employed were four in number 
against three as now engaged.—T7,303 samples were taken 
from wagons, 4,715 from shops and restaurants, and 277 
were brought to the office by the public. The number of 
specimens falling below the statute requirements was unusu- 
ally small, and the number of warnings issued and com- 
plaints instituted was correspondingly diminished. Only 
120 complaints were entered in the courts for violation of 
the law relating to the standard and for addition of foreign 
substances, as against 316 entered during the preceding 
year. This result was by no means due to the change in the 
standard for the additional months of April, July and August, 
but to the fact that the producers exercise more care in the 
production of good milk, that the restaurants demand more as 
to quality than heretofore, and that the number of milkmen 
who were persistent violators of the law has diminished to a 
very small figure. No samples were found to contain any pre- 
servatives, and but two were found containing coloring matter. 

In former years much trouble was occasioned by the prac- 
tice which many milkmen followed of placing removable 
skimmed-milk tags to all their cans in order to require the 
collectors to mark their samples as skimmed milk. It was 
their custom to remove these tags on delivery of the cans, so 
that while the milk was delivered as whole milk, the office 
was obliged to treat the samples as skimmed milk, which in 
very many cases they really were. In this way much fraud 
could be perpetrated on the customers in perfect safety. 
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This practice has now been stopped by means of an amend- 
ment to the law governing the sale of skimmed milk by which 
it is required that that article shall be delivered only in ves- 
sels bearing a non-detachable label with letters not less than 
one inch in length, excepting in the case of vessels of a 
capacity of two quarts and less. 

During the year several new aids to the adulteration of 
milk have been extensively advertised by circulars from New 
York business houses,and samples of the goods were ob- 
tained and analyzed. One was a new coloring agent called 
‘s Laktone,” which proved to be a mixture of aniline colors. 
Experiments showed that its presence in milk can be readily 
detected. Another was a new preservative which proved to 
be a solution of formaldehyd containing a slight amount of 
Laktone to give it a tinge of color. ‘The third was a mixture 
of gelatin and borax intended for thickening thin cream and 
ealled ** Cream Albumenoid.” 

None of these substances have been met with in samples 
collected. 

When the statute relating to condensed milk went into 
effect, the collectors were instructed to examine the labels of 
all condensed milk exposed for sale in the shops which they 
visited on their collecting trips. But two brands were found 
which did not conform to the requirements, and the dealers 
handling them were warned to discontinue their sale. One 
of these was called ** The Favorite Evaporated Cream,” and 
consisted of condensed skimmed milk; the other was the 
‘¢ Shield Brand Pure Condensed Milk,” which also proved to 
be condensed skimmed milk. The produce-broker who 
handled the latter brand in this market made claim that the 
label conformed to the law in that the name of the manufac- 
turer was plainly printed on the label, and after much care- 
ful search, pointed out, just above the lower border of the 
label, the words, ‘* Michigan Condensed Milk Co.,” in micro- 
scopic letters which would not be noticed by one person in a 
thousand. As it was plainly (and later admittedly) an 
attempt to evade the law, the choice was offered of stopping 
the sale or having the matter brought to the attention of the 
courts, and the former alternative was chosen. 

In the report of this office for last year, it was stated that 
the local oleomargarine trade, owing to the enforcement of 
chapters 58 and 412 of the Laws of 1891 against colored 
goods, was virtually dead, and that but ten licenses to sell 
(uncolored) oleomargarine had been issued during the year 
against seventy-four during the preceding twelve months. 
During the past year but one license was issued. Never- 
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theless, a very large amount of the colored goods was being 
delivered daily to hotels, restaurants and boarding-houses by 
an expressman who appeared to handle little else. It was 
claimed that these packages came from Providence, R. I., on 
orders sent directly to the factory at that place, or to the agent 
of the same at his Boston office, the latter orders being car- 
ried or mailed by him to Providence, and that, therefore, the 
actual sales were made at the latter place. There was reason 
to believe that this was not true, and that the orders were 
filled in Boston from stock kept in storage. But for a long 
time it proved to be impossible to obtain the evidence neces- 
sary to secure a conviction, because of the manner in which 
the business was conducted, which was as follows: A person 
desirious of obtaining the yellow prohibited article would 
send an order to the Boston office. The order, however urgent, 
would not be filled on the day of its reception, because, it 
was claimed, it must be forwarded to Providence and hence 
the goods could not be delivered until the day following. 
At the proper time, the expressman would deliver the 
package neatly wrapped in manilla paper, and tagged as 
coming from the Oakdale Manufacturing Company, Provi- 
dence, R.I., deliver a C.O. D. bill dated at Providence, | 
and collect the money. Thus, so far as the purchaser knew, 
the transaction was perfectly legitimate. Daily visits to 
the freight-sheds and railroad stations showed that pack- 
ages so wrapped and marked did not arrive. On the con- 
trary, large consignments of packages in bulk, unmarked and 
devoid of wrappings, were daily consigned to the express- 
man, whose office was the same as that of the so-called 
agent. ‘These consignments were of varying size, from 
a few hundred weight, to two, three, and even four tons, 
and were removed by the expressman early in the fore- 
noon to a storehouse hired in his name at Foster’s wharf. It 
was more than suspected, there was knowledge incapable of 
proof, that an illegal business was being conducted. The 
Federal authorities were also morally sure that business was 
being conducted on a wholesale plan without the payment of 
the required United States tax, and an attempt was made to 
indict the parties concerned for defrauding the revenue, but 
without success on account of inability to prove that the 
sales were not made in Providence, where a tax was paid by 
the manufacturing company. 

Thus, for a time, the parties engaged were enabled to suc- 
cessfully defy both the State and Federal laws. There was, 
however, a means of identifying the packages which were 
daily received, and a plan was set in operation which proved 
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to be successful in bringing the offenders to justice. Two 
collectors of samples were directed to go each morning to the 
freight-house where the large consignments were delivered, 
and make memoranda of the numbers on the revenue stamps 
affixed to each package, and report with the saime as early as 
possible at the office. Thus, from day to day a complete 
record was obtained of all packages received and placed in 
storage. About the same time a person not connected with 
the office was employed as a buyer. For a time he made ~ 
almost daily visits to the supposed office of the company and 
left orders for varying amounts. On the day following each 
visit, the goods ordered were delivered at his house by the 
expressman who collected the money and delivered the bill. 
Immediately the packages were carried to the office where 
the numbers on the revenue stamps were compared with the 
lists handed in daily by the collectors. Examination showed 
that in nearly every instance the goods alleged to have come 
from Providence after the reception of the order had arrived 
in Boston anywhere from one to five days before the order 
was given. 

After eighteen separate sales had been consummated war- 
rants were obtained for the arrest of three persons who had 
made the sales, the expressman, who was really one of the 
principals, and his two assistants, who delivered the goods. 
The cases were sent to the grand jury, who returned an in- 
dictment in eighteen counts, charging each of the six defen- 
dants with the sale and delivery of oleomargarine made in 
imitation of yellow butter. After a trial that lasted three 
whole days, the jury returned a verdict of guilty on one 
count and not guilty on seventeen counts against one defen- 
dant, guilty on eighteen counts against the two principals in 
the office and against the expressman, and of acquittal in the 
case of the two drivers. Several exceptions were taken by 
counsel for the defence, in consequence of which sentence 
has not yet been passed. As aresult of the trial the con- 
signments from Providence have dwindled to almost nothing. 

Most of the deliveries made by the persons involved were 
to boarding-houses and a few restaurants and hotels, and 
the collectors were directed to go to these places to procure 
meals. In almost every instance, oleomargarine was served 
in place of butter without notification, and as a result 
ninety-seven complaints were entered in court with con- 
viction in nearly every case. Outside of the cases mentioned 
there were but few violations of the laws relating to oleo- 
margarine ; one for exposing forsale in an unmarked tub, and a 
few for possession of yellow oleomargarine with intent to sell. 
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The quality of the vinegar and cider-vinegar in the market 
has continued to be uniformly good. A number of samples 
which were deficient in acid strength showed traces of sali- 
cylic acid, a substance not used in the manufacture of vine- 
gar but very commonly employed as a preservative of cider, 
and hence its presence in vinegar indicates the probable 
addition of cider which has been so treated.

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THE LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATING TO THE 


SALE AND INSPECTION OF MILK. 


[CHAPTER 57, PUBLIC STATUTES. | 


1By chap. 313, Acts of 1893, and chap. 449, Acts of 1895, the milk inspectors of 
Boston and Lynn are appointed by the boards of health of those cities. 

Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the select- 
men of towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be inspectors 
of milk for their respective places, who shall be sworn before entering upon 
the duties of their office. Each inspector shall publish a notice of his 
appointment for two weeks in a newspaper published in his city or town, 
or, if no newspaper is published therein, he shall post up such notice in 
two or more public places in such city or town. 

Sect. 2. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 818 of the Acts of 
1886.) Such inspectors shall keep an office, and shall record in books 
kept for the purpose the names and places of business of all persons engaged 
inthe sale of milk within their city or town. Said inspectors may, with 
the approval of the mayor or the selectmen, employ suitable persons to 
act as collectors of samples, who shall be sworn before entering upon their 
duties. Said inspectors, or the collectors employed and qualified as afore- 
said, may enter all places where milk is stored or kept for sale, and all 
carriages used for the conveyance of milk, and the said inspectors or the 
collectors may take samples for analysis from all such places or carriages, 
and at the same time a portion of each sample so taken shall, if the person 
taking the same be requested so to do, be sealed and delivered to the owner 
or person from whose possession the same is taken, and a receipt given 
therefor to the person taking the same. ‘The inspectors shall cause the 
samples of milk so taken to be analyzed or otherwise satisfactorily tested ; 
the result of such analysis or test they shall record and preserve as evi- 
dence. The inspectors shall receive such compensation as the mayor or 
aldermen or selectmen may determine. 

Sect. 3. In all cities and in all towns in which there is an inspector of 
milk, every person who conveys milk, in carriages or otherwise, for the 
purpose of selling the same in such city or town, shall annually, on the first 
day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, be licensed by the inspector or 
inspectors of milk of such city or town to sell milk within the limits thereof, 
and shall pay to such inspector or, inspectors fifty cents each to the use of the 
city ortown. Theinspector or inspectors shall pay over monthly to the treas- 
urer of such city ortown all sums collected by himor them. Licenses shall 
be issued only inthe names of the owners of carriages or other vehicles, and 
shall, for the purposes of this chapter, be conclusive evidence of owner- 
ship. No license shall be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license 
shall record the name, residence, place of business, number of carriages or 
other vehicles used, the name and residence of every driver or other per- 
son engaged in carrying or selling said milk, and the number of the 
license. Each licensee shall, before engaging in the sale of milk, cause his 
name, the number of his license, and his place of business to be legibly 
placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles used by him in the 
conveyance and sale of milk, and he shall report to the inspector or inspec- 
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tors any change of driver or other person employed by him which may occur 
during the time of his license. Whoever, without being first licensed under 
the provisions of this section, sells milk or exposes it for sale from car- 
riages or other vehicles, or has it in his custody or possession with intent so 
to sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this section, shall, 
for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less than thirty nor more than 
one hundred do'lars; for a second offence, by fine of not less than fifty nor 
more than three hundred dollars, and for a subsequent offence, by fine of 
fifty dollars and by imprisonment in the house of correction for not less 
than thirty nor more than sixty days. 

Stor. 4. Every person, before selling milk or offering it for sale in a 
store, booth, stand, or market-place in a city, or in a town in which an 
inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, shall register in the books of 
such inspector or inspectors, and shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the 
use of such city or town; and whoever neglects so to register shall be pun- 
ished for each offence by fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Secr. 5. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 
1886.) Whoever, by himself or by his servant or agent, or as the servant 
or agent of another person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or has in his cus- 
tody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes or offers for 
sale or exchange, adulterated milk, or milk to which water or any foreign 
substance has been added, or milk produced from cows fed on the refuse of 
distilleries, or from sick or diseased cows, or milk not of good standard 
quality, shall, for a first offence, be punished by fine of not less than fifty 
nor more than two hundred dollars; for a second offence, by fine of not less 
than one hundred nor more than three hundred dollars, or by imprisonment 
in the house of correction for not less than thirty nor more than sixty days; 
and for subsequent offence, by fine of fifty dollars and by imprisonment 
in the house of correction for not less than sixty nor more than ninety days. 

Sect. 6. Whoever, by. himself or by his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, sells, exchanges, or delivers, or has 
in his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or exposes or 
offers for sale as pure milk any milk from which the cream or a part 
thereof has been removed, shall be punished by the penalties provided in 
the preceding section. 

Sect. 7. (As amended by Section 7, Chapter 352, Acts of 1885, and by 
Section 1, Chapter 398, Acts of 1896.) No person, by himself or his agents, 
shall sell, exchange or deliver, or have in his custody or possession, with 
intent to sell, exchange or deliver, milk from which the cream or any part 
thereof has been removed, unless in a conspicueus place upon every vessel, 
can or package of more than two quaits capacity from or in which such 
milk is sold, exchanged or delivered, the words ‘‘Skimmed Milk,’’ are dis- 
tinctly marked in plain uncondensed gothic letters not less than one inch 
in length, said marking to be in dark letters on a light ground, and to be 
either on the vessel, can or package itself and not upon a detachable label or 
tag; and unless in a conspicious place upon every vessel, can or package of two 
quarts or less capacity. from orin which such milk is sold, exchanged or 
delivered, the words * “SKIMMED MILK, I) are distinctly marked in 
plain uncondensed gothic letters, said marking” to be in dark letters on a 
light ground, and to be either on the vessel, can or package itself or upon a 
detachable label or tag. Whoever violates the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by the penalties provided in section five. 

Srcr. 8. (As amended by Section 5, Chapter 310, Acts of 1884.) Any 
inspector of milk, and any servant or agent of an inspector who. wilfully 
connives at or assists in a violation of the provisions of this chapter, and 
whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector of 
milk, or any servant or agent of an inspector in the performance of his duty, 
shall be punished by fine of not less than one hundred nor more than three 
hundred dollars, or by imprisonment for not less than thirty nor more than 
sixty days. 

Sect. 9. As amended by Section 6, of Chapter 352 of the Acts of the 
year 1885, and by Section 2 of Chapter 3818 of the Acts of the year 1886, 
and by Section 2 , Chapter 398, Acts of 1896.) In all prosecutions under 
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this chapter, if the milk is shown upon analysis to contain less than thir- 
teen per cent of milk solids, or to contain less than nine and three-tenths 
per cent of milk solids exclusive of fat, or to contain less than three and 
seven-tenths per cent of fat, it shall be deemed for the purposes of this act 
to be not of good standard quality, except during the months of April, May, 
June, July and August, when milk containing less than twelve per cent 
of milk solids, or less than nine per cent of milk solids exclusive of fat, or 
less than three per cent of fat, shall be deemed to be not of good standard 
uality. 

F Sehe 10. It shall be the duty of every inspector to institute a complaint 
for a violation of any of the provisions of this chapter on the information 
of any person who lays before him satisfactory evidence by which to sustain 
such complaint. 

Srcr. 11. Each inspector shall cause the nameand place of business of 
every person convicted of selling adulterated milk, or of haying the same 
in his possession with intent to sell, to be published in two newspapers in 
the county in which the offence was committed. 

Sect. 12. (Section 8 of Chapter 352 of the Acts of 1885.) No person 
shall sell, exchange, or deliver, or have in his custody or possession with 
intent to sell, exchange, or deliver, skimmed milk containing less than 
nine and three-tenths per cent of milk solids, exclusive of fat. Whoever 
violates the provisions of this section shall be punished by the penalties 
provided in section five of chapter fifty-seven of the Public Statutes. 

Secr. 13. (Section 3 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) If the said 
inspector or collector, after being so requested, shall refuse or neglect to 
seal and deliver to the owner or person from whose possession the same is 
taken, as provided in section two, a portion of the sample taken as aforesaid, 
no evidence shall be received in any court of the results of the analysis or 
test of the same, which may have been recorded and preserved as aforesaid. 
Secor. 14.. (Section 4 of Chapter 318 of the Acts of 1886.) As amended 
by Chapter 898 of the Acts of 1896. Whoever makes, causes to be made, 
uses or has in his possession any imitation or counterfeit of any seal used 
by any inspector of milk, collector of samples or other official engaged in 
the inspection of milk, and whoever changes or in any way tampers with 
any sample taken or sealed as provided in section two, shall be punished 
by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars and by imprisonment in the 
house of correction not less than three nor more than six months. 

Sect. 15. (Chapter 425 of the Acts of 1894.) No producer of milk 
shall be liable to prosecution on the ground that the milk produced by him 
isnot of good standard quality, unless the milk alleged not to be of such 
quality was taken upon the premises or while in the possession or under 
the control of the producer by an inspector of milk or by the agents of the 
dairy bureau or state board of health, or collector of samples duly author- 
ized by such inspector, and a sealed sample of the same given to the 
producer. 


LAW RELATING TO THE SALE OF CONDENSED MILK. 


[CHAPTER 264, Acts oF 1896.] 


SEecTIon 1. No person shall sell or offer for sale or exchange, in her- 
metically sealed cans any condensed milk or condensed skim milk, unless 
in cans which are distinctly labelled with the name of the person or 
company manufacturing said condensed milk or skim milk, the brand 
under which it is made, and the contents of the can. 

Sect. 2. Condensed milk sold from cans or packages not hermetically 
sealed shall be branded or labelled with the name of the manufacturer. 

Sect. 38. Any person violating the provisions of this act shall be subject 
to the same penalties as for the adulteration of milk. 
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LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATING TO THE 


INSPECTION AND SALE OF OLEOMARGARINE. 


[Sections 17, 18, 19, 20, AND 21 oF CHAPTER 56 OF THE PUBLIC 
STATUTES, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 310 OF THE ACTs OF 1884, 
AND CHAPTER 352, ACTS OF 1885, AND CHAPTER 317 OF THE 
ACTS OF 1886.] 


SecTION 17. (As amended by Section 1 of Chapter 317 of the Acts of 
1886.) Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for sale, or has 
in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance or compound 
made in imitation or semblance of butter or as a substitute for butter, 
and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or containing any 
fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, shall have the words 
‘IMITATION BUTTER, 7) or if such substitute is the compound 
known as ‘‘OLEQMARGARINE.” then the word ‘‘QOLEO- 
MARGARINE,” or, if it is known as “‘ BUTTERINE,” then the 
word ‘ BUTTERINE, ” stamped, labelled, or marked, in a straight 
line, in printed letters of plain, uncondensed gothic type, not Jess than one- 
half inch in length, so that said words cannot be easily defaced, upon the 
top, side and bottom of every tub, firkin, box, or package containing any of 
the said article substance, orcompound. Thesaid stamp, label, or mark shall 
contain no other words. And whoever, by himself, or his agents, exposes 
or offers for sale any of the said articles, substance, or compound, not in 
the original package shall attach tothe said article, substance, or compound, 
in a conspicuous place, a label bearing the words ‘‘|MITATION BUT- 
TER,” ““OLEOMARGARINE, ” or “BUTTERINE” as the 
article may be, in printed letters of plain, uncondensed Gothic type, not 
less than one-half inch in length. And in cases of retail sales of any of 
said article, substance, or compound not in the original packages, the seller 
shall, by himself or his agents, attach to each package so sold, and shall 
deliver therewith to the purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a con- 
spicuous place, upon the outside of the package, the words ** |MITATION 
BUTTER,” “OLEOMARGARINE,” or “‘BUTTERINE, ” 
and no other words, in printed letters, in a straight line of plain, uncon- 
densed gothic type, not less than one-half inch in length. 

Sect. 18. Whosoever, by himself or his agent, sells, exposes for sale, or 
has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, or com- 
pound made in imitation or semblance of cheese, as a substitute for cheese 
and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or containing any 
fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, shall have the words 
“IMITATION CHEESE,” stamped, labelled, or marked, in printed 
letters of plain, uncondensed gothic type, not less than one inch in length, 
so that the words cannot easily be defaced, upon the side of every cheese- 
c’oth or band around the same, and upon the top and side of every tub, 
firkin, box, or package containing any of said article, substance, or com- 
pound. And in case of retail sales of any of said article, substance, or 
compound not in the original package, the seller shall, by himself or his 
agent, attach to each package so sold, and shall deliver therewith to the 
purchaser, a label or wrapper bearing in a conspicuous place upon the out- 
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side of the package the words ‘‘|MITATION CHEESE”? in printed 
letters of plain, uncondensed gothic type, not Jess than one inch in length. 

Sect. 19. (As amended by Section 2 of Chapter 317 of the Acts of 
1886.) Whoever sells, exposes for sale, or has in his possession with 
intent to sell, any article, substance, or compound made in imitation or 
semblance of butter or cheese, or as a substitute for butter or cheese, 
except as provided in the two preceding sections, and whoever, with 
intent to deceive, defaces, erases, cancels, or removes any mark, stamp, 
brand, label or wrapper provided for in such sections, or in any manner 
shall falsely label, stamp, or mark any box, tub, article, or package 
marked, stamped, or labelled as aforesaid, shall for every such offence for- 
feit to the city or town where the offence was committed one hundred 
dollars, and for a second and each subsequent offence two hundred dollars. 

SrctT. 20. Inspectors of milk shail institute complaints for violations 
of the provisions of the three preceding sections when they have reasonable 
cause to believe that such provisions have been violated, and on the infor- 
mation of any person who lays before them satisfactory evidence by which 
to sustain such complaint. Said inspectors may enter all places where 
butter or cheese is stored or kept for sale, and said inspector shall also take 
specimens of suspected butter or cheese, and cause them to be analyzed or 
otherwise satisfactorily tested, the result of which analysis or test they 
shall record and preserve as evidence; and a certificate of such results, 
sworn to by the analyzer, shall be admitted in evidence in all prosecutions 
under this and three preceding sections. The expense of such analysis or 
test, not exceeding twenty dollars in any one case, may be included in the 
costs of such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, obstructs, or in any way 
interferes with any inspector, or any agent of an inspector, in the perform- 
ance of his duty, shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for the first 
offence, and of one hundred dollars for each subsequent offence. 

Sect. 21. For the purposes of the four preceding sections the terms 
**butter’’ and ‘* cheese’’ shall mean the products which are usually known 
by these names, and are manufactured exclusively from milk or cream, 
with salt and rennet, and with or without coloring-matter. 


[CHAPTER 317 oF THE ACTS OF 1886. ] 


SECTION 38. Whoever, by himself or his agents, sells, exposes for sale, 
or has in his possession with intent to sell, any article, substance, or com- 
pound made in imitation or semblance of butter, or as a substitute for 
butter, and not made exclusively and wholly of milk or cream, or containing 
any fats, oils, or grease not produced from milk or cream, contained in any 
box, tub, article, or package marked or labelled with the word ‘ dairy’’ or 
the word ‘‘creamery,’’ or the name of any breed of dairy cattle, shall 
for every such offence forfeit to the city or town where the offence was 
committed one hundred dollars, and for a second and each subsequent 
offence two hundred dollars. 

Sect. 4. Every person who conveys any imitation butter oleomargarine, 
or butterine in carriages or otherwise, for the purpose of selling the same in 
any city or town, shall, within thirty days of the passage of this act, and 
annually on the first day of May, or within thirty days thereafter, be 
licensed by the inspector or inspectors of milk of such city or town to sell 
the same within the limits thereof, and shall pay to such inspector or in- 
spectors fifty cents to the use of the city or town. The inspector or inspec- 
tors shall pay over monthly to the treasurer of such city or town all sums 
collected by him or them. In towns in which there is no inspector of milk, 
licenses shall be issued by the town clerk. Licenses shall be issued only in 
the names of the owners of carriages or other vehicles, and shall, for the 
purposes of this chapter, be conclusive evidence of ownership. No license 
shall be sold, assigned, or transferred. Each license shall record the name, 
residence, place of business, number of carriages or other vehicles used, the 
name and residence of every driver or other person engaged in carrying or 
selling imitation butter, oleomargarine, or butterine, and the number of the 
license, Each licensee shall, before engaging in the sale of any of the 
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articles as aforesaid, cause his name, the number of his license, his place of 
business, to be legibly placed on each outer side of all carriages or vehicles 
used by him in the conveyance and sale of the articles as aforesaid, in 
gothic letters, not less than one inch in length, and he shall report to the 
inspector or inspectors any change of driver or other person employed by 
him which may occur during the term of his license. Whoever, without 
being first licensed under the provisions of this section, sells any of the 
articles as aforesaid, or exposes or offers them for sale from carriages or 
other vehicles, or has them in his custody or possession with intent so to 
sell, and whoever violates any of the provisions of this section, shall, for 
the first offence, be punished bya fine of not less than thirty nor more than 
one hundred dollars; for a second offence, by a fine of not less than fifty 
nor more than three hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. Every person, before selling or offering for sale any of the 
articles as aforesaid in a store, booth, stand, or market-place, in a city or 
in a town in which an inspector or inspectors of milk are appointed, shall 


_within thirty days of the passage of this act, and annually on the first day 


of May or within thirty days thereafter, register inthe books of such in- 
spector or inspectors, or if there be no inspector, then in the books of the 
town clerk, and shall pay to him or them fifty cents to the use of such city 
or town; and whoever neglects to so register shall be punished for each 
offence by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars. 


[CHAPTER 58, LAws OF 1891, AS AMENDED BY SECTION 6 OF CHAPTER 
280 oF THE AcTS OF 1894, AND BY SECTION 1 OF CHAPTER 377 
OF THE ACTS OF 1896.] 


An Act to prevent deception in the manufacture and sale of imitation 
butter. 


SECTION 1. No person, by himself or his agents or servants, shall ren- 
der or manufacture, sell, offer for sale, expose for sale, take orders for the 
future delivery of, have in his possession, keep in storage, distribute, de- 
liver, transfer or convey with intent to sell, within this Commonwealth, 
any article, product, or compound made wholly or partly out of any fat, oil, 
or oleaginous substance or compound thereof, not produced from un- 
adulterated milk or cream from the same, which shall be in imitation of 
yellow butter produced from pure unadulterated milk or cream of the same: 
provided, that nothing in this act shall be construed to prohibit the 
manufacture or sale of oleomargarine in a separate and distinct form and in 
such manner as will advise the consumer of its real character, free from 
coloration or ingredient that causes it to look like butter. 

Sect. 2. Whoever violates any of the provisions of section one of this 
act shall be punished bya fine of not less thanone hundred dollars nor 
more than five hundred dollars, or by imprisonment in the house of correc- 
tion for a term not exceeding one year. 

Sect. 3. Inspectors of milk shall institute complaints for the vio- 
lation of the provisions of this act when they have reasonable cause 
to believe that any of its provisions have been violated; and on the 
information of any person who lays before them satisfactory evi- 
dence by which to sustain such complaint, said inspectors may 
enter all places where butter or imitations thereof are stored or 
kept for sale, and shall also take specimens of suspected butter and 
imitations thereof and cause them to be analyzed or otherwise satisfac- 
torily tested, the result of which analysis or test they shall record and pre- 
serve as evidence; and a certificate of such result sworn to by the analyzer 
shall be admitted in evidence in all prosecutions uader this act. The ex- 
pense of such analysis or test, not exceeding twenty dollars in any one case, 
may be included in the costs of such prosecutions. Whoever hinders, 
obstructs, or in any way interferes with any inspector in the performance of 
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his duty shall be punished by a fine of fifty dollars for the first offence and 
of one hundred dollars for each subsequent offence. 

Sect. 4. This act shall not be construed to impair or prevent the prose- 
cution and punishment of any violation of laws existing at the time of its 
passage and committed prior to its taking effect. 


[CHAPTER 412, Acts oF 1891.] 


SEcTION 1. (As amended by section 2, chapter 280, Acts of 1894). 
Whoever, by himself or agents, sells or offers for sale, to any person who 
asks, sends or inquires for butter, any oleomargarine, butterine or any sub- 
stance made in imitation of or semblance of pure butter, not made entirely 
from the milk of cows, with or without coloring matter, shall be declared 
guilty of fraud and punished by a fine of not less than one hundred dollars 
for each offence. 

Sror. 2. (As amended by section 3, chapter 280, Acts of 1894). Who- 
ever exposes for sale oleomargarine, butterine or any substance made in 
imitation or semblance of pure butter, not marked and distinguished by all 
the marks, words and stamps required by existing laws, and not having in 
addition thereto upon the exposed contents of every opened tub, package 
or parcel thereof a conspicuous placard with the word ‘‘ oleomargarine ” 
printed thereon in plain, uncondensed gothic letters, not less than one inch 
long, shall be fined not less than one hundred dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 3. Whoever sells oleomargarine, butterine or any other substance 
made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, from any dwelling, store, 
office or public mart shall have conspicuously posted thereon the placard or 
sign, in letters not less than four inches in length, ‘‘oleomargarine sold 
here,” or ‘‘butterine sold here.” Said placard to be approved by the 
bureau hereinafter provided for by this act. Any person neglecting or fail- 
ing to post the placard herein provided for shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than one hundred dollars for the first offence and one hundred dol- 
lars for each day’s neglect thereafter. 

Sect. 4. (As amended by section 4, chapter 280, Acts of 1894). Whoever, 
by himself or agents, peddles, sells, solicits orders for the future delivery 
of, or delivers from any cart, wagon or other vehicle, oleomargarine, but- 
terine or any substance made in imitation or semblance of pure butter, not 
having on both sides of said cart, wagon or other vehicle the placard in un- 
condensed gothic letters, not less than three inches in length, ‘‘ licensed to 
sell oleomargarine,” shall be punished by a fine of not less than one hun- 
dred dollars or imprisonment for not less than thirty days for each offence. 

SrEoT. 5. (As amended by section 2, chapter 377 of the Acts of 1896). 
Whoever furnishes, or causes to be furnished, in any hotel, restaurant, 
boarding-house, or at any lunch counter, oleomargarine or butterine to any 
guest or patron of such hotel, restaurant, boarding-house or lunch counter, 
in the place or stead of butter shall notify said guest or patron that the sub- 
stance so furnished is not butter, and any party so furnishing without such 
notice shall be punished by a fine of not less than ten nor more than fifty 
dollars for each offence. 
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LAWS OF MASSACHUSETTS 


RELATIVE TO THE 


INSPECTION AND SALE OF VINEGAR. 


PuBLIC STATUTES. [CHAPTER 60, SECTION 69, AS AMENDED BY 
CHAPTER 257, ACTS OF 1883. ] 


SECTION 69. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers or ex- 
poses for sale as cider-vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product of 
pure apple juice, known as apple cider, or vinegar not made exclusively of 
said apple cider, or vinegar into which foreign substances, drugs, or acids 
have been introduced, as may appear by proper tests, shall for each offence 
be punishable by fine of not less than fifty nor more than one hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 70. Every person who manufactures for sale, or offers for sale, 
any vinegar found upon proper tests to contain any preparation of lead, 
copper, sulphuric acid, or other ingredient injurious to health, shall for 
each such offence be punished by fine of not less than one hundred dollars. 

Sect. 71. The mayor and aldermen of cities shall, and the selectmen of 
towns may, annually appoint one or more persons to be inspectors of 
vinegar, who shall be sworn before entering upon their duties, 


[CHAPTER 307, Acts oF 1884, AS AMENDED BY CHAPTER 150, AcTS 
OF 1885.] 


SECTION 1. No person shall by himself, his servant or agent, or as the 
servant or agent of any other person, sell, exchange, deliver, or have in 
his custody or possession with intent to sell or exchange, or expose or offer 
for sale or exchange any adulterated vinegar, or label, brand, or sell as 
cider-vinegar, or as apple-vinegar, any vinegar not the legitimate product 
of pure apple juice, or not made exclusively from apple cider. 

Secor. 2. All vinegars shall be without artificial coloring-matter, and 
shall have an acidity equivalent to the presence of not less than four and 
one-half per cent by weight of absolute acetic acid, and in the case of 
cider vinegar shall contain in addiiion not less than two per cent by 
weight of cider-vinegar solids upon full evaporation over boiling water; 
and if any vinegar contains any artificial coloring matter or less than the 
above amount of acidity, or, in the case of cider-vinegar, if it contains less 
than the above amount of acidity or of cider-vinegar solids, it shall be 
deemed to be adulterated within the meaning of this act. 

Sect. 4. Whoever violates any of the provisions of this act shall be 
punished by fine not exceeding one hundred dollars,

SUPREME COURT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


No. 406. — OcrosErR TERM, 1894. 


BenJAMIN A. PLUMLEY, Plaintiff in Error, vs. Taz ComMMONWEALTH OF 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


In error to the Supreme Judicial Court of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


The act of Aug. 2, 1886, chap. 840, 24 Stat. 209, does not give authority 
to those who pay the taxes prescribed by it to engage in the manufacture 
or sale of oleomargarine in any State which lawfully forbids such manufac- 
ture or sale, or to disregard any regulations which a State may lawfully 
prescribe in reference to that article; and that act was not intended to be, 
and is not, a regulation of commerce among the States. 

The Statute of Massachusetts of March 10, 1891, chap. 58, ‘‘to prevent 
deception in the manufacture and sale of imitation butter,’’ in its applica- 
tion to the sales of oleomargarine artificially colored so as to cause it to look 
like yellow butter and brought into Massachusetts, is not in conflict with 
the clause of the Constitution of the United States investing Congress 
with power to regulate commerce among the several States. 

Leisy v. Hardin, 135 U.S, 100, 124, is restrained in its application, the 
case there actually presented for determination and held not to justify the 
broad contention that a State is powerless to prevent the sale of articles of 
food manufactured in or brought from another State, and subjects of traffic 
or commerce, if their sale may cheat the people into purchasing something 
they do not intend to buy, and which is wholly different from what its 
condition and appearance import. 

The judiciary of the United States should not strike down a legislative 
enactment of a State, especially if it has direct connection with the social 
order, the health and the morals of its people, unless such legislation 
plainly and palpably violates some right granted or secured by the National 
Constitution, or encroaches upon the authority delegated to the United 
States for the attainment of objects of national concern. 


United States Reports, 155, p. 461. 
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DECISIONS OF THE SUPREME JUDICIAL CourT oF MASSACHU- 
SETTS. 


Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 2, so far as it authorizes inspectors of milk 
to enter all carriages used in the conveyance of milk, and, whenever they 
have reason to believe any milk found therein is adulterated, to take speci- 
mens thereof for the purpose of analyzing or otherwise satisfactorily test- 
ing the same, is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Carter, 132 Mass. 12. 


1. A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, under Pub, 
Stats., chap. 57. sect. 5 (Gen. Stats., chap. 44, sect. 151), although he 
did not know it to be adulterated; and an averment in the indictment 
that he has such knowledge may be rejected as surplusage. 

2. It is not necessary in such indictment to aver that the milk was 
cow’s milk. 

3. An indictment alleging a sale of adulterated milk to a woman is not 
defeated by proof that she was married and was acting as agent for her 
husband, if the seller had no notice express or implied, of these facts. 

4. An indictment under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5 (Gen. Stats., 
chap. 49, sect. 151), which charges that the defendant sold a certain 
quantity of ‘‘adulterated milk, to which a large quantity —that is to say, 
four quarts — of water had been added,”’ is not bad for duplicity. 


Commonwealth v. Farren, 9 Allen, 489. 


1. An indictment which alleges that the defendant ‘did unlawfully 
keep, offer for sale, and sell’’ adulterated milk, charges but one offence. 

2. In support of such indictment, one who, in a great many instances, 
has used a lactometer for the purpose of testing the quality and the purity 
of milk may, testify to the result of an experiment made by him with the 
same lactometer upon the milk in question, although no evidence is offered 
as to the character of the instrument. 


Commonwealth v. Nichols, 10 Allen, 199. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5 (Statute 
of 1868, chap. 263), for selling ‘‘adulterated milk, there was evidence that 
the defendant (who was a son of the owner of a milk route), with a com- 
panion who was in the same employment with himself, knowingly adulter- 
ated milk on its way for distribution to his father’s customers, and then 
having charge, with his companion, of its distribution from the wagon on 
which it was conveyed upon the route, caused a can of it to be delivered to 
one of the customers by the hand of his companion. Held, that he had no 
ground of exception to instructions to the jury; that in the absence of proof 
of any previous contract to supply milk to the customer, the delivery might 
be deemed an act of sale; nor to an instruction framed on a supposition 
that the jury might find that he was in the employment of his father, 
although there was no averment in the indictment to that effect.’’ 


Commonwealth v». Haynes, 107 Mass. 194. 
A person may be convicted of selling adulterated milk, upon a complaint 


under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5 (Statute of 1880, chap. 209, sect. 3), 
without allegation or proof that he knew it to be adulterated. 


Commonwealth vy. Evans, 1383 Mass. 11. 
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A complaint, under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, alleging that the 
defendant, at a. time and place named, had in his possession a certain 
quantity, to wit, one pint of adulterated milk, containing less than 
thirteen per cent of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully 
to sell the same, is sufficient, without further alleging that the milk was 
analyzed and found on analysis to contain less than thirteen per cent of 
milk solids. At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, 
sect. 5, alleging that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, 
to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per cent of milk solids, with in- 
tent to sell the same, it is immaterial in what manner the quantity of milk 
solids has been reduced below thirteen per cent if the intent is to sell the 
milk as pure milk, and not as skimmed milk. 


Commonwealth v. Bowers, 140 Mass. 483. 


Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 9 (Statute of 1880, chap. 209, sect. 8), 
providing that ‘-in all prosecution under this act,’’ for selling adulterated 
milk, ‘‘if the milk shall be shown upon analysis to contain more than 
eighty-seven per centum of watery fluid, or to contain less than thirteen 
per centum of niilk solids, it shall be deemed for the purpose of this act to 
be adulterated,’’ is constitutional. 


Commonwealth v. Evans, 132 Mass. 11. 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sects. 5, 9, alleging that 
the defendant, at a time and piace named, had in his custody and posses- 
sion a certain quantity, to wit, one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk . 
then and there containing less than thirteen per cent of milk solids, with 
intent then and there unlawfully to sel] the same, is sufficient. 


Commonwealth v. Keenan, 139 Mass. 193. — 


A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect 5, alleging in one count 
that the defendant, at a time and place named, sold a certain quantity, to 
wit, one pint of aduiterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen 
per cent of milk solids, and in another count alleging that the defendant, 
at the same time and place, had in his possession a certain quantity, to wit, 
one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per 
cent of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to sell the same, 
is sufficient, without further alleging that the milk was analyzed and found 
on analysis to contain less than thirteen per cent of milk solids. 

The Pub. Stats., chap. 57. sect. 10, do not prohibit any person not an 
inspector of milk from making a complaint for a violation of the provi- 
sions of the chapter. 

A complaint, under the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, alleging that the 
defendant sold one pint of adulterated milk, to wit, milk containing less 
than thirteen per cent of milk solids, is not supported by proof that he 
sold the milk as skimmed milk out of a tank marked as required by sect. 7, 
although the milk was watered. 

A complaint, under Pub. Stats., chap. 56, sect. 5, alleging a sale of adul- 
terated milk, to wit, milk containing less than thirteen per cent of milk 
solids, is supported by proof of a sale of milk which, by the removal of a 
part of the cream, has been reduced in solids below thirteen per cent, 
unless the milk was sold as skimmed milk, and out of a vessel, can, or 
package marked as required by sect. 7; and it is not necessary that a com- 
plaint charging such an offence should be drawn under sect. 6. 


Commonwealth v. Tobias, 141 Mass. 129. 


At the trial of an indictment on Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, charging 
the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with intent 
unlawfully to sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the inspector of 
milk may testify to the result of his analysis of the milk taken from the 
defendant from memory, using a memorandum made by him at the time of 
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analysis to refresh his memory, without further proof that the requirements 
of the Pub Stats., chap. 57, sect. 2, as amended by the Statute of 1884, 
chap. 310, sect. 3, have been complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass. 172. 


At a trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., sect. 5, charging the 
defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, with intent to 
unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the inspector of 
milk, who analyzed the milk taken from the defendant, testified that he 
reserved a portion of the milk so taken, by putting it into a bottle, 
which he corked and sealed. A chemist, to whom the analyst delivered 
the portion of milk so reserved, testified, for the defendant, that the 
bottle was not sealed. The defendant asked the judge to rule that, if the 
bottle was corked, only, it was not a compliance with the requirement 
of the Statute of 1884, chap. 310, sect. 4, as to the sealing of such reserved 
portion. The judge declined so to rule, and instructed the jury that they 
might consider the evidence as bearing upon the credibility of the govern- 
ment witness. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 

If, at the trial of an indictment on the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, 
charging the defendant with having adulterated milk in his possession, 
with intent to unlawfully sell the same, an analyst in the employ of the 
inspector of milk of a city testifies that he added, for the purpose of pre- 
serving it, a few drops of carbolic acid to the sample reserved from milk 
delivered to him for analysis, it is a question of fact for the jury whether 
the reservation of the sample was in accoidance with the requirement of 
the Stat. of 1884, chap. 310, sect. 4. 


Commonwealth v. Spear, 143 Mass. 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, alleging 
that the defendant had in his possession adulterated milk, with intent unlaw- 
fully to sell the same, the evidence showed that a wagon with the defend- 
ant’s name and number on it was standing upon a public street in a city at 
an early hour in the morning; that the defendant’s servant was on the 
wagon, and there were several eight-quart cans in the wagon; that a col- 
lector of samples in the employ of the inspector of milk for the city took a 
sample of milk from one of the cans, which was not marked ‘‘skimmed 
milk,’ and that an analysis of the milk taken showed that it was below the 
legal standard. 

Held, that there was evidence of an intent on the part of the defendant 
to sell the milk, which was properly submitted to the jury. 


Commonwealth v. Smith, 143 Mass. 169. 


A complaint on the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, alleging that on the 
first day of July, 1886, the defendant had in his possession ‘‘one pint of 
milk not of good standard quality, that is to say, milk containing less than 
thirteen per cent of milk solids, with intent then and there unlawfully to 
sell the same within this Commonwealth,”’’ is sufficient, without negativing 
the exception of the months of May and June. 

The Stat. of 1885, chap. 352, sec. 6, provides that sect. 9 of the Pub. 
Stats., chap. 57 (which relates to the sale of adulterated milk), ‘‘is hereby 
amended so as to read as follows.’’ The Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, 
provides that sect. 9 of the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, ‘* Is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows.” In each section after the words quoted, there follows 
a sentence which covers the whole subject of the original section. 

Held, that the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, was a valid enactment. 

The Stat. of 1884, chap. 310, sect. 4, providing for the reservation and 
sealing, before commencing the analysis, of a portion of the sample of 
milk taken for analysis, is impliedly repealed by the Stat. of 1886, chap. 
318, sects. 1 and 3. 


Commonwealth v. Kenneson, 145 Mass. 418. 
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The Stat. of 1885, chap. 352, sect. 8, provides that no person shall sell, 
or have in his possession with intent to sell, skimmed milk below a certain 
standard, and enacts that whoever violates the provisions of this section 
shall be punished by the penalties provided in the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, 
sect. 5. 

Held, on a complaint made under the Stat. of 1885, chap. 852, sect. 8, 
for an offence committed after the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, took 
effect, that, even if the last-named statute repealed by implication the Pub. 
Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, the complaint could be maintained. 


Commonwealth v. Kendall, 144 Mass. 357. 


Placing wax upon the top of the cork in.a bottle containing a portion 
reserved from a sample of milk taken for analysis, and not extending the 
wax over the mouth of the bottle and thus rendering the bottle air-tight, is 
not a sufficient compliance with the requirement of the Stat. of 1884, chap. 
310, sect. 4, that such reserved portion shall be ‘ sealed.”’ 


Commonwealth v. Lockhardt, 144 Mass. 132. 


An indictment on the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, alleging that the 
defendant had in his ‘* possession milk to which a certain foreign sub- 
stance had been added, to wit, annatto coloring-matter,’’ with intent un- 
lawfully to sell the same, is sufficient without naming the quantity. 

Evidence offered at the trial of such an indictment as to two samples of 
milk taken from the defendant’s possession at substantially the same time 
is competent, and the government cannot be required at the same time of 
the offer, if ever, to elect which sample it will rely on. 

The addition of the annatto coloring-matter, whether injurious to health, 
or not, is punishable under the statute. 

Evidence that the ‘‘milk was of low grade”’ is competent, although it 
may tend to prove another offence. 


Commonwealth v. Schaffner, 146 Mass. 512. 


An averment in a complaint under the milk acts, that the defendants 
were ‘‘partners,’’ is mere surplusage, and need not be proved. 

On such a complaint, evidence that the defendant was on a wagon with 
a license number on it and containing milk cans, from one of which was 
taken adulterated milk, is competent on the issue that he was in possession 
of the miik to’sell it. 


Commonwealth v. Rowell, 146 Mass, 128. 


On a complaint for the sale of milk not of good standard quality, evidence 
that the milk was delivered under a special contract is immaterial. 

If a buyer of milk takes a portion to a milk inspector, the latter may 
testify on the trial of such a complaint as to the results of his analysis. 


Commonwealth v. Holt, 146 Mass. 38. 


Oleomargarine was exposed for sale in the original package; namely, a 
tub, the top of the cover of which had been duly marked, as well as the 
side and bottom, but from which the cover had been removed, disclosing 
the superficial surface of the oleomargarine without any mark, 

ITela, that the terms of the Stat. of 1886, chap. 317, sect. 1, had been 
complied with. 


Commonwealth v. Bean, 148 Mass. 172. 


At the trial of a complaint, on the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, for 
selling milk not of the standard quality, there being-evidence that the milk 
was skimmed milk, and sold from a measure duly marked, the jury were 
instiucted that the defendant would be liable unless he sold the milk not 
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as pure milk, but as skimmed milk, and further that he would be liable 
unless the buyer had notice or knowledge that the milk was skimmed 
milk. 

Held, that the instruction was erroneous. 


Commonwealth v. Smith, 149 Mass. 9. 


A complaint on the Stats. of 1886, chap. 317, sect. 1, charging the 
defendant with selling imitation butter at retail without a descriptive 
wrapper, need not allege that the sale was actually made by the defendant's 
agent. 
eK the trial of such a complaint there was evidence that the sale was 
made by the defendant’s agent, acting within the scope of his employment, 
and that he was supplied with wrappers properly marked for covering the 
article sold; and the presiding judge refused to instruct the jury, as 
requested by the defendant, that if the agent’s failure to use the wrappers 
was the result of inadvertence on his part, and not intentional, the jury 
would not be justified in convicting the defendant. 

Held, that the defendant had no ground of exception. 


Commonwealth v. Gray, 150 Mass. 327. 


Under the Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect.5, as amended by the Stats, of 1886, 
chap. 318, sect. 2, relating to the adulteration of ‘‘milk,”’ it is equally an 
offence to have in one’s possession skimmed milk containing a foreign 
substance with intent unlawfully to sell the same. 


Commonwealth v. Wetherbee, 155 Mass. 


The provisions of sect. 2, chap. 318, Stat. of 1886, apply to the keeper of 
a hotel who supplies milk to his guests to be drunk by them on the 
premises. 

A principal is responsible under -the statute for a sale made by his ser- 
vant, although he was not present and did not consent to or know of the 
particular sale, the servant not acting in violation of orders. 


Commonwealth v. Vieth, 155 Mass. 


Upon a writ of habeas corpus, the court will not ordinarily consider 
questions arising in a criminal case which might be brought up by a bill of 
exceptions; but under special circumstances such questions were enter- 
tained, the court saying that, with reference to the mode of procedure, the 
case was not to be deemed a precedent for future cases. 

The Stat of 1891, chap. 58, which makes a distinction between oleo- 
margarine which is an imitation of yellow butter and that which is not, 
and which statute is directed only towards oleomargarine of the former 
class, is not repealed by the Stat. of 1891, chap. 412, sect. 1, which is 
directed to the distinct fraud of selling or offering to persons calling for 
butter something besides butter. 

The fact that two statutes, similar in their nature and purpose, were 
both passed at the same session of the Legislature, and took effect on the 
same day, is strong evidence that they were intended to stand together. 

The enactment of a statute which forbids the manufacture and sale of 
oleomargarine which is made in imitation of yellow butter, though such 
oleomargarine has been imported from another State, is a valid exercise of 
the police power which remains in the several States, and it is not in viola- 
tion of the constitutional provision giving to Congress the power to 
regulate commerce among the several States. Knowlton and Lathrop, JJ., 
dissenting. 

Commonwealth v. Huntley. 
Commonwealth v. Plumley, 156 Mass. 236. 


On a complaint under the Stat. of 1886, chap. 317. sect. 1, charging the 
defendant with having in his possession, with intent to sell, oleomargarine 
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in a tub not marked as required by that section, the exceptions recited that 
the tub ‘‘ was not, on the date of the offence alleged in the complaint, ex- 
posed for sale, nor was it so situated that it could be seen by customers of 
the defendant,”’ and that it also appeared ‘‘that the defendant had bought 
said package for the purpose and with the intention of selling the said 
oleomargarine contained therein at retail in said store, but that he did not 
intend to sell the oleomargarine contained in this tub, or expose the same 
for sale until the marks had been examined, and if not marked in accord- 
ance with law, to mark the tub before opening the same.”’ 

Held, that these facts showed that the defendant had no intention of 
selling the oleomargarine in the form in which it was, but was storing it 
with the intention of properly marking the package, if it was not already 
properly marked, before he offered the oleomargarine for sale or intended 
to sell it, and that the jury were not warranted in finding the defendant 

uilty. 
4 RECRSS of the absolute prohibition against selling intoxicating liquor 
without a license, the intent to sell may be often inferred from facts which 
would not warrant the inference of an intent to sell other merchandise in 
the form in which it was found, when the person having it in his possession 
had a right to sell it, if it was properly marked, and had the right to so 
mark it after receiving it, and before he exposed it for sale or intended to 
sell it. 


Commonwealth v. Mills, 157 Mass. 405. 


If a complaint charges a person with having in his possession, with 
intent to sell, oleomargarine in a tub not marked as required by law, he 
cannot be convicted, if the exceptions show that he had no intent to sell it 
without having it so marked. 

It is not to be inferred that the Legislature, merely by making it the duty’ 
of certain officers to enforce penal laws of general application, intended 
that the enforcement should be dependent upon these officers, and a com- 
plaint charging a person with having in his possession, with intent to sell, 
oleomargarine contrary to the requirements of the Stat. of 1886, chap. 317, 
sect. 1, is not defective because made by an inspector of the State board of 
health, instead of by an inspector of milk, or by the treasurer of the town 
in which the offence was committed. 


Commonwealth v. McDonnell, 157 Mass. 407. 


The fact that a collector of samples of milk, who was not acting under 
the authority of the Stat. of 1886, chap. 318, made a purchase of miik in a 
restaurant and retained a portion thereof for analysis without disclosing 
that he was such a collector, and without giving to the person from whom 
it was purchased an opportunity to ask for a sealed sample, will not render 
evidence incompetent to show that the milk so purchased was below the 
legal standard. 


Commonwealth v. Coleman, 157 Mass. 460. 


If a person has for sale in his shop oleomargarine colored in imitation 
of yellow butter which is kept in a closed and covered refrigerator and 
cannot be seen by customers, although he has a sign in his shop to the 
effect that oleomargarine is sold there, he does not ‘‘expose for sale” 
such oleomargarine within the meaning of the Stat. of 1891, chap. 58, 
sect. 1. 


Commonwealth v. Byrnes, 158 Mass. 172. 


A complaint under the Stat. of 1891, chap. 412, sect. 4, for selling oleo- 
margarine from a wagon, ata time and place named, the defendant ‘‘ not 
having then and there on both sides of said vehicle the placard, in uncon- 
densed gothic letters not less than three inches in length, ‘ Licensed to sell 
oleomargarine,’ ’’ is supported by proof that the defendant’s wagon was a 
covered one with the front and rear ends open; that on the inside of the 
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cover on each side was a placard, in form and size such as the statute 
requires; that these placards could be seen from the front and rear of the 
wagon, but could not be seen from the sides thereof, and that there were 
no placards on the outer sides of the wagon. 

At the trial of a complaint under the Stat. of 1891, chap. 412, sect. 4, 
for selling oleomargarine from a wagon at a time and place named, the 
defendant ‘‘not having then and there on both sides of said vehicle the 
placard, in uncondensed gothic letters not less than three inches in length, 
‘Licensed to sell oleomargarine,’” the defendant has no ground of excep- 
tion to the refusal of the judge to rule that this section of the statute ‘‘is 
in conflict with the acts of Congress of Aug. 2, 1886, and the rules and 
regulations of the commissioner of internal revenue thereunder, and is 
therefore unconstitutional and void.’’ 


Commonwealth v. Crane, 158 Mass. 218. 


A complaint under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, charging the defend- 
ant with having in his possession, with intent to sell, milk to which a 
foreign substance had been added, is sustained by proof of possession, with 
that intent, of cream to which boracic acid had been added. 

A complaint under Pub. Stats., chap. 57, sect. 5, charging the defendant 
with having in his possession with intent to sell, milk to which a foreign 
substance had been added, was heard on an ‘‘agreed statement of facts,”’ 
which was not a case stated in writing and filed, but an admission of facts 
from which the jury were at liberty to draw inferences. 

Held, that the jury might infer the offence charged from a sale by the 
defendant from his restaurant. 


Commonwealth v. Gordon, 159 Mass. 8. 


The proprietor of a restaurant furnished oleomargarine to a guest in the 
place of butter. There were signs in conspicuous places in the restaurant 
bearing the words ‘‘ Butterine Only Used Here,’’ and on the tables were 
bills of fare on which were printed the words ‘‘ Only Fine Butterine Used 
Here.’’ The guest saw neither of the signs and did not examine the bill 
of fare; and no oral notice was given to him that the substance furnished 
to him was not butter. 

Held, that the proprietor of the restaurant could be convicted of an 
offence under the Stat. of 1891, chap. 412, sect. 5. 


Commonwealth v. Stewart, 159 Mass. 113. 


A person may be convicted of violating Stat. 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2, 
whose servant, in the course of his employment, makes an inadvertent sale 
of milk ‘‘not of good standard quality.’’ If milk is ordered by and deliv- 
ered to a customer in a hotel as a part of his breakfast, for which he pays a 
round sum, it is a sale of the milk which, if the milk is ‘‘ not of good stand- 
ard quality,” will support a complaint on Stat. 1886, chap. 318, sect. 2. 


Commonwealth v. Warren, 160 Mass, 533. 


The Stat. of 1891, chap. 58, sect. 1, entitled ‘‘ An act to prevent decep- 
tion in the manufacture and sale of imitation butter,” forbids the exposing 
for sale of oleomargarine colored to look like butter, and it is immaterial 
whether the particular purchaser was advised of its real character or not. 


Commonwealth v. Russell, 162 Mass. 520. 


The Stat. 1891, chap. 412, sect. 4, was not intended to draw fine distine- 
tions between different kinds of oleomargarine, all of which would resem- 
ble butter; but it requires that every one who delivers oleomargarine, of 
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whatever sort, from a vehicle upon the public streets, shall carry along 
with him upon his vehicle a public notice that he is licensed to sell oleo- 
margarine. 

Commonwealth v. Crane, 162 Mass. 506. 


Oleomargarine artificially colored by annatto so as to cause it to look 
like yellow butter produced from pure unadulterated milk or cream from 
the same, is within the prohibition of Stat. of 1891, chap. 58, sect. 1, which 
statute has not been repealed, and is constitutional and valid as applied to 
oleomargarine so colored. 


Commonwealth v. Kelly, 163 Mass. 169.

Special attention has been given to the Saturday night - 
inspection, in what is known as the Market District, and the 
retail markets about the city. I feel justified in saying that 
it is my belief that great good has come from the close 
investigation made of the class of provisions offered for sale 
on that night, as the complaints at my office of poor pro- 
visions has been very much lessened. 

The agents of steamship ‘and railroad lines still show a 
general desire to assist in the prevention of transportation 
to the Boston market of provisions of an inferior quality.

There were received at the City 
Morgue, North Grove street, eighty-three bodies of persons. 
deceased, of which number fifteen were unidentified at time 
of reception, and eleven were subsequently identified. There 
were made, by the Medical Examiner and his associate, 
eighteen autopsies, at which I assisted. 

The building will need considerable repairs the coming 
year to place it in proper condition.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDLERS. 


OFFICE OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF PEDLERS. 
Boston, Feb. 1, 1897. 


To the Board of Health: 


GENTLEMEN: I have the honor to submit the following 
report of the work performed by this branch of the Health 
Department for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897: — 

Ninety licenses were granted to remove bones, grease, etc. 

Numbers were assigned to 822 applicants. 

The total number of pedlers’ wagons examined was 4,877, 
an average per month of 406. 

The condition of the vehicles and receptacles used by the 
pedlers of Boston shows an improvement, and at present 
compare favorably with those used in any other line of 
business. 

The depots for the distribution of house-offal have been 
visited once each week, and the vehicles and receptacles 
used by farmers for the transportation of swill are in good 
condition. 

During the past year the Board of Aldermen was peti- 
tioned to restrict peddling in the streets of Boston. It 
passed a regulation which prohibited peddling ‘from a wheel- 
barrow, hand-cart or push-cart in the streets of Boston, north 
of Massachusetts avenue, between the hours of 8 A.M. and 
6.30 P.M.” This practically prohibits peddling from a 
vehicle not attached to a horse, and has driven a number of 
pedlers from the streets who will, very likely, reappear in the 
near future with baskets or wagons. 

The City Collector received the past year $5,365 for 
licenses granted by the Secretary of State, $340 of which 
was paid into the county treasury and $5,025 into the city 
treasury. This amount, $5,025, though $525 more than 
that received the previous year, is much smaller than if the 
regulation spoken of had not been passed. Not a pedler 
affected by the regulation applied for, or has renewed a 
license since its passage. 

Complaints were made in court against forty-two pedlers 
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for violation of statutes and ordinances relating to peddling. 
They were all convicted and paid fines amounting to $235.

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APPENDIX. 


The following regulations of the Board of Health are still in 

force : — 
DESTRUCTION OF CLOTHING, ETC. 
Boston, Sept. 10, 1892. 

It was ordered that hereafter no articles of clothing or bedding 
in use shall be thrown overboard from any vessel in Boston 
harbor without the written consent of the Board of Health or the 
quarantine physician; nor shall any such articles be removed 
from any vessel at her dock without such permission ; such 
articles shall no longer be brought to the city to be destroyed, 
but shall be burned in the harbor under the supervision of the 
quarantine physician, in the furnaces of the steamers. 


OysTER SHELLS. 
Boston, Oct. 17, 1892. 

Whereas, the storing and handling of oyster shells near busi- 
ness and residential districts are attended by noisome and 
injurious odors, it is hereby ordered that no oyster shells shall 
be kept in or removed from any building, yard, or other place 
within the built-up portions of the city, except by written per- 
mission from the Board of Health, and only at such times and in 
such manner as shall be prescribed in said permit. 


Finuinc For Ponps anp Wer Lanps. 
: April 10, 1893. 

Whereas, in the opinion of the Board of Health the use of 
refuse materials in filling ponds and bodies of water and wet 
lands is a nuisance, source of filth, and cause of sickness, it is 
therefore ordered that no person shall throw into any pond or 
body of water, or upon any land which at any time is covered 
with tide water, within the limits of the city, any refuse animal 
or vegetable matter or any perishable material or rubbish or 
filth of any kind whatsoever, between the first day of April and 
the first day of November, except in accordance with a written 
permit issued from the Board of Health to the owner of such 
pond or land, and no owner of such pond or land shall refuse or 
neglect to remove therefrom any refuse or filth hereinbefore 
described which shall be thrown or placed in or upon the same 
within the period hereinbefore specified. 


TEXAN CATTLE. 
July 29, 1893. 
Whereas, Northern and Western cattle exposed to those com- 
ing from Texas, or to the premises which have been used by 
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Texan cattle, are likely to contract a disease known as Texas 
fever among cattle, it is, therefore, ordered that none of the 
cattle arriving from Texas shall be driven over any road or 
across any lands which are used or liable to be used by other 
cattle, nor in any way exposed to such other cattle within the 
limits of Boston, except within the yards immediately connected 
with the abattoir. 


ConTaGious DisEAsEs. 
March 10, 1897. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health this day, it was voted to 
amend the regulation of July 1, 1895, respecting contagious dis- 
eases, so as to read as follows : — 

1. Whoever is infected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diph- 
theria or membraneous croup shall immediately proceed to some 
isolated place or room designated by the Board of Health, and 
no person who has been so affected shall leave such place or 
room, and no article shall be removed from such place or room, 
until the Board of Health shall certify in writing that all danger 
of communicating such disease to others is passed. 

2. Every parent or guardian of any child or ward infected 
with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or membraneous croup 
shall immediately cause such child or ward to be conveyed to 
some isolated place or room approved by the Board of Health, 
and no parent or guardian shall permit such child or ward to 
remove from such place or room untilthe Board of Health shall 
find and certify in writing that all danger of communicating such 
disease to others has passed. 

3. No person other than the attending physician, nurse and 
agents of the Board of Health shall enter, nor shall any dog, cat 
or other animal be allowed to enter any apartment or other place 
set apart for the treatment of smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membraneous croup until the Board of Health shall certify in 
writing that such apartment or place has been satisfactorily dis- 
infected. 

4. No person having the care of any other person who has 
been affected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria or mem- 
braneous croup shall advise or permit such other person to leave 
any place designated by the Board of Health as a place of isola- 
tion of such infected person before said Board of Health shall 
have certified in writing that such person can leave such desig- 
nated place without danger to others. 

5. No physician who has been in attendance upon any person 
who has been infected with smallpox, scarlet fever, diphtheria 
or membraneous croup shall advise or knowingly permit such 
person to leave any place designated by the Board of Health as 
a place of isolation of such infected person before said Board of 
Health shall have certified in writing that such infected person 
can leave such place without danger to others. 


Nore, — The amendment is shown by the words in italics. 
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STORAGE OF Fruit. 
Boston, Aug. 3, 1893. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the following 
regulation was passed : — 

No person shall store or keep or allow to be stored or kept in 
any building of which he is the owner or occupant, and which is 
in use in whole or in part as a dwelling-house, any fruit for mer- 
chandise except in accordance with a written permit from the 
Board of Health. 


Cows. . 
Boston, April 26, 1892. 

Whereas, cows’ milk is one of the most common and necessary 
articles of food, and is oftentimes seriously impaired in useful- 
ness and rendered dangerous to health by the want of proper 
care in its production or subsequent treatment or handling; it is, 
therefore, ordered that the following regulation be and is hereby 
adopted : — 

Section 1, No person shall use any building as a stable for 
cows, unless it contains at least 1,000 cubic feet of space for each 
animal, is well lighted and ventilated, has tight roof and floors, 
good drainage, a supply of pure water, and all other necessary: 
means for maintaining the health and good condition of the 
cows, and has been approved by the Board of Health. 

Suot. 2. Every person using any such building shall keep 
the same and the premises connected therewith, and all land 
used for pasturage of the cows, clean and free from filth. 

Sxct. 3. Every person keeping a milch cow shall permit it to 
be examined from time to time, as to its freedom from disease, 
by a veterinarian designated by the Board of Health. 

Srcr. 4. No person having an infectious disease, or having 
recently been in contact with any such person, shall milk cows 
or handle cans, measures, or other vessels used for milk intended 
for sale, or in any way take part or assist in handling milk in- 
tended for sale, until all danger of communicating such disease 
to other persons shall have passed. 

Sxct. 5. No person shall sell or use for human food the milk 
of a diseased cow, or permit such milk to be mixed with other 
milk, nor until it has been boiled, shall sell or use such milk, or 
any mixture of such milk, for food of swine or other animals, 


Deposit or Spurum in Srrert Cars. 


At a meeting of the Board of Health, Oct. 13, 1896, the 
regulation dated July 28, 1896, respecting the deposit of sputum 
in street cars, was amended so as to read as follows :— 

“The Board of Health hereby adjudges that the deposit of 
sputum in street cars is a public nuisance, source of filth and 
cause of sickness, and hereby orders: That spitting upon any 
floor of any street car be, and hereby is prohibited.” 
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KInLtine oF Povutry. 
July 16, 1896. 

At a meeting of the Board of Health, this day, the following 
regulation was passed : — 

That no live chickens, geese, ducks or other fowls, shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed or 
plucked, in any place in the city of Boston, without a permit 
therefor in writing from the Board of Health, which shall be 
subject to revocation by said Board at any time. 


OFFENSIVE TRADES. 
Oct. 13, 1896. 

The Board of Health hereby forbids the exercise of the trades 
or employments of slaughtering animals, rendering animal- 
matter (except fresh tallow), manufacturing fertilizers, mixing 
or storing refuse, animal or vegetable substances, smoking fish 
or meat, refining oils, making varnish, asphaltum, glue, gas, gas- 
oline, or any burning fluid within the limits of the city of 
Boston, except at such place or places as may be assigned by 
said Board; such trades or employments being nuisances, hurt- 
ful to the inhabitants of said city, dangerous to the public health, 
attended by noisome and injurious odors, and otherwise injuri- 
ous to the estates of said inhabitants.

The entire amount expended for all departments of the 
hospital during the year was $341,881.14. Of this amount, 
$243,906.15 was on account of the hospital proper; $71,- 
286.24 on account of the South Department; $8,417.82 
on account of the eight out-patient departments ; $7,668.47 
for the Convalescent Home; $1,825.28 on account of deter- 
mining the settlement of paying patients; $2,517.48 on 
account of new buildings, and $5,710.20 on account of 
Pathological Building. 

From the amount expended for the hospital proper 
(#243,906.15) should be deducted the difference in the 
amount of stock on hand February 1, 1897, which was 
$1,394.39 more than we possessed on February 1, 1896; 
making the total amount chargeable to the expenditures of 
the year $242,511.76. Of the total amount expended, 
several items were for purposes not within the ordinary 
yearly maintenance of the patients. From the itemized 
table of disbursements it will be seen that there were ex- 
pended for expense incurred in card cataloguing clinical 
records, etc., $732.99 ; medical and surgical reports, $480.58 ; 
making a total of $1,213.52, which, deducted from the total 
expenditures of the hospital proper, leaves $241,298.24 
properly chargeable to current expenses. This amount, 
divided among 8,393 patients, for 24,231 weeks” board, gives 
$9.95 as the cost to the city of each patient per week. The 
weekly cost of each patient at the Convalescent Home has 
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been $6.01. The Trustees have collected and paid into the 
City Treasury in cash the sum of $47,776.71, this sum hav- 
ing been received principally on account of board of patients. 
No allowance has been made for this amount in computing 
the weekly net cost of each patient to the city. 

The maximum number of patients in the hospital proper 
at any one time was 500, or thirty-three less than last year. 
The minimum number at any one time was 431. The daily 
average number of patients was 463,435, or fifteen more than 
last year. The total number of patients treated in the wards 
was 8,393, which was forty-six less than last year, and 206 
less than two years ago. 

The report of the Superintendent presented herewith, con- 
tains, besides other information, a more detailed statement 
of the expenditures of the year, and of the number of pa- 
tients admitted, and is accompanied by the medical and surgi- 
cal statistics. These tables give in detail the number of 
patients treated in the hospital, and the number treated in 
the out-patient departments during the year, with classified 
statements of their diseases and results of treatment. 


PAYING PATIENTS. 


During the year there has been collected on account of 
the board of paying patients of all classes the following 
amounts: From the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, for 
the board of patients for whom the State is responsible, 
$19,435.93; from various cities and towns, $7,572.56 ; from 
private room and ward paying patients, collected at the 
Superintendent's office, $17,070.04; and for the board of 
paying patients at the South Department, $2,212.51, mak- 
ing the total income from all classes of paying patients, 
$46,291.04. There is still due the hospital from the Com- 
monwealth about $26,000 on account of the support of 
State charges, which will not be received until the next 
hospital year, the State appropriation for this purpose having 
been exhausted. 

There has been a change in the accommodations for pay- 
ing patients in private rooms, for various reasons. Owing to 
the reconstruction of the operating amphitheatre and the 
surgical building, Ward N, for private surgical patients, and 
Ward O, for paying women patients, were temporarily aban- 
doned. The opening of the new Wards, W and X, gives 
five additional private rooms for surgical patients, and the 
isolating rooms in Wards A and E may be used for private 
room paying patients, until the surgical building is com- 
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pleted. The demand for private rooms, particularly for 
surgical patients, has been much larger than the hospital 
has been able to supply. The existing accommodations have 
been given chiefly to those who are residents of the city of 
Boston. When Wards N and O are reconstructed and 
ready for occupancy, the accommodations will probably be 
all that the hospital ought to set aside for this class of 
patients. 


PRESENT CAPACITY OF THE HOSPITAL. 


The number of beds in the hospital proper at the close of 
last year was 482, and at present is 512. Two additional 
wards have been opened, and Wards A and E have been 
transferred to services not originally intended, thereby some- 
what changing the character of the occupancy, and increas- 
ing the bed capacity ofthe hospital. Wards N and O are 
temporarily closed during repairs of the surgical ward build- 
ing, therefore the total capacity at the present time remains 
practically the same as last year. With a possible bed ca- 
pacity of 512 beds in the hospital proper and 240 at the 
South Department, the total capacity at the present time is 
760 beds, which will be still further increased to 800 on the 
completion of Wards M, N and O. 


NEw SuRGICAL BUILDING AND WARDS. 


Much progress has been made, during last year, towards 
completing the hospital enlargement begun by the Trustees 
during the previous year. The surgical operating building, 
whose reconstruction was begun last year, is only partially 
completed. It was necessary, in order that the functions of 
the hospital might not be interrupted, that this building 
should be constructed in two sections. During the last year 
the first part was finished and the old portion is now in the 
hands of the contractors for reconstruction. The new por- 
tion of the surgical operating building recently occupied is 
now used for the following purposes: The lower story, which 
is practically above grade, is used for accident rooms, the 
treatment of out-patients, and casualty wards for the first 
admission of patients suffering from surgical injuries, and 
rooms for kindred purposes. ‘The second story is for special 
operating rooms and purposes incident thereto. The third 
and fourth stories of this building affords private apartments 
for house-officers. 

It is intended, when this building is entirely finished, to 
publish a complete detailed account of this and all the other 
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new buildings built during the last four years, and therefore 
only a brief description is here given. ‘There will be at all 
times four rooms, each properly equipped and practically a 
duplicate of the others, for the treatment of all accidents and 
out-patients at any time of day or night. ‘There are suitable 
waiting rooms in connection with these for the friends of 
patients and visitors, an office for the general conduct of the 
surgical department, together with rooms for the preparation 
of surgical dressings and bandages, and storerooms. ‘There 
are also two casualty wards, with a duty or service room be- 
tween them, the larger one having eight beds, intended for 
men, and the smaller one five beds, intended for women. 
Although the building has only been occupied about three 
months, it greatly facilitates the reception and prompt care 
of new cases, whether for admission to the hospital or for 
temporary care as out-patients. The casualty wards receive 
all accidents, large or small, except burns, that may come 
during the twenty-four hours, and each morning suitable 
cases are transferred to other wards according to the case. 
This first aid to the cases gives better opportunity for obser- 
vation, and helps to better classification. It also gives oppor-’ 
tunity for patients who are seriously injured and can live 
only a few hours, to receive proper treatment under the most 
favorable conditions, without sending them to the wards, 
thereby subjecting other patients to the depressing effect of 
proximity to the dying. The wards are thoroughly and ex- 
cellently equipped, and they have a nursing force both by 
day and by night. 

The operating rooms, on the first or main story, are five 
in number, only four of which, however, are used at the 
present time. The sterilizing room has been properly 
equipped, and probably has the most extensive appointments 
for sterilization and preparation of surgical dressings of any 
hospital in the country. The instrument room, room for 
preparation of dressings, etherizing room, and Surgeons’ 
and House-officers’ Consulting Rooms, make the new part 
almost a complete building in itself. The accommodation 
for large numbers of students to witness clinics and opera- 
tions must wait the completion of the new amphitheatre. 
The largest operating room, however, has been furnished 
with temporary seats, and about sixty can be comfortably 
seated for witnessing surgical operations. The second and 
third stories are entered by a special stairway, and the 
rooms are so arranged that each house-officer can have a 
private sleeping room, most comfortably furnished, with 
access to a large sitting room for social purposes. 
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The new surgical ward building of two stories was occu- 
pied in October last. Ward W, for surgical men, has 
twenty-nine beds; and Ward X, in the second story, for 
surgical women, has thirty beds. Of these, five are for 
paying patients in private rooms, and fifty-four for ward 
patients. The general plan of these wards is radically 
different from any others in the hospital. They are so 
arranged that the service and various other rooms are upon 
the north end of the building, leaving the open ward free 
from obstruction, with sunlight from the east, south and west 
during the entire day. From the hospital point of view, 
they are the best constructed, and furnish the best ward 
accommodations of any building in the entire group. A 
description of this building will be included with the others 
to appear later in the year. Practically the first and second 
stories are the same. Besides the wards and private rooms, 
there are also service or duty rooms, head nurse’s office, 
clothes-room, linen-room, with baths, lavatories, and the 
usual ward accommodations. The water-closets are placed 
in a tower with cross ventilation between the ward building 
and the water-closet tower upon the north corner of the 
building. These have been arranged so as not to affect the 
light in the ward, and for obvious hygienic reasons are sepa- 
rated from the building itself. The interior of this tower is 
constructed of glazed brick, having tarazzo floor and marble 
baseboard, like the bath and lavatory. 


ELECTRIC PLANT. 


During the year a special sum of $40,000 was appropri- 
ated for the installation of an electric hight plant. Under. 
Your Honor’s directions, the Electrical Construction Division 
of the Public Buildings Department has been wiring the old 
buildings and arranging contracts for engines, dynamos and 
other proper connections. Considerable work remains yet 
to be done, but at present nearly all the old buildings have 
been wired, the engines and dynamos are practically in- 
stalled, and it is expected that by the first of June of the 
coming year everything will be in readiness to give electric 
light to the entire hospital buildings. 

It is problematical whether the present power-house will 
afford the necessary amount of steam to heat the entire 
group of buildings and furnish power for the electric light 
and engines that are installed for additional heating and 
ventilation. The Trustees believe that it is for the interest 
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of the city to enlarge the present boiler house, as undoubt- 
edly it is not adequate for the work it will ultimately be 
called upon to perform. 


REFRIGERATING PLANT. 


During the year there has been constructed in the base- 
ment of the pathological building a refrigerating plant, put 
in by Westinghouse, Church, Kerr & Co., according to the 
plans submitted by that firm, at an expense of $6,797.96. 
The method is that known as the “ammonia process.” In 
the mortuary and morgue there have been constructed twenty 
columbarii or receptacles for dead bodies. ‘This arrangement 
permits placing the dead bodies in air chilled by the refriger- 
ating process, so they can be kept for an indefinite time at a 
temperature of 24 to 30 degrees I’. above zero even during 
the summer months. ‘This system has been of the greatest 
convenience, and has been appreciated not only by hospital 
workers but by the friends of patients. This method and 
general plan for keeping dead bodies has been inspected by 
undertakers, architects and others, who pronounce it the best, 
possible for hospital use. 

The refrigerating plant was constructed of sufficient ca- 
pacity that the ammonia is carried by means of underground 
pipes to the refrigerating rooms of the hospital kitchen, and 
has been found to work admirably, and has led to a large 
saving of ice. The Trustees are not able to offer compara- 
tive figures, because the plant has only been in operation a 
part of the year, but next year they can give the compara- 
tive cost of the two methods. 


IMPROVEMENTS UPON THE HospiItAL GROUNDS. 


The Trustees were fortunate in securing a special appro- 
priation for general improvements of the grounds by con- 
struction of brick walls which have been needed for a Jong 
time. That portion of the grounds on the East Springfield 
street lot, which for many years has been a common dump- 
ing ground for the neighborhood, has been improved under 
the supervision of the City Engineer’s Department. The 
grounds about the Pathological building, Nurses’ Home, and 
the space between (nearly two acres) have been filled to the 
proper grade with earth from the excavation of the new 
buildings. The proper thickness of loam has been placed 
over the whole, and the grounds seeded. New roadways 
have been constructed to meet the new conditions, and a 
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considerable portion of artificial checked-stone driveway has 
been placed between Wards E and K and the Pathological 
Building, thus affording a common sidewalk and driveway 
for this portion of the grounds. There have been built 1,150 
feet of brick wall, eight feet high, laid as “ Flemish bond,” 
surmounted by a marble coping, to correspond with the walls 
around the South Department. This extends from the un- 
finished wall on East Concord street the entire length of the 
hospital grounds on Albany street and on Massachusetts 
avenue, nearly to the corner of Harrison avenue. This gives 
the hospital grounds a degree of protection, never possible 
before, and its effect upon the good discipline of the hospital 
is already felt. ‘This improvement is a large and a permanent 
one, befitting the size and dignity of the hospital buildings 
and surroundings, and affords the long-desired and proper 
airing grounds for patients. 


HospitAL RENOVATIONS. 


There have been expended during the year in all the de- 
partments of the hospital the sum of $16,839.15 for repairs 
and renewals upon the buildings, including roads and sewers. 
The details of this expenditure are more fully pointed out in 
the report submitted by the Superintendent. The principal 
items of expenditure have been the construction of iron bal- 
conies on the north end of Wards B and F, the reconstruc- 
tion of all the food elevators in the hospital, extensive 
additions in plumbing to Wards R, §, K and L, as well as 
smaller improvements in Wards P and T. 

The Trustees are rarely able to accomplish in any year the 
amount of repairs that the condition of the buildings demands, 
as the estimates for appropriation made each year by the 
Trustees are cut down. Work that should be done is con- 
stantly compromised, and too much patching and temporary 
expedients are resorted to, for want of means to make repairs 
as often and as fully as the good care of the buildings de- 
mands. 


MEANS FOR EXTINGUISHING FIRE. 


During the year, the Trustees received an appropriation 
of $4,500, in accordance with their previous recommenda- 
tions, for the purpose of establishing a system of hydrants 
and water stand-pipes for extinguishing fire. On the request 
of the Trustees, the City Engineer’s Department furnished 
plans and specifications for this purpose, and there are now 
upon the premises 101 stand-pipes with sufficient hose to 
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reach every room in the entire group of hospital buildings. 
There are also nine hydrants conveniently placed for the use 
of the Fire Department when needed. Additional extin- 
guishers have been placed in several of the buildings, so that 
the premises are well provided with means for extinguishing 
incipient fires. 


NEw LAuNDRY BUILDING. 


The Trustees gratefully acknowledge the continued gener- 
osity of the City Council in adopting their recommendation 
made in the last annual report for means with which to con- 
struct a new laundry building. The City Council has ap- 
propriated $36,000 for this purpose, and the Trustees have 
formulated the plans for the building. The new building will 
contain two separate, complete laundries, one for the hospi- 
tal wards, and another for officers and employees. These 
rooms will be furnished with all modern conveniences and 
methods of handling the work with the greatest despatch 
and efficiency. It is intended that the machinery and outfit 
shall be of the latest and most approved pattern, as the new’ 
methods adopted in the treatment of patients, especially in 
aseptic surgery, has largely increased the demands upon this 
department of the hospital industry. The washrooms will 
be constructed of non-absorbent material, glazed brick walls, 
with tiled flooring, special receiving rooms and delivery 
rooms to facilitate the assorting and classification of the 
goods. There will be a plentiful supply of fresh air and 
good ventilation to eliminate, as far as possible, the noxious 
air always present in laundries. 


Hospital NECESSITIES. 


The Trustees are grateful for the generous support that 
has been given to the hospital, but they deem it their 
duty not only to present this official report of the prin- 
cipal transactions of the year, but also the necessities that 
should be provided. The hospital has in recent years made 
marked progress in enlarging its capacity for more properly 
doing the work, but until the recent enlargements are fully 
completed to work out its full usefulness the Trustees must 
not cease their efforts to see that the buildings are fully 
equipped. 

Many of the buildings are thirty-three years old, and under 
various influences of wear and tear, they require constant 
care to keep them in order and in proper condition for 
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hospital work. This necessitates renewals, renovations and 
extensions. 

The hospital kitchen, which was constructed eighteen years 
ago, is practically required to do two and a half times as 
much work as when built. The floor has sunken, and is of 
composite construction of brick and slate. The roof is low, 
and in the summer season the temperature is often excessive. 
This roof should be raised to give more light and purer air, 
with contrivances to keep the smell of cooked food from 
permeating other parts of the household, new floors put in, 
and other minor improvements. 

The Trustees have recently reorganized the Gynecological 
Service by converting a male medical ward into a women’s 
ward in the Gynecological Service. The operating rooms 
were constructed eighteen years ago, and cannot properly 
perform the work for want of requisite space and the con- 
veniences that modern surgery demands. ‘The Trustees have 
already communicated to your Honor that, in their opinion, 
the sum of $9,800 is needed to make the alterations and im- 
provements necessary in that service. 

The new laundry building, for which the Trustees already 
have an appropriation, requires additional means over and 
above the appropriation, to furnish the necessary apparatus 
for heating the building, as well as fetching steam power to 
the engines. The principal heating main, conveying the 
steam from the present power-house to the hospital, runs 
through the old laundry building, and when the new laundry 
building is erected, these steam mains must be diverted, and 
go around and outside the building in trenches. This will 
cost about $800. 

The new surgical amphitheatre, now in process of re- 
construction, will require sundry new constructions arising 
from unforeseen complications always happening in the 
reconstruction of an old building. There will be required 
additional fans for heating and ventilating apparatus, chang- 
ing location of steam mains, running additional ducts, mak- 
ing certain changes in the underpinning, and doing away with 
the present wooden corridor, making it to conform to the 
new iron and glass corridor, all of which will require the 
sum of about $8,300. 


PATHOLOGICAL LABORATORY. 


A brief description of the pathological group of buildings 
was given in the last annual report. It has been found by 
experience that the buildings meet all requirements neces- 
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sary for the work of the Pathological Laboratory. A very 
large amount of work has been accomplished, the profes- 
sional work of the South Department making great demands 
upon this important department. For many weeks there 
was an average of 100 to 125 culture tubes to be examined 
daily, and the work necessary for the South Department has 
greatly restricted the work originally planned for the Patho- 
logical Department. ‘The work has been under the supervi- 
sion of Dr. Councilman, the Visiting Pathologist, aided by 
two Assistant Pathologists, a salaried First Resident Assist- 
ant Pathologist, a salaried Second Resident Assistant Pathol- 
ogist, an Assistant in Clinical Pathology, two Pathological 
House Officers, and a stenographer and typewriter. An 
account of the professional work of this department will 
appear in the forthcoming volume of the Medical and 
Surgical Reports. 

The Mortuary Chapel has Been found very useful j in afford- 
ing the friends and relatives of deceased patients opportuni- 
ties for holding burial services without the expense of a 
church, or the inconvenience and cost of a funeral at home. | 


OuT—PATIENT DEPARTMENTS. 


The various out-patient departments have continued their 
usual work during the year, and there has been no special 
change, except an increase in the amount of work done by 
these departments. The number of visits of out-patients 
have been 75,440, as against 65,796 during the previous 
year. While all the departments have slightly increased, 
the principal excess has been in the Surgical Out-Patient 
Department, 45,368 visits having been made against 39,566 
for the previous year. In the latter department there has 
been a division of labor, so that now there are two surgeons 
to out-patients on duty every week day instead of one. The 
Trustees desire to renew attention to the fact pointed out 
last year, that the work in the surgical out-patient building 
has increased to such an extent that the accommodations are 
totally inadequate. ‘It is only a question of time when the 
present one-story building must be replaced by a larger and 
more commodious structure.”

There will be found on pages 35 to £5 a detailed account of 
the expenditures of this department, the various sub-divisions 
being kept the same as at the hospital proper. The approx- 
imate sum spent upon this department has been $71,286.24, 
from which there should be deducted the difference in the 
amount of stock on hand February 1, 1897, which was 
$1,040.21 more than we possessed on February 1, 1896. 
This gives $70,246.03 as the sum charged upon the books 
to maintenance for the year. This sum expended upon 38,047 
patients treated, and divided by 8,654 weeks’ board, gives 
$8.11 as the cost per patient per week. The total expendi- 
ture upon subsistence supplies was $18,088.41, and the total 
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number of weeks’ board, of an average of 265 persons, was 
13,818. This gives a weekly cost per person, for subsistence 
supplies, of $1.30, or 18 cents per day. 

The South Department has been heated from the power- 
house, in common with all the hospital buildings, and the 
fuel consumed has been charged to the South Department, 
based upon the amount of radiating surface to be heated. 
The cost for fuel was $5,293.94; for medical supplies, 
$4,572.24; for salaries and labor, $29,620,15; for general 
repairs and various additions found necessary. to complete 
the buildings, $2,634.15 ; grounds, $91.75; and for general 
supplies, $10,985.60, making a total of $71,286.24. As 
stated in our last report, this sum does not represent the 
entire expenditures chargeable to this department. Un- 
doubtedly a proper percentage of the expenditures might be 
charged off for general corporation expenses, supervision, 
medical library, etc.; but this has not been done. 

It was supposed, when the South Department was built, 
that the accommodations would be ample for several years to 
come. ‘he hospital was constructed so as to give a liberal: 
amount of cubic air space for 220 patients. There have 
been times, notable during the winter months, when addi- 
tional beds and cribs, particularly the latter, were placed in 
the various wards and rooms. 

It appears that the largest number of patients on any one 
day was 278. The number of patients remaining at the 
date of this report is 250, and the daily average 165. By 
reason of the restrictions, obviously placed upon the classifi- 
cation of patients with infectious diseases, it happened that 
some of the wards containing one disease were crowded, 
while there were plenty of vacant beds in wards for another 
disease. The hospital wards, however, based on the normal 
number of beds and cribs have practically been full at all 
times. It was the original intention that a third building 
should be added for the accommodation of patients with 
measles, but the appropriation was not sufficient; and it has 
not been constructed. There has been a very large demand 
for the admission of patients with measles, but the hospital 
has been obliged to refuse several cases. This group of 
buildings, sumptuous and well adapted to their purpose, can- 
not carry out the full scope of a hospital for infectious 
diseases until it has another building specially arranged and 
constructed for measles, necessary not only for an additional 
number of patients, but for the obvious purpose of better 
classification. 

Of the 3,047 patients treated during the year, 657 were 
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over fifteen years of age, and 2,390 under fifteen years of 
age ; the experience of a year showing that 78 per cent of 
the patients treated has been children under fifteen years 
of age, and the majority under ten years. 

The decrease in the death-rate of the hospital of patients 
having infectious diseases since the South Department was 
opened has been very gratifying. This has been owing to 
several causes; the treatment in buildings specially designed 
for the purpose, so arranged as to carry out proper regula- 
tions not previously possible in a general hospital; the régime 
under a continuous service of resident physicians, and by the 
use of antitoxin, which has proved, as the Trustees believe, 
a great blessing. 

In the old wards, from February, 1876, to February, 1894, 
under trying circumstances, antitoxin not being used, there 
was a mortality of 46 per cent; the average death-rate of all 
cases of diphtheria in the city for a period of sixteen years 
was 30.7 per cent. The death-rate of all diphtheria cases in 
the South Department for the hospital year was 14 per cent, 
even including more than one-third of the number who died 
within forty-eight hours after admission, and practically 
beyond medical aid. This subject will be more fully elabo- 
rated from a medical standpoint in the forthcoming (eighth) 
Medical and Surgical Reports. The saving of so large a per- 
centage of patients, suffering from a disease so virulent as 
diphtheria, alone justifies the expenditure incurred in the new 
South Department.

There has been a larger demand than was anticipated for 
private rooms for patients who could pay for special accom- 
modations. While there are strictly no rooms exclusively 
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for private patients, we have been able, by associating two or 
three patients in a room, to accommodate a considerable num- 
ber, and $2,212.51 have been collected on account of such 
patients. The department has been able to fairly satisfy 
the demand for this class of accommodations, and since the 
new department and its workings are gaining favor with the 
public, the demand is likely to increase rather than diminish. 
There have been frequent requests to receive patients suffer- 
ing from infectious diseases from outside the city of Boston, 
but, with rare exceptions, in emergencies, they have not been 
admitted, there being only room enough for those who have 
a claim, by reason of residence within the city limits. 

Considering the difficulties of the management of a de- 
partment for infectious diseases and not always knowing in 
advance just what exigencies will arise, the Trustees are 
eratified to find that the various provisions have made the 
hospital run not only without friction, but with the greatest 
concert of action in its one purpose of treating infectious 
diseases. The domestic parts of the hospital, such as the 
kitchens and bakery, the dispensary, sewing room, laundry, 
dining rooms, etc., have proved very satisfactory for an in- 
fectious hospital. The Nurses’ Home for this department 
can be independently sub-divided so as to give ample classi- 
fication to groups of nurses attendant upon different dis- 
eases. 

As might be expected, the nurses, on first going on duty 
in this department, in some instances have contracted scarlet 
fever and measles, particularly if they have not had the 
diseases previously, and there are occasionally cases of 
diphtheria, or diphtheria without clinical symptoms; but 
considering that the pay-roll contains over 110 names, of all 
classes of hospital workers, the amount of sickness has 
been very small, and the general health of the employees 
excellent. Very few patients admitted with one infectious 
disease have contracted another, though many patients have 
been admitted having more than one infectious disease. 

The Trustees have endeavored to arrange the rules so as to 
reduce to a minimum the risk of infection between hospital 
workers and the public. As far as is known, not a single 
case of infectious disease in the community at large can be 
attributed to the fact that infection was carried from the 
hospital to the outside public. This will be more clearly 
and excellently shown in a paper on the subject by Dr. 
McCollom, the Resident Physician, which will shortly 
appear in the eighth volume of the Medical and eh Boe 
Reports of the hospital. ; 
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In proportion to the number of patients treated, the 
amount of ambulance work has been very large. Of the 
3,047 patients admitted, 1,980, or nearly two-thirds, were 
brought to the hospital by our own ambulances, specially 
classified according to the disease of the patient. The 
Trustees desire it to be known that infectious diseases 
should be taken to the hospital in special conveyances, in 
order to decrease the spread of infection, and they are pre- 
pared at all times to send a special ambulance for any case 
that should be admitted to the South Department. Citizens 
should discourage any other method, and notify the Board 
of Health in case of infraction of this rule, obviously based 
upon safety and improvement of the public health. The 
public is also reminded that there is a special Mortuary 
Chapel in the South Department, where the friends of 
patients who have died can hold religious services, as the 
City Ordinances forbid the transportation of patients who 
have died with an infectious disease to a church or dwelling 
house, except by permission of the Board of Health. 

The Trustees are gratified that the construction of this de- 
partment of the hospital has been so good, and its reputa- 
tion has become so extended that it is visited by hospital 
architects, boards of health, and hospital workers generally 
from all over the country. ‘They further appreciate the 
compliments that bave been bestowed upon the general ar- 
rangement of this department, as justifying their anticipa- 
tions so confidently expressed in their last annual report. 


TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Training School for Nurses is now in the nineteenth 
year of its organization. ‘There have been graduated 442 
nurses, of whom thirty-six were graduated during the past 
year. There is now a total of 129 nurses, of whom ninety- 
one are at the hospital proper, thirty-six at the South Depart- 
ment and two at the Convalescent Home. The hospital has 
been able to retain the services of a larger number of gradu- 
ates, as head nurses in charge of wards, there now being 
twenty-five. The accommodations for nurses continue the 
same as last year, and the same inconvenience has been ex- 
perienced for want of proper rooms. ‘The accommodations 
for nurses at the South Department are excellent and more 
than sufficient for present purposes. 

For several years the Trustees have dwelt, more or less 
urgently, upon the necessity of having increased accommo- 
dations for the nurses in the hospital proper, and they are 
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very happy to announce that the hospital has received a 
bequest of $100,000 from the trustees of the Ann White 
Vose estate, for the special purpose of constructing an addi- 
tional Nurses’ Home. This most fortunate and timely gift 
relieved the Trustees of further anxiety, and they expect 
during the coming year to erect a new house sufficient to 
accommodate not only the present force of nurses, but all 
that probably will be needed for any future increase of the 
hospital. It is intended that this home shall be the best of 
its kind, and the liberal amount of money donated for this 
purpose will allow most liberal and useful plans. 

The annual number of applicants for admission to the 
school is constantly increasing, and allows a more careful 
selection of a higher grade of applicants than was possible a 
few years ago. The women who now apply are of much 
better education and general fitness. This enhances the 
value of the Training School as a whole for obvious reasons, 
and notably increases the good care and nursing received by 
the sick, which is the primary object of a Training School in 
connection with hospital nursing. 


CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The Convalescent Home has now been established five 
years, and continues to be a most excellent auxiliary to the 
hospital in affording as good accommodations as could be 
asked for the convalescence of women patients. The num- 
ber of patients treated during the year has been 458, and the 
total number of days’ board 8,927. The average weekly 
cost per patient was $6.01. The beds have been more con- 
stantly occupied than during any previous year, and patients 
who have once been admitted to the home are always anxious 
to go again, provided they are admitted to the hospital a 
second time. The trees and shrubbery placed upon the 
grounds five years ago have now developed and indicate 
their purpose in beautifying the surroundings. The ap- 
pearance of the grounds, particularly in the springtime when 
the shrubbery is in full.bloom, is well worth the visit of any 
lover of such things. The home continues under the super- 
vision of Miss H. Josephine Shepherd, the Matron, whose 
management of the home has been good. 


MEDICAL AND SURGICAL STAFF. 


The following are the changes in the Medical and Surgi- 
cal Staff : 
We chronicle the death of W. C. B. Fifield, M.D., Con- 
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sulting Physician and Surgeon, which occurred October 6, 
1896. Dr. Fifield was for fifteen years one of the Visiting 
Surgeons, and after resignation was made a Consulting 
Physician and Surgeon. Dr. Fifield received the best surgi- 
cal education to be had in foreign schools of his day; he was 
learned in the bibliography of medicine, possessed a phenome- 
nal memory, was rich in a knowledge of his craft, rendered 
signal service to the welfare of the hospital, and was beloved 
_ by his patients. 

The Trustees regret to record the death of Dr. Edward J. 
Forster, late Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women. 
Dr. Forster, in various capacities, was connected with the 
hospital for sixteen years, and the Trustees have placed 
upon record their high appreciation of the service and charac- 
ter of Dr. Forster as follows: 

“Dr. Forster had been for many years, and was, at his 
decease, a member and secretary of the Visiting Staff of the 
hospital. In the performance of his duties he was earnestly 
conscientious, unwearying and efficient; he served his pa- 
tients with kindness of heart and persistent devotion, and he 
gave his associates sterling generosity and helpful intelli- 
gence. In his decease the hospital has lost a devoted helper, 
his associates a faithful friend, and the community a valuable 
and public-spirited citizen. ‘The Trustees further desire to 
express to his family their deep and sincere sympathy for 
them in their bereavement.”’ 

Carroll E. Edson, M.D., Physician to Out-Patients, 
Edmund D. Spear, M.D., Aural Surgeon to Out-Patients, 
and Alex. Quackenboss, M.D., Assistant to the Ophthal- 
mic Surgeons, have resigned. C. M. Green, M.D., has been 
promoted from Assistant Visiting Physician for Diseases of 
Women, to Visiting Physician for Diseases of Women. 
George Haven, M.D., has been promoted from Physician 
for Diseases of Women to Out-Patients, to Assistant Visiting 
Physician for Diseases of Women. Edward Reynolds, M.D., 
has been promoted from Assistant to the Physician for 
Diseases of Women, to Physician for Diseases of Women to 
Out-Patients. Ernest E. Doble, M.D., has been promoted 
from Assistant to the Aural Surgeons, to Aural Surgeon to 
Out-Patients. 

The following appointments have been made during the 
year: George F. Harding, M.D., Physician for Diseases of 
the Skin; John L. Ames, M.D., Benjamin Tenney, M.D., and 
H. D. Arnold, M.D., Physicians to Out-Patients; Wiliam J. 
Daly, M.D., Assistant to the Ophthalmic Surgeons; Edgar 
M. Holmes, M.D., Assistant to the Aural Surgeons; Frank 
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A. Higgins, M.D., Assistant to the Physician for Diseases of 
Women. 

John C. Bossidy, M.D., has been promoted from Assistant 
to the Ophthalmic Surgeons, to Ophthalmic Surgeon, to Out- 
Patients, the number of Ophthalmic Surgeons having been 
increased from two to three. Richard M. Pearce, M.D., was 
appointed to a new position created, namely Second Resi- 
dent Assistant Pathologist. 

During the year three other new positions have been created, 
namely, an additional Assistant Physician for Diseases of 
the Skin, an Assistant to the Physicians for Diseases of 
Women, and also the office of Gynzecological Clinical Clerk. 

During the year the Trustees have received a framed 
portrait of Dr. Henry I. Bowditch, for many years a Visit- 
ing Physician to the hospital and one of the most distin- 
guished physicians of Massachusetts in his profession. 
They have also received a portrait of the late Dr. O. W. 
Doe, formerly Visiting Physician. This portrait was pre- 
sented by fifty house-officers, who formerly worked under 
him in the hospital. This gift was a grateful expression of 
their love and appreciation of his character. 

The new rules affecting the appointment and promotion of 
house-officers, mentioned in the last annual report, have 
given even better results than the Trustees anticipated. 
Under the present regulations, house-officers are only 
appointed for six months, and are promoted every six months 
upon the recommendation of the Visiting Staff, such recom- 
mendation being based upon the record of their work and 
conduct, made by the Medical and Surgical Staff under whom 
they have worked. This regulation has stimulated the best 
work on the part of the house-officers, and has notably in- 
creased their efficiency in many ways, not wholly professional. 
There are now in all the departments thirty-nine house- 
officers, including all grades. 


GIFTS, BEQUESTS, AND PERSONAL ASSISTANCE. 


The Trustees take great pleasure in officially announcing 
that the hospital has received during its present year two 
donations. 

Through the thoughtful and generous kindness of Messrs. 
George White and Francis C. Welch, Executors of the will 
of the late Ann White Vose, the Hospital has been presented 
-with the munificent residuary legacy of $100,000, this spe- 
cific gift to be expended in the erection of a new building for 
hospital nurses. This liberal and magnificent gift comes to 
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the Trustees at the very close of the year, and they desire to 
thus publicly express their gratitude for the same. 

The Trustees have also received during the year the gift 
of $1,000 from Mr. Townsend William Thorndike of Boston, 
who desired that the same should be invested, and the income 
given in money, semi-annually, to the house-officer who ad- 
ministers ether, or other anesthetic, in the most skilful and 
humane manner. He desired that this bequest should be 
known as the “ Herbert L. Burrell Ether Prize Fund,” and 
that the interest of this specific gift should be applied by 
the Trustees according to the wishes of the donor. 

The Trustees desire to renew the suggestion offered in 
previous reports, that public-spirited citizens can in no way 
better contribute to the well-being of the public, particularly 
by way of charity, than by donating money to the hospital, 
for the support of free beds, or such other specific purposes 
as they may deem best. The sums of money contributed by 
citizens in various parts of the United States in recent years, 
have been notably frequent, and in many cases, very large in 
amount. No object can appeal more strongly to generously 
disposed citizens than the welfare of the sick. Of all char- 
ities, it is the first and greatest. 

The Trustees again return their annual acknowledgments 
to the many friends of the hospital, who, in various ways 
have contributed to the welfare, comfort, and encouragement 
of the sick. The various charitable organizations, which in 
previous years have done so much of this charitable work, 
still continue their benefactions. The Episcopal City Mis- 
sionary Society, the various Flower Missions and Easter Song 
Mission, have faithfully continued their service. Hospital 
visitors, clergymen, Bible readers and others still continue 
their kind offices. To those who have contributed flowers, 
clothing and toys, particularly at Christmas and Easter, 
both known and unknown, the Trustees return their grateful 
acknowledgments. 

The Trustees again wish to express their appreciation of 
the valuable services of their Superintendent, Dr. Rowe, as 
also those of Dr. J. H. McCollom, Resident Physician of 
the South Department, the Matron, the House Officers, the 
Nurses and general employés, for their painstaking efforts for 
the welfare and comfort of the patients of the hospital.

The foregoing tables of disbursements show the total ex- 
penditures of the Hospital Department during the fiscal year 
February 1, 1896, to January 31, 1897, inclusive. Table 
No. 1 tells the distribution throughout all the departments, 
according to the general subdivisions, and includes statistics 
of the department divided into the Hospital proper, Out 
Patient Departments, Pathological Building, Settlement 
Account, South Department, Convalescent Home and new 
buildings. Table No. 2 shows the distribution for the year 
for the same departments, itemizing the various subdivisions, 
and includes, for all practical purposes, the quantity, cost, and 
average price paid for the various items. Table No. 3 isa 
résumé of Tables 1 and 2, so distributed as to indicate the 
actual cost of each department, and after deducting stock on 
hand at the beginning and close of the year and various 
items not chargeable to any one department, the net cost to 
the city for maintaining the Hospital proper for the year. 
The City Council, and the citizens at large, are, as a rule, 
only interested in the expenditures of the Hospital Depart- 
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ment as a whole, but hospital expenditures have become a 
study, and an estimate has been made by various tables to 
show the running expenses of the subdivisions, particularly 
the Hospital proper. This is deemed advisable, not only to 
fairly indicate the method of expenditures, but also that those 
interested in hospital management may be able to make com- 
parisons with other hospitals. Many attempts have been made 
for a uniform system of hospital accounts, particularly among 
the English hospitals, but the conditions of management, the 
methods of securing the income and disbursing expenditures, 
are so different, that it is a difficult matter. It is intended, 
however, in the preceding tables, to bring out the facts, par- 
ticularly in regard to disbursements, so that students of hos- 
pital management may draw deductions from which to make 
comparisons. 

The total expenditures during the fiscal year for the Hos- 
pital Department in all its various branches have been 
$341,331.14, and the disbursements have been distributed as 
follows : 


The Boston City Hospital proper . - $248,906.15 
Out-Patient Department ; : 8,417.32 
Pathological Building . 5,710.20

The Hospital Proper.— The hospital proper is divided 
into four divisions: The Hospital, Out-Patient Department, 
Pathological Building and Settlement Account. It is obvious 
that the Out-Patient Department and the Settlement Account 
have nothing to do with the pro rata cost of each hospital 
bed. The cost of the Pathological Building is not excluded 
from the pro rata cost per patient, but for executive reasons, 
is tabulated in order to ascertain the cost of running that de- 
partment. For obvious reasons the South- Department, 
Convalescent Home and expenditures for new buildings are 
shown in separate columns. 

South Department.—'The South Department began the 
year with 202 patients, and during the year the maximum 
number on any one day was 273. In Table No. 2, page 40, 
the same classification has been adopted as to distribution, 
as in the Hospital proper, in order to show the comparative 
cost of a general hospital and a special department for in- 
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fectious diseases. The contracts for miscellaneous supplies 
were made by the Superintendent of the Hospital, under the 
supervision of the Trustees, and, as a rule, the same prices 
were obtained for the South Department as for the Hospital 
proper. ‘The total expenditure for the South Department 
was $71,286.24, but deducting from this amount the dif- 
ference in stock on hand at the beginning and close of the 
year, $1,040.21, leaves a balance of $70,246.03, which more 
properly represents the maintenance expenditures of this 
department for the fiscal year. ‘This sum total is much less 
than it would be if the department were not attached to the 
hospital organization, because in many instances, general 
corporation expenses, not easily deducted, have been changed 
to the hospital account, which otherwise the South Depart- 
ment would have been obliged to meet. ‘The general dis- 
tributions, however, are fairly well shown. 

Out-Patient Department.— The expenditures for this de- 
partment have been for expenses ordinarily included, and 
the total amount was $8,417.32. 

Convalescent Home.— 'The expenditures for the Convales- 
cent Home have been for the usual purposes, and were 
$7,668.47, which is an increase of less than $200 over the 
previous year. 

New Buildings.—'There have been expended from the 
hospital appropriation, necessary to complete the various 
new buildings, the following sums:

For completing and furnishing new buildings . 207.10 
Furnishing new Surgical Building. ; 320.47

The expenditures for the Hospital proper were partly for 
ordinary maintenance, and partly for improvements or 
special subdivisions. Table No. 3 shows that the total 
expenditure for the department was $841,331.14. After 
deducting the maintenance of the sub-departments and 
money spent for new and special purposes not within the 
ordinary scope of the maintenance of ward beds, and after 
allowing for the difference in the amount of stock on hand 
at the beginning and close of the year, the net cost to the 
city for maintaining the Hospital proper was $192,481.32. 
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The tables further show that the actual cost of maintaining 
the Hospital proper for the fiscal year was $241,298.24. 
This sum was expended upon the care of 8,393 patients in 
the wards for 169,619 days’ board, or 24,231 weeks, making 
an average weekly cost of $9.95, or a daily cost of $1.42 per 
hospital patient of all classes. This total cost of maintenance, 
and weekly cost per patient, represent the statistics usually 
found in hospital finances. The weekly cost per patient, as 
usually computed in hospital reports, was $9.95, but the net 
cost to the city was only $7.94. | 

In considering the cost of hospital maintenance, it should 
be stated that the cost of subsistence supplies was not only 
for patients, but for the household, including all grades. 
The total expenditures upon subsistence supphes for the 
Hospital proper was $76,275.08. The total number of 
weeks’ board of an average of 768 persons was 40,170. 
This will give a weekly cost per person for subsistence sup- 
plies, of $1.89, or 27 cents per day. 

There has been collected and paid into the City Treasury 
during the year, $46,291.04, on account of all classes of pay- 
ing patients, as follows:

There has been received $1,400 interest from Trust Funds 
for the support of free patients, and $85.67 for the sale of 
old materials. These sums, amounting to $47,776.71, were 
paid in cash to the City Treasury, and should be credited to 
the appropriation received. This would reduce the net cost 
to the city for the Hospital Department, for all purposes 
during the fiscal year, to the sum of $293,554.43, and for the 
Hospital proper, $192,481.32. 

The expenditures upon 20,562 out-patients has been 
$8,417.32. 

Statistics of the number of out-patients, the number of 
their visits, the rates of mortality, the work of the am- 
bulances, the occupation, nativity, ages, civil condition and 
physical condition of patients when discharged, are else- 
where tabulated, and may prove of interest in connection 
with hospital data. 

The maximum number of patients on any one day was 
500, as against-533 last year; the minimum number was 
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431, against 373 last year; the daily average during the 
year was 463 i, against 448 & last year. The average length 
of stay was 20 * days, against 19 * last year. 

The total expenditures for the Convalescent Home have 
been $7,668.47. Its benefits have been given to 453 per- 
sons, who have received in all 8,927 days’ board, or 1,275 
weeks, at a weekly average cost of $6.01 per patient. 

The total number of deaths from February 1, 1896, to Jan- 
uary 31, 1897, was 835. This does not include the statis- 
tics of the South Department.

The percentage of deaths given is for the total number of 
patients treated in the hospital. Of all patients admitted, 
326 died within 48 hours after admission, which indicates 
that they were brought to the hospital in a dying condi- 
tion, and medical aid could not change the result. It will 
further be noticed that this number is 89 per cent of the 
total deaths. 

During the year, 8,893 patients have been treated in the 
wards, 20,562 as out-patients, 453 at the Convalescent 
Home, and 38,047 at the South Department,—a total of 
32,455 who have received the benefits of the hospital in all 
departments. 

During the year 11,396 persons applied for admission. 
Of this number 7,941 were admitted and 8,455 were re- 
jected, the latter number being 178 less than last year. The 
number rejected was 80 per cent of all persons applying. 
The causes of rejection appear in the table of applicants not 
admitted, on pages 26 and 52. Of the number not admitted, 
429 either changed their minds or were deferred. Of this 
number, however, 264 were admitted within three days after 
application. There were also rejected 679 solely for want of 
vacant beds, but 809 were admitted within three days. 
There were 450 patients who could be treated in the various — 
out-patient departments, without the additional cost of 
treating them in the wards. Admission was denied to 260, 
because information could not be obtained to indicate that 
they were suitable cases. There were transferred to other 
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and more appropriate institutions 277, and 83 were rejected 
as clearly incurable and unsuitable for treatment. Various 
other lesser causes for rejection appear in the tabulated 
form. 

On pages 27 and 382 will be found a record of the ambu- 
lance work, showing the number of trips and the number of 
patients brought to and carried from the various departments 
of the hospital. The total number of persons carried during 
the year was 5,414, of which 8,434 were for the Hospital 
proper and 1,980 for the South Department. There are now 
six ambulances in active use, and during the past year the 
work in this department has been systematized and improved, 
not only for the convenience of those who transport patients, 
but for the comfort of the patients themselves. The style 
of ambulances used by the hospital is equal, if not superior, 
to those in general use. Rubber tires have been placed on 
all the ambulances, and they have been found not only to 
ease transportation, but also lessen the cost of repairs on the 
various vehicles. The odometers, placed on all the ambu- 
lances, have kept a daily record of the number of miles run, 
making a total of 19,945 miles for the year. A single am- 
bulance has frequently run, with different horses, 36 miles 
a day, and an ambulance, with rubber tires, travelled 6,500 
miles before it showed any signs of inefficiency. The num- 
ber of accident’cases received was 1,991.

The capacity of the Hospital proper has been slightly in- 
creased. Last year there were 482 beds; this year there are 
512. Ward N, for private surgical patients, and Ward O, 
for surgical children and women, were closed in October, on 
account of the reconstruction of that section of the Surgical 
Building. Ward A, formerly the scarlet fever ward, is now 
occupied by surgical women and children from Ward O; 
and Ward E, formerly the diphtheria ward, is occupied by 
surgical male patients — part free and part paying. Neither 
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of these diseases has appeared among the cases since treated 
in these renovated wards. Wards W and X were organized 
and opened to patients in October last, giving an increase 
of 59 beds; Ward W being for male surgical cases and 
Ward X for female surgical cases. 

There has been an increase of 2,822 in the total number 
of out-patients treated, and an increase of 9,644 in the num- 
ber of visits. - In the various out-patient departments, 20,562 
patients were treated, or 2,822 more than iast year. There 
were also 70,440 visits to the hospital from out-patients, or 
9,644 more than last year. This indicates an increase in the 
number of patients treated, andthe number of visits, in nearly 
all the departments, and largely in the surgical out-patient 
department. 

During the year the sum of $16,839.15 has been expended 
upon buildings and internal improvements, and $1,267.41 
upon grounds, including roads and sewers. Many older 
buildings in the hospital group, built many years ago, under 
cheaper forms of construction, constantly require considera- 
ble expenditures to keep them in good repair. Outside, 
wooden construction deteriorates rapidly, and the public uses 
of the buildings bring upon the interior unusual wear and 
tear. Parts of the roofs and gutters demand frequent re- 
pairs, and are a constant source of expense. The wooden 
balconies on Wards B and F, after 30 years’ use, have 
been removed, and new balconies constructed, at a cost of 
$872.42. The decayed and unsafe wooden balconies on the 
north-west end of Wards B and F have been replaced by 
wrought-iron balconies at a cost of $605. The rear stair- 
ways for four stories in Pavilions I. and II. were entirely re- 
plastered, both walls and ceilings, and wainscots of hard pine 
added, and general repairs were made throughout the stair- 
ways. ‘The inadequate food elevators were torn out in four 
buildings, and new ones substituted at an expense of 
$495. The administration building was painted, both ex- 
terior and interior. Porcelain bath tubs, with new sinks 
and general plumbing alterations, were made in Wards R, 
S, K and L, thereby adding improvements long demanded 
and bringing these appointments to the latest standard. The 
plumbing in Ward T’, and Ward T chambers, has been par- 
tially renewed. Wards P and T were vacated during the 
summer months, and the entire wards rekalsomined, painted 
and renovated, including all furniture and interior fittings. 
The fire pots under six boilers were renewed, which, with 
new grates in part, involved an expenditure of $1,048.21. 
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Numerous other repairs were made in various parts of the 
buildings, too many to enumerate, the total expense of which 
was $16,839.15. 

The telephone system inserted last year has worked ad- 
mirably, and has enabled the hospital to do business with a 
despatch not before possible. In addition to the 71 house 
telephones, there are now five telephones in the various 
buildings connected with the general city circuit, the in- 
crease of business requiring that number to give the public 
proper facilities, and for the efficient conduct of the hospital 
affairs. 

During the year a system of fire hydrants has been placed 
upon the grounds, and stand-pipes in the various buildings, 
so that it is now possible to reach every room throughout 
the hospital with fire hose from standpipes; the total num- 
ber now being 101 within doors, and nine hydrants upon the 
grounds. This affords the security long desired, and gives 
facilities to readily extinguish an incipient fire.

The daily average at the home was 24, and the weekly 
cost per patient has been $6.01, as against $6.24 the pre- 
vious year. As the Convalescent Home is becoming better 
known to patients, requests for transfer from the hospital to 
the home have been more frequent, and recommendations 
for transfer are more readily accepted. ‘The improvements 
for five years upon the grounds, especially in the way of 
grading, and lawn and shrubbery, have beautified the estate 
and made it a most attractive place for convalescent patients, 
particularly during the summer months. 
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_ The Medical Library has been increased during the year 
by 115 volumes, 78 being by purchase and 87 by donation. 
The total number of volumes at the close of the year was 
3,249. The library has also received 928 periodicals and 
431 medical monographs or pamphlets. 

The card catalogue of the clinical case books is still con- 
tinued, and there are now 140,907 cards of reference and 
cross reference. This completes the case books of all the 
hospital services for fifteen years, and the surgical services 
for nineteen years. The catalogue is utilized more and more 
each year, and has become very valuable. 

The Ward Libraries have been renewed from the income 
of the Goodnow Library Fund, until there are libraries of 
between 50 and 60 volumes in the nineteen wards. Many 
of the books, particularly fiction, adventure and biography, 
show extensive use, and in many cases have been completely 
worn out. These libraries, together with large numbers of 
odd volumes, illustrated papers and magazines, afford much 
entertainment for patients. During the last year many 
wards received the pleasing addition of potted palms and 
foliage plants in jardinieres set on pedestals, and fine, large 
photographs, in broad oak frames, have been hung on the 
walls, adding much to the cheerfulness and pleasing aspect 
of the wards. 

The Training School for Nurses has finished its nineteenth 
year. ‘The changes during the last year have been as follows :

The Training School has graduated during the year 36 
nurses, making a total of 442 since the formation of the 
school. The Superintendent of Nurses and her assistants 
have given 226 class recitations at the Hospital proper, and 
193 at the South Department, making a total of 419. The 
‘school has received 34 lectures on Friday afternoons from 
the members of the Medical and Surgical Staff or others. 
Eighty-four classes in massage were conducted by Mrs. Ber- 
tha J. Raemisch, with four to eight pupils in each class. 
The course of instruction in practical cookery for the sick 
continues under charge of Miss Mary A. Boland. The 
number of lessons for each class has been increased and 
more hours devoted to each lesson, and an additional number 
of lectures has been given to the entire school. Thirty-two 
cooking lessons have been given in classes. The entire 
course of instruction will be found on page 166, and the dis- 
tribution of studies on page 167. 

The number of nurses is slightly larger than last year, 
being 129,— an increase of six; four more were assigned for 
duty in the Hospital proper and two in the South Department. 
There has been a slight increase in the number of graduates 
appointed as assistants and head nurses, with a present total 
of 25. The work in the wards has been more satisfactory 
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than in the previous year, when an unusually large number 
of probationers were admitted on account of the opening of 
the new South Department. 

‘The accommodations for nurses in the Hospital proper are 
still inadequate. This will be obviated by the completion 
of the additional house for nurses to be erected from the be- 
quest of $100,000 received from the Trustees of the Ann 
White Vose estate, and given specially for this purpose. 
This rearrangement will enable us to better classify nurses 
according to the length of stay, their rank in the school, and 
will give special and quiet quarters for nurses on night duty, 
and for the domestics employed in both of the nurses’ houses. 

The health of the nurses in the Training School has been 
good, and the sickness less than for several years, except in 
the South Department for infectious diseases, where nurses 
were sometimes infected with scarlet fever, diphtheria or 
measles. 

The Nurses’ Club has continued its monthly meetings for 
the greater part of the year. The meetings are more largely 
attended by non-resident graduates. The following are in 
part the topics of lectures or discussions: Lecture on 
“Diphtheria and the use of Antitoxin,” by Dr. MceCollom; 
‘« Miscellaneous Topics Relating to Nursing;” «An Exhibit 
of Nursing Appliances ;” «* The Uses of Hospitals and Path- 
ological Laboratories,” by Dr. Councilman, with an inspec- 
tion and demonstrations in the Pathological Laboratory ; 
Discussion, ** The Ethics of Nursing, as adopted by the 
Alumne Association of the Johns Hopkins Training School. 
for Nurses;” Discussion on the following papers: (1) 
The History and Aims of District Nursing in Boston; (2) 
The Experience of a Day in District Nursing; (3) The 
Work with Children in District Nursing; (4) The Chari- 
table Associations with which the District Nurses come in 
Contact; (5) The Contagious Diseases met in District 
Nursing. The resident members of the Nurses’ Club gave 
an “At Home” for all the members of the Club on Christ- 
mas eve, and at the February meeting the Club enjoyed a 
lecture by Prof. Edward S. Morse of Salem, on “The 
Women of Japan.” During the past year, the graduates of 
the Training School have formed an Alumnz Association, 
which meets occasionally at the hospital.

I desire to express my appreciation of the work and con- 
duct of the nurses in the Training School. No group of 
hospital workers is so closely identified with the cure or care 
of the sick, and they deserve the sincere thanks, not only of 
the patients themselves, but of all those charged with the 
responsibilities of a large general hospital. 

The Boston City Hospital Medical Society has continued 
its monthly meetings except during the summer months, in 
the Medical Library. The attendance has been large, and, 
as a clinical society, made most instructive by showing a 
large number of unusual and interesting cases. The work 
of the society will be more fully set forth in the Medical 
and Surgical Reports. 

In the achievements of the year, my thanks are due to the 
various heads of departments associated with me in the 
management of the hospital. I appreciate and gratefully 
acknowledge the codperation they have given, which enti- 
tles them to a share in the successes of the year. 

The house-officers have been faithful and conscientious in 
the discharge of their laborious duties, and have contributed 
largely to the care and comfort of the sick. Officers, male 
nurses, and employees, have, with few exceptions, been dili- 
gent and trustworthy in their work and spirit, and I desire 
to publicly thank them for their good work. 

My obligations are cordially rendered to the gentlemen of 
the Medical and Surgical Staff for their advice and codpera- 
tion, always valuable and sincerely appreciated. 

In presenting my eighteenth annual report to the Trus- 
tees, I most cordially acknowledge my gratitude for their 
support and guidance in enabling me to execute their plans.

HOUSE RULES. 


WITH RULES FOR ADMISSION, DISCHARGES, AND GOVERN- , 
MENT OF PATIENTS; ALSO “RULES FOR VISITORS. 


Hovust RULES. 


All employees shall be in their respective places during the 
hours of duty. 

The doors and gates of the Hospital will be closed at 10 
o'clock P.M., at which time all inmates shall be quiet, and 
all not on duty shall be in their rooms. 

A record shall be kept of all persons entering the Hospital 
between the hours of 10 P.M. and 7.30 A.M. 

No employees shall be absent from the Hospital, except as 
permitted by special rules or by the Superintendent. 

The use of tobacco, wine and intoxicating liquors is pro- 
hibited within the Hospital, unless prescribed by a physician 
or surgeon. 

All profane and obscene language, loud talking and _inci- 
vility are prohibited. 

All employees shall observe such further rules and direc- 
tions for their conduct as may from time to time be estab- 
lished. 


ADMISSION OF PATIENTS. 


Applications for admission of patients may be made at the 
Hospital on each day of the week. 

Whenever able the patient shall apply in person. When 
not able to apply in person, on application made by a friend 
the patient may be visited at his residence. 

Any Trustee, or either of the physicians or surgeons in 
attendance, may, in case of emergency, send a patient in the 
first instance to the Hospital by written permit. 

Persons accidentally wounded, or otherwise disabled or 
injured, shall be received at all hours. 

Permits for admission shall be subject to the approval of 
the Visiting Committee, and the committee shall, except as 
above, have power at any time to require the Superintendent 
to report to them the names of applicants before admitting 
them, and may dismiss any patient whom they think improp- 
erly admitted, or change the terms of admission. 
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Patients may be admitted by the Trustees to the pri- 
vileges of the Hospital at such rates of board as the Trustees 
may from time to time determine, payment for such board 
being secured by the friends of the patients, or by the author- 
ities of the city or town to which the patients belong. 

_ Whenever in the opinion of the Trustees the circum- 

stances of the patient will warrant it, the whole or part of 
the board shall be paid. If separate apartments or articles 
not usually furnished at the Hospital are provided, such pay- 
ment shall be made therefor as the Trustees shall deem rea- 
sonable. 

No person having acute venereal disease or alcoholism 
shall be admitted except as a paying patient. 

No person shall be admitted to the Hospital whose case is 
judged to be incurable, unless there be urgent symytoms 
which are deemed capable of being relieved. 


DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be discharged by the Superintendent as be- 
fore provided. | 

Patients discharged on the recommendation of the physi- 
cians or surgeons shall be provided with a certificate, stating 
their condition at the time of discharge, whether cured, 
relieved, or not relieved, which certificate shall be signed by 
the Superintendent. 

Whenever a patient is removed from the Hospital without 
the approval of the Superintendent, a written statement to 
that effect shall be required from any person assuming the 
responsibility of the removal. 

In case of the decease of a patient the Superintendent 
shall sign the death certificate. He shall also state the time 
and cause of death, the disposition made of the body, whether 
delivered to friends or buried from the Hospital, in which 
latter case he shall mention the place of interment. 

The body of any person dying at the Hospital shall not 
be delivered without a written receipt from the parties 
taking the same. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all the rules of the 
Hospital. : 

Patients shall be in their proper places in the wards 
during the visits of the physicians and surgeons, between 
2 and 3 o’clock on visiting days, and always by 7.30 o’clock 
P.M., unless specially excused by the Superintendent. 
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Such free patients as are able shall assist in nursing, and 
in such other services as may be reasonably required of 
them. 

No patient shall leave the Hospital grounds without a 
pass from the Superintendent, nor his ward without the con- 
sent of the nurse in charge. 

No patient shall purchase, or cause to be purchased for 
him, any article of food whatsoever, tobacco nor any other 
article, without the consent of the Superintendent. 

Profane and obscene language, loud talking, and incivility 
are prohibited. 

Patients may be visited by clergymen of their own selec- 
tion, and any wish for the performance of any particular 
religious rite shall be indulged when practicable. 

Complaints, for whatever cause, may be made to the 
Superintendent or Visiting Committee, and when reasonable 
shall be by them reported to the Trustees. 


VISITORS. 


No person shall visit any part of the premises except on 
business, or at such time as may be fixed for the reception 
of visitors, without the permission of the Superintendent or 
of some one of the Trustees. 

On week days from 2 to 3 o’clock P.M. friends may be 
permitted to visit patients, though no patient shall receive 
more than two visitors on the same day. In all cases, how- 
ever, the Trustees or Superintendent may exercise discretion- 
ary powers as to excluding or admitting visitors. 

Patients who are considered dangerously ill are permitted 
to see friends in reasonable numbers, and at reasonable hours 
during the day, but friends visiting such patients should not 
remain later than 8 o’clock P.M., and are not permitted to 
remain after that hour, or all night, unless it seems probable 
that such patients will not live through the night. 

All visitors shall leave the Hospital when the bell rings at 
the expiration of the regular visiting hour. 

No visitor shall take any meal in the Hospital, or pass the 
night therein, without permission from the Superintendent 
or one of the Trustees. 

No visitor shall be allowed to give any article of food, 
tobacco or drink to a patient, unless by permission of the 
nurse; and any article sent to a patient shall be left at the 
entrance office or at the Superintendent’s office. 
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RULES OF THE CONVALESCENT HOME. 


The department of The Boston City Hospital, located at 
No. 2150 Dorchester avenue, near Milton Lower Mills, in 
Dorchester, is known as the Convalescent Home, and shall 
receive such patients recovering from acute diseases as shall 
be transferred to it from the main Hospital for treatment dur- 
ing convalescence. 

The Superintendent of the Hospital shall, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees, have the control and management of 
the Convalescent Home, in the same manner as of other 
departments of the Hospital. 

The Matron, under the direction of the Superintendent, 
shall have the immediate charge of the Home, and the con- 
trol of all nurses and other employees and patients. She 
shall reside at the Home. 


ADMISSION AND DISCHARGE OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall be transferred from the Hospital to the 
Convalescent Home by the Superintendent, subject to the 
direction of the Trustees, on recommendation of the Visit- 
ing Staff or otherwise; and the Superintendent shall keep a 
record of all patients so transferred. When patients are so 
transferred they shall be considered as discharged from the 
Hospital. Payment of their board shall be required the 
same as of patients at the Hospital, but separate apartments 
shall not be furnished at the Home. No person whose case 
is judged to be incurable shall be admitted to the Home. 

Patients shall not be allowed to remain at the Home for a 
longer period than two weeks, except on recommendation of 
the physicians, or for special cause approved in writing by 
the Superintendent. All patients remaning beyond the 
period of four weeks shall be forthwith reported to the 
Visiting Committee, and to the Trustees at their subsequent 
regular meeting. 

Patients when discharged shall be provided with a certifi- 
cate stating the date of admission and discharge, and their 
condition when leaving the Home. 


GOVERNMENT OF PATIENTS. 


Patients shall implicitly observe all rules established for 
the government of the Home. 
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VISITORS. 


Friends may be permitted to visit patients on week-days, 
between three and four o’clock in the afternoon. In all 
cases the Trustees, Superintendent, and Matron may exer- 
cise discretionary powers as to excluding or admitting 
visitors. 

Visitors shall leave the Home and grounds at the expira- 
tion of the visiting hour, and shall visit no part of the Home 
or grounds other than the reception-room, except by per- 
mission from the proper authority. 

No person shall give any article of food or drink toa 
patient, unless by permission of the Matron. 
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THE BOSTON CITY HOSPITAL. 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSES. 


The Trustees of The Boston City Hospital in 1878 
established a Training School for Nurses, in order to give 
to women desirous of becoming professional nurses a syste- 
matic course of training and practice. 

The Training School is controlled by the Trustees of the 
Hospital, like all other departments of the Hospital service. 
The Superintendent of the Hospital has the general super- 
vision of all matters relating to the school, its course of 
work and study, lectures and discipline. The Superintend- 
ent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing in 
the Hosiptal, of all persons employed in the wards, and also 
the instruction and management of the nurses in the Train- 
ing School, All female nurses in the Hospital must be con- 
nected with the school. 

The course reGuires two years, and includes general medical 
and surgical nursing, together with ophthalmic, aural, and 
gynecological nursing, and also the nursing of contagious 
diseases. Maternity nursing is theoretically taught, but 
there are no maternity wards connected with the Hospital. 
Those wishing to receive such a course of instruction should 
apply to the Superintendent of The Boston City Hospital. 

The most desirable age for candidates is from twenty- 
three to thirty-five years. They must be of sound health, 
and should send with their application a certificate from a 
physician, certifying to the fact. They should also send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of 
three responsible persons not of their own kin who know of 
their good character and capabilities. Upon the recommen- 
dation of the Superintendent and the approval of the Trus- 
tees they will be received for two months on probation. 
The fitness of candidates for the training and work, and the 
propriety of retaining or dismissing them, will be determined 
by the authorities in charge of the school, under the direc- 
tion of the Trustees. 

At the end of the first month, candidates, if considered 
satisfactory, are permitted to wear the cap and enter upon 
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the regular course of training, but such candidates are not 
permitted to join the school formally until the end of the 
second month, when, if accepted, they sign an agreement to 
complete the prescribed course of two years, and to conform 
to all rules. At the end of the first six months the record 
and work of each pupil are carefully scrutinized as to her 
fitness to make a good nurse, and the right is reserved by 
the authorities of the Hospital to terminate then, or any 
time, the connection of any pupil or nurse with the school, 
for inefficiency, misconduct, generally unsatisfactory record, 
or for any other reason which may be deemed sufficient. 

During the first two months pupils are called Probation- 
ers, for the remainder of the first year Junior Nurses, and 
-during the second year Senior Nurses. Nurses who remain 
in the Hospital after graduation become Head Nurses. 

The nurses in the Training School Cncluding Proba- 
tioners) reside at the three Nurses’ Homes connected with 
the Hospital, which have rooms for ninety nurses, The 
houses afford home-like surroundings, and have the best of 
conditions necessary to good health and personal hygiene. 

The Superintendent of Nurses has the immediate charge 
of the Training School, under the authority of the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital and of the Trustees, and the nurses 
are subject to the rules of the Hospital, like any other ser- 
vice. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the 
making of beds changing bed and body linen, managing of 
helpless patients in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients 
warm or cool, prevention and dressing of bed-sores, and 
proper management of the patient under varions conditions, 
with different diseases or injuries; the making and applying 
of bandages and rollers, preparation of splints, application 
and management of surgical apparatus, applying of fomenta- 
tions and poultices, the dressing of burns, ulcers, and 
wounds, and other minor dressings, cupping, leaching, and 
subsequent treatment, the administering of enemas, and use 
of the female catheter. 

Nurses are taught how to act in the various emergencies 
occurring in hospital and private nursing, as well as in the 
accidents of ordinary life. They are also given lessons in 
massage by a professional instructor. There is a systematic 
course of training in cookery for the sick, the serving of 
food and delicacies in the proper manner, and the feeding 
of helpless patients, or those who resist food. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of 
supplying fresh air, of warming and ventilating sickrooms 
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in a proper manner, and the proper care of sickrooms for 
the best good -and comfort. of the patient; in keeping all 
utensils and appliances perfectly clean and disinfected ; in 
making accurate observations of the pulse, temperature, 
respiration, expectorations, the secretions, state of the skin, 
and eruptions; of mental condition as to delirium, stupor, 
shock, etc.; of the conditions as to sleep, appetite, effects of 
diet or of stimulants and medicines; the behavior of wounds 
and the after treatment in surgical operations; and in the 
managing of convalescents. Nurses are taught the adminis- 
tering of medicines and the application of external remedies, 
how to take notes on cases, the making up of the nurse’s 
record, and the reports to the attending doctor. 

The course of training includes a fixed course of instruc- 

tion during the two years from manuals and text-books, 
mainly given by the Superintendent of Nurses, the Assistant 
Superintendent of Nurses and graduate head nurses. Lect- 
ures and demonstrations, chiefly upon practical points, are 
given at stated times by the medical and surgical staff of 
the Hospital. While the instruction by the manuals, text- 
books, lectures, demonstrations, quizzes, and models is con- 
siderable, the main reliance is upon accurate daily drill in 
the wards, operating rooms, and other departments of the 
Hospital. Examinations, both written and oral, are held 
from time to time by the authorities of the school and by 
the Hospital staff, and nurses cannot pass to graduation 
unless attaining, on critical marking, at least seventy per 
cent. } 
The pupils are employed as assistant nurses in the 
wards, operating rooms, and out-patient departments of the 
Hospital. They are given six months’ training in medical 
wards, and six months’ in surgical wards; the remainder of 
the time to be in such wards or departments as the manage- 
ment may appoint. 

Probationers are not paid during their first month, but 
for the remaining months of the junior year they receive ten 
dollars ($10) per month, and for the senior year, fourteen 
dollars ($14) per month, to pay for the expenses of their 
uniform, personal clothing, and other minor requirements. 
This sum is in nowise intended as wages, it being consid- 
ered that their education during this time is a full equiva- 
lent for their services. When the full term of two years is 
completed the nurses receive, if they pass all the examina- 
tions and are otherwise satisfactory, a diploma certifying to 
the regular course of training and. practice, and are then 
permitted to wear the graduates’ badge of the school. 
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The majority of graduates engage in private nursing, 
but some are invited to remain in the service of the Hos- 
pital as head-nurses, and receive twenty dollars ($20), 
twenty-five dollars ($25), thirty dollars ($30), thirty-five 
dollars ($35), per month, with opportunities of promotion. 
Graduate head nurses who prefer to remain in hospital work, 
or return after a term of private nursing, are given post- 
graduate instructions in ward management, hospital house- 
keeping, and minor administration. 

The school year has no fixed date, but accepted candi- 
dates may enter whenever vacancies occur. They are, as a 
rule, received in the order of acceptance, but those desiring 
to enter with less delay can generally anticipate a fixed date 
by placing themselves on the emergency list. When coming 
to the Hospital they should bring with them the following 
articles: Three gingham or calico dresses, made plainly ; 
eight large white aprons, made of bleached cotton, with bibs 
plain at the top and gathered slightly at the bottom, two 
buttons on the band, with hem at buttom four inches in 
depth; two bags for soiled clothes; one pair of scissors, a 
pin ball, and a napkin-ring; a good supply of plain under- 
clothing—every article to be distinctly marked with indel- 
ible ink, with the owner’s name. ‘Twenty-one pieces are 
allowed for the laundry each week. 

Nurses must bring suitable outer garments for stormy 
weather, and they are required to wear noiseless broad-toed 
and flat-heeled boots. If the teeth are out of order in any 
way, they must receive attention before coming for the pro- 
bationary month, Nurses are required to wear the Training 
School uniform after they join the school. Material for 
dresses and caps will be sold at cost price. 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; 
for night nurses from 8 P.M. to 7 A.M. No nurse is re- 
quired to do both day and night duty on the same day 
except in rare emergencies. Each nurse on day duty is 
allowed one hour after 2 o’clock P.M., for rest and recrea- 
tion, one half day after 2 P.M. each week, and four hours 
on Sunday. ‘Two weeks’ vacation is allowed each year. If 
nurses are sick they are cared for in the Hospital, but wages 
are stopped. Nurses on night duty are required to be in 
bed until 4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for four 
months’ regular night duty during the two years’ training ; 
besides ‘special cases” to a limited number.

Two.— Theory of Sepsis: aseptic treatment, different methods; dressings, 
with demonstrations and ‘‘ quiz drill.”’ 

Two.— Emergencies: hemorrhage, burns, heat-stroke, fits or seizures, 
drowning, fractures, immediate treatment of wounds and injuries, foreign 
bodies 'in eye, nose and ear, poisons, domestic emergencies, and practice 
of expedients. 

Two.— Surgical anatomy and landmarks, hemorrhages, etc. 

One.— Surgical Operations: care of patients before, during, and after 
operations; anzwsthesia and recovery; accidents, hemorrhage, shock, espe- 
cially as in private nursing.

HovusE oF CORRECTION AT DEER ISLAND. 


This institution, formerly known as the House of Industry, 
by chapter 536, section 9, of the Acts of 1896, was estab- 
lished as a Suffolk County Institution, and designated as the 
House of Correction at Deer Island. 
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The year has been a very active and progressive one at 
this institution, and the plant is in a most satisfactory condi- 
tion. The new cell building, the erection of, which was 
begun early in the year, has been completed, and is a model 
for the purpose for which it is intended. The building is of 
iron and brick, and is practically fireproof. Its length is 
325 feet, width, 60 feet. There are five double tiers of fifty 
cells each, making a total of five hundred. Each cell is 
8 feet in length, 8 feet in height, by 5 feet in width. In 
addition to these there are sixteen solitary cells, which are 
very similar to those in the main room, being light and airy. 

The ventilation of the cells and buildings is as near per- 
fect as science can make it, each cell having a good sized 
ventilator. The entire front of the cells is made of open 
iron-work. 

The old system of bathing in bath tubs has been sup- 
planted by shower-baths, of which there are twenty-eight. 

This building will be occupied as soon as the new dynamo 
building is completed, and will be lighted throughout by 
electricity. Its completion gives an opportunity to more 
fully classify the prisoners here. It is intended to use this 
building for the well-behaved, and for first offenders; and it 
is expected that they will be entirely separated from the 
vicious and more hardened prisoners. 

When the new prison is fully occupied, the Loafers’ 
Hall” will be abolished, and the corridors of the old build- 
ing will be freed from the beds which are necessarily there, 
because of the overcrowding of the prison. 

The proposed arrangement for feeding the prisoners in 
their cells in the new building does not meet with the 
approval of either the Commissioner or of the Superintend- 
ent.. This plan is wasteful and dirty, and, if used for any 
class, it should be for the vicious and hardened, rather than for 
the better one, which it is proposed to house in this building. 

The Commissioner believes that a dining-room should be 
erected in connection with the new prison, where its occu- 
pants may be fed on the congregate system, and this plan is 
approved by the Superintendent, as being one in every way 
better for the prisoners and the institution. 

An additional wing has been built and furnished for the 
hospital. Here, there are twenty-three light and airy rooms, 
which will be used by the delirious, or more noisy patients. 
On the second floor are seven rooms, which will be occupied 
by the nurses and attendants of this department. 

Steps are being taken to more thoroughly separate the 
men and women on the island, and religious services for the 
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female inmates are now held at a different time from that of 
the men, thus obviating the necessity of the two sexes 
coming together in the chapel in the main building. 

The taking of land by the United States Government for 
harbor defence will materially lessen the acreage of the 
farm, and may result in an increase of expense in maintain- 
ing this institution, as in previous years the farm products 
have very largely contributed to the support of the inmates. 

Under the direction of the Superintendent, most perfect 
discipline has been maintained, and the institution as a 
whole, compares very favorably with any of its kind in the 
country. 

The fact that the courts of the city of Chelsea and the 
towns of Revere and Winthrop now commit for minor 
offences to Deer Island tends to increase very materially the 
number of inmates, and adds to the expense of the conduct 
of the institution. 


HovusE oF CORRECTION, SOUTH Boston. 


The buildings of this institution are old, and should be 
abandoned as soon as possible, being unsuitable for occu- 
pancy, and ill-adapted for its purposes. The Master is doing 
as well as possible under the circumstances, but the condi- 
tions surrounding this institution are such that the best 
results cannot be secured. 

Diversity of employment is very desirable for the prison- 
ers, but, under -the existing conditions at this place, is 
impossible to secure. Such an institution should have suffi- 
cient land to raise its own farm products; the employment 
of the prisoners in this work resulting in a saving to the 
county, and a benefit to those confined. It is hoped that 
money will be appropriated at an early date for the new 
reformatory, ordered by chapter 536 of the Acts of 1896. 

Reformation rather than punishment should be the spirit 
of an institution of this kind. A man’s better nature should 
be stimulated ; he should be encouraged to believe that there 
is a hopeful future before him, that all is not lost, but that 
the state is desirous, primarily, of making him a_ better 
man rather than punishing him for his offence. We have 
departed far and entirely from the time when the first 
thought for convicts was punishment, and it is earnestly 
desired that these men should be encouraged, in the hope 
that the state will assist in every way towards making their 
future a useful and honorable one. It is the purpose of the 
Commissioner to encourage this thought, not only for the 
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good of the State, but also for the amelioration of the condition 
of the prisoners, and for their reformation. It seems advisable 
that a departure from old-time methods should take place, 
and that the condition of the convicts should be made as 
pleasant as possible, compatible with their sentences for the 
crimes they have committed. ‘The Commissioner believes 
that these men are confined for the good of the public, and 
that it is more essential to that good that they should be 
reformed than that they should be punished, and while 
recognizing that the men confined in this institution are law- 
breakers, and that they are put away for the good of the 
community, yet he proposes to do all that lies in his power 
to encourage them to lives that will be better for them- 
selves, and of benefit to the community. 

With this idea in mind he has endeavored in every way, 
by talking with them, by change or improvement of condi- 
tions, wherever possible, to encourage them in the thought of 
regaining their lost position. In this policy he has been 
much assisted by the Superintendent, Colonel Whiton, and 
by the efforts of the Chaplain, Rev. Mr. Searing, who has 
entered into its spirit, and who has done very useful work’ 
in its line by cataloguing the library at considerable pains- 
taking labor. 


Boston ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL. 


The buildings of this institution are in generally good 
condition. At times, during storms, the water comes 
through the sides of the buildings. This matter has re- 
ceived considerable attention, and it is hoped this trouble 
may soon be remedied. The situation of these buildings is 
such that the problem of sheltering the people here is one 
that would not be met with in a less exposed situation. 

The condition of the inmates is good, when it 1s consid- 
ered that most of them go there out of health, and dis- 
couraged with the world. 

The recent appointment of Miss Linda Richards, as head 
nurse in the Training School for Nurses here, promises to 
make this institution a model of its kind. 

A sitting-room for nurses has been recently equipped, 
giving them a place for social intercourse and relaxation 
when not on duty. : 

Changes have been made in the engineering force of this 
institution, and salaries have been increased in this division 
in order to place them more on an equality with those paid 
similar officers in the department. 
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It is thought that the separation of the hospital from the 
almshouse should be accomplished, raising the former to the 
dignity of a hospital of itself, rather than to have it remain 
as an appendage to the almshouse. As the City Hospital 
takes care of no incurable cases, it would seem that it might 
be desirable for the city to establish this as one, for the pur- 
pose of caring for such cases. 

To make the condition of this hospital better, and to 
relieve it of a class which seemed to the Commissioner 
undesirable to remain there, he has transferred many to the 
hospital for the insane, where their condition may be more 
scientifically and carefully attended to. 

The needs of this institution are special buildings for the 
treatment of venereal diseases and consumption. <A separate 
building for the latter class of patients is as much, if not 
more needed, than that for the former class. 

The wharf, on the north side of the island, should be ex- 
tended at least twenty-five feet, to make access to it safe at 
all conditions of the tide. 

Increased coal accommodations are needed, whereby coal 
may be taken in larger quantities, resulting in a considerable 
saving to the city by storage of the same at favorable times. 

The barn is not in a satisfactory condition. The manner 
in which the cattle are kept is not good, and it is desired to 
build a wing or barn for their accommodation, where they can 
be separated from their food, and where the odor, arising from 
excrement, may not contaminate such material. 

A building should be erected on the wharf, to accommo- 
date the crew of the “John Howard,” and give them better 
quarters than are now obtainable on the boat. 

There should be active efforts made towards the classifica- 
tion of the inmates, and, to that end, there has been estab- 
lished new rules to control entrance to the almshouse, and for 
the government of its inmates. To aid in such classification, 
and to bring about a more healthy state among the inmates, 
the Commissioner believes that they should be made to work 
for themselves, rather than have work done by the prisoners 
from Deer Island. 

A school has been aeeGleened at the institution to instruct 
those not acquainted with the elementary branches of educa- 
tion. It is the first experiment of this kind in the country, 
and it is hoped it will serve a very useful purpose in giving 
instruction to the inmates. : 

The visiting staff of this institution is composed of Dr. 
Abner Post, Dr. James J. Minot, Dr. Eugene Crockett, Dr. 
Edward W. Taylor, and Dr. William T. Councilman, and the 
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Commissioner desires to express his high appreciation of their 
work, which is rendered without financial compensation. 

The Commissioner has been led to question whether our 
way of providing for the worthy poor is wise ; whether those 
who have “stood in the heat and burden of the day,” and 
now, at the close of life, are, by reason of unfortunate condi- 
tions, forced to ask for assistance from those more fortunate, 
more selfish, or more wise, who make up our body politic, 
should be treated by our present methods. Why these peo- 
ple are poor is a question not readily or easily answered. The 
question has been asked in this way: ‘‘ Why should men and 
women, in a community of abounding wealth, suffer for the 
necessaries of existence? Why, with harvests exceeding in 
abundance any in the world’s history, should people die of 
hunger? Why, with the modern processes of production, 
multiplying marvellously and cheaply every requirement of 
man, every luxury he desires, should large numbers be house- 
less and cold? Why, with the excess of the good things of 
life, should so many perish because of their lack?” When 
the question is presented in this comprehensive way the 
answer does not readily present itself. . 

Oftentimes it is goodness of heart that has made them too 
careless of their own interests, and trusting in others has 
many times led men and women to accept, unwillingly, at 
the end of their days, a home in an almshouse for shelter from 
the buffetings of a hard and cold world, and a relief from the 
misfortune of enforced poverty. Some are poor through 
dissipation and extravagance in living; but the Commissioner 
believes that among the aged poor the number of these is very 
small, for the length of their days is sufficient proof that their 
constitutions have not been enfeebled, as they would have 
been under such conditions. 

He believes the aged poor are persons who have lived as 
good lives as those of similar age outside of these institutions, 
but loss of their children, to whom they might look for as- 
sistance, when old, or of their savings by bad investments, or 
of being cheated of them, have reduced these aged poor to the 
condition in which we find them, and where we have to take 
them as public charges. 

The Commissioner desires to say that, in his opinion, the 
placing of these unfortunate poor in almshouses is not the 
kind, humane, or even just way of treating them. 

They have, in the main, been useful members of society, 
have contributed of their lives to the building up of the coun- 
try, to the foundation of our free institutions, and,. having 
served, as best they could, the world, some better way should 
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be devised to provide for them than to place upon them the 
stigma of pauperism, and to add to their desolate and dis- 
tressed condition the sting and shame of the name of pauper. 

The Commissioner believes that some torm of old-age pen- 
sion should be provided for the poor by misfortune; that a 
pension should be given to the worthy citizen, as well as to 
any public servant; that the man who toils in the ditch with 
pick and shovel, the woman who gives her life to the rearing 
of good citizens for the State, is as much entitled to receive 
a pension from it as those who have served it in other capaci- 
ties; that in the end this plan would not be more expensive 
than the present discordant one; that it would almost deter- 
mine the question of classification, and that it would be more 
humane, more kind, more worthy of this great State that has 
taken the lead in so many noble works. Let it be no longer 
said that Massachusetts brings shame to old age, the blush to 
wrinkled faces, by classing them under the shameful name of 
paupers. Honest poverty should not be made despisable, but 
the State should seek to make the lives of the honest, aged 
poor, peaceful and happy. Upon such work the Commis- 
sioner believes the blessing of Almighty God would rest, and 
that the adoption of this policy would lighten the burden of 
cares borne by many people of the State who are haunted by 
the cursed shadow of possible poverty in old age. 

Old-age pensions are not a theory; they are an actual fact 
in older countries. Denmark, for instance, has successfully 
worked out the idea. There, the tax on beer provides the 
fund for the purpose, and the Commissioner believes that 
this State, out of the tax upon the luxuries and dissipation 
of the people, could provide such a fund. 

The law in Denmark : 


. enacts that any person, who, having completed his sixtieth 
year, is without the means of providing himself, or those im- 
mediately dependent upon him, with the necessities of life, or 
with proper treatment in case of sickness, shall, subject to 
certain conditions, become entitled to receive old-age relief. 
These conditions, although undoubtedly stringent, are not of a 
nature to debar, under ordinary circumstances, any of the 
really deserving poor from the benefits the law confers. In 
order to obtain old age relief, an applicant must be in enjoy- 
ment of the rights of a native-born subject: He must also: 

(a) . Not have undergone sentence for any transaction gen- 
erally accounted dishonorable, and in respect of which he has 
not received rehabilitation. : 

(6) His poverty shall not be the consequence of any actions 
by which he, for the benefit of his children or others, has de- 
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prived himself of the means of subsistence, or be caused by a 
disorderly or extravagant, mode of life, or in any other way be 
brought about by his own fault. 

(c) For the ten years preceding the date of his application 
for “old-age relief” he must have had a fixed residence in the 
country, and, during that period, not have been in receipt of 
relief from the Poor Law Administration, or have been found 
guilty of vagrancy or begging. | 

The result of attaching these conditions to the granting of 
old-age relief is, practically, to divide the aged poor into two 
classes, viz.: those who fulfil the conditions, and those who do 
not; or, in other words, the people whom unmerited misfortune 
has reduced to want, and those whose destitution is due to some 
fault of their own. This is the first time in modern days that 
an attempt has been made to discriminate between paupers and 
paupers. 

Not only does this law separate the thriftless poor from the 
respectable, but it ordains that the two classes shall, when they 
are old, be kept entirely apart, and be treated quite differently. 
The former are subject to the ordinary Danish Poor Law, which 
is much the same as that in force in England; and the only 
refuge prepared for them is the workhouse, where they must 
content themselvs with bare necessities. They are regarded as | 
paupers, in fact, and in the worst meaning of the term, and the 
justice that is meted out is but scantily seasoned with mercy. 
The respectable poor, on the contrary, are treated not as 
paupers at all, but as pensioners; and everything that can be 
done is done to prevent the help they receive entailing on them 
any humiliation or disgrace. They forfeit none of their rights 
as citizens by accepting old-age relief; they may continue to 
vote at elections, if they choose, and so far as the law goes, 
there is nothing. to hinder them from even playing a part in 
public life. Then they have no dealings, whatever, with reliev- 
ing officers, or other poor law authorities, but have officials of 
their own to take care of them. It is especially enacted, too, 
that no part of the cost of their relief shall ever be defrayed out 
of the poor rate; the necessary money must be raised by the 
joint contributions of the State — the proceeds of the beer tax — 
and the communes to which the recipients of it belong. With 
regard to the relief itself, it is decreed that it “must be sufficient 
for the support of the person relieved, and of his family, and for 
their treatment in case of sickness, but it may be given in , 
money or in kind, as circumstances require, or consist in free 
admission to a suitable asylum or other establishment intended 
for that purpose. This establishment must, however, not be 
any place into which ordinary paupers are admitted. ” 


The law in Denmark was enacted in 1892, and the work- 
ings of it during the past four years have fully demonstrated 
its practicability and wisdom. 
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The Commissioner would most strongly urge that your 
Honor take some steps looking towards the adoption of simi- 
lar legislation, if not for the State, for the city. 

In England it is proposed to tax every theatre ticket a 
shilling, to provide for these pensions; and the Commissioner 
believes that in this country a tax known to be for the 
specific purpose of caring for the aged poor would be gladly 
and willingly paid by the people, who would feel more than 
repaid by seeing them happily waiting that end, to which we 
all must come, in contentment and peace. 

In Austria, homes for pensioners are in existence, sup- 
ported from the public funds, where the aged are housed, 
free from the mental distress of pauperism added to the 
infirmity of body. A description of one of them is as 
follows : 


In the Spitalgasse, in Vienna, about a mile, perhaps, from the 
Ring, stands a great yellow building. The house is built around 
a great courtyard, and abuts on the side, remote from the street, 
on one of the most beautiful gardens in all Vienna. It is a real 
old-fashioned garden, with sweet-smelling herbs and shrubs, and 
great trees, that look as if they had been standing there for 
centuries. This house is evidently a popular resort; even on a 
morning many a visitor makes his way thither, and on fine after- 
noons the garden is often quite crowded. The place is a sort of 
a general rendezvous, but it is only the friends and relatives of 
those who live there who are admitted. Still, whether or not 
they ever cross its threshold, the poor of Vienna all look upon 
this building as their own special property, and take quite a per- 
sonal pride in it. For it is an old-age home, one of the six 
great refuges which Vienna provides for her worn-out workers. 
These old-age homes are an institution peculiar to Austria, 
one that dates back to very early days. The first of them, the 
Langhaus, as it was called, was built in the thirteenth century by 
the citizens of Vienna. Here old men and women, who had no 
means wherewith to support themselves, were lodged and provided 
with lights and fuel. They were dependent for their food on 
chance charity; but they do not seem, on that account, to have 
fared the worse, for we are told expressly that, every day, with- 
out exception, they had wine with their dinner and beer in the 
evening. The court, when in residence, used to send them dain- 
ties of all kinds, and the great nobles would give them a buck or 
a few sheep, from time to time. It was the custom, too, on high 
holidays, for the rich citizens and their wives to pay visits to the 
poor old folk and make them presents. 

The Langhaus was destroyed by the Turks in 1529; but, before 
long, another home was built in the St. Marx district, and, in this, 
between five and six hundred old people were not only housed, 
but boarded. During the seventeenth century several institutions 
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of a similar kind were founded. As time passed, the old-age 
homes lost, unfortunately, much of their distinctive character, 
and were often used as hospitals, and even as orphan asylums. 
The Emperor Josef the Second, however, speedily put an end to 
this state of things; for, if there was one work of social reform 
he had more at heart than another, it was that of bettering the 
condition of the aged poor. He was one of the four formally to 
enunciate the doctrine that a man who has worked in the days of 
his strength has the right to be supported by his fellows when old 
age comes upon him. By the poor law, which he drew up, it is 
enacted that any person who is destitute, may, at the age of sixty, 
claim from his commune either free board and lodging, or a pen- 
sion equal in amount to one-third of his previous average annual 
earnings. And this was to be granted to him not as a favor, or 
as charity, but as a right. The Vienna poor law regulations of 
to-day, in so far as they relate to the treatment of the aged, are 
founded on this statute. All persons who have a right of settle- 
ment in Vienna —i.e., about thirty-six per cent. of the inhabit- 
ants — may, on or after their sixtieth birthday, claim either a 
pension or admission to an old-age home, always providing they 
cannot support themselves, and have no relatives who are bound 
legally to support them. 


Of the causes which produce poverty in America, and 
concerning our treatment of it, the Commissioner thinks it 
proper to insert the following: 


Americans have tried to relieve the poor, but they have let 
their government become corrupt, and the penalty is written on 
the broken lives and bitter oppressions of the poor. In India 
we have been depressed by the hopelessness, in China by the 
ugliness, and in America we were depressed by the wickedness 
which accompanies poverty. In Japan we found the poor 
touched by friendship into hope and real sharers in the national 
life, What is the reason that Japan has no poverty problem? 
One reason is probably to be found in the land system, which 
has given to every worker a holding, and encouraged him to 
supply his needs by his own labor. Effort has thus been 
developed, and needs are limited. Another reason lies in the 
national taste for country beauty. Nowhere else are parties 
formed to visit the blossom trees, and nowhere else are pilgrim- 
ages made, simply for the sake of natural beauty. A country 
life has, therefore, its own interest, and men do not crowd the 
cities for the sake of excitement. 

There is, too, in Japan, a curious absence of ostentatious 
luxury. The habits of living are in all classes much the same, 
and the rich do not outshine the poor by carriage, palaces and 
jewelry. The rich spend their money on curios, which, if 
costly, are limited; and the most popular agitation is that 
against the big European houses which ministers build for 
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themselves. Wealth is thus not absorbed — is more ready for 
investment in remunerative labor. 

The last reason which occurs to the mind of the traveller, with 
comparatively few cpportunities for forming opinions, is the 
equality of manners in all classes. Rich and poor are alike 
courteous. It is not possible to distinguish employer from 
laborer by their behavior. All are clean, all are easy, all are 
restrained, The governor lets his child go to the common 
school, and sit next the child of the casual laborer, certain that 
his child will pick up no bad manners, and get no contamination 
in thought or in person. This equality enables rich and poor 
to meet as friends, and gifts can pass without degradation. The 
rich nobles in the country, just as the university man whom we 
met in Tokio, are thus able to give to those whom they know to 
be in need, and friendship becomes the channel of charity. The 
question is, Will this survive the introduction of the industrial 
system? It is possible that some may, and that Japan may 
teach the West how to deal with the poor.—fev. S. A. Bar- 
nett, in Lortnightly Review. 


HouskE oF REFORMATION. 


The House of Reformation is in a most excellent condi- 
tion, considering its situation and the disadvantages under 
which it labors. The buildings were not constructed for the 
purpose for which they are now used, and the adaptation of 
the old conditions to those of the new, present difficulties 
which have been very well surmounted by the superin- 
tendent. 

At the request of the Commissioner, the Superintendent 
of Schools, Mr. Seaver, and Mr. Parker and Mr. Martin, of 
the Board of Supervisors, inspected the schools at this island, 
and made an elaborate report upon the course of education 
pursued there. Their recommendations comprise an increase 
of force, better books, and an addition of a teacher of music 
to the schools. These recommendations are in process of 
being carried out, and the Commissioner. is hopeful that 
much good to the school will result therefrom. 

The manual training at this school has been continued, 
and plans have been drawn for a building in which manual 
training can be given in the form of iron working. 

New dormitories should be built at this institution at an 
early day, and some better system of lighting should be pro- 
vided than the oil lamps now in use; an electric plant should 
be added as soon as possible, and the engine that would run 
such a plant could be utilized for the purpose of power for 
the shoe machinery, and for the wood-turning shop, the addi- 


tion of which seems to the Commissioner very desirable. 
| 
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The fire protection at this island is not what it should be ; 
and it is proposed at an early date to increase that protec- 
tion by the addition of a hose-cart and apparatus, which 
would give protection to the building, and also offer oppor- 
tunity for giving the boys instruction in physical exercise, 
similar to that pursued at the Cambridge Manual ‘Training 
School. The limited area of this island, for the purpose of 
which it is used, is one of the drawbacks to its development, 
and it has seemed to the Commissioner desirable, if possible, 
and not too expensive, to erect a sea wall across the open- 
ing of the cove, which then might be filled in, and in- 
crease largely the area of the island; but he has not had the 
opportunity to look into the matter, and to estimate its 
expense. 

Shoe machinery has been added to the plant, and when it 
is in successful operation it will undoubtedly save more than 
its cost in providing shoes for the different institutions in 
this department. It seems to the Commissioner that the 
effort at this island should be directed towards educating the 
boys in occupations such as would be of value to them in 
after life. Up to the present time there has been no instruc- 
tion that would fit the boys to enter upon useful and 
remunerative labor at the expiration of their term of sen- 
tence, and it is the purpose of the Commissioner to so 
arrange this work that the boys, when they are released, 
may have acquired some instruction that will be of advan- 
tage to them in shaking off institution experience, and tak- 
ing up their position in life as active, earnest workers, 
capable of taking care of themselves. He believes that this 
policy should be pursued in every place where children are 
confined or held during their early years. . 

The credit system at Rainsford Island, which had lapsed 
during the previous administration of the department, has 
been given new life, and at the present time the only man- 
ner in which a boy can be released from Rainsford Island is 
by doing his work earnestly and thoroughly, and by having 
good marks in the school. This system results in many 
ways to the betterment of the school, and also to the im- 
provement of the boys there confined. They understand 
that if they are good boys, and apply themselves industriously 
to their work, that they are earning something every day, 
and that the credits they receive will enable them to be 
released on probation. This results in better discipline in 
the institution, and also inures to the benefit of the pupil 
in ways that need not be described, for they must be patent 
to every one who considers the matter at all. 
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The cable to Rainsford Island, which was destroyed by a 
vessel’s anchor fouling with it last spring, has been success- 
fully laid, and telephonic communication is again established 
with that island. 


THE SUMMER HOspirat. 


The Summer Hospital on this island has performed a very 
useful work for the community, and it is proposed to con- 
tinue the same general plan as was pursued last year in its 
management. The institution is now exceedingly well 
equipped for the treatment of infants, suffering from the 
diseases of the summer, and it seems to the Commissioner 
that such a useful work could not be relinquished without 
the interests of that class suffering material detriment. 


MARCELLA—STREET Homek. 


This institution is a place of protection to young children 
from cruelty and neglect. ‘The children there are from those 
of very tender years to those of fourteen and fifteen years 
old. As wards of the city, the children should be instructed 
there in general education, and in such knowledge as is 
furnished to children of our public schools, besides giving 
them training such as will fit them to take care of themselves 
after they leave the institution. The education given them 
is, aS near as possible, similar to that of public schools; and 
the standard of education should be placed fully on a par 
with those schools. 

As many of the girls at this institution will probably find 
their life work in domestic service, it is proposed by the 
Commissioner to establish at the Home a cooking and house- 
work class. This can be done here in such a manner that it 
will be an aid to the officers, and of practical benefit to the 
~ institution. 

The Commissioner does not believe that this institution 
should be maintained in its present form in the place where 
it now is. There is no room for the children to go out 
upon the ground and indulge in work that would be 
strengthening to their bodies and healthful to their minds, 
and productive of economy in the management of its affairs. 
The buildings are old, and require extensive repairs to put 
them in a condition on a par with our other institutions. 

Estimates of repairs in two lines of improvement of the 
buildings have resulted in figures covering the sum of 
fourteen thousand dollars. When it is estimated that only 
these two lines of improvement would cost such a large 
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amount of money, it is not considered economical by the 
Commissioner to repair these buildings, except in the most 
necessary manner; because if such repairs were entered upon 
it is presumable that these would make needful other exten- 
sive repairs, the expense of which would go far towards con- 
structing a building more suitable for its needs, and one 
giving the ground necessary for such an institution. It 
would be the recommendation of the Commissioner, there- 
fore, to discontinue the Marcella-street Home as soon as 
possible, and to either change the present system absolutely, 
from the system of taking care of children in an almshouse 
to putting the children out in families where they may be 
raised under the influences that surround other children, or, 
if the present system is to be continued, to erect a building 
with land sufficient for the needs of such an institution. 

The Commissioner has added to the teaching force an in- 
structor in physical exercises, whose work is very valuable 
to these children who have never known a thought of physi- 
cal development or the necessity of it. 

The Committee of Experts on dietaries, composed of Ellen 
H. Richards, A.M.S.B., and S. E. Wentworth, A.B., of the 
Institute of Technology, have taken this institution as the 
first one in which to begin their investigations. The Com- 
missioner recognized on his first entrance into this depart- 
ment that the dietary at this institution was of a kind 
not well suited to growing children, and not one such 
as the well known philanthropy of Boston would commend, 
and one of his first efforts in the improvement of this insti- 
tution was an addition to this dietary. Such additions should 
very properly and very necessarily be conducted by persons 
skilled in such work, and it was with much pleasure that he 
hailed the entrance of these women into the work, to furnish 
him with needed information upon what was necessary and 
desirable to add to the food of these children. Their study 
of the matter has resulted in very great improvement in the 
dietary of the institution, as will be seen by a comparison of 
that used at the time he took charge of this department, 
and the dietary which he has substituted under their recom- 
mendation, and which is now in use at the present time at 
the Home.

Instruction in mechanical arts here is prevented for lack 
of space, and a change of the institution to more habitable, 
comfortable, and modern buildings would enable _ these 
branches to be attended to in a proper manner. 

The visiting medical staff of the Marcella-street Home is 
composed of the following gentlemen: Dr. J. E. Gold- 
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thwaite, Dr. E. E. Thorpe, Dr. M. F. Gavin, Dr. John Dane, 
and Dr. John A. Tenney, and the Commissioner extends his 
thanks to these gentlemen for performing valuable services 
to the department and the city. 

The Commissioner would respectfully but earnestly insist 
that the garbage-sheds should be removed from close prox- 
imity to this institution. The odor from this offal in the 
summer season is most offensive, and the attraction it offers 
for rats and insects makes its presence there very deleterious 
to the best management of the institution. It is decidedly 
a nuisance that should be promptly abated, for the Com- 
missioner believes it to be not only disagreeable, but a men- 
ace to the health of the children in the Home. 


CHARLESTOWN ALMSHOUSE. 


The Charlestown Almshouse is an institution which fills 
its place in a very acceptable manner. It is now used for 
the accommodation of old couples, whom it is thought better 
to maintain together than to separate in their old age. This 
seems a wise and humane thought, and it is one that com- ' 
mends itself to the Commissioner. 

The institution is excellently managed, and any one ob- 
serving its work cannot but be pleased to see the smiling, 
happy faces of these people, who, in the evening of their ex- 
istence, are allowed such a comfortable home in which to 
pass their days together in peace. 

The needs of this institution are not of such character 
that require extensive outlay at the present time; another 
sun room has been added since the last report, and in every 
way the work here is being conducted in a satisfactory 
manner. 

Boston Lunatic HOSPITAL. 


This institution is divided into two parts, known as the 
Austin Farm and the Pierce Farm, with two superintendents, 
each independent of the other, and a staff of officers for each 
institution, while they are known legally under the general 
term of the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

The policy governing the Commissioner in his adminis- 
tration of these two hospitals is very largely guided by the 
opinions of the superintendents, for the reason that it seems 
as though experts, skilled in the treatment of mental dis- 
eases, should be intrusted almost entirely with the conduct 
of such institutions. 

Material changes have been made in the heating apparatus 
at Pierce Farm, by which they are enabled to maintain a more 
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even heat at greatly decreased cost. Double windows have 
also been provided to further insure the comfort of the in- 
mates. 

‘The administration of these asylums seems to be as good as 
that in similar State institutions that the Commissioner has 
visited. It is the desire of the Commissioner at these institu- 
tions, and in that desire he is supported by the opinion of the 
Medical Director of the department and the superintendents, 
that some form of work should be provided for the inmates 
there, in addition to the regular farm and stable work now 
conducted somewhat by them. The addition of such work 
would, in his opinion, however, require the addition of a 
building to each one of the institutions, and the selection of 
the work to be made is of a rather difficult nature, on account 
of the character of the inmates whom it is proposed to em- 
ploy. 

During the year the Superintendent’s house at the Pierce 
Farm has been completed, and is now in use by him as a 
home. 

At Austin Farm, it seems to the Commissioner that a 
Superintendent’s house should be constructed at an early 
date, which would separate the home of the Superintendent 
from his work, and give him that home privacy which is de- 
sirable, especially in such institutions. 

A fire-alarm box has been established at the Pierce Farm, 
giving additional protection to this institution, which was 
some distance away from any means of giving alarm to the 
fire department in case of fire. 

Extensive repairs are not necessary upon any of the build- 
ings of Pierce Farm, they being comparatively new; but 
it is the purpose of the Commissioner to improve the system 
of draining here, which, at the present time, causes consider- 
able trouble, by reason of flooding the engine-room at the 
time of storms. 

The policy of the Commissioner in regard to these institu- 
tions is that suggested by the superintendents and by the 
Committee of the Advisory Board, — that recent and acute 
cases should be treated here, and the chronic cases should be 
supported at other institutions. If Boston can care for but a 
part of her insane, it seems most desirable that these patients 
should be the ones treated here, because recent cases are 
more often visited by those who care for them, and acute 
cases are more readily benefited in such an institution as we 
have in these asylums. 

A system of electric lighting is urgently recommended for 
both of these institutions. The system now in use here is 
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not good, being a gasoline illumination. The Commissioner 
would urgently request, therefore, that a system of electric 
lighting be installed here at the earliest possible moment. 


PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


The Parental School, or School for Truants, is overcrowded 
at the present time, notwithstanding the construction of the 
two new dormitories and their occupation by the boys, 

The institution is most excellently conducted. The schools 
are fully on a par with the public schools, and have the bene- 
fit of constant supervision by the Supervisors of the School 
Board. 

A. school for instruction in wood-working is to be estab- 
lished, under the advice of Mr. George H. Conley, Su- 
pervisor, and Mr. Leavitt, the Supervisor of Manual Train- 
ing connected with the School Department. Benches and 
tools for the school have been kindly supplied by the School 
Committee, and the old farmhouse, in which the officers 
formerly slept, before the building of the new dormitories, is 
in process of refitting for a Manual Training School. . 

A new icehouse has been erected this winter, and is, at the 
present time, being stored with ice from the Charles river. 

The boiler plant of this institution is not such as approves 
itself to the Commissioner; but he does not feel called upon 
to change it at the present time. 

In the opinion of the Commissioner, land should be pro- 
cured at this’ institution to arrange for the development of 
the plan upon which it is founded, and upon which the boys 
can be made to work to their benefit and to that of the insti- 
tution. | 

A system.of release for good conduct has been instituted 
at this school, at the suggestion of Mr. Seaver, the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, which the Commissioner is confident will 
work to the good of the school and the bettering of the con- 
duct of the boys. 

The completion of the new dormitories necessitated an in- 
crease of force, which will add largely to the expense of con- 
ducting this school. Such increases are, however, necessary, 
and very desirable for the proper carrying out of the plans at 
this institution. These increases may, however, be met by 
economies in other directions, and may not add to the cost 
so much as might be feared. 

One of the economies that has been instituted here has 
been the change in the medical attendance at the institution. 
There has been organized an unpaid medical staff, comprising 
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the following gentlemen: Dr. Joseph H. Deveney, house 
physician ; Dr. C. Morton Smith, visiting dermatologist ; Dr. 
W. J. Daly, visiting ophthalmologist; Dr. George A. Webster, 
visiting aurist; and Dr. M. W. Richardson, Dr. J. 8. Stone, 
Dr. C. F. Painter, and Dr. ©. F. Moulton. The system, it is 
hoped, will furnish a more comprehensive treatment of the 
children in illness at greatly reduced cost. Dr. Moulton has 
accepted the chairmanship of the staff, so that the department 
will not lose the benefit of his experience in the management 
of the institution. 

In connection with the medical staff of the Parental School 
and Marcella-street Home, steps are being taken to organize 
a dental staff that will attend to cases at both institutions, 
and who will treat all diseases of the mouth and teeth that 
require attendance, thereby better fitting the children physi- 
cally and mentally for after life. 

The Commissioner recommends that the parents of those 
sentenced to detention at this institution should be made to 
pay some portion of the expense of their maintenance. 

A boy is a truant principally because his parents have 
failed to exercise proper control over him; because they 
have been careless or negligent of their duty, and have 
allowed him to do as he pleased. 

Now the boy, having been allowed, by this neglect of duty, 
to become one whom it is desirable to send away for educa- 
tion and control, it does not seem just that the tax-payers, 
who have fulfilled their duty to their children should be 
made to support the children of those who have failed in 
their manifest obligation, and that these parents should 
be entirely relieved of the support of those for whom they 
should provide and to whom they have not done their duty. 

At the present time we relieve the negligent parent of the 
support of the child, and offer a premium for negligence and 
carelessness, and encourage parents to allow their children to 
be truants, that they may be educated, clothed, and fed at the 
public expense. 

The Commissioner believes that power should be asked 
for, from the Legislature, to allow the city to recover from 
‘the parents the cost of the maintenance of the children at 
this institution. 


STEAMERS. 


The boats of the department, comprising the « J. Putnam 
Bradlee”’ and the «‘ John Howard,” have been doing regular 
and satisfactory work in serving the department, and the 
‘‘ Howard ”’- has proved a useful and desirable acquisition. 
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The «J. Putnam Bradlee” will be laid off early in the year 
for new boilers, which have been needed for several years. 

It appears to the Commissioner that the transmission of 
prisoners to Deer Island is, to a certain degree, weak. At 
the present time the prisoners are delivered to the captain 
of the boat, who, it seems, has no legal authority whatever 
to detain them or re-arrest them ir case of their attempting to 
escape. ‘The transfers should be made from the officials of 
the court directly to the officers of the institution. Either 
an ofticer detailed from the institution for the custody of the 
prisoners should be made, or a court officer should accom- 
pany them on the boat, and deliver them to the Superintend- 
ent of the institution to which they are committed. An 
early arrangement with the Chief Justice is looked for, by 
which a plan of this nature can be carried out. 


THE CHILDREN’S OuTpooR AID DEPARTMENT. 


Besides the children maintained at the Marcella-street 
Home as indigents, this department has also the care and . 
charge of 181 children, who are boarded out in’families in all 
parts of New England. Others are indentured to the people 
with whom they live; but this department exercises con- 
stant surveillance over their welfare. These children are 
distributed in the different states of New England, and 
fiequent visits are made to them by agents of this depart- 
ment. In a great number of cases their schooling and 
medical attendance are provided for, and the people with 
whom they live are paid board for their keeping. 

This department is one of the most important we have. 
The management of it is one requiring not only ability in 
the management of finances, but it enters so closely into the 
home life of the children, their education, etc., that a person 
of no ordinary skill could attend to the same. It is with 
much satisfaction that the Commissioner reports that many 
of these children, who have been taken from the institution, 
where they might become infected with institutional life, 
have, by reason of this change, been made self-supporting 
and self-respecting members of society. The letters that 
are received from men and women who were placed out in 
this manner, and the position that they now take in life, 
gives him great satisfaction, and it would be a source of 
pride to the citizens of Boston could they look upon the 
work of this department, and see what positions these 
children are now occupying in all parts of the land. He 
believes that the money expended in this way is very wisely 
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spent, and, while there at times may be some objection to 
this system, such objections are only to individual cases, and 
do not apply to the system as a whole. Children confined 
in institutions soon come to feel a dependence upon that in- 
stitution, and there results from that an inertia which pre- 
vents them from developing themselves in such manner as: 
to become useful members of society. This system should 
be continued and extended as far as possible. 

It is sometimes thought advisable, and it has been recom- 
mended to the Commissioner, that the Marcella-street Home 
should be discontinued, except as a receiving depot for in- 
digent children, and that they should be immediately trans- 
ferred to homes, especially in the country, where they may 
be surrounded by the same influences that surround other 
children of the State. With this sentiment the Commissioner 
has considerable sympathy ; and, while he does not feel at 
present sufficiently informed to recommend that this policy 
be fully carried out, yet he is of the opinion that this matter 
warrants careful thought and investigation. 


AIDING DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


Of all the needs of this department, it seems to the Com- 
missioner the one most imperative is in the line in which the 
city has not done much up to the present time. He refers 
to the caring for and aiding of discharged prisoners. While 
he is aware of what is being done for them in many ways, 
both by this department and by private charity, yet he is 
convinced that more can be done for these people to assist 
them to resume a normal place in society, to make of them 
aids to our body politic, instead of preying upon it until re- 
arrested and sent again to be supported as a public charge, 
and to acquire the reputation of old offenders and hardened 
criminals. At the present time, from his experience with 
this class, from the stories he has listened to, and the letters 
he has received from those who claim to desire, and who, he 
believes, desire to become honest men again in the com- 
munity, he is convinced that society is not doing its full 
duty by them. In some cases, even with those who are 
innocent of the charges for which they were confined, it is 
exceedingly difficult for them to resume the places from 
which they have been taken in society, and the punishment 
inflicted upon them is still further continued by the ignominy 
and stigma of the name of criminal, while they may have 
been perfectly innocent. 

In many cases the Commissioner believes that reforma- 
tion would have been achieved if there were ways by which 
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the criminals could have been assisted back into a right posi- 
tion in society. But the aid given them now is small, and 
insufficient to maintain them for but a very short time, and 
then released, perhaps in winter, the man sees nothing be- 
fore him but the almshouse, or, by the commission: of some 
other crime, to be returned again to the place where he at 
least secured warmth, bedding, and good living. 

It seems as though there should be connected with this de- 
partment a place where the person released from confinement 
may go for food and lodging until such time as he can pro- 
cure work to support himself. This should not be anything 
in the line of an almshouse, but should be merely a place of 
temporary retirement, where these people can be allowed to 
remain until they ean better their condition. The Commis- 
sioner is of the opinion that society does not do its full duty 
by the criminal by simply releasing him and letting him go 
out to take up the burden of the battle of life again. It 
does not do its full duty to itself in releasing such a man 
without endeavoring to protect itself in every way against 
his further depredation of it. 

Whether we agree with Lombroso, Garafalo, Fioretti, 
Levy-Bruhl, Tolstoi, and others, as to the causes which make , 
a man a criminal, we all will agree that crime is a dis- 
ease within our body politic that should be cured, if possi- 
ble, and, if not possible to fully eradicate it, that we should 
do all in our power to cause it to be lessened. 

Whether, with Garafalo, we deny responsibility for crime, 
or, with Levy-Bruhl, we attribute it to heredity, and say, with 
him, that «the seeds of the murderer and thief are laid be- 
fore birth,” we all must agree that we should endeavor, by 
all means possible, to reform the man and check the evil. 

The Commissioner believes that these men are unfortu- 
nate, and that they deserve our pity as much, if not more, 
than our condemnation. He is aware that the different idea 
prevails in some minds ; that they scorn the thought of avatism, 
and say that men are deliberately criminal; that free will pre- 
vails upon the planet. Let it be allowed that it is the free 
will of the criminal that guides him. What is it that deter- 
mines that will? “It is the instincts in him that determine 
him to choose viciously or weakly to commit crime,” Buckle 
says; and we should do all in our power to reach those in- 
stincts, and educate and change them. The Commissioner 
believes that such a home would tend to do this, and would 
pay for itself in the number of men that would be prevented 
from returning again to their former places of confinement. 
He would most earnestly urge your attention to this import- 
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ant subject, for he believes that in no better way can society 
protect itself than by not allowing a man with good desires 
to lapse into a desperate condition of helplessness, and to be- 
come a prey upon society. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON DIETARIES. 


I would respectfully call your attention to the report of 
the experts on the dietaries of this department. The tables 
which they have prepared must be of great and enduring 
value to this department as forming a basis for an intelligent 
and systematic arrangement for the feeding of the inmates 
of our institutions. 


ADVISORY BOARD. 


To the members of this Board the Commissioner desires to 
extend his earnest thanks for their kind assistance and help- 
fulness in his work. Their suggestions have been helpful to 
him and to the many people in the care of this department. 

The city of Boston owes to the citizens composing this 
Board a debt of gratitude for their unselfish devotion to the 
work for which they have been selected. 

The Commissioner has gladly welcomed their co-operation 
in the important duties which appertain to this office, and 
their advice and support have strengthened him materially 
in his administration of the department. He also desires to 
thank all of the persons who, though not connected with’ the 
Mayor’s Advisory Committee, have given to him substantial 
aid by their sympathy and encouragement.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


ERNEST C. MARSHALL, Esa., 
Institutions Commissioner : 


DEAR SiR: [ herewith submit my annual report for the 
year ending Jan. 31, 1897. 

The past year has been one of changes and improvements 
for this institution. 

‘By an act of the Legislature, chapter 536, section 9, page 
398, reads that the House of Industry in the City of Boston 
is hereby established as a House of Correction for the County 
of Suffolk, and shall be hereafter known as the House of 
Correction at Deer Island, and the buildings constituting the 
same may be enlarged or others erected therefor as said Com- 
missioner, with the approval of the Mayor, may deem proper. 

SECT. 10. Said House of Correction at Deer Island shall 
be subject to all general and special laws now in force or 
which may hereafter be enacted, relating to the House of 
Correction for the County of Suffolk; but prisoners held in 
said House of Industry upon sentences imposed before this 
act takes effect shall serve their sentences therein in the same 
manner as if this act had not been passed, and all laws which 
are applicable to such prisoners shall be in full force as to 
them until the expiration of their terms of sentence thereto. 

Sect. 11. Said Commissioner may classify the prisoners 
in either or both of said Houses of Correction, and may trans- 
fer them from one House of Correction to the other. Every 
prisoner so transferred shall serve the remainder of his sen- 
tence in the institution to which he is transferred, in the 
same manner as if he had been committed thereto originally. 

Sect. 16. Sections 9, 10, and 11 of this act shall take 
effect upon the Ist day of July, in the year 1896. 

Weare now receiving prisoners from Chelsea, Revere, and 
Winthrop. Either on account of the hard times, or else 
drunkenness is increasing in our county, for our number of 
men and women has far exceeded what we ever had before. 
The city and two towns which have been added, all of them 
with no license, cannot be responsible for this increase of popu- 
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lation here. Boston with all her large force of workers for the 
cause of temperance must acknowledge that all men and 
women are not made better by the work of those good peo- 
ple. Both chaplain and priest here labor hard to make 
them better men and women, good resolutions are formed 
here every day, promises by the score are made, and I am 
sorry to say they are forgotten when they meet their old as- 
sociates at Boston. 

I would like to see a home established near the steamboat 
landing, where inmates could go, on their discharge from the 
boat, and get a dinner, or help to their homes, if they live out 
of town, or if they have no home, a shelter till they can find 
work, and be self-supporting. 

First reach a man’s stomach, then his heart, is a true say- 
ing. The most of those who go from here have very little 
money, if any, and no place to get a dinner or lodging, with 
no friends but the saloon, they give them something to cheer 
and exhilarate, take what money they have, then they are 
soon in the station-house, then with us again. 

Cannot we work out some plan to make them good citi- 
zens, and self-supporting, or must drunkenness increase? 

A new wing to the hospital, containing 80 rooms, to be 
used for noisy or insane patients, has been built. A new 
building, containing 500 cells for first comers is completed, 
also a power-house for lighting the buildings and island by 
electricity, which was much needed. 

It gives us the means of classifying by separating first 
comers ; also small boys of tender years, who are sent here by 
the courts, for minor offences. 

Boys under 16 years of age should be sent to the House 
of Reformation at Rainsford Island. It is what we have been 
working for the past ten years, to separate the boys from the 
men, and if the courts send them here the Commissioner 
should have the power to transfer them, as it might be the 
means of saving many boys from a life of crime, if left here 
with the old or hardened criminals, as he will form acquaint- 
ances that may cause him to do something that will send 
him to State Prison. It is easier to guide boys or young 
people into the path of honesty and sel{-support before they 
are institutionized, and made to think that prisoners live 
easier, are better cared for, have the sympathy of the public, 
more than our honest toilers, who work all day, with their 
backs to the sun, trying to support a family. 

If a law was passed so that our regular comers could be 
given an indefinite sentence, it might be the means of keep- 
ing many on their good behavior, or cause them to migrate

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to other States where their laws are more lenient. It would 
save the county considerable money that is now spent run- 
ning them through the courts so many times. They could 
be given a ticket-of-leave during good behavior, when found 
expedient by the Commissioner, or some one authorized to 
do so, and returned on sight, if broken, by a policeman or offi- 
cer of any institution, knowing them to be on parole, with- 
out the formality of a conviction in court. 

Our largest number of male prisoners during the year has 
been 1,471, and our number of cells 1,277, which will leave 
some 200 men to sleep in dormitories. | 

The women’s department is crowded, and it is not adapted 
to their use; and they should have a new building with some 
500 cells, as prisoners should not be housed nights in dormi- 
tories. 

The reports of the city committee, prison inspectors and 
others whose duty leads them to examine this institution and 
inspect the management, discipline, etc., while they refer to 
lack of room, and the necessity for more adequate accommo- 
dations, they commend the neatness and good order which 
prevails. 

Our number of commitments is the largest recorded in any 
year of its history, and the average number of prisoners daily 
has been 1,601, or 1,278 men and 823 women. 

The wharf should be thoroughly repaired, as the piling 
and planking is decayed, and is unsafe for travel. 

Our bakehouse should be enlarged, as we have not ovens 
enough for the work, as the two that are now in use are 
only capable of baking about 150 barrels a week, and they 
are worked for all they are worth every day, except Sundays 
and holidays, and these are the only days we can repair 
them, and should one or both collapse, we would be without 
means of baking bread. Two more ovens could be added at 
a very small expense. 

I would call your attention to the laying of water-pipes 
from our ice pond to the reservoir.

Gas of a good quality, at an average cost of 55 cents per 
1,000 feet, has been made here; but this does not include 
labor or repairs. 

Fines for 1,662 prisoners have been paid, amounting to 
$12,095.94, which has been turned over to the collector for 
the county. This amount does not go to the crédit of the 
Institution, consequently will not increase our income. 

With our large number of inmates, many of them naturally 
bad, discipline has been fully kept up. 

My assistant, George W. Shepardson, and excellent corps 
of officers, many of whom have been officially connected with 
me for years, have been faithful, discreet and interested in 
their work, and are worthy of my confidence. 

On account of the dull times, our sewing machines have not 
been run to their full capacity, and has reduced our income. 

We have made for the use of the inmates 2,448 pairs bro- 
gans, 576 pairs women’s shoes, 552 pairs women’s slippers, 
1,262 men’s coats, 2,168 pairs pants, 1,415 vests, 41 dozen 
pairs drawers, 84,8, dozen woollen shirts, 52 dozen pairs over- 
alls, 49,5, dozen cotton shirts, 14 dozen overcoats, 964 chemises, 
610 skirts, 670 dresses, 494 aprons, 695 pairs drawers, 169 
tires, 167 head handkerchiefs, 1,718 sheets, 3,447 pillow slips, 
700 bed ticks, 299 pillow ticks, 556 bed spreads, 1,956 
towels, 572 roller towels, 36 table cloths, 222 clothes bags, 54 
bakers’ caps, 56 coffee bags,and 157 pairs men’s woollen socks. 

We have also cut, made, and trimmed, for Long Island, 
314 coats, 431 pairs pants, 280 vests, 8 dozen pairs overalls, 
4 dozen woollen shirts; for Rainsford Island, 6 dozen coats, 
8 dozen boys’ night shirts, 9 dozen woollen shirts, 53 dozen 
cotton shirts ; for Charlestown Almshouse, 12 dozen coats, 4 
dozen pairs pants, 13 dozen vests, 74 dozen pairs woollen 
drawers. 

During the year we have given to discharged inmates, 
upwards of 6,600 articles of clothing, in order that they 
make a respectable appearance. 

The stone department has had an average of 130 male 
prisoners ; the following amount has been cut: 50,877 feet 
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edgestone, 72 catch-basins, 45 curb corners; finished work 
on hand, 7,313 feet edgestone, 24 catch-basins, 77 curb cor- 
ners ; and of rough stock on hand we have 3,047 feet edge- 
stone, and 81 catch-basins. We have shipped 56,501 feet 
edgestone, 75 catch-basins, 875 curb corners. 

The general good health of the inmates, under the care of 
the resident physician, Dr. Thomas F. Roche, has been all 
we could ask. The hospital has been free from epidemics. 
With his efficient corps of doctors, nurses and attendants, 
good work has been accomplished. 

Our chaplain and priest have both plenty of work, looking 
after the welfare of those needing their services. ‘They also 
visit Long and Rainsford Islands every alternate Sunday. 
They hold, themselves in readiness at all times to visit the 
sick, and comfort the dying. 

Mr. John E. McCarthy and Miss Catherine Berran aid 
and care for the discharged male and female prisoners. 

Dr. David D. Brough and Dr. Benjamin H. Metcalf have 
left us for other duties. ‘Their faithful service and genial 
disposition endeared them to us all. 

Dr. Paul Carson, from Long Island, and Dr. William 
Green, from the City Hospital, are filling their positions with 
credit. 

We are indebted to the Health Commission, the doctors, 
Captain Ranlett, and the crew of the steamer Vigilant, for 
courtesies extended. 

The reports of the resident physician and chaplain are 
annexed. 

In closing, allow me to thank you for the many courtesies 
received. It is my endeavor to manage this institution with 
credit to you and the city, and, with your support and those 
under-me, we can accomplish much good.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


DEER ISLAND, Jan. 31, 1897. 
‘JAMES R. GERRISH, EsqQ., 


Superintendent of Deer Island Institutions : 


DEAR SiR: With much interest in my work, I submit to 
you my annual report as chaplain and director of music. 

The year has been very full of work; more than usual, be- 
cause of the increased number which is much larger than any 
previous year. The demand for helpful conversation and 
letter-writing to families of the inmates has been much more; 
also doing what I can to secure the pardon of those thought 
worthy. 

The religious services have been faithfully attended to 
every Sunday, and the spiritual needs of all have been care- 
fully watched. 

Services are held forenoon and afternoon. Rey. P. H. 
Brennan, 8.J., has faithfully conducted the morning service. 
Funeral, and baptismal rites have been attended to when 
called upon. 

Owing to the increased number of inmates, the congre- 
gations have been quite large, and continue so. The at- 
tention given during worship is very marked, and we hope 
many are encouraged to reform; indeed, we think many are. 

Singing at Sunday services is by the inmates of the insti- 
tution, who are formed into choirs, women in the morning, 
and men in the afternoon. Miss Clara W. Baker, as organist 
at Deer Island and Long Island, is ever present for duty, 
with much interest. 

Library. — With reference to this important department 
of our work, we are glad to record a growing desire for a good 
class of reading. ‘The library for the women is well fur- 
nished with books, papers, and pamphlets, and we were 
never better supplied with good reading for the men than 
now, and we expect to be more so in the future. I am much 
pleased with the new room for our library, to meet our in- 
creasing want which you have so kindly provided. 

For reading matter, we are indebted to the Hospital News- 
paper Society for which we are grateful. Our chief source 
of supply is the City Library, who show much interest in 
our work. We are indebted to the Bible Institute Col- 
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portage Association, Chicago, IIL, for the gift of books, 
very suitable for religious instruction. Their books meet 
the needs of the inquiring mind, after the religious life. 

My interest is great and sincere, for the reform and up- 
lifting of the inmates under your charge now as at any time 
in the past. May the time soon come when intemperance 
shall cease, for this is the cause of all our trouble. 

Many thanks for your kindly assistance in the various re- 
lations of my work.

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During the past year 1,662 inmates of the House of 
Correction were admitted to the hospital, and received treat- 
ment. Of this number 35 have died. There were also 207 
paupers admitted. In the nursery 49 children were cared 
for. 

There were 6 births — 8 male and 3 female children. 

The new ward, which has recently been added to the male 
side of the hospital is about completed, and we hope to 
occupy it in another week. This addition was very much 
needed. 

Dr. Brough, who was appointed a Medical Inspector for 
the Board of Health, was succeeded as Port and Assistant 
Resident Physician by Dr. Paul Carson, Dec. 9, 1896. Dr. 
B. H. Metcalf resigned as Assistant Port Physician, Oct. 1, 
1896, and was succeeded by Dr. Carson. Dr. William H. 
Greene was appointed Assistant Port Physician, Dec. 9, 
1896. Dr. John A. Hickey, our interne, resigned Oct. 1, 
1896, to enter upon private practice. 

Rev. Father Brennan, S. J., and Rev. Mr. Toulmin attend 
to the spiritual welfare of the sick.

DEAR Str: I have the honor to submit the following 
report and statistics relating to the Suffolk County House 
of Correction for the year ending with Jan. 31, 1897: 

We have no material change in the conduct of the insti- 
tution to note. Industries continue as before. Some of the 
men at times have been idle, owing to the depression in busi- 
ness; it being understood we have no contracts, but take such 
work as we may obtain at going rates for the kind and quality 
of work we are able to accomplish. 

As compared with last year, we have 296 less committals, 
and a daily average of 50.47 less than in 1895-96. The 
reduced numbers enabled us to vacate our barn-like dormi- 
tory August 22, 1896. At this date our normal accommo- 
dations are full. Should the numbers increase —I see no 
reason why they will not — we shall soon be obliged to again 
resort to the dormitory. In this connection, I would again 
urge immediate action, so that in the near future larger and 
better quarters can be provided for those who may be sentenced 
by our courts. 

Reports of Visiting Physician Dr. W. B. Bancroft and 
Chaplain Rev. S. Stanley Searing are attached.

The foregoing table of statistics needs a word or two of 
explanation in order that it may be definitely understood why 
so many volumes are‘ reported received while there may not 
be that number of extra books in the library; the reason is 
that often after extracting the advertisements from maga- 
zines we are obliged to put three or four together in order to 
make a book sufficiently large to bind, while several thousand 
volumes were donated by Mrs. Spooner and friends, the num- 
ber of books added to the library was 817. The same may 
be said of “ periodicals,” only that it takes a greater number 
of weekly illustrated papers (and ‘such like) to make one 
library book. Last year we reported 832 books destroyed 
against 1,253 the year before; this year we are happy to 
say we have no such item, for while many books are dis- 
carded from the library list on account of being badly worn 
they are utilized as shop books, and are read during enforced 
idleness, until they are positively worn out. Our provisional 
system was a success, and recently a new catalogue has 
been made which we hope to distribute in a few weeks, so 
that inmates may be able to be supplied regularly with such 
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books as they may themselves select. It should be borne in 
mind that books that are sent to us are not new books, but 
such as are considerably worn when received ; therefore they 
cannot be expected to last as long when they are read so con- 
stantly, and are perpetually changing hands. The chaplain 
feels disposed to ask that a small appropriation may be made 
annually for the purchase of such books as are necessary ; 
that the library may be supplied with fresh reading matter 
from time to time. I also feel thoroughly convinced that it 
is a mistake to put the Old Testament Scriptures into the 
hands of the inmates unless specially asked for by those who 
are able to appreciate them. If, within the statute, I would 
like to suggest that the New Testament be given generally, 
and that a book of large print be selected. 

The chapel services have been held without interruption 
every Sunday at 1.15 P.M. We have had quite a num- 
ber of speakers, clergymen, and others, who have shown 
great interest in our religious and moral work, and have 
gladly responded to invitations to say a word of encourage- 
ment to those who were waiting to hear a word of helpful- 
ness. The chaplain has interviewed a large number of men and 
women whose names were on the monthly discharge list, be- 
sides advising many who have come to him from day to day 
for counsel and help. 

I wish here to thank the Commissioner and his assistants 
for furthering my work, and for his personal visit to our 
chapel service, and the encouragement it gave to usall. I 
also wish to express my personal gratitude to the master, 
officers, and matrons, for the many courtesies received, and 
for the various agencies of helpfulness by which I have been 
enabled to prosecute my duties with so much satisfaction.

DeEAR Sir: I respectfully submit the annual report of this 
institution for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897. 

In addition to the tables of admissions, discharges, ages at 
admission, etc., usually accompanying the annual report of 
this institution, I have this year included tables which give 
statistics relative to occupation of paupers admitted, cause 
of coming to almshouse, habits as to use of intoxicants by 
self and parents, and comparative table of admissions, etc., 
thinking that they might be not only interesting but 
instructive. 

As the subject of passes and permits, as granted at this 
institution, allowing frequent trips to the city in one case, 
and easy admission on the other, has been considerably dis- 
cussed in the past, and efforts are now being made to remedy 
the evils, I have compiled some statistics relative to it. 
These, showing the results under the old, will give us some 
data to judge of the benefits of the new system. 

The comparative table of admissions, etc., shows that, 
while the daily average remains nearly the same this year as 
last, the number of admissions has fallen off greatly; in 
fact, there were less admissions than in any year since 1891. 
I attribute this falling off to the fact that, as it was made 
more difficult for an inmate to secure a permit, inmates have 
been more cautious about demanding too frequent discharges, 
fearing they might not be able to obtain a new permit to 
return whenever they desired. 

The new regulation, put in force Dec. 15, 1896, which 
requires inmates to sign an agreement to remain in the institu- 
tion at least thirty days, will have a tendency to still further 
decrease the total number of yearly admissions and dis- 
charges, though I do not think it will affect the number of 
new admissions, and will probably increase somewhat our 
daily average. 

The 1,310 total admissions represent but 872 different 
individuals. Of these, 385 were admitted for the first time. 
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Of the 504 men admitted, 244, or 48 per cent., have been 
recent inmates of penal institutions. Of the 368 women, 
184, or 50 per cent., have been inmates of penal institutions. 

The table of admissions and passes does not show that 
many inmates have been granted numerous permits, as but 
twenty-six individuals were admitted over three times, and 
as to passes, only twenty-nine persons were allowed more 
than four passes during the year. The table which gives 
the number of times each individual has left the island, 
whether on a pass or a discharge, will give you, however, the 
best idea of the movement to and from the city. 

It is interesting to note that out of the 872 different indi- 
viduals admitted during the year, all but twenty-nine are 
addicted to the use of liquor. 

Discipline has been good throughout the year, and easily 
maintained. Forty-eight different inmates were placed in 
solitary confinement. Six of these were locked up twice 
each, and one young woman was locked up five times, four 
of which were for assault on a matron. She was finally 
taken into the East Boston court, where she was sentenced 
to Sherborn for two years. ‘Twenty-one punishments were 
for refusing to work, 13 for assault, 13 for using profane, 
obscene, and violent language, and creating a general disturb- 
ance, and 11 for various reasons — intoxication, destroying 
institution property, etc. Half of the punishments were in 
the months of February, September and November. Nearly 
every inmate punished has been at some time an inmate of a 
penal institution, and the most of them belong to the class 
known as “old rounders.” The large majority of the in- 
mates seem happy and contented, and have been cheerful 
and willing workers. 

All of the able-bodied men, except those necessary to do 
the ‘detail work” in the institution and hospital, have been 
kept busy during the year on “ outside work,” such as grading 
and road-building. We get very little farm work out of 
our men, as they go out too early in the spring, and come 
back too late in the fall to be of much use in farming, so 
that this year, as in the past, we have been obliged to depend 
upon Deer Island for farm labor. Roads have been built to 
the cemetery, the barn, the superintendent’s house and at 
the dormitory — about 850 yards in all—and the road to 
the back wharf repaired. Much work has been done in 
grading around the dormitory and superintendent’s house. 
We have spent also a great deal of time and much labor in 
building bulkheads to protect the cliff back of the dormitory 
and the embankment to the west of the front wharf, and pre- 
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vent their washing away. This work has had to be done 
year after year, as the winter storms undo most of the pre- 
vious summer’s work, so we have tried this year to make the 
work of a more substantial character, that it may last more 
than one season. 

The following list gives the number of new articles manu- 
factured for our own use in our sewing-rooms, showing in a 
measure the amount of work done there. If we had more 
machines we could make nearly all of the men’s outside 
clothing, and save the expense that we are now under of 
having the work done at Deer Island: Aprons, 456; bed- 
ticks, 189; clothes-bags, 70; chemises, 684; men’s wool 
drawers, 670 pairs; women’s cotton drawers, 223 pairs; 
women’s dresses, 705 ; infants’ dresses, 18; woollen hose, 14 
pairs; jumpers, 86; nightgowns, 461; nightshirts, 199; 
overalls, 287 pairs; women’s petticoats, 539; infants’ petti- 
coats, 89; pillow-ticks, 114; officers’ pillow-slips, 78; in- 
mates’ pillow-slips, 458 ; infants’ slips, 34; wool shirts, 925; 
cotton shirts, 1,008; infants’ shirts, 24; officers’ sheets, 94; 
inmates’ sheets, 1,364; wool socks, 198 pairs; tea-bags, 120; 
officers’ towels, 236 ; inmates’ towels, 1,480; waists, 68. 

The reservoir was drained and cleaned last August, and 
in September the upper portion was re-concreted ; this work 
was necessary from the fact that as this portion was but 
partially concreted at first, and that, too, in the winter, the 
frost got into the concrete, cracked it, and caused the reser- 
voir to leak. The reservoir is now in ‘good condition. 

The past has been the first in five years that we have had 
an uninterrupted supply of water from the city ; but, notwith- 
standing this fact, we have been obliged to run our fire- 
pump a large portion of the time to get a sufficient amount 
of water-pressure, thus again demonstrating the wisdom of 
connecting it with the main in such a manner as to enable 
us to put pressure on the main supply to the institution 
buildings. It seems hard, however, that we should be 
obliged to adopt this method to get water, at an expense, 
say, of $500 yearly, knowing the cause, ¢.e., the sale of 
water to Fort Warren and towboats. 

Last summer the arrangement of the steam-pipes to the 
hospital and dormitory was so changed as to do away with 
nearly 1,500 feet of pipe, of various sizes; by thus getting 
rid of so many square feet of radiating surface, and the con- 
Cae loss of steam, we expect to make a great saving in 

uel. 

Since last September workmen from the electrical depart- 
ment have been at work here making alterations in our 
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lighting system; the main institution building has been 
re-wired for 200 lights, and fixtures for same put up; a 
new pole line run to the barn and the barn re-wired; the 
cut-out boxes in hospital and dormitory have been changed 
from attics to open wards; 2,000 feet of 2-inch pipe for 
underground wires have been laid. The following work 
remains to be done: Fire-room and laundry re-wired, wires 
to be changed in engine-room and feeders in fire-room, and 
the installation of a fire-alarm system to connect different 
parts of the different buildings with the engine-room. I 
might say at this point that we need very much more elec- 
trical power; at present if either of our dynamos gives out 
we have to go short of either heat or light. 

All the buildings are in good repair, but are only kept so 
by unremitting attention; the stock of furniture, utensils, 
clothing and bedding are in good condition, and fairly abund- 
ant; the wharves are in good repair; both were painted last 
summer. I would recommend that all the outside wood- 
work, trimmings, etc., on the hospital and dormitory be 
given at least two coats of paint in the spring; it is neces- 
sary that this be done for the preservation of the wood, and 
to prevent its warping away from the cement. 

The following minor alterations and improvements have 
been made during the year: Storm porches have been built 
and put up for the exposed doors of the hospital and dormi- 
tory; a half partition has been erected in the men’s dining- 
room; by this we are able to somewhat better classify the 
men at meal time, and are enabled to have the prisoners 
and inmates eat at the same time, thus saving many working 
hours; the doctors’ and officers’ dining-rooms have been 
thrown into one, the doctors being moved to the hospital ; 
this gives us a large, light and cheerful dining-room for the 
officers, something that was greatly needed, as the old one 
was dark, cramped and very unattractive. Nearly all the 
woodwork in the main building has been scraped, cleaned 
and oiled; a coal-bin built at the dormitory, three new out- 
lets built for sewers, and a fourth repaired, and an under- 
pinning of granite paving blocks put under the new chapel, 
which before rested on brick piers. 

During the winter months there are many days when it is 
almost impossible for a woman to get from the dormitory to 
the other buildings, and many more that it is disagreeable ; 
in order to obviate this I would recommend that an under- 
ground passage be built from the dormitory to the hospital ; 
this can be done at very little expense. I would also recom- 
mend the placing of electric lights between the buildings. 
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We have recently established a school for illiterates in the 
male department of the almshouse, and have selected about 
twenty pupils, from a much larger number, as the most 
promising. ‘This is in the nature of an experiment, and just 
what we shall be able to accomplish it is impossible to say, 
as the time has been too short to judge. 

On December 15, the following order was issued by the 
Institutions Commissioner: ‘Any person admitted to any 
almshouse of this city shall be so admitted only upon sign- 
ing an agreement that he will remain in the house to which 
he will be sent until the last Saturday of the month next 
succeeding his admission, and, if he does not apply for his 
discharge at least five days prior to said last Saturday, that 
he will remain until the last Saturday of the month in which 
he shall so apply, unless sooner released by order of the 
Commissioner; and that he will comply with all the regula- 
tions of the house, and the directions of the officers thereof.” 
Since that date, every one entering this institution has signed 
such an agreement, and all inmates who were here on that 
date, except a few of the old, the feeble-minded, and some 
hospital patients, were required to sign an agreement to the , 
same effect. 

From the summary of crops appended, it will be seen that 
the farm has been fully as productive as usual. We suffered 
somewhat from the ravages of the army worm last summer, 
but were able, by hard work, to confine them to one field, 
an oat patch of about three acres. The drop in the amount 
of milk is due to the fact that we have had six cows less, on 
the average, than in previous years. We recently purchased 
twelve cows, but this addition to our herd has been offset: 
by the fact that the Cattle Commissioners have condemned 
ten of our original herd as tuberculous. A great misfortune, 
as six out of the lot were among the best milkers we had. 

Last spring about ten acres were fenced off from the 
pasture and placed under cultivation; the coming spring we 
expect to fence off about as much more. We shall then 
have all the land under cultivation that we can properly 
handle. It has been our practice to set out as many trees 
as possible each spring. A few of them live; most of them 
do not. This year we set out about 250. We have put 180 
cords of manure on the cultivated land the past year; we 
have gathered 75 cords of sea-weed from the beach, and 
gotten out 40 cords of muck to aid us in producing fertil- 
izing material. | 

I would recommend that a building be built to be used 
expressly as a “tie-up” for the cattle; that a suitable 
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green-house be built, and that a carpenter shop, much larger 
than the present one, be put up, and that we use the old one 
for a paint shop. 

I wish to take this opportunity to thank the different 
heads of departments, and the other employees, for their 
hearty co-operation in our work the past year. I wish also 
to thank you for the kindness and consideration shown me.

RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR INMATES AT BosToN ALMS- 
HOUSE AND HospirAL, Lone IsuAND, BOSTON HARBOR. 


1. Inmates immediately upon their arrival at the alms- 
house, unless excused by a physician, must take a bath and 
change their citizen’s clothing for a full outfit of institution 
clothes. Inmates will not be allowed to wear any of their 
own clothing while in the institution except by express per- 
mission of the Superintendent, and all money must be given 
to the Superintendent for safe keeping. 

2. Inmates must rise at 5.15 A.M., and retire at 8 P.M., 
at which time all lights must be turned down. ‘The gong 
will be sounded at those hours. oN 

3. The regular hours for labor will be from 7 to 11.45 
A.M.. and from 1 to 4.45 P.M. 

4. Hours for meals will be breakfast, 6 A.M.; dinner, 
12 M.; supper, 5 P.M. 
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5. Smoking is prohibited within 1,500 feet of any build- 
ing, or in the building outside of the regular smoking rooms. 

6. Male inmates are positively forbidden, except on busi- 
ness, to walk or loiter on that portion of the island lying 
east of the male institution building; females, that portion 
of the island lying west of the female building. 

7. Communication, either written or oral, between male 
and female inmates is forbidden except by express permis- 
sion of the Superintendent. 

8. Inmates are forbidden, except on business, to enter 
the barn or other out-buildings, or to loiter about them or 
the wharves. 

9. Inmates must be bathed at least once a week, and 
‘cleanliness both in person and in habits will be enforced. 
Male inmates must be at their bedside at 11 A.M., and 
female inmates at 2.30 P.M., every Sunday to undergo in- 
spection of clothing. 

10. Profane, obscene, and impertinent language, dis- 
orderly or insubordinate conduct, talking in the dormitories 
after retiring, wilful destruction of institution property, 
annoying “cranky” or feeble-minded inmates are strictly 
prohibited. 

11. Inmates must perform such work as may be assigned 
to them faithfully and well, and obey the orders of their 
officers and rules of the institution cheerfully and promptly. 

12. Leave of absence will be granted to males on Mon- 
day ; to females on Wednesday.

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In examining the above statistics, it will be seen that the 
number of diseases exceeds the number of patients. This is 
due to the fact that many of our patients, who suffer from 
chronic diseases, and stay in the Hospital constantly, are 
liable to intercurrent diseases. 

Of the 142 deaths, 85, or nearly 60 per cent were from 
tuberculosis, senile debility, apoplexy and heart disease. 

The material condition of the Hospital is excellent; this 
winter, outside windows were put on the east wing and the 
corridors, and the improvement therefrom has been most 
marked, whereas these portions of the Hospital were formerly 
hard to heat, and in an easterly storm, could, with difficulty, 
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be kept even comfortable, now they are heated easily, and 
during the recent severe gale, the worst of the season, they 
were as comfortable as could be desired ; the boiler-room of 
the kitchen has been enlarged to double its original size, and 
the dark attic shut off, so that it is now impossible for the 
help to throw any odd scraps out of sight. A door, 
opening off the corridor, was put in Ward A, diet kitchen, a 
very great convenience, giving additional light and ventila- 
tion; we have put a tar and gravel roof on that part of the 
corridor that has heretofore been leaky ; it still leaks, but not 
nearly as much. One of the rooms in the basement of the 
Administration building, formerly used as a kitchen, has 
been taken as a laboratory; all the single rooms off the 
corridor, the front office and the diet kitchens have been 
painted three coats; the wards in the east wing have been 
given one coat, and are about to have a second; and a new 
ambulance has been purchased, which is modern in construc- 
tion, and a credit to the department. 

One of our greatest needs at present in the Hospital is sin- 
gle, isolating rooms, especially on the male side ; as it is now, 
there are but four in the male wing. We have many disa- 
greeble cases, and many that are noisy ; most of these we are 
now obliged to keep in the open ward, where they are a 
source of annoyance to the other patients ; our consumptives 
are also in the open ward. I would recommend that a short 
wing be added to the west side of the west wing, which 
would make it similar in appearance to the east wing, and 
have it so constructed as to give us eight or ten single 
rooms, and a ward, toilet, sun-room, etc., for consumptives. 

In the two previous annual reports of this department, 
suggestions have been made that a hospital for syphilitics be 
built on this island. I would earnestly recommend that the 
plan be carried out. A small hospital, suitably planned for 
the purpose, could be built at no great cost, and could be 
maintained, in connection with our present hospital, at very 
slight expense. But what matters the cost, when set against 
the obvious advantages of such a hospital, it seems strange 
that the necessity for it is not apparent to every one, 
and that the mere mention of the fact, that the city has 
no place specially fitted to receive and care for syphilitics, 
is not sufficient to produce an appropriation to remedy the 
deficiency. 

I would recommend that the wooden half partitions in the 
wards of the west and centre wings, be replaced by others, 


similar to those in the east wing, which are plaster on wire 
lathing. 
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I would recommend a slight change in the dietary. Our 
special diets are sufficiently varied, but the regular house 
diet, though nutritous, is somewhat monotonous. The changes 
I have in mind could be made at an additional expense of 
less than $1,200. 

The Hospital is now suppled with an able visiting staff, 
and through the Training School, with a good nursing force, 
so that we are now doing everything possible for the patients, 
and thus the Hospital is doing a good work, but it can do 
more, it can be used as an educator for the benefit of man- 
kind in general; we have clinical material here, such as no 
other hospital in Boston possesses, and: it should be used; we 
ought under proper rules and regulations, to open the hospi- 
_tal to medical students for clinical instruction. 

The Training School is in a prosperous condition, and the 
results obtained from the establishment of the school, have 
more than met our most sanguine expectations, the nursing 
has been more systematic and of a higher grade, the wards, 
the patients, and the whole hospital, show the good effects of 
~ organized work and proper supervision ; and that the training 
has been good is proven by the uniform success of our 
graduates. 

Our first graduating exercises were held Tuesday, Septem- 
ber 1, at which time seven pupils received their diplomas. 
The exercises were held in the chapel in the presence of a 
large number of the relatives and friends of the pupils, and 
the invited guests of the city. At the close of the exercises, 
a reception was held and a collation served in the old chapel. 
Since then, six have graduated, which makes a total of thir- 
teen since the school was opened.

BOSTON ALMSHOUSE AND HOSPITAL. 
TRAINING SCHOOL FOR NURSE ATTENDANTS. 
Long Island, Boston. 


This Training School is established to give a systematic course of 
training and practice to women in the care of chronic invalids, and 
to fit them as trained attendants for any class of cases. 
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The school is connected with the Boston Almshouse and Hospital, 
which is located on one of the most beautiful and salubrious of the 
many islands of Boston Harbor. The Hospital building is new and 
modern in all its appointments, and contains over three hundred beds, 
most of them occupied by chronic invalids. 

The Superintendent of the Almshouse and Hospital has the gen- 
eral supervision of all matters relating to the school. The Superin- 
tendent of Nurses has the immediate charge of all the nursing in the 
Hospital, of all persons employed in the wards, and also the in- 
struction and management of the pupils in the Training School. 

The course requires one year and includes general medical, minor 
surgical, maternity and infant nursing. , 

Instruction is given by means of lectures, recitations on the same, 
and from text books, and teaching at the bedside in the regular per- 
formance of duties. 

The instruction includes the general care of the sick, the making 
of beds, changing bed and body linen, managing of helpless patients 
in bed, etc.; giving baths, keeping patients warm or cool, prevention 
and dressing of bed sores; the making and applying of bandages, 
applying of fomentations and poultices and minor dressings, cupping, 
the administration of enemas, and use of the female catheter. The 
pupils are also given lessons in massage. Maternity nursing is 
taught by practice in the confinement room, which includes digital 
examination of patients; instruction is also given the pupils as to 
how to act in the various emergencies which arise in child-bed. 
Pupils are taught how to cook and serve food for the sick in a 
proper manner, the feeding of helpless patients, and the feeding and 
preparation of food for infants. 

Instruction is also given in the best practical methods of supplying 
fresh air, of warming and ventilating sick rooms in a proper manner, 
and the way to take care of sick rooms for the best good and com- 
fort of the patient; in keeping all utensils and appliances perfectly 
clean and disinfected; in making accurate observations of the pulse, 
temperature, respiration, expectorations, the secretions and state of 
the skin, of mental conditions as to delirium, dementia, etc.; of the 
condition as to sleep, appetite, effects of diet or of stimulants and 
medicines; and in the managing of cases of senility and senile 
dementia. Pupils are taught the administering of medicines and the 
application of external remedies, how to take notes on cases, the 
making up of a nurse’s record and the reports to the attending 
physician. 

Pupils are given three months’ training in the maternity and nursery 
wards, three months in the surgical wards, and the remainder of the 
time in such wards as the Superintendent may appoint. 

A course in ward management, hospital house-keeping and minor 
administration, in addition to the foregoing, is open to graduate 
nurses from any organized Training School, as they will be expected 
to teach, as far as required, the pupils in the wards; twenty-five 
dollars ($25) per month will be allowed them. Six months is re- 
quired for this course. 

Candidates will be received between the ages of twenty-three and 
forty years. They must be of sound health. They should send a 
brief personal history, and give the names and addresses of respon- 
sible persons, not of their own kin, who know their good character 
and capabilities. Upon the recommendation of the Superintendent 
and the approval of the Institutions Commissioner they will be re- 
ceived for one month on probation. 


~ 
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At the end of the first month, candidates if considered satisfactory 
to the authorities in charge of the Hospital, are permitted to join the 
school upon signing an agreement to complete the prescribed course 
of one year, and to conform to all rules. 

The right is reserved by the authorities of the Hospital to ter- 
minate, at any time, the connection of any pupil for inefficiency, mis- 
conduct, generally ‘unsatisfactory record or for any other reason 
which may be deemed sufficient. 

While the education and training which are afforded are intended 
to be a full equivalent for their services, there is given the pupils, 
toward defraying their necessary personal expenses, ten dollars per 
month during the first six months, and twelve per month for the re- 
maining six. 

If they successfully fulfil the requirements for the full term of 
twelve months, and pass the necessary examinations they will, upon 
the termination of their service, receive a diploma from the Hospital. 
_ There are no fixed dates for the beginning of service, but accepted 
candidates may enter whenever vacancies occur. 

Pupils are required to wear the Training-School uniform after they 
join the school. Material for dresses will be sold at cost ; caps are 
furnished free. | 

Hours of duty for day nurses are from 7 A.M. to 8 P.M.; for night 
uurses from 8 P.M. to7 A.M. Each nurse on day duty is allowed 
one hour for rest and recitation, four hours on Sunday and two days 
each month. Nurses on night duty are required to be in bed until 
4 P.M. Nurses may be called upon for two months regular night 

duty during the year’s training. 


The visiting staff remains the same as last year. The 
Hospital is greatly indebted to the gentlemen of the staff in 
many ways; for months, before the department secured the 
old police boat “ Protector,’’ now named the “John Howard,” 
they performed their duties with commendable regularity, 
with very great inconvenience to themselves, and I wish to 
take this opportunity to thank the members of the staff for 
their advice and help. 

There have been several changes in the Hospital staff, Dr. 
T. H. Ayer resigned as First Assistant on February 5, to go 
into private practice in Worcester, Mass.; Dr. Paul Carson 
was promoted to the vacancy, and Dr. E. L. Burnham, a 
former house officer was appointed Second Assistant; Dr. 
Burnham resigned September 20, to go into private practice 
in Sanford, Me. Dr. C. M. Hutchinson was appointed on 
September 26, to fill the vacancy; October 1, Dr. Carson 
resigned to accept a position in the Quarantine Department; 
Dr. Hutchinson was promoted to First Assistant, and Dr. 
C. B. Dunlap was appointed Second Assistant. Miss E. A. 
McPhail, who has been Superintendent of Nurses for over 
two years, left on January 25.

In our service of worship we are aided much by the nurses 
of the Hospital, who have formed a choir for singing.

Mrs. M. J. Maginnis, 
who is ever kind in word and deed to the inmates, continues 
her good work with us.

DEAR Sir: I respectfully submit the annual report of 
this institution for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897. 

The number of boys has increased since my last report 
from 110 to 127. Seventy-five were received during the 
year, against ninety-three the previous year. The small in- 
crease in numbers is due to the number of discharges which 
have exceeded those of 1895 by seven. 

The re-establishing of the merit system, by which a boy’s 
length of term, and his release, will depend upon his own 
efforts, will tend to lessen the number of discharges. We 
thoroughly believe in this mode of government, and with 
strict adherence to its principles, we have reasons to expect 
splendid results. 

Our limited space for school-rooms, lavatory, bathing and 
recreation rooms, prompts me to renew my recommendation 
of last year for the construction of new buildings, for the 
classification and grouping of the boys into families, thereby 
removing them from the main building, which could be con- 
verted into much-needed shops for the further development 
of our trade schools. ‘To accomplish the classification re- 
ferred to, we would need three or four cottages, of sufficient 
size, to accommodate thirty or forty boys each, and a school 
building for class rooms, gymnasium, etc. The question at 
once arises, will our limited acreage afford us sufficient room 
upon which to erect such buildings as are needed, and leave 
sufficient area for playgrounds ? 

The schools are under the same instructors as last year, 
who are earnest and enthusiastic in their work, but labor 
under the great disadvantage of having too many scholars 
to instruct. We have only two. class-rooms, containing 
sixty-five and fifty desks, respectively. We are not able to 
approach a grade which is desirable to obtain the best results 
from the teachers’ efforts. It is important that more class- 
rooms be provided, to properly grade the number now in the 
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school. The construction of buildings, as recommended, 
would enable us to accomplish this much needed im- 
provement. 

Quarterly examinations of the schools are made, and as 
the results of these affect the boys’ standing in the merit 
system, they serve to stimulate them to a closer application 
to their studies. 

I respectfully refer you to the report of the Rev. Mr. 
Toulmin, Superintendent of Schools and Chaplain, which is 
appended. 

The Sloyd class in manual training has continued during 
the year, and fifty-two boys have received instruction therein. 
Considering the fact that none of the boys, before entering 
this class, knew anything about wood-working, not even how 
to whittle, the progress made in a few weeks is wonderful, and 
the development of the obedience of the muscles to the will 
is astonishingly rapid. I deem it one of the best methods 
of discipline, teaching the pupil, as it does, practical lessons 
of obedience. He cannot fail to observe that in making 
models from his own working drawings, that “pretty near” 
will not answer, but that “just right” must be the rule in 
order to perfect the desired object. 

After completing the course, some of the larger boys were 
put at practical carpentry, and have shown considerable skill 
in building, laying shingles, and in the general repairs about 
the institution buildings. I respectfully recommend that 
advanced manual training be introduced, comprising car- 
pentry, wood-turning and forging. 

The printing plant has been enlarged during the year by 
the addition of more type and cases, enabling us to give in- 
struction to a larger number of boys in this department. 
Eighteen are now regularly employed, and the quality of the 
work turned out attests the thorough, painstaking efforts put 
forth by instructor and pupils. The interest manifested by 
the boys in composition and press work is gratifying, and 
the results are commendable. 

The « Leader,” issued monthly, is distributed among the 
boys of the institution, and enjoyed by them. A number of 
copies of each issue are sent to the Parental School, 
also to the Marcella-street Home, for distribution among the 
children of those institutions. We also have a number of 
exchanges with institution papers throughout the country. 

The shoe department has been much improved since my 
last report. The building used as a -workshop has been 
sheathed throughout, a new floor laid, and a chimney built. 
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Although much too small, it can be kept comfortable to 
work in at all times. 

By the recent addition of new machinery, we are able to 
materially improve our methods and increase our production, 
besides instructing the boys in more modern methods of 
manufacturing. We have about thirty boys who are working 
daily in this department. We labor under the disadvantage 
of having.only foot-power machines; but still hoping for 
better facilities, we make as much improvement as possible. 

The instruction in band music has continued, and the 
progress made is remarkable. The members of the band are 
very much interested in their music, and they appreciate the 
zealous efforts of their instructor. Its influence is cheering 
and enlivening to the whole school. 

The new water-main between Long and Rainsford Islands, 
which was being laid at the time of my last report, was com- 
pleted the latter part of April, since which time we have 
had an uninterrupted supply of good water. The main was 
extended from the institution building to the Superintendent’s 
house and completed July 27th. Heretofore the supply was 
furnished from cisterns, or. when they became exhausted, 
was hauled to that point. Three new post hydrants have 
been erected on the extended main — one at the Superinten- 
dent’s house. | 

‘The buildings are well supplied with stand pipes, with 
hose attachments on each floor, thus affording ample pro- 
tection from fire within. I deem it expedient to purchase 
750 feet of hose and a hose-gig for outside apparatus. 

The present method of lighting our buildings is by kero- 
sene lamps, which, besides being unsafe, afford an insufficient 
light. An electric plant is very much needed, and I again 
respectfully recommend that one be established. 

The small boiler which was condemned has been replaced 
by a new 54-inch boiler, with a separate flue and iron stack. 
This boiler furnishes us with necessary steam for cooking 
and heating purposes. The other boiler has been in use 
many years, and is unfit for further service. It would be 
necessary to purchase another boiler should an electric plant 
be provided. 

A new ice-house has been erected with a capacity of 225 
tons. If we succeed in filling this house, much incon- 
venience will be avoided by having a supply near at hand. 

The supply of reading-matter is abundant, consisting of 
suitable papers and periodicals, and a miscellaneous lot of 
books, donated by the Public Library, having been condemned 
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on account of their condition. Some of these books are not 
adapted to the wants of our boys for general reading. Ap- 
plication has been made to the Librarian of the Public 
Library for a supply of suitable books to be sent to us, and 
exchanged for others when they shall have been read. The 
Librarian approves of the plan, and has consented to supply 
us within a few weeks. The boys are quite fond of reading, 
and they will enjoy the advantages this plan will afford them. 

The health of the boys has continued good throughout 
the year, very little sickness of note occurring. We have 
had two cases of accident — one the loss of a finger, by 
being caught in a printing-press, the other a fracture of the 
right ulna. 

The crop of vegetables grown by the boys upon our small 
amount of arable land — two and one half acres — was abun- 
dant, all of which were applied to home use 

The products of the piggery have been sufficient to supply 
us with all the pork required. 

I respectfully recommend that the name of this institu- 
tion be changed from House of Reformation to Boston In- 
dustrial School. The different branches of industry already 
established, and the change in the mode of government 
adopted, seem to indicate the fitness of the name suggested. 
Less disgrace would rest upon a graduate from an industrial 
school than upon one from the House of Reformation.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


Hovusk oF REFORMATION, RAINSFORD ISLAND, JAN. 31, 1897. 
To L. D. PErxkins, Esq., Superintendent of the House of 
Reformation : 


DEAR Sir: I respectfully submit my annual report as 

Chaplain and Director of Music at Rainsford Island. 
- Religious services have been held every Sabbath in the 
year, and a Sunday-school for the boys, which is attended 
with good results. Rev. Francis Casey, with his teachers, 
every other Sunday, conduct divine services. Mrs. L. D. 
Perkins and Mr. George Wilson take a deep interest in Sun- 
day-school work. 

Singing in religious worship is by the boys, who enjoy it 
very much. 

The schools provided for the education of the boys are 
looked after with care and interest, and it gives us pleasure 
that Mr. Marshall, our Commissioner, takes such interest in 
the education of the boys; but it is only what we might ex- 
pect from his past in this line. The past year records good 
work done in these schools, and we hope most of the boys 
have received instruction that will help them through life. 
~ We have long felt the need of a third division and another 
teacher. Through the effort of Mr. Marshall this want is 
met, and we begin next year a third class with a new teacher. 
We are hopeful in the thought that we can do better work 
the coming year. 

Library.—Most of the boys with us take an interest in 
reading books and papers, and we regard it a promising feat- 
ure in our work. ‘Thus with care we answer this desire, and 
provide literature reviewed by the teachers before being 
given to them. ‘The chief sources of our supply of reading 
matter are the City Library and the Hospital Newspaper 
Society. 

We have two schools, supplied with efficient and faithful 
instructors : Mr. Henry C. Twitchell, first division ; Mr. James 
S. Freeman, second division. The principal studies taught 
in these schools are reading, writing, spelling, arithmetic, 
geography, grammar, and history. As soon as possible each 
boy is made acquainted with these branches, and many of 
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these boys are bright and ready, others are not quite so ready, 
but most of them, could they stay with us a reasonable time, 


will get a good education in these branches. 


Vocal music is taught outside of school hours, in the 
chapel, by the chaplain, assisted by Mr. George Wilson, as

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MARCELLA-STREET HOME. 


Boston HIGHLANDS, Jan. 31, 1897. 


To the Institutions Commissioner of the City of Boston: 


DEAR Str: I tender you herewith the annual report of 

Marcella-street Home for the year ending Jan- 31, 1897. 
_ My incumbency as Superintendent of the Home dates from 
Oct. 29, 1896, when I succeeded Dr. William A. White. 
The circumstances of my appointment were such that my 
present report, outside the facts and figures learned from the 
records of the institution, will necessarily embody an _ ac- 
count of the conditions I found existing at my installation, 
and a statement of what has been accomplished in the three 
months that have since elapsed. 

On my first official visit to your office early in November, 
and in a subsequent interview with His Honor the Mayor, 
I stated, as a result of my observations, that the general 
matetial equipment of the Home was greatly below the 
modern standard of accommodation ; that the diet of the in- 
mates, while apparently sufficient in quantity, was lacking 
in quality, variety and service; that the discipline of the 
institution was lax in several important features; that the 
school hours of the children were greatly encroached upon 
by the dragging manner in which the housework, of which 
they perform the bulk, was allowed to be performed; and 
that the general appearance of the children, the boys es- 
pecially, in clothing and personal cleanliness, was not such 
as should be expected in a well-regulated institution. I have 
devoted myself since assuming charge of the Home to the re- 
moval, as far as the resources at my disposal permitted, of 
all noticeable defects, sparing neither time, labor nor expense 
to uplift the general tone of the institution. My efforts have 
been facilitated by the sympathetic spirit in which you have 
met my suggestions for reform, or took the initiative in im- 
provement yourself, and the result is, I am happy to note, a 
decided betterment of the general condition at the close of 
the Home year. This I trust will be apparent in the perusal 
of the following detailed statements : 
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DIET. 


In view of the published reports as to the diet of the in- 
mates and the method of its preparation, it should be stated 
that the bill of fare, so severely criticized by the committee 
appointed to examine the dietary scientifically, was a legacy 
from former administrations. In justice it should be ob- 
served, that, pending the outcome of the committee’s in- 
vestigations, an immediate improvement was made by the 
addition to the breakfast of a cereal with milk or molasses 
four times weekly, and by giving an evening dessert of 
baked apples on the alternate days. Moreover, the custom 
followed, for years, of skimming the cream from the daily 
milk supply for the Superintendent’s and officers’ tables, was 
stopped immediately; so that the children, for the past three 
months, have been served exactly the same milk as that used 
by the Superintendent. 

An entirely new bill of fare, supplying all that was found 
deficient in the old one, and giving variety in kind as well 
as abundance in nourishment, has been introduced, and will, 
I think, be found equal to the best provided in any in-, 
stitution of this character. Its salient features are a free use 
of cereals, beef soups and stews, boiled meat and vegetables 
in plenty, white, corn, and ginger breads, butter at least once 
a day, milk, cocoa and cereal coffee, and desserts of puddings 
and fruit sauces. The inmates and the department may 
well be congratulated upon such a beneficent and long- 
needed change. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline of the Home has greatly improved. ‘The 
house work, in so far as it devolves upon the inmates, has 
beeu confined to the regular hours allotted for it, permitting 
the children to be punctual in their attendance at school,and 
thereby greatly improving the class work. There is a far 
better spirit of subordination and regularity, and a percepti- 
ble change for the better in the appearance of the boys’ 
clothing and in their cleanliness. There is yet room for im- 
provement in this direction, which the appointment of a 
kindly, motherly woman over the younger boys might accom- 
plish. We have nearly sixty boys, between five and seven 
years of age, who need closer attention than can be given by 
the male officers, whose duties with the older boys and in the 
supervision of the daily work of the institution leave them 
scant time for the greater personal care needed by the smaller 
inmates. I have endeavored to supply such care by adding 
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to the work of the Nursery Matron the supervision of the 
clothing and cleanliness of the Kindergarten and lowest 
boys’ class. When infants are in her charge, however, this 
much-desired attention to the younger boys is of necessity 
interfered with. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


The schools of the Home labor under many disadvantages. 
The constant accessions and departures keep the classes in a 
continual state of change, and the mental and physical limi- 
tations of a large number of the pupils, phases of our home 
population easily understood in the class of children received 
here, are obstacles to the best showing. Added to these 
drawbacks is the presence among our children of feeble- 
minded boys and girls, who inevitably retard the work of the 
teachers with the normal ones. It would seem that some 
special provision ought to be made for the maintenance and 
training of such children as are mentally weak. Even with 
these impediments to our school advancement, however, 
much more could be achieved if, by obviating the children’s 
part in the housework to a sufficient extent, some time could 
be devoted to the quiet preparation of school tasks, as is 
done by children at home. The many distractions, incidental 
to the daily routine of the institution, make school progress 
difficult. Less house-work and more school-work, if it can 
be brought about, will be of immense benefit to the mental 
development of our children. 

The details of the school year will be found in the ap- 
pended report of the principal. 


INDUSTRIAL AND PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


These are features of our Home calling for close consid- 
eration. Our facilities for these branches are very meagre, 
and it is to be doubted whether the particular line followed 
for the manual training of the boys is the most desirable 
for their afterlife. The basket-making, under Mr. Hermann 
Mohle, is the only thing taught them, and can hardly be con- 
sidered the most practical training for the boys, inasmuch as 
their opportunities to make use of it when they leave the 
Home are very limited. I think a general training along the 
lines of carpentering would be of far more service to our 
boys; and that they have a decided tendency to this, is 
manifest by their oft-expressed desire for tool-chests and 
other appurtenances of the carpenter’s trade. ‘This training, 
and that of tailoring, would not only be of practical use to 
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our boys in later days, but might be of good service in the 
continual needs of our institution in both lines of work. 

For the girls we have sewing-classes, taught by Miss Ella 
L. Thomas. All the girls in turn attend these classes, and, 
besides, the larger ones are instructed in machine work by 
the Home's sewing matron, who turns this feature of our 
training to good use in employing the girls to assist her in 
making the various garments worn by our female inmates. 
An inspection of the plain and fancy sewing done by our 
girls is enough to attest the excellent results attained. The 
experience of needle and inachine-work gained by the gitls 
is of the greatest advantage to them for the future. 

I would favor also the introduction of Sloyd teaching in 
our school-rooms at the earliest opportunity.- 

As a help to our boys’ physical development, and to assist 
discipline, military drill has been introduced among the larger 
boys. This will be developed as far as possible, so as to in- 
clude every boy capable of profiting by it, and when the 
first companies are sufficiently advanced, it is intended to 
add a fire-drill as a training advisable for them to possess in 
case of necessity. The progress already made in this de- 
parture is satisfactory, and is shown in the better bearing of 
the boys, and their filing in ranks.’ 

A plan of calisthenic training for the girls is under con- 
sideration, and will soon go into practice. 


PLANT. 


Much of the difficulty experienced in making Marcella- 
street Home a model institution of its kind, is to be found 
in the age and limitations of a great portion of the building. 
The girls’ dormitories and class-rooms, the chapel, and girls’ 
playroom, being in the newer part of the structure, are, in 
most respects, adequate in accommodation, and hence more 
easily cared for, and I attribute the general superiority of 
everything on the girls’ side to this circumstance as well as 
to the much smaller number of inmates there maintained. 
On the boys’ side, however, there is much to complain of. 
The portions of the building mostly used by them are in the 
oldest part of the institution, which has long outlived its 
usefulness for the purposes wanted. The dormitories, dining- 
room and playroom are sadly deficient in accommodation, 
producing a general overcrowding, and rendering a proper 
classification of the boys in each of these places impossible. 
The lavatories in the boys’ dormitories are wholly inadequate, 
and have been condemned by the medical staff of the Home. 
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Iam glad to know, however, that the improvement of this, 
the worst feature of the old building, is to be one of the first 
reforms of the new year. 

The ventilation throughout the building is defective, as 
was proven by the expert examination recently made, the 
windows being the only means to be depended upon to secure 
a proper circulation of air. In view, however, of the very 
large amount estimated as the cost of improvement, I fear it 
would be an impractical expenditure. As I concur heartily 
in the opinion given by the aldermanic committee’ on their 
last visitation, that these entire premises be immediately sold 
and a new Home erected further in the country, with all the 
modern conveniences demanded by the higher standard of 
the day, I would not recommend the incurring of a greater 
expense for repairs here than is necessary to renovate such 
portions as are most in need of it. Pending a new plant, 
however, it is very desirable that the pressing needs of the 
Home be attended to without delay. 

During the year the electric-bell system has been put in 
fine working order, the fire-alarm has been repaired, and the 
chemical fire extinguishers renewed. Much of our fire-hose, 
however, is worn out, and should be replaced by new. The 
refrigerator, too, is old, rat-eaten, and practically useless, 
and should give way to a more modern one. 

Wooden benches have been built on the boys’ playground, 
adding an element of comfort hitherto lacking, and helping 
to save the boys’ clothing by keeping them from lying on the 
ground as a means of rest from play. I would like to see a 
few outdoor gymnastic apparatus added to the grounds as a 
help to the boys’ physical development, and for variety in 
their rather monotonous recreations. 

In the Superintendent’s apartments a much-needed reno- 
vation has been effected. New paper has been put on the 
walls, the doors and ceilings have been painted, and new 
carpets have in several of the rooms replaced those long 
since worn out. New window shades have also been added. 
These improvements were absolutely necessary to render the 
rooms habitable with any degree of comfort. They have 
given the place an air of cleanliness and cheerfulness which 
they were deprived of for a long time. 


HEALTH. 


A full account of the health of the inmates, together with 
practical suggestions for its improvement, will be found in 
the subjoined report of the medical staff. The latter was

organized in December, and consists of three visiting physi- 
cians, two visiting surgeons and two ophthalmologists. A 
resident house officer, a Harvard medical student in his fourth 
year, superintends the work of the hospitals, under the direc- 
tion of the physicians, and exercises a general watchfulness 
upon the hygiene of the Home. The names of physician 

and house officer are given in the Hospital report | 

In view of the criticisms of the dietary as affecting the 
general health of the inmates, I recently made the test of 
weight, taking for the experiment the fifty children admitted 
here since my installation. Of these, four had lost weight 
by reason of sickness, but the remaining forty-six showed an 
average gain of six pounds in three months. The lowest 
increase was two pounds and the highest ten. This must be 
admitted a good showing, in spite of the disadvantages we 
labored under. 

Prior to the organization of our regular medical staff, the 
sick children were attended by Dr. Edwin W. Dwight, ex- 
Assistant Commissioner, and, after his resignation, by Dr. 
Charles F. Moulton, visiting physician of the Parental | 
School. 

In union with my predecessors, and with the various visit- 
ing committees, I urgently recommend the removal of the 
city swill plant, which has for years been a most obnoxious 
neighbor to this institution. Our hospitals have windows 
opening directly above it, and the odors permeating our en- 
tire institution from this nuisance are at times nauseating. 
The health and comfort of the Home call for its immediate 
removal. 


LIBRARY. 


Our library contains about 700 volumes, comprising mostly 
juvenile literature and bound magazines. A judicious ex- 
penditure for the development of this department is some- 
thing to be taken under your favorable consideration. Our 
present assortment and quantity of books can scarcely be 
deemed of much advantage to the Home. 


RELIGIOUS SERVICES, ETC. 


The religious services for the Catholic children have this 
year been conducted by Rev. J. H. Rache, S.J., and for the 
Protestants by a band of the Christian Endeavor Society 
from the Walnut-Avenue Congregational church. These 
services and Sunday-schools consume the greater part of the 
Sunday, and their good effect is plainly discernible in the 
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spirit and habitsof the children. Entertainments have been 
provided for the little ones, apart from those given by the 
Home, by their Chaplain and Sunday-school teachers, who 
thus show a kindly interest in their social as well as their 
moral welfare. The work of the Sunday-schools, and of 
others who interest themselves individually in the children is 
a help to the Home, which cannot be overestimated. 


EXPENSES. 


The expenses of the institution for the year have been 
$52,214.16 or $2.79 weekly net cost per eapita. This ex- 
pense is, however, only for those who are boarded in the 
Home, plus the cost of clothing and medicine furnished the 
children in the Nursery Department who are boarding in 
country homes. The board of the latter, and their doctors’ 
bills for the months of November, December, January, have 
been defrayed by the Pauper Expenses Appropriation.

It will be seen by a comparison of the foregoing tables with 
those of former years that the Home was taxed during the 
Pe year much beyond any previous year Our daily 
avefage in the Home was 360, and boarding 148, an increase 
in the former of 14, and in the latter of 20, above the aver- 
ages of the preceding year. Of the 371 children admitted 
during the year, 23 per cent were between the ages of 
eleven and fourteen, 56 per cent between five and eleven, 
and 21 per cent were under five years of age.

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NURSERY. 


The custom of boarding the children under five years of 
age in country homes, subject to visitation by the Superin- 
tendent, is continued, with excellent results. In my official 
inspections of these homes I find the children generally in 
prime condition, growing up amid..the influences of family 
life, and with every want cared for by good, motherly women, 
who evince the tenderest attachment to the little ones com- 
mitted to their care. My observation of the practical work- 
ings of this system makes me believe that it would be well 
to extend it to all children below the seventh year. Such a 
departure would not only benefit the children so boarded, 
but enable the Home to work to better advantage with 
its older charges. There is no doubt that the helpless- 
ness of the younger children is a drawback to the Home, 
entailing upon the officers work of a personal character for 
the little ones, and retarding their other duties. On the 
other hand, the gain to the youngsters themselves is obvious. 
Arrangements could be made for those of school age to 
attend the district schools, and I am sure the ultimate results 
would be wholly satisfactory. Excellent homes are easily 
procurable. In the forty houses where our children were 
boarding on my first visit, found only two that were unsuit- 
able, and from these the children were at once removed to 
better places. 

I would here remark that the Nursery building attached to 
the Home is not well adapted for the purpose it is intended 
to serve. It is old and poorly ventilated, difficult to keep in 
proper condition, and too far from the main building to per- 
mit of constant supervision. If a better provision could be 
made for the Nursery children while in the Home, this old 
building might be utilized for the development of our trade 
school features. The problem is difficult to solve under 
present conditions. The experiment of keeping the Nursery 
children in the hospitals preparatory to boarding them in the 
country was not a success. 

The deaths in this department of the Home numbered 
eight of the total nine, the cause of decease being recorded 
in the report of the medical staff. All of these cases were 
suffering from their diseases when admitted, and several 
were received in a dying condition.

In concluding this statement of the general condition of 
Marcella-street Home I cannot but urge upon the Depart- 
ment the broadest and most generous treatment of the prob- 
lem this institution is trying to solve. It is no doubt much 
to the credit of the city of Boston to maintain a Home of 
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this character, giving food, shelter, clothing, and instruction 
to the unfortunate children whose hard lot in life it is to be 
deprived, from one cause and another, of the child’s natural 
providers; but the work is such a noble one, and so im- 
portant in its later results upon the lives of these children, 
that it ought not to stop at furnishing the bare necessities of 
life. The policy should be liberal and far-reaching. Here 
life is youngest; the future of the children is to be moulded 
largely by what can be done for them while inmates of this 
Home ; their whole lives may depend upon their early years 
of domicile within these walls, and assuredly, if they can be 
uplifted to a higher plane of usefulness to themselves and 
others than heretofore, the labor and expense of producing 
‘such a beneficent result ought not to impede the effort to 
attain it. If any discrimination is to be made among the 
various classes who become wards of the city, it surely 
should not be made to the disadvantage of the little ones, 
who have as yet done nothing to deserve the hard things 
they are forced to endure in life. If any class merit the 
utmost sympathy, the ‘kindest and most benevolent main- 
tenance, and the best influences that can be provided for 
their mental, moral and physical improvement, it is the hap- 
less children whose care has devolved upon the city. The 
history of Marcella-street Home does not shine over-brilliantly 
in this respect; I earnestly trust a new epoch has dawned, 
and that before long, by an application of the means to the 
end, this Home can be held up as an exemplar of what 
public benevolence can do for the pauper children of a great 
city.

To the Commissioner of Public Institutions: 

Dear Sir: The medical staff respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing report: 

The work of the past year has been conducted on lines 
similar to those of previous years. The Board of Visiting | 
Physicians which you appointed upon the retirement of Dr. 
White have had the medical care of the children during the 
past two months. The health of the children, on the whole, 
has been good. There have been no epidemics, the diseases 
being such as might be expected. The children are not as 
robust as might be desired, but much is hoped for in this 
direction from the improved dietary which you recently insti- 
tuted. 

During the past summer a number of the children, chiefly 
those suffering from chronic disease, were benefited by a 
stay of two weeks at the Children’s Sanitarium at Lowell 
Island. 

In the improvement and development of work in the in- 
stitution, the staff respectfully make the following sugges- 
tions: 

The presence of feeble-minded children in such a Home is 
detrimental to the moral and physical well-being of the other 
children. 

More help is required in the care of the sick. The staff 
would recommend the appointment of at least two more 
nurses, both of whom should have had previous training. 
One nurse should be assigned for regular night duty in the 
wards. 

In the small rooms used as isolating wards, some provision 
should be made for the disposal of the excreta, which at 
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present must be carried through the corridors and then 
through the main hospital. 

The sanitary arrangements in the girls’ dormitories seem 
adequate. In the old building, however, used for the boys, 
the conditions are very unhygienic. The plumbing is all 
old-fashioned, very much worn, and entirely inadequate. 
Over one hundred and fifty boys use accommodations suff- 
cient for not more than a tenth of that number. 

Provision should also be made for the proper sanitary 
accommodations of those children occupying the upper dor- 
mitory. At present the only accommodation for these chil- 
dren is on the floor below, and as the nature of their weak- 
nesses necessitates their being awakened several times each 
night, the desirability of having proper accommodations on 
that floor is apparent. The ventilation of this dormitory 
might with advantage be improved. 

The staff is convinced that, with such changes, the gen- 
eral health and well-being of the children will be much bene- 
fited. 

Trusting that these suggestions will meet with your.ap- 
proval, the report is respectfully submitted.

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TEACHER’S REPORT. 


Boston HIGHLANDS, Jan. 31, 1897. 
To MicHAEL J. Dwyer, Esq., Superintendent : 


DEAR Sir: The annual report of the schools of this insti- 
tution for the year ending Jan. 31, 1897, is hereby respect- 
fully submitted. 

The condition of this department for the past year, or 
rather, for the greater part of it, has not been as good as 
might be reasonably expected. This was the result which 
must inevitably be brought about by any system which 
makes no provision for a proper supervision of the schools, 
and which tolerates a tardiness altogether inexcusable 
amongst the pupils. 

Both of these drawbacks have, however, been removed 
from our system since November last. Competent super- 
vision is now provided, and tardiness of any kind is now 
done away with. These changes have already improved the 
situation, for they have brought with them encouragement 
and .opportunity. 

Nevertheless, there are several difficulties, which make 
the work of our teachers very hard. Few of our pupils are 
of bright intellect; a number are feeble-minded, and a great 
proportion are of a very low intellectual grade; and yet, 
outside of regular school hours, there is not a single feature 
in the daily life of our charges which harmonizes with the 
work done in school. Before and after each session most of 
the children are engaged in doing the work of the house. 
No hour is given to study; no time is devoted to delectable 
reading ; everything outside of the school-room is distrac- 
tion. You can see that this renders more difficult the 
already difficult. task of teaching. 

The grading throughout is a matter of convenience, rather 
than of merit. We have some of every grade, yet few of 
any grade; consequently each of our teachers handles two 
or three grades. Competition is entirely lacking, and a child 
is promoted oftener through fear of overcrowding than 
because of any meritorious work. 

About fifty of our large boys lose a half-session every 
other day, because of the Trade School, and amongst the 
girls the same condition exists. 
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During the year Miss Mattie M. Clough has succeeded 
Miss §. M. Chase, resigned, and Miss Nora T. Splaine is 
holding the position made vacant by the resignation of Miss 
A. M. Crowell. Miss Elizabeth Sproul was appointed extra 
teacher, vice Miss Mary A. Meaney, resigned. The substi- 
tute teachers during the year have been: Miss Gertrude 
Briggs, Miss Lockhardt and Miss A. G. Smith.

JT am happy to be able to state that all recommendations 
made in my last annual report as_ to repairs, ete., have been 
carried out, the sun-room, ice-room, coal-cellar, oil-room, iron 
fence along the bank, new drains, an upright tubular boiler 
have been. provided, two new water-closets in the men’s dor- 
mitory, one closet and bath in the officer’s apartments, three 
rooms have been newly plastered, two of which have had ° 
rift hard-pine floors laid. : 

I wish to respectfully recommend that some of the rooms 
be renovated by being newly plastered and painted, and that 
new floors be laid; that the two sheds at the rear of the 
wings be removed, and that the material be used to build a 
house for poultry, and that some repairs be done upon the 
barn and fences.

Str: The annual report of the medical department of the 
institution under your supervision, is herewith respectfully 
submitted. 

The number of patients treated during the year has 
slightly exceeded that of the previous year, but as usual, the 
diseases were mostly chronic, such as bronchitis, phthisis, 
valvular heart, varicose ulcers, etc., and with which many of 
the inmates were afflicted upon entrance. 

I am very much pleased to state that the condition of 
- good health and freedom from epidemics, which has hereto- 
fore existed for so many years, has maintained the past year. 

There were 16 deaths during the year (8 each of males 
and females) from the following causes: Paralysis, 4; phthisis, 
4; valvular heart, 3; senility, 3; peritonitis, 1; drowned, 1; 
average age of decedents 68+. | 

In closing, I desire to express to you my sincere ap- - 
preciation of the many courtesies extended to me in our 
official relations, and to Mrs. Eastman, the matrons and 
nurses for their prompt, efficient, and devoted attention to 
the sick under my care.

These facts relate to the Austin Farm and cover the 
official year. 
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In the tables of statistics required by the State Board of 
Lunacy and Charity the two departments of the Boston In- 
sane Hospital have been considered as one. It seemed, both 
to Dr. Noyes and myself, that this method was necessary, 
otherwise the value of these statistics would have been 
seriously impaired. These facts, as formerly, relate to the 
calendar year. 

At the Austin Farm the death rate was only 4.4 per cent 
of the number treated and 5.9 per cent of the daily average. 
The average age at death was 57.15 years. 

While a low death rate is gratifying to see, I must say that 
the small number of patients recovered and died indicates 
how few recent and sick cases have been treated here. 

There has been no unusual sickness, and only one case of 
contagious disease. * One female patient had measles, which 
developed in fourteen hours after admission here. No other 
case was contracted. For this immunity I think we are 
partly indebted to our steam sterilizer. 

The unusual feature for the year, as shown in the above 
table, is the large number of patients removed by transfer. 
In my last report I alluded to the fact that this hospital 
occupied a unique position in having no natural method of 
relief from overcrowding. 

I am pleased to be able to say that this defect has been 
remedied by the Legislature the past year in giving the Board 
of Lunacy and Charity the power to transfer patients from 
this hospital to a State hospital or asylum. 

We have, with the cordial support of the State Board, 
availed ourselves of this new privilege to greatly improve 
the efficiency of the hospital. The bad condition in 
Ward A, described in my last report, was corrected in June. 
On the sixth of that month, in accordance with an order 
from the Board of Lunacy and Charity, 24 women patients 
were sent to the Medfield Asylum; on the eleventh, 20 women 
and 1 man were sent to the same asylum. ‘The patients 
were sent in coaches directly to the asylum; this method 
proved very satisfactory, the journey occupying about four 
hours, and we thus avoided the inconvenience and publicity 
of public conveyances. 

This enabled us to remove 39 beds from the old building 
which had been overcrowded, and we at once began upon 
alterations. Here we used the labor of several patients. 
The walls and ceilings were scraped, and the walls painted 
for the first time. A partition was put in, dividing the 
building into two parts. A partition was removed, making 
one large airy day room of two smaller rooms. 
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The plastering was thoroughly repaired, except in the day- 
room, where the walls were sheathed with ash seven feet from 
the floor. | 

New plumbing was put in the day-room. There was ex- 
pended about $1,600 in this work, and while it may have 
appeared unwise to repair an old building which we have 
hoped to renew altogether, the increased comfort given to 
the 123 people who occupy it has amply warranted the 
outlay. We now have in place of one large ward holding, 
I will not say accommodating, 163 women, two distinct 
wards ; one providing for 59 patients, and one for 64 patients. 
While I had expected great relief from this change I must 
admit that the actual result has exceeded my hopes. The 
wards are now quiet, there is far less friction, the adminis- 
tration is greatly improved, and the attendants take a greater 
interest in their work. 

But I must insist that these changes do not make the 
building a safe one for a dwelling, and it still remains true 
that in case of fire in this building the results would be serious. 

At this time we also painted the day-rooms in Ward B, 
which has greatly improved the appearance of that ward. 

The removal of 44 women to Medfield was merely the re- 
moval of an excess of population as stated, and it was found 
that we had then no accommodations for the reception of 
acute and recent cases. It was now evident that if the use- 
fulness of this hospital for the insane, located within city 
limits were to be continued, we must again gain room by the 
still further removal of cases who could not longer be bene- 
fited by remaining here. It was seen that sick and acute 
cases were daily being sent away from the city, often causing 
discomfort and serious inconvenience toallconcerned. Again, 
the State Board were asked to relieve this hospital, which 
they did promptly. On December 22 there were sent 31 
patients from this department, and 7 from the Pierce Farm 
to the Worcester Asylum. This relief has afforded a better 
opportunity than I have known in this hospital for years to 
receive cases entitled to come here. 

Upon examination of statistics I find that bad this hospital 
possessed sufficient suitable wards, there would have been 
received here somewhat over 300 recent and acute cases of 
insanity the past year. As a matter of fact we did receive 
about 85 such. : 

The figures for this state show that of each year’s admis- 
sions 60 per cent remain in the hospital at the end of a 
year; so that to maintain this hospital for the new cases it 
would be necessary to remove, by transfer, a number equiva- 
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lent to 60 per cent of those admitted, unless the city shall 
provide more buildings for her insane. 

But so long as Boston continues, as at present, to care for 
but a third of her insane patients within the city, I think 
most will agree that those who are most recently ill and 
whose friends visit them oftenest, should have the preference. 
But with our present accommodations we cannot provide 
for all such cases, as so large a proportion of our room is 
only adapted to the quiet asylum class; and when we reflect 
that the annual increment of Boston’s insane is now nearly 
100 cases, the need of additional room here is very evident. 

For a greater part of the year an extra carpenter has been 
employed making alterations. In addition to the work 
already described in the wards, an addition to the storeroom 
has been made. 

The system of storeroom requisitions inaugurated a year 
ago has worked successfully, and a considerable saving has 
resulted. 

During the past year the more careful method of selecting 
attendants has been fully adopted, and the result is very en- 
couraging. I am pleased to say my recommendations for 
graded wages were adopted. As we had hoped, fewer 
changes have resulted. 

I am also pleased to report that a good microscope has 
been purchased during the year. 

I wish to recommend once more several things which I 
urged last year. 

The most serious need for the institution at present is 
adequate office-room, and quarters for medical officers. The 
easiest method to gain this would be to erect a house for the 
Superintendent, and use the house now partly occupied by 
him for office-room and physicians’ quarters. This alteration 
would cost very little. The large amount of business re- 
cently added, due to reception of acute cases, has rendered 
the present small office intolerable. The Superintendent has 
no place where he may conduct any confidential business. 

The matter of electric lighting I consider of the utmost 
importance. In no institution is electric lighting so neces- 
sary as in a hospital for the insane. We always have a few 
mischievous patients who attempt to set fires or turn the 
gas on or off, making the use of gas very dangerous. We 
continue to use gasoline, which has only its cheapness to 
recommend it. To continue its use appears false economy. 

We are now compelled to hire a house in the neighbor- 
hood to provide for our domestic help. I would recommend 
erecting another story over our laundry — possibly two — in 
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which I would have a large sewing-room and rooms for 
female domestics. | 

A new ice-house will be necessary the coming year. The 
past year we were fortunate in not having to buy any ice. 
An ice-house would save its cost the first year. 

I would again recommend the removal of the barns, and 
the building of a new stable on Harvard street. Before we 
decide upon a new ward building it is necessary to acquire 
more land; and, until we know how much and where the 
land will be we cannot intelligently plan for more wards. 

I would renew my recommendation for an annual expendi- 
ture for a medical library. This institution is behind most 
others in this respect. Such a library would be of great 
benefit, and its purchase a proper expenditure of funds. 

I must again urge upon your attention the importance of 
supplying Wards © and E with double windows. When the 
wind pressure is high it is impossible to keep all rooms 
warm. I think the saving in coal in one season. would repay 
the expense. 

A noteworthy event of the year is the appointment by His 
Honor the Mayor of a large committee of citizens who shall 
advise him concerning the Institutions Department. From 
this body a sub-committee of five ladies and gentlemen are as- 
signed to the Insane Hospitals. It affords me great pleasure 
to acknowledge the profound interest shown by the members 
of the committee in the needs of the hospital. One or two 
members have visited this department of the hospital weekly, 
and have given a large amount of time to it. 

I wish to thank here, on behalf of the hospital, The Hospital 
Newspaper Society for three’ barrels of reading matter, and 
Mrs. L. A. Russell for a number of magazines. Our thanks 
are also due a number of employees of the hospital for a 
very successful minstrel show given for the patients in the 
chapel this winter. I desire to thank Rev. Father Cummins 
and his assistants of this parish for their ministrations to the 
sick and dying. | 

On the first of November, Dr. Fred B. Colby, who had been 
appointed second assistant physician, assumed his duties at 
the hospital. Dr. Colby had been connected with the hos- 
pital at the State Farm in Bridgewater for about a year. 

My thanks are due the officers and employees for faithful 
and willing service.

The condition of the patients during the past year has 
been satisfactory, and there has been no epidemic nor death 


As this report covers the first full year of 


the occupation of the buildings at Pierce Farm, it may be 
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stated that, with the exceptions to be noted later, the build- 
ings have proved to be well adapted to their purpose, and the 
comfort and well-being of the patients has been carefully 
considered. With four wards and an infirmary on each 
wing a fairly good classification and separation can be main- 
tained with our average of 150 patients. The infirmary on 
the male side has been in use as such constantly, but with 
only two or three women at any one time needing constant 
bed treatment, it was found that these could be better cared 
for in the single rooms of the wards, and the infirmary of the 
female wing has been used as a dormitory. 

There being. better accommodations. here than at Austin 
Farm for single-room cases it has naturally come about that 
the cases here fall almost entirely into two classes, the quiet 
and orderly, including a large number of private patients who, 
from their condition, appreciate single rooms and the small 
dormitories ; and secondly, the noisy, destructive and violent 
who, from their condition, are wholly unsuitable for large 
dormitories. The quiet patients being on the upper wards, 
and the noisy ones on the lower, the result is that the quiet 
patients are at no time, night or day, free from the noise of 
the disturbed patients, who, in larger hospitals, are placed in 
detached buildings or at the extreme ends of the hospital 
plant. ‘Two remedies for this condition suggest themselves : 
the building of a detached ward for the disturbed patients of 
each sex, or giving up the entire hospital exclusively to one 
sex. ‘T’o build detached wards would make it necessary to 
purchase the adjoining land not now owned by the city, but 
this land should be purchased under any circumstances and 
without delay, as no adequate plans for the future growth 
and development of the two divisions of the hospital can be 
made without a knowledge of the final limits of the hospital 
property. On the other hand, by making the hospital exelu- 
sively for one sex, it would be possible to classify the patients 
very much better than at present; the disturbed patients 
could be given one wing and quiet ones the other. The 
economical administration of the hospital, however, requires 
the immediate erection of additional buildings of some sort, 
in order to reduce the per capita cost. 

Much difficulty was experienced last winter (1895-96) 
in properly heating the buildings on cold days when there 
was a high wind, it being necessary several times to move 
patients from one ward to another, and the bath-rooms with 
a northern exposure were especially cold. Several changes 
in the heating plant have been made, and additional pipes 
put into the northern bath-rooms, and these alterations, 
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together with a large number of weather strips, have materi- 
ally improved the conditions. The windows and transoms 
all over the buildings, however, are very loose, and it is a 
question whether the buildings can be made sufficiently 
warm on cold days with a high wind without a large number 
of double windows. In this connection it should be borne in 
mind that the buildings as constructed cost but 60 per cent 
of what brick buildings would have cost, so that it seems but 
just to ask that a certain amount of the 40 per cent saved. 
should be put into double windows. 

Next to the question of heating, the lighting by gasolene 
is the source of the greatest amount of annoyance, and also 
of positive danger. There is but one gasolene pump under 
the female wing, and this is not sufficient to furnish good 
light to the male wing, where it is almost never possible to 
read in the evening, and it has even happened that there has 
not been light enough for the patients to see to play cards. 
The matter calls for immediate action, but it is hoped that 
electric lighting will be provided, rather than an attempt 
made to make the gasolene plant answer by putting in a new 
pump. The buildings are wired for electric lighting, and all 
the fixtures are provided with both burners and electric light 
sockets, so that the expense of introducing electric lighting 
would be at a minimum. 

There was a small fire in the bath-room of one of the male 
wards on the afternoon of October 9, charring the floor and 
clothes boxes, but fortunately doing no great damage. No 
cause for the fire could be assigned. Although an alarm was 
rung in as a precautionary measure, the attendants had 
extinguished the fire before the arrival of the fire depart- 
ment, and it is gratifying to record the satisfactory working 
of the stand-pipes and hose with which the buildings are 
provided. A fire-alarm box has now been placed outside the 
domestic building, and an additional safeguard thus fur- 
nished. 

During the summer the hospital sewer was connected with 
the general sewer system of the city at Canterbury street. 

The hospital is without proper roads, except around the 
female wing and at the back of the hospital. The approaches 
to the hospital from the street, the road to the barn and 
stable, and at the boiler-house, are in such condition that in 
wet weather loaded teams can pass over them only with diffi- 
culty, and the drawing and unloading of coal can be done 
only with much unnecessary hardship to the horses. 

A new farm barn is greatly needed. During the year 
eight cows have been condemned by the Cattle Commissioners 
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as tuberculous, and two others have died of the same disease, 
making a total loss of a quarter of the average number of 
the herd. A new barn, large enough for the cows and work 
horses of both farms, should be built where it can be easily 
reached from each place, and a piggery should also be built 
near it, where the kitchen waste of both hospitals can be 
used to advantage. 

Seven rooms and a bath-room have been partly finished in 
the attic of the Domestic Building for the use of male out- 
ward employees, and when these are completed the rooms 
now occupied by these men can be given to additional 
patients. Two rooms in the attic of each room are also 
partly finished, and are to be used for those on night duty. 

Karly in December the Superintendent was glad to be 
able to move from the limited quarters of the Domestic 
Building to the Farm House, so called, which had been 
thoroughly repaired and put in order during the autumn. 
Dr. Henry A. Roberts, formerly assistant physician at the ~ 
Asylum for Insane Criminals at Bridgewater, has been 
appointed assistant physician. 

It is a pleasure to record the great assistance and helpful- 
ness of the Advisory Board appointed by His Honor the 
Mayor, and the board can but be of increasing usefulness 
to the hospital in the future. 

Rev. Fr. Cummins and his assistants have ever been 
ready and anxious to give their services to the sick and 
dying.

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PARENTAL SCHOOL. 


West Roxpury, Feb. 1, 1897. 
E. C. MARSHALL, Esq., Institutions Commissioner : 


DEAR Sir: The following is my report of the Parental 
School from Feb. 1, 1896, to Feb. 1, 1897. The health of 
the boys has been good. We have had 167 boys and two girls 
committed during the year. The boys have received five 
hours’ schooling every school day during the year. We 
now have two school-rooms, and are able to grade the 
schools to some extent. When we get room enough, so the 
school building can be used for schools, we can make a great 
improvement in our work. 

We have been supplied with suitable school books, and I 
see no reason why our schools can not be made to compare 
favorably with the same grade of city schools. 

We have had four new buildings constructed during the 
year. The hospital was the first to be completed, and was 
ready for occupancy in July. This is a very fine building, 
and is located on high ground, with the best of drainage. 
This building is divided into two parts by a solid brick wall, 
one part for contagious diseases and the other for common 
sickness, which is liable tobe in a school like this. There 
are ten beds in each division for boys, and two for nurses. 
The two parts are just as distinct and separate as if they 
were in two buildings, and can only be entered from the 
outside. The ventilation, heating, and, in fact, everything 
about it, is on the most modern plan. The grading about it 
has been completed, and adds very much to the appearance 
of the whole place, as it is the first building you see on 
entering the grounds. The two new family buildings are 
completed and furnished. We have occupied one for about 
two months. ‘This is a great improvement over the old con- 
gregate system. These buildings accommodate 40 boys 
each, and are officered by three persons, called’ master, 
matron and assistant matron. The boys can be looked after 
in this way much better. Individual work can be done which 
could not be under the congregate system. The officers can 
see to the wants of each boy. 

The officers and boys dine in the same room, and this 
gives a good opportunity to look after the table manners. 


‘ 
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Each of the new family buildings have 40 sleeping-rooms, 
so that each boy can have a room by himself. This is an 
experiment, and [ am not able to say just what improvement 
it may be over a large dormitory. It certainly is very nice 
for a boy to have his own room, if he will appreciate it. It 
has been a success thus far. All the food is cooked in the 
building, except the bread, making it as near a large family 
-as possible. The boys have a large play-room in the base- 
ment, with wash-room, and closets directly off play-room. 
The reading-room on first floor is well furnished, and makes 
a fine place for boys to read, study, and play games. 

We need two more buildings similar to those now com- 
pleted to accommodate our boys. We have 59 boys in each 
school-room, and in order to make more room for schools, 
shall have to take one room from sleeping hall. We can 
accommodate only 120 boys with our present buildings. 

There are 31 boys and two girls at Marcella-street home 
who belong here, if we had room for them. The ice-house 
is completed, and will be filled with ice to last through the 
season. ‘The reads and walks ought to be put in order next 
spring. We have had several entertainments during the 
year. Professor Rice of Harvard University gave the boys a 
very interesting entertainment, and he has our thanks for 
it. The holidays have been suitably observed. The boys 
have attended religious services in town. The Catholic 
boys have attended St. Teresa’s Church, and the Protestant 
boys have attended the Protestant services at the Baptist 
Church. The Rev. Patrick F. Boyle, of St. Teresa’s Church, 
has made the boys presents, during the year, of books, balls 
and candy, besides giving them an entertainment. He has 
our thanks for the interest taken in the school. We ought 
to have a chapel where we can hold religious services, and 
have a place for entertainments.

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TEACHERS’ REPORT. 


To the Superintendent of the Parental School: 


The school work for the second year was entered upon 
Sept. 7, 1896, with 63 boys. 

During the first year but one teacher was employed, and, 
owing to the large number of boys, “in order to suit the 
conditions, some combining had to be done,” so that only 
two classes were formed. That a closer classification might 
be made, another school-room was opened, and a second 
teacher employed. As a result, two classes were formed in 
each room, containing very nearly the same number of boys, 
which was about sixteen. 

As the number of boys rapidly increased during the fall 
months, it was found necessary to make a still closer grad- | 
ing. There are now three classes in each room, making six 
in all, corresponding to the first and second primary, and 
the third, fourth, fifth and sixth grammar grades, numbering 
as follows: |

We try, as far as possible, to carry on the work along the 
same lines as that in the public schools. The music in the 
school is under the supervision of Mr. McLaughlin. We 
notice that our boys are not free from the failing common to 
the average school boy, that of poor expression in both oral 
and written work. 

We aim to correct this fault, and are helped in a great 
measure by practical letter writing. 

As every letter written hy the boys has a purpose, and is 
actually sent, an added interest is given which would other- 
wise be lacking. This work is.not without its effect, as shown 
by their written recitations. 
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The boys are all very fond of reading, and Saturday even- 
ings and Sundays devote much of their time to it. 

Our school library contains about fifty volumes, thirty- 
five of which were the gift of the Catholic Union to the boys. 
Books are also taken from the Public Library. 

All of these the boys greatly appreciate. 

The holidays were observed in a fitting manner. 

The boys entered heartily into the work of preparation, 
and furnished enjoyable entertainment. 

We sincerely thank the Superintendent for his kindly aid, 
and all others who have in any way helped us in the dis- 
charge of our duties.

REPORT OF PHYSICIAN. 


Boston, Jan. 31, 1897. 
To the Commissioner of the Institutions Department : 


Str: I respectfully submit the following as my report of 
the sickness at the Parental School for the year ending 
Jan. 31, 1897: 

The general good health of the previous year has been re- 
peated, and I am able to say that we have had no fatal case 
of sickness this year, and no contagious diseases except two 
of measles and four of the mumps. 

The greatest difficulty which we have to contend with is 
the cases of contagious skin affections which come to the 
school, and some of them in a very bad condition. 

We have had very little use for the hospital, as few of the 
boys have been sick enough to be confined to the bed. 

The number of accidents have been few, there being only 
one fractured limb, and one boy who was unfortunate 
enough to rupture the eyeball, which was enucleated within 
a few hours, and he made a good recovery. 

There have been no cases of pneumonia or typhoid fever, 
or in fact any serious illnesses, so that we have been able to 
get along in the hospital without any regular nurse.

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REPORT OF THE AGENT FOR DISCHARGED 
MALE PRISONERS AND MARCELLA-STREET 
HOME. 


To the Institutions Commissioner : 


DEAR Str: Your agent herewith presents his annual 
report, with a brief sketch of what has been accomplished for 
the year ending Jan. 31, 1897. 


DISCHARGED PRISONERS. 


It is not easy to establish the amount of good accomplished 
in furnishing temporary aid to discharged prisoners who 
express a desire to forget the past and.do better in the 
future, but certain it is that instances are constantly occurring 
under the supervision of this agency in which persons 
receiving its aid and encouragement, engage in the pursuit 
of honest industry and commence life anew. 

Fifteen hundred and twenty male prisoners have been 
advised and assisted during the year as follows: 

Three hundred and forty-two to transportation to their 
homes in distant parts of this and other New England States ; 
783 to meals and lodging while awaiting transportation or 
seeking employment; 26 to articles of clothing; 7 to tools 
to work with at their various trades; 31 to gratuities ; 331 
in other ways; 1,117 of those assisted were discharged from 
the House of Correction, Deer Island; 335 from House of 
Correction, South Boston; 68 from the Juvenile Schools. 

Twelve hundred and twenty-seven discharged female pris- 
oners have been advised and assisted during the year. These 
have been aided directly, being met on the arrival of the 
boat -from the island and assisted in the various forms of 
meals, lodging, clothing and transportation to their homes or 
places of employment, and those having no homes were sent 
to charity homes. 

Miss 8S. P. Burnham, whose death occurred Aug. 26, 1896, 
had been for twenty-three years employed in this department 
of work. 

She was a kind, sympathetic friend to those who applied 
to her for aid, and an earnest laborer in the work of saving 
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and guiding their footsteps into better ways. Of acheerful 
and encouraging disposition she will long be remembered by 
thousands of those unfortunates who have been benefited at 
her hands. ) 

Miss Katherine Berran succeeds Miss Burnham, and her 
duties have been successfully and faithfully performed.

HovuskE oF REFORMATION. 


All minority inmates of this school released to parents or 
friends are still regarded as under the watch and care of the 
department, subject to regular visits by its agents, the same 
as those placed on indenture, and are subject to recall for 
any violation of their probation. . 

Four boys were returned, by order of the Commissioner, 
during the year. Four indentures only were made the 
past year. This is owing to the introduction of industrial 
training into these schools in July, 1895, where the boys 
now learn a trade which will enable them to make their way 
honorably through life. 


BOARDING. 


The boarding-out of children in the farming communities 
of the State continues. It is very gratifying to see what a 
change is produced with most of them in a short time. 

Many of those sent by the courts come to us in a sadly 
neglected and delicate condition, the result of ill-treatment 
and abuse, but by regular habits, wholesome food, pure air 
and exercise in the open fields, become strong, ruddy and 
healthful. 

The boarding-out plan has been of great assistance to 
your agent in securing permanent homes. People living in 
the neighboring towns were able to see the children, and 
make.a selection without taking a journey to the city. 

We also find that free homes can be secured for children 
who have been at board in families at a much earlier age 
than institution-reared children. They becoming more de- 
sirable by family training. | 
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Nine boys and twelve girls were transferred from the board- 
ing-out list to free homes during the past year. 

Persons with whom children are placed to board are in- 
structed to notify the department in cases of illness, and also 
to employ their family physician. 

In portions of the State where large nuMi bers of children 
are boarded, we have arranged with the local physicians to 
attend those requiring their professional services at a reduc- 
tion from their regular fee. 


VISITATION. 


Many reports of visits to indentured children from Mar- 

cella-street Home present many interesting evidences of 
_ mutual attachment between the child and family. 
It, however, often occurs that homes selected for children 
‘have, owing to unfavorable changes in the character and 
government on the part of families, become unsuitable, and 
in this particular our system of supervision of, those indent- 
ured has been found most useful, as upon the discovery of 
such cases we have removed the children so situated, and se- 
lected other places for them. 

We have also instances of marked improvement in the 
conduct of children after being visited, and the agent’s visits 
are often solicited by persons to talk with rebellious and 
stubborn boys and girls, and have generally succeeded in 
improving the state of things. 

Occasionally, one is returned to the Institution for disci- 
pline. The whole number of children subject to visitation 
at this date is 447 on indenture, 181 boarding, and 40 with 
parents or friends. All indentured children are, with but 
few exceptions, visited three times a year, and to those 
boarding, monthly visits are made by the lady visitor from 
the Commissioner’s office. Reports of these visits, stating 
the health and general condition of each child, are made and 
kept on file at the central office. 


HOMES FOR CHILDREN. 


During the year now in review, there were 237 appli- 
cations for children for permanent homes; 121 were received 
at the office by letter or in person; 116 were found in con- 
nection with visits made to those previously placed out. 

Ninety-one were filled; 54 proved after investigation to 
be unsatisfactory places, and 90 were not filled, because suit- 
able children could not be furnished. 
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Carefulness is exercised in the selection of homes. Inquiry 
is directed to the character of the applicant, the influences 
by which he would surround a child, and toward all other 
points of character or circumstances which might effect the 
well-doing of the child. its!

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REPORT TO HIS HONOR THE MAYOR, AND 
TO THE INSTITUTIONS COMMISSIONER, 
ON THE DIETARIES OF THE NINE IN- 
STITUTIONS OF THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


GENTLEMEN: We beg leave to submit herewith the results 
of our study of the food supplies of the various institutions 
under the control of the city of Boston. 

First: As to the amount, cost and quality of the raw 
food materials furnished. 

Second: As to the food value of these amounts in com- 
parison with recognized dietary standards. 

Third: As to the recommendations for future control of 
the food departments of the various institutions, in order 
that a definite dietary standard, at a minimum of cost, may 
be maintained. | 

It must be stated in advance, that figures in the tables 
herewith submitted are not given with perfect confidence in 
their accuracy, since the present method of accounts does 
not separate the items in a satisfactory way. But in the 
cases where the institution’s records for a week or month 
were submitted to a comparison with the six months’ state- 
ment from the office, the discrepancy was not sufficient to 
vitiate the general conclusions. ; 

As will be seen we have made no distinction in our 
estimates as to whether men or women are fed. For more 
accurate work, Carroll D. Wright’s assumption, that children 
from 10 to 14 and women adults require nine-tenths as 
much food as men, might be used, but in investigations like 
the present one, where the data are at best somewhat uncer- 
tain or approximate, it has seemed fair. to assume the standard 
for men only, and all comparisons have been made on that 
basis. 

In most cases, the inspection of the raw material supplied 
showed a good quality, and we received no complaints as to 
shortage in quantity. The butter and eggs were not so good 
as is desirable, and the use of oleomargarine, for the most 
part, with a smaller amount of good butter, would conduce 
much to the officers’ comfort. 
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Tables I. and II. contain comparative statements of the 
average amount of raw food material furnished per person 
daily to inmates and employees, and tables III. and IV., the 
cost of these amounts. In general, the cost of food is not 
excessive, but as the tables show, there is great variation in 
the amounts of food materials used, even in institutions of 
the same class. There seems to be no reason why half as 
much milk and twice as much bread should be used at Long 
Island Almshouse as at Charlestown, nor why the inmates of 
the House of Correction at Deer Island should have an 
excessive amount of bread and potatoes, while those at 
South Boston have much less of the starchy food and have 
meat and milk to a somewhat liberal extent. Better 
nutrition, as well as economy, demands a dietary that shall 
be nearly uniform in institutions of the same class, and 
that shall conform to recognized standards. 

The amount and cost of employees’ food is, in certain 
institutions, excessive. ‘The use of forty to forty-five ounces 
of meat and fish per person daily cannot be justified by any 
principle of health or economy, and there is as great variation 
in the different institutions in respect to the food for 
employees as there is in that for inmates. It is fair to 
state that where there are many guests entertained, the 
divisor should be increased, and the per capita amount 
thereby diminished. 

We believe, however, that where the cost is excessive, it 
results from ignorant waste and general laxness in super- 
vision, rather than from wilful extravagance. Where the 
management is intelligent and economical, the question of 
quantity and cost can safely be left to the Superintendent; 
but under present — and usual — conditions, we would sug- 
gest a general standard of proportion and a limitation as to 
cost. | 

In table V. are given the amounts of the food principles, as 
calculated from the statements given in table I., compared 
with the standards. The difficulty is in the calculation of 
the waste in each case and in the relative digestibility of the 
food eaten. This is the weak point in all dietary standards, 
and any true estimate can be made only through careful and 
repeated inspection by those who have had wide experience. 
Therefore, this portion of the report represents opinion 
rather than facts. 

If these standards are to be adopted, a discussion some- 
what in detail is necessary. 

Prisoners and inmates of houses of correction are, as a 
rule, able-bodied adults, of rather sedentary habits, and two 
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points are usually recognized as of importance in their die- 
tary: (1) It should not be “stimulating ;” that is, it should 
contain a limited amount of meat, and only such a propor- 
tion of spices and condiments as is absolutely necessary for 
the assimilation of the other and staple ingredients of the 
food. For while the old disciplinary diet of bread and water 
is at present nowhere rigidly enforced for any length of 
time, it remains true that bread forms the most important 
article of diet. Vegetables should play a larger part than 
they often do in this class of food. (2) While the food 
should be well cooked, so that it may be palatable and easily 
digested, it is not wise to make the menu so attractive as to 
encourage petty crimes for the sake of good fare. There- 
fore, a light exercise ration should be given to all, with an 
extra amount for those who work. This light exercise ration 
should average per person:

This should yield: Proteid, 103 grams; fat, 73 grams ; 
carbohydrates, 426 grams; calories, 2,848. 

The cost, exclusive of tea, coffee and condiments, need 
not exceed seven cents at present market rates. 

In reformatories, where the inmates are young, and there 
is much hope that they may turn out good citizens, the manual 
work, which is now recognized as an essential part of the 
plan of reform, exercises a balancing influence on the diet. 
In such institutions, therefore, the amount of meat may be 
increased, and fat,-in the form of butterine (4 ounce), dried 
fruits (? ounce), and fresh vegetables in season, may be 
added with great profit. 

This dietary may average per person daily:

carbohydrates, 436 grams; calories, 3,088. 

The cost, exclusive of tea, coffee, condiments, etc., should 
not exceed eight and one-fourth cents at present market 
rates. 

. The almshouse inmates should be divided, practically, as 
well as theoretically, into two classes: the able-bodied 
adult for whom the institution should be made as little 
attractive as is consistent with the laws of health, and the 
old or infirm, who come to it in many cases from no fault of 
their own. For the former we would recommend the House 
of Correction diet; while for the latter class, “old persons, 
with little exercise,” a generous life ration is sufficient. 
This dietary may be based for practical convenience on that 
of the House of Correction, but should contain less of the 
‘‘heartier”’ articles of food, more sugar and milk, and, in addi- 
tion, butterine, dried fruits, and, if possible, a small quantity 
of eggs. 

It should average per person daily:

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The cost, exclusive of tea, coffee and condiments, should 
not exceed eight cents at present market rates. 

The children in institutions must receive such food as will 
permit of growth as well as of mere life. Moreover, they 
have probably been under-nourished, and must be brought to 
a good physical condition before good moral results may be 
expected. 

We would therefore take the previous dietary, since, in 
many respects, the requirements of old people and children 
are similar, and increase the amount of peas and beans 
(for children over six), and of milk, dried fruits and eggs. 

It should then average per person daily:

Accepting Carroll D. Wright’s estimate that a child from 
eight to ten — the average age apparently of the children in 
such institutions as are now under consideration — needs 76 | 
per cent as much food as a grown person, this approximates 
closely to the standard demanded for moderately active 
work. The cost, exclusive of cereal coffee, condiments, etc., 
should not exceed nine cents. 

For the insane, the diet must be still more liberal, as they 
should be considered as sick persons, a proportion of whom 
need the care and nourishment due to the sick. Chronic 
cases may, perhaps, be kept on a simpler and less expensive 
diet ; but, on the assumption that the milk, eggs, etc., not 
required by these patients will be used for the more hopeful 
cases, the average dietary allowed should be as follows:

The cost, exclusive of the tea, coffee, etc., need not exceed 
ten and three-fourth cents at present market rates. 

The cost for all these dietaries is liberal for numbers over 
300, and in practice should fall well within the estimates. 
The amounts called for apply to the raw material and are 
sufficient, provided the food is well prepared and utilized by 
the inmates. The estimates allow for a necessary and normal 
waste of ten per cent of proteids and carbohydrates in the 
preparation, but assume that the fat is used in one form or 
another. The meat must be fresh, of medium fatness, and 
the raw materials in every case of good quality. Graham or 
whole wheat bread should be used when possible, especially 
for children. Molasses may be substituted for sugar when it 
is considered economical, or otherwise desirable to do so, in 
the proportion of one and one-half ounces molasses to one 
ounce sugar. 

Where this rigid economy is the rule, the medical inspec- 
tor should be on his guard to see that personal idiosyncrasies 
do not allow of cases of starvation in the midst of a general 
sufficiency. This must be especially the case with children. 

For the dietary of the officers and employees of the 
various institutions, we would make no especial recom- 
mendation, except that it must be sufficiently varied. The 
cost should, however, be limited, as experience has shown 
how easily it can become unreasonable. We consider 27 
cents per person daily ample, in consideration of the fact 
that the larger portion of the supplies are bought at whole- 
sale or special rates. 

The success of this rule of economy depends upon faithful, 
conscientious service, and upon a watchful eye overall. A 
strict supervision must be kept over both quantity and 
quality of the stores, for with so narrow a margin one con- 
signment of poor beef or eggs or butter will make a serious 
deficit in the needed food supply. An especially close 
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watch must be kept over the food as cooked and served, for 
badly prepared. material means less digestibility and conse- 
quent waste — if not more serious results. 

We believe that the Superintendent should be held to 
strict accountability for the maintenance of this necessary 
standard, here, as elsewhere, in his institution; but that he 
should be given certain latitude as to the method of obtain- 
ing these results. Since each institution has a more or less 
distinctive character of its own, the inmates have different 
tastes, the cooks have different methods, and the attendants 
have different degrees of influence over their charges, it 
seems wise to allow occasional variations from the set rules, 
and to grant the Superintendent a certain sum, weekly, 
which he may spend as experience shows to be most bene- 
ficial. For instance, if he finds liver to be relished by 
a large proportion of his inmates, why should he not be at 
liberty to have it for them occasionally, and to obtain it 
promptly without the delay occasioned by a requisition ? 

There ought to be for each institution a system of accounts 
which shall show, not only the general distribution of food 
supplies to the tables of inmates and officers, but also the 
number of inmates who receive employees’ food, the number 
in the hospital fed from the officers’ table, and the number 
of meals furnished to guests. At present, there may be a 
decided variation that is not tabulated, and which may 
seriously affect the estimates of cost and amount as now 
given. It should be possible for the Commissioner to have, 
at least quarterly, a report from each institution, stating the 
exact amount, cost and kind of food supplied on the average 
daily to inmates and officers, and to check the reports by 
the standards we have recommended.

ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


LAMP DEPARTMENT 


FOR THE YEAR 1896. 


Boston, Feb. 1, 1897. 


Hon. JostAH QUINCY, 
Mayor of the City of Boston: 


Str: In accordance with sect. 22, chap. 3, of the Revised 
Ordinances of 1892, I have the honor to sabia for your 
consideration the annual report of the Lamp Department for 
the year 1896. 

It contains a tabulated statement of the expenses of the 
department during the year 1896, tables showing the annual 
cost of burning the number of electric, gas and naphtha 
lamps located within the city of Boston on the 15th of Jan- 
uary last, at the present rates for material and lighting, 
tables showing the increase or decrease of the electric, gas 
and naphtha lamps in the different sections of the city, and 
an abstract of the general work performed by the department 
during the past year; also an inventory of property belong- 
ing to: the department not in use on the public streets, and 
such other information connected therewith as will be of 
public interest. 

During the past year the following main thoroughfares 
have been lighted by means of are lamps. 

Brighton avenue, between Cambridge street and Common- 
wealth avenue, by twelve lamps. 
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Commonwealth avenue, between Brighton avenue and 
Beacon street, by twenty-four lamps. 

Huntington avenue, between Copley square and the Brook- 
line line, by forty-two lamps. 

With but a few exceptions all of the above lamps are 
located in the reserved space in the centre of these avenues, 
and those on Huntington avenue have been connected with 
underground cable. 

Centre street, West Roxbury, between South street and 
Spring street, by eighteen lamps. 

Spring street, between Centre street and Gardner street, 
and the streets leading to the several railroad stations on the 
Dedham branch railroad, by seven lamps. 

Western avenue, between North Harvard street and the 
Charles river, by ten lamps. 

West Newbury street, between Brookline avenue and the 
Back Bay Fens, by four lamps. — 

Columbus avenue, between Camden street and Roxbury 
Crossing, by eleven lamps, ten of which are connected with 
underground cable. 

Wood Island Park has also been lighted by twenty lamps — 
and connected underground. 

The remaining new are lamps (39 in number) have been 
located throughout the various sections of the city where it 
has been considered they would do the most good. 

As the work performed by the Transit Commission on the 
Subway has progressed, this department has been required to 
make numerous changes, both of a permanent and of a tempo- 
rary nature with the lamps, underground cables, etc., that 
have been encountered on the line of construction. 

Changes in the lighting of the streets crossed by the Provi- 
dence Division of the N. Y., N. H. & H. R.R., made neces- 
sary by the elevation of the railroad tracks, have been carried 
out in part, and must be continued during the ensuing year. 

Many gas lamp supplies have been renewed or repaired 
this past year, and this class of work must of necessity con- 
tinue as the supply pipes become old and rusted out, broken 
or trapped. In the winter months posts are frequently broken 
by teams coming into collision with them, and this season, 
especially, the average number broken has been on the increase. 

The removal of unused posts and brackets that are stand- 
ing on the streets has been continued as far as possible, and 
as severalaccidents have occurred by reason of these posts re- 
maining on the streets, they should be removed as rapidly as 
possible. These posts are used again to replace broken ones 
and for new locations in other sections of the city. 
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The electric post and hoods in all sections of the city, with 
the exception of the City Proper, have been thoroughly painted 
and the work will be continued as soon as the weather con- 
ditions will permit. It is several years since the gas and 
naphtha lamp posts were painted, and it is desirable that this 
work should be done at an early date. 

With the approval of the Mayor, the men employed as 
lamphghters were all allowed two weeks’ vacation -without 
loss of pay during the summer months, and it was much ap- 
preciated by the men. 

A large number of petitions for lamps have been received, 
and the different localities have been visited, and the necessity 
for lamps noted. New lamps have been erected in the- 
various districts to such an extent as the finances of the 
department would admit, but the demand for additional 
lamps has not diminished.

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A copy of the contract made with the Brookline Gas Light 
Company is set forth below: 


The Brookline Gas Light Company, a corporation duly established 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, of the first part, 
hereafter called the Contractor, and the City of Boston, a municipal 
corporation in said Commonwealth, of the second part, hereafter called 
the City, on this twenty-seventh day of February, 1893, agree : 

First. That this agreement, in so far as it relates to the time of fur- 
nishing gas, shall take effect on the second day of July current, and 
continue, subject to appropriation, until the second day of July, in the 
year 1896, and thereafter, until the Superintendent of Lamps of said 
City, shall, with the written approval of the Mayor, notify the Contractor 
that the contract has terminated. 

Second. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for light- 
ing the public lamps now located, or which may hereafter be lo- , 
cated, in the district known as the City Proper, south part, comprising 
Wards 11, 16,17, and 18; the Roxbury district, comprising Wards 19, 
21 and 22, and that part of Ward 20 lying to the west of the centre 
line of Blue Hill avenue and Hampden street; and the Brighton district, 
comprising Ward 25 of said City, during such hours as said Superin- 
tendent shall direct. All gas furnished to be of not less than twenty-five 
candle power. 

Third. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new service- 
pipes required for said public lamps, with a regular fall towards the 
street mains, and keep in regular repair the portions of all service- 
pipes below ground, and use for said new pipes and repairs only 
wrought-iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought-iron 
or malleable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Fourth. The Contractor agrees to set new posts, as furnished by the 
City, for gas and naphtha lighting, to remove posts not in use, and to 
1eset posts to line and grade of street when so ordered by the Superin- 
tendent of Lamps; the work to be done as rapidly as practicable. 

Fifth. The Contractor agrees to furnish and apply to said lamps au- 
tomatic regulator burners, each delivering not less than four cubic 
feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the property of the City, and 
shall, when requested by said Superintendent, change any burner to a 
burner delivering such amount of gas per hour ‘as said Superintendent 
may direct. 

Sixth. The Contractor agrees to furnish a sufficient quantity of alco- 
hol to keep the supply-pipes free from obstruction. 

Seventh. The Contractor agrees to connect by service-pipes, as afore- 
said, the street lamps now in use in the City Proper, south part, and 
in the Roxbury district, with its lines of mains, free of expense to 
the City. 

Eighth. The Contractor agrees, in putting down its pipes and mains, 
not to disturb any asphalt, brick or stone pavements with concrete 
base, but shall, when such pipes or mains are carried through streets 
so paved, perform such work or lay such pipes or mains in such places 
as shall be assigned by the Superintendent of Streets in his permit. 

Ninth. The Contractor agrees that if any portion of the street which 
it has excavated for the purpose of laying its pipes requires repaving 
or resurfacing within a period of one year from the time it has been 
disturbed, it will make such repairs as in the opinion of the Superin- 
tendent of Streets are necessary to put the surface of said street in as 
good condition as it was before the time of said excavation; provided, 
that in the opinion of-said Superintendent such resurfacing has become 
necessary by reason of said excavation. 

Tenth. Such additional pipes as are necessary for the performance of 
this contract shall be laid by the Contractor promptly in such localities 
and in such manner as the said City by its proper officers shall permit 
and approve, and the Contractor shall pay such inspectors appointed 
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by the City as may be, in the opinion of the Superintendent of Streets, 
necessary to superintend said work; and the public lamps in the City 
Proper, south district, shall be connected with the pipes and mains of 
the Contractor on or before July 2, 1893; and said lamps in the Roxbury 
district shall be so connected on or before Sept. 1, 1893. 

Eleventh. The City agrees monthly to pay to the Contractor seventy 
(70) cents for each thousand cubic feet of gas furnished in the City 
Proper, south part, and the Roxbury district; and one dollar and 
twenty-five cents ($1.25) for each one thousand cubic feet of gas fur- 
nished in the Brighton district; also all the reasonable expenses actually 
incurred for labor and materials in furnishing and putting down the 
service pipes and in keeping in good repair the portions of said pipes 
below ground; also one-half of the cost actually incurred in removing 
and cleaning the burners once in each year, and changing the size and 
style of the burners when required so to do by s:id Superintendent; 
such new burners to be the property of the City. Pro rata deductions 
from said monthly payments to b2 made for imperfect service. 

Twelfth. In consideration of this contract and of said promises of 
payments on the part of the City, the Contractor agrees to and with 
said City to furnish to said City all the gas required by said City for 
the purpose of lighting its public buildings, parks, squares and public 
grounds within said City Proper, south part, and Roxbury district for 
the sum of seventy (70) cents a thousand cubic feet, and within the 
Brighton district for one dollar and twenty-five ($1.25) per thousand 
cubic feet, and when requested by the Mayor of said City it will make 
- proper and sufficient contracts with the various departments of said 
City for the further carrying out of this agreement. 

Thirteenth. In further consideration of this contract and the promises 
aforesaid, the Contractor agrees to and with said City to furnish all 
private consumers within said City Proper, south part, and the Roxbury 
district, gas at a price not exceeding one dollar ($1.00) per thousand 
cubic feet, and within the Brighton district to furnish gas to all private 
consumers at a pr.ce not exceéding one dollar and fifty cents ($1 50) 
per one thousand cubic feet; all of said gas to be of at least twenty-five 
candle power. Said prices are not to bs increased so long as this con- 
tract with the City shall continue in force, and this clause shall be 
printed upon all bills rendered to said private consumers by the Con- 
tractor during the term of this contract; and any court sitting in equity 
can enforce the specific performance of this clause of this contract on 
application of either the City, any citizen of Boston, or any private con- 
sumer in said districts. 

Fourteenth. The Contractor shall pay to the City on the second day 
of August of each year during the continuance of this contract a sum 
equivalent to one-half of its net earnings during the year ending on the 
80th day of June preceding, as shown on the books of the Contractor, 
which are to be kept in accordance with law, after paying an annual 
profit of eight per cent on the actual money invested in that year in its 
gas plant, which amount at present is taken to be one million of dollars; 
provided that said profits shall be reckoned as cumulative from the date 
hereof. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, the said Brookline Gas Light Company has 
caused its corporate seal to be hereto affixed and these presents to be 
signed in its name and behalf by , its president, and 

, its treasurer; and the City of Boston has caused its cor- 
porate seal to be hereto affixed and these presents to be signed by. 
, its Superintendent of Lamps.

It is hereby agreed by and between the parties to the above contract 
that the time within which the public lamps of the City of Boston shall 
be connected by the Brookline Gas Light Company be extended until - 
July 1, 1894, it being understood and agreed that the said Company 
shall pay said City the difference between what said City shall have to 
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pay other companies for supplying gas to any of such lamps uncon- 
nected for any of the time between this date and said date and the price 
at which such gas is to be furnished by said Company under this con- 
tract.

Tur Boston Gas Liagut ComMPpANy, a corporation duly established 
under the laws of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter 
called the Contractor, of the first part, and the City of Boston, herein- 
after called the City, of the second part, on this seventeenth day of 
August, 1893 agree: 

First. That this agreement shall take effect on the second day of 
July current, and shall continue until the second day of July in the year 
1896, and shall continue thereafter until a new agreement shall be made 
by the parties, or the first party, or the Superintendent of Lamps of 
said City, shall in writing notify the other party that this agreement is 
terminated. 

Second. The gas furnished under this contract shall be of not less 
than twenty-five candle power, unless it shall be necessary to deliver 
coal gas, in which case the candle power shall not be less than 
eighteen. 

Third. The Contractor shall furnish all the gas required for lighting 
the public lamps now located and those which may hereafter be located 
along the lines of the mains of the Contractor as now laid or hereafter 
laid in the district known as the City Proper, north part, comprising 
Wards 6, 7, 8, 9, 10 and 12, during such hours as the Superintendent 
of Lamps shall direct. 

Fourth. The Contractor shall furnish and put down all new service- 
pipes required for said public lamps, with a regular fall towards the 
street mains, and keep in good repair the portions of all service-pipes 
below ground, and use for said new pipes and repairs, only wrought- 
iron pipes not less than one inch in diameter, and wrought-iron or mal- 
leable-iron couplings, bends and elbows. 

Ffth. The Contractor shall set all posts required for gas lighting, 
remove posts not in use, and reset posts to line and grade of street, 
when so ordered by the Superintendent of Lamps, said work to be done 
as rapidly as practicable. 

Sixth. The Contractor shall furnish and apply to any new lamps 
ordered in said district automatic regulator burners, each delivering 
not less than four cubic feet of gas per hour, said burners to be the 
property of the City, and shall, when requested by the said Superin- 
tendent, change any burner to a burner delivering such amount of gas 
per hour as the said Superintendent may direct; and when a burner is 
found on a test, made by one party in the presence of the other, to 
deliver more than one-tenth of a cubic foot less than four feet of gas 
per hour, shall change it so that it will deliver at least four cubic feet 
per hour; and may, at any time when not interfering with the regular 
burning of the lamp, remove and test any burner. 

Seventh. 'The Contractor shall furnish such quantity of alcohol, not 
exceeding five gallons per one hundred lamps per year, as may be 
necessary to keep the pipes clear from obstructions. 

Eighth. The City shall pay monthly to the Contractor the price as 
fixed by the Gas and Electric Light Commissioners for the consumers 
of the Contractor (which price at the date of this contract is $1.00) less 
a discount of ten per cent (10%) for each thousand cubic feet of gas 
furnished; but the City shall not at any time pay more for its gas per 
thousand cubic feet than is paid by the most favored private consumers 
of the Contractor, or more than ninety cents a thousand cubic feet 
during the pendency of this contract; the City shall also pay all the 
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reasonable expenses actually incurred for labor and materials in fur- 
nishing and putting down said service-pipes, and in keeping in good 
repair the portions of said pipes below ground, also one-half of the cost 
actually incurred in furnishing and applying burners to said lamps, in 
removing and cleaning burners once in each year, and changing the 
size of the burners to the requirements of the said Superintendent. 

Ninth. The City, by said Superintendent, shall take exclusive care 
of the burners and the portions of the service-pipes above ground; 
shall light and extinguish said burners punctually according to printed 
tables to be furnished by said Superintendent, and shall make written 
returns to the Contractor on Thursday of each week, and on the fif- 
teenth day of each month, of the number of burners lighted on each 
night of the time of beginning to light and beginning to extinguish the 
same; shall give immediate notice to the Contractor of any obstruction 
or leakage of gas in the pipes below ground coming to the knowledge 
of the said Superintendent, and to use a suitable brush and no metallic 
cleaner to clean the slot of lava tip burners, and shall not permit any 
employee of the City to open the regulator of any burner for any pur- 
pose whatever. 

In consideration of this contract, and of the above promises of said 
City, the Contractor agrees to furnish gas for the lighting of the public 
buildings, parks and public grounds in said district, and to make, 
when requested so to do, contracts with the several city departments 
having the charge of said, buildings, parks and public grounds, at the 
same price per thousand cubic feet as that paid for the public lamps.

The public gas lamps, of which there are 7,682 in service, 
are fitted with an automatic regulator glycerine burner, 
_ adopted in 1879, and still giving general satisfaction. They 
consume four feet of gas each per hour. These burners when 
they become defective are changed at once by the lighters, and 
perfect ones substituted. 


FrreE—-ALARM LAMPS.

NAPHTHA LIGHTING. 
There are in use at present 2,624 naphtha lamps. ‘These 


are lighted by the Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, 
under contract at twenty-two dollars and eighty-one cents per 
lamp per year, and are located mostly in the suburban dis- 
tricts where there are no gas mains or other means of light- 
ing. 

A new contract was entered upon with the above com- 
pany for the term of three years from March 18, 1896, at an 
increased cost per lamp per annum of $2.57, owing to an 
advance in the price of naphtha. 
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The following is the form of contract : — 


The Rising Sun Street Lighting Company, a corporation organized 
under the laws of the State of Maine, having a usual place of business 
in the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, and the City of Boston, a munic- 
ipal corporation in said Commonwealth, on this eighteenth day of 
March, 1896, agree as follows : — =~ 

1. Said Company shall have the care, control, and lighting of all 
naphtha street lanterns used by said City for lighting its streets and 
ways, and shall be responsible for all damage occasioned by any neglect 
or default of said Company ; shall within ten days of the day that it 
shall be notified by the Superintendent of Lamps of said City that any 
street lantern mounted on a post or bracket is assigned to it, furnish 


and apply to such lantern one of said Company’s naphtha burners with. 


pipe, stop-cock, water trap, and a reservoir capable of holding sufficient 
naphtha to operate the burner fourteen hours, and shall keep all such 
lanterns and the burning apparatus thereof so furnished clean and in 
good condition and repair, except such lanterns as said Company shall 
be notified by said Superintendent from time to time to discontinue the 
care of ; shall furnish naphtha of the best quali'y, seventy-four degrees 
to seventy-six degrees gravity, for use in said lanterns; shall light and 
extinguish said lanterns according to a time card to be furnished by said 
Superintendent; and shall so furnish and keep said burners that each 
shall give at all times when lighted a light equal to that given by an 
ordinary gas burner burning four feet of fourteen-candle gas per hour; 
and shall do all said matters and things to the satisfaction of said Su- 
perintendent of Lamps. 

2. Said Company shall immediately notify said Superintendent of 
any damage to any post or bracket for the support of any such lantern, 
and shall report in writing at the office of said Superintendent on 
Thursday of each week the number of said lanterns lighted on each 
night of the preceding seven days, and on the fifteenth day of each 
month the number of said lanterns lighted on each night subsequent to 
the last report, giving in each of said reports the names of the persons 
lighting the lanterns and the number lighted by each person. 

3. Said City shall forthwith on said Superintendent’s being notified 
of any damage to any post or bracket aforesaid, repair the same or 
furnish a new one in place thereof; shall, when any lanterns have been 
destroyed, furnish others in the place thereof upon the presentation of 
such damaged lantern to the said Superintendent. 

4, Said City shall pay to said Company in full compensation for its 
performance of the agreements aforesaid the sum of twenty-two dollars 
and eighty-one cents per year of three thousand eight hundred and 
twenty-eight (3,828) hours for each and every lantern so kept, cared .for 
and lighted, said payments to be made monthly; provided, that if any 
lantern is not kept lighted as aforesaid to the satisfaction of said Super- 
intendent during all the hours required by said time card a proportional 
deduction shall be made from said monthly payments. 

5. This contract shall continue in force for three years from the date 
hereof and thereafter until terminated on three months’ notice in writ- 
ing by either party, subject, however, to the necessary appropriation 
being made annually therefor, and on such termination said Company 
may remove its burning apparatus from said lanterns. 


ELEcTRIC LIGHTING. 


The electric lamps, 2,566 in number, located in the differ- 
ent sections of the city, are are lamps of what is commercially 
known as 2,000-candle power, and are supplied by the Boston 
Electric Light Company, the Charlestown Gas and Electric 
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Company, and the Brookline Gas Light Company. The lamps 
used are those known as the Brush and the Thomson-Hous- 
ton lamps. ‘They are cared for by men employed by the dif- 
ferent companies, and as a rule give good service. The 
following is a copy of the contract made with the Boston 
Electric Light Company : 


. Tuts AGREEMENT, made and entered into this twentieth day of 

February, A.D. 1894, by and between THr Boston Etrcrric LIGHT 
ComPpANY of Boston, a corporation duly established under the laws of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called ‘‘the Com- 
pany,’’ of the first part, and the Crry or Boston, a municipal corpora- 
tion in the County of Suffolk, Massachusetts, and hereinafter called 
‘*the City,’’ of the second part: 


WITNESSETH: 


First. The Company agrees to furnish for a period of five years from 
and after this date such number of electric arc lights as may be legally 
located in the streets, ways, squares and public places of the city, ex- 
cept in those portions of the city formerly Brighton, Charlestown, or 
part of Brookline. 

Said are lights to be furnished as follows: For thirteen hundred and 
fifty lights, and any additional lights to the number of fifteen hundred, 
at the rate of thirty-eight and one-half cents each per night; for fifteen 
hundred and any additional lights up to seventeen hundred and fifty, at 
the rate of thirty-seven and one-half cents each per night; for seventeen 
hundred and fifty and any additional lights up to two thousand, at the 
rate of thirty-six cents each per night; and for two thousand or over, at 
the rate of thirty-five cents per light per night; provided, however, that 
if two thousand lights are erected by December thirty-first of the pres- 
ent year, the price paid shall be thirty-five cents per light per night for. 
the entire number from February first, eighteen hundred and ninety- 
four, and if a less number is in use on that date (Dec. 31, 1894), then the 
price paid for the entire number from Feb. 1, 1894, shall be reduced so 
that the cost to the City of such lights shall be at the prices fixed for 
the number next below the number in use Dee. 31, 1894; the adjustment 
to be made in the bills payable Dec. 1, 1894, and Jan. 1, 1895. In ascer- 
taining the number of lights in use on said Dec. 31, 1894, the lights fur- 
nished by the Company for the parks and public buildings shall be 
counted. Said are lights are to be kept lighted continuously between 
dusk and dawn, during such hours as the Superintendent of Lamps may 
direct, the total number of hours per year not to exceed thirty-eight 
hundred and fifty. 

Wherever lamps are connected to underground wires belonging to 
the City, or any department thereof, the price will be one cent per lamp 
less per night than otherwise. 

The electric current to be furnished for the arc lights is never to be 
less than nine and six-tenths amperes, and the pressure at each lamp 
- not less than forty-eight volts, being an electrical energy of four hun- 
dred and sixty-one watts. If less amperes are used, then the volts 
shall be enough greater to require four hundred and sixty-one electrical 
watts per lamp, and giving a nominal candle power of two thousand. 

Carbons used must be one-half or seven-sixteenths inch in diameter, 
of the best quality and style adapted for street lighting, and must burn 
uniformly and give a clear and steady light. The globes are to be of 
clear glass, unless otherwise ordered by ‘the Superintendent of Lamps, 
free from lettering, and all of best quality and proper shape to avoid 
casting rings and streaks of light and shadow. 

All globes are to be thoroughly brushed inside and outside at least 
three times a week, and washed as frequently as may be considered 
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necessary by the Superintendent of Lamps; and any globes that may 
become broken are to be immediately replaced by sound ones. 

The present overhead system of construction is to be used, the Com- 
pany only to connect city posts with such adjacent underground w:res 
as may be hereafter located in the Company’s conduits for commercial 
lights; in which case the city is to prepare the posts so as to allow of 
the passing of the cable up through them. 

Second. The Company further agrees to ind2mnify and save the city 
harmless from and against any and all claims and demands for 
damages, costs, and expenses for or on account of injuries to persons 
or property arising from imperfect construction and maintenance, or 
from any use of its wires and apparatus, and from any and all claims 
for damage by reason of any infringement of patent rights in the use of 
lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery, and appliances connected there- 
with. 

Third. And further, the said Company agrees that should any of 
the lamps fail to burn uniformly and give a clear and steady light, to 
the satisfaction of the Superintendent of Lamps, the Company will at its 
own expense replace them with others satisfactory to said Superin- 
tendent. 

Fourth. The Company agrees at its own expense to maintain an 
efficient system of patrol for inspecting the lamps during the hours 
which they are in use, so that any lamp which fails to burn properly 
sha 1 be promptly reported and put in order, or immediately replaced. 

For this inspection a sufficient number of men shall be employed to 
enable each lamp to be examined at least three times durisg each night. 

Fifth. The city agrees that if said Company shall well and faith- 
fully perform the promises and conditions of this contract in all its 
parts, first satisfying the said city that no proceedings either in law or, 
equity have been begun against said city on account of any infringe- 
ment of patent rights, or the wrongful use or injury by said electric 
lamps, lights, wires, poles, machinery and appliances, or any of them, 
then the city will pay the Company monthly during the period of this 
contract such sum as the total number of lights burning at the price 
named may amount to. In case any such suit or suits against said city 
shall have been begun, or notice of a claim for damages shall have been 
given, the city shall pay any amount due under this contract, notwith- 
standing such suit or notice, if the Company shall furnish the city with 
a bond of indemnity with satisfactory sureties. Said sum shall be in 
fall payment and discharge for any and all expenses atiending the care, 
maintenance and use of such lights and apparatus, and it is hereby 
understood and agreed that if through accident or other cause the 
said lamps, or any of them, shall fail to be lighted and kept so lighted, 
as stated above, any night or nights during the period of this contract, 
then for each lamp that shall fail to be lighted there shall be deducted 
from the sum to be paid by said city an amount for each light not so 
lighted equal to the rate to be paid for lighting the same under this con- 
tract as provided. In case the actual current supplied to any of the 
lamps shall be less than called for herein, payment shall only be 
made for the actual current as ascertained. The amount to be based 
pro rata on the amount which would be paid were the current equal to 
that required hereby, unless said deficiencies should amount to over 
twenty per cent of the current called for, in which case no payment 
shall be made, the lights being considered useless. 

And further, this is not to be construed toimply a right to continue to 
furnish lights under this contract at reduced currents. 

For the purpose of making tests of currents and of examining the 
lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appliances with the view of learning. 
whether the Company is complying with th2 terms of this agreement, it 
is further understood and agreed that at all proper times the city, by 
such person or persons as the Superintendent of Lamps may authorize, 
Shall have access to all said lamps, wires, poles, apparatus and appli- 
ances in the city, and also to the plants of the Company, and shall have 
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the further privilege at any time and at all times of attaching in any of 
the circuits, at such point or points as they may select, one or more 
-ammeters or other measuring instruments, and to maintain the same 
during its pleasure, and have the further right to remove at any time 
one or more lamps for the purpose of testing the candle power of said 
lamp or lamps. 

This contract shall continue in force for five years from the date 
hereof, subject to appropriations; and shall continue thereafter until a 
new agreement is made by the parties, or until the expiration of six 
months after notice in writing by either party of its election to terminate 
the contract. 

In consideration of this contract and of the above promises of said 
city, the Company agrees to furnish electric are lights for the lighting 
of the public buildings, parks and public grounds, when so requested 
to do by the departments having charge of said parks, buildings and 
public grounds, at the same rates, and on the same conditions, provid2d 
for in this contract; this clause also to apply to the lights mentioned in 
contract for the Fens, dated Oct. 7, 1893. 

IN WITNESS WIIEREOF, said Company, by its proper officers, and said 
city, by its Superintendent of Lamps, duly authorized, have hereunto

The gas lamps are lighted by the use of the Bartlett patent 
torch, the city having purchased the right to manufacture 
and use the same. 


LAMPLIGHTERS’ DUTIES. 


The lamplighters are required to light and extinguish the 
lamps in their charge promptly at the time designated on the 
time card, one hour only being allowed for each; to keep 
the lanterns clean and in order at all times; to report at this 
office every defect in either lanterns or fixtures at or before 
9 A.M.; to keep the stop-cocks clean and properly oiled, 
the burners in order, and the pipes clear from water or frost. 
Gas-leaks are to be reported at this office and at thé office of 
the gas company when discovered, and a written statement 
is also required every Thursday morning of the work per- 
‘ formed the previous week. Any neglect in the care of lan- 
terns or fixtures is considered sufficient cause for immediate 
dismissal. 

All men employed to light the lamps are furnished with 
the necessary ladders, torches, hooks, etc., by the city.
